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By  vote  of  the  Convention  of  1860  the  follomiig  resoho' 
tions^  passed  in  the  Convention  of  1858,  tvere  ordered  to  he 
printed  on  the  cover  of  the  Journal :  — 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  Mr.  Hilliard : 

Whereas  the  Journals  of  this  Convention  for  many  years 
past  show,  that  a  large  number  of  the  Lay  Delegates 
elected  have  not  attended  the  sittings  of  the  Convention  : 

Votedy  That  the  Convention  earnestly  recommend  to 
the  several  Parishes  to  have  regard  in  the  election  of  De- 
legates to  the  probability  of  their  being  able  and  willing 
actually  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  so  far  as  practicable, 
in  connection  with  such  election,  to  require  their  assurance 
that  they  will  attend  the  Convention,  unless  prevented  by 
some  unforeseen  and  insuperable  obstacle. 

Voted^  That  this  Convention  urge  upon  all  persons,  who 
may  be  elected  Delegates  as  aforesaid,  the  great  import- 
ance and  the  serious  obligation  of  discharging  the  duty 
which  is  thus  imposed  upon  them. 
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Boston^  Wednenday^  May  8, 1861, 
Trinity  Churdi. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  seventy-first  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates, assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Vail, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Taunton. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  in  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  Winslow  W.  Sever,  Rec- 
tor of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Newton. 

The  annual  Sermon  was  then  delivered  by  the  Rev* 
Nicholas  Hoppin,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Churcli,  Cam- 
bridge, from  the  text,  2  Cor.  v.  14  and  15 :  ^^For  the  love 
of  Christ  constraineth  vs^  because  we  thus  judge^  that  if  one 
died  for  aUy  then  were  all  dead:  And  that  he  died  for  all, 
that  they  which  live,  should  not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves, 
but  unto  him  that  died  for  them,  and  rose  again, ^^ 

After  which,  at  the  Offertory,  which  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Winslow  W.  Sever,  a  collection  was  made  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Holy  Communion  was  then  adminis- 
tered to  the  Clergy,  and  to  several  of  the  Laity,  by  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Winslow  W.  Sever.

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 
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Annual  ^hhxtss  : 

Mt  Brethren  op  the  Clergy  and  Laity:  — 

Of  the  official  acts  which  have  been  performed  by  me  since  we 
last  met  together,  and  the  record  of  which  I  hare  now  to  present 
to  you,  the  first  to  be  mentioned  is  the  administration  of  the  rite 
of  Confirmation  in  St.  Paul's,  Brookline,  on  the  morning  of  the 
Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  6  ;  when  7  persons  received 
the  laying  on  of  hands.  On  this  occasion  I  also,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Li  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  temporary 
place  of  worship  of  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Newton 
Comer. 

Li  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  May  8,  I  confirmed  18  in  St. 
Paul's,  Newburyport. 

On  Wednesday,  May  9, 1  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St* 
James's,  Amesbury. 

On  Thursday,  May  10, 1  confirmed  4  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Andover. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  13,  I  confirmed  8  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea. 

On  Tuesday,  May  15, 1  confirmed  9  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  Millville. 

On  Wednesday,  May  16,  in  Trinity  Church,  Pawtucket,  I 
catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  11  persons 
in  the  evening.  Since  that  time  the  Kev.  John  M.  Peck  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  been  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev* 
Edward  De  Zeng,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 
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Ascension  Day,  May  17,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  New  Bedford.  The  Rev.  Spencer  M.  Rice  has 
veaigned  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  and  removed  to  New 
Jersey ;  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Josiah  P.  Tustin, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island, 

On  Friday,  May  18, 1  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity 
Ckurch,  Bridgewater. 

Sunday  after  Ascension  Day^  May  20,  I  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  catechiced  the  children,  in  St.  Thomas's,  Taunton ; 
and  confirmed  7  persons  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Tuesday,  May  22, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the  aiter^ 
noon  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  River ;  and  confirmed 
14  persons  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  23,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  Christ  Church,  Swansea ;  and  in  the 
evening,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  B.  H.  Chase,  of  Rhode 
Island,  I  delivered  a  brief  address  to  the  congregation. 

On  Friday,  May  2o,  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  consecrating  to 
the  service  of  God  the  parish  church,  built  by  the  congregation  of 
Calvary  Church,  Danvcrs.  There  was  a  numerous  attendance 
of  clergymen  to  cheer  the  excellent  Rector  on  this  joyful  occasion, 
and  a  large  gathering  of  others  from  Danvers  and  the  neigh- 
boring places.  The  edifice,  which  is  of  wood,  and  the  design 
of  which  was  furnished  by  Messrs.  Ryder  and  Fuller,  of  Boston, 
is  appropriate  in  all  its  arrangements ;  and  presents  a  chaste 
and  beautiful  appearance  both  externally,  and  within.  The 
ground  on  which  it  stands,  of  the  value  of  81200.00,  was 
generously  given  by  two  active  members  of  the  parish,  Joseph 
Adams,  and  Edward  D.  Kimball,  Esqrs. ;  and  the  cost  of  the 
building  was  84400,  contributed  partly  by  the  parishioners,  and 
partly  by  friends  in  other  parishes  of  the  Diocese.  Let  us  hope 
for  the  Divine  blessing  on  the  ministrations,  henceforth  to  be 
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dispensed  in  this  house  of  God.  "Wherever  our  beloved  Church 
is  planted,  it  is  sure  of  bringing  ricli  benefits  with  it ;  provided, 
at  the  same  time,  that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  faithfully  pro- 
claimed from  the  pulpit,  and  the  worship  be  kept  free  from  those 
worse  than  puerile  and  pitiable  superstitions,  which  have  been 
introduced  here  and  there  into  our  protcstant  fold  to  its  great 
injury  and  dishonor.  May  the  edifice  thus  set  apart  be  a  place 
where,  through  many  generations,  there  shall  be  continually 
"  added  to  the  Church  such  as  should  be  saved  I" 

Wliit-Sunday,  May  27,  I  confirmed  8  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Melrose.  I  was  much  pleased  with  this  edifice, 
in  which,  on  the  present  occasion,  I  officiated  for  the  first  time. 
Tuesday  in  Whitsun-TVeek,  May  29,  in  St.  James's,  Green- 
field, after  the  Morning  Service  I  delivered  a  short  address  to 
the  congregation ;  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon  ; 
and  confirmed  32  persons  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  30,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  John's,  Northampton,  and  confirmed  3  persons 
in  the  evening. 

On  Thursday,  May  31,  I  preached  in  the  evening  in  Grace 
Church,  Chicopee. 

On  Friday,  June  1,  I  confirmed  13  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Springfield. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  June  3,1  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in 
Christ  Church,  Waltham. 

On  Tuesday,  June  5, 1  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in  the 
temporary  place  of  worship  used  by  the  congregation  of  Grace 
Church,  Newton  Corner. 

On  Wednesday,  June  6,  I  confirmed  9  in  the  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  Lawrence. 

On  Thursday,  June  7, 1  confirmed  4  in  the  evening  in  Trinity 
Church,  Haverhill.

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  10, 1  preached  in 
the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Andrew's,  Han- 
over; in  the  afternoon  confirmed  11  persons;  and  delivered 
an  address  to  the  congregation  at  a  third  service,  h)eld  in  the 
evening. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  8, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in   St.  Andrew's,  Lynn ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  preached  in  St,  Stephen's, 
Lynn.  The  Rev.  Isaac  TV.  Hallam,  just  before  this  visit,  resign- 
ed the  charge  of  this  parish,  of  which  he  had  been  Rector  for 
fourteen  years ;  and  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 
He  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Edward  II.  True,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

On  the  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  22, 1  confirmed 
5  in  the  morning  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Wood's  Hole  ; 
and  in  the  afternoon  preached  a  second  time,  and  catechized 
the  children. 

On  "Wednesday,  September  12,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Frederick  D. 
Huntington,  D.  D.,  late  Preacher  to  the  University,  and  Tlum- 
mer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals  in  Harvard  College.  The 
Sermon  was  preached,  at  my  request,  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr- 
Burgess,  Bishop  of  Maine  ;  and  the  interest  of  the  occasion 
was  increased  by  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  Victoria,  then  on 
a  visit  to  this  country,  who  conducted  a  portion  of  the  pre- 
scribed services.  Dr.  Huntington,  on  the  Sunday  following 
the  day  of  his  ordination,  commenced  his  ministrations  as  Rector 
of  Emmanuel  Church,  in  this  city,  the  organization  of  which  was 
mentioned  in  my  Address  to  the  last  Convention. 

On  Thursday,  September  13,  it  was  with  great  gratification 
that  I  consecrated  Christ  Church,  Quincy ;  a  substantial  and 
beautiful  edifice  of  stone,  erected  on  the  site  of  the  wooden  church 
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which  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  building  was  designed  by 
Messrs.  Preston  and  Emerson,  of  Boston ;  and  is  remarkable 
for  its  simplicity,  and  for  the  convenience  of  its  arrangements. 
A  large  number  of  the  clergy,  and  a  numerous  congregation, 
were  present  at  this  interesting  service,  and  rejoiced  together  at 
the  rapidity  with  which,  through  the  energy  and  zeal  of  the 
parish,  this  new  sanctuary  has  risen  upon  the  ruins  of  the  old. 
The  cost,  which  was  8G500,  has  been  contributed,  with  the 
exception  of  $800,  by  members  of  the  congregation.  To  add  to 
the  happiness  of  the  occasion,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  C.  Cutler, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Ann's,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  preached  the 
Sermon.  Dr.  Cutler,  from  the  year  1822  to  1829,  was  Rector 
of  this  ancient  parish ;  and  now,  afler  the  lapse  of  more  than 
thirty  years,  had  come,  at  my  desire  and  that  of  the  parishioners, 
to  revisit  the  scene  of  his  former  faithful  and  eminently  successful 
labors.  His  discourse,  which  was  full  of  Scriptural  truth  and 
wisdom,  and  marked  by  peculiar  faithfulness  of  appeal,  pro* 
duced  a  strong  impression,  and  one  that,  I  trust,  will  not  pass 
away.  May  the  Lord  crown  the  services  of  the  day  with  his 
richest  blessing  through  coming  generations  ! 

I  would  here  state  that  this  parish  is  now  served  by  the  Rev. 
Henry  Burroughs. 

On  Wednesday,  September  19,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Grace 
Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  John 
V.  Lewis,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Millville.  The  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Mason,  D.  D.,  Rector  of 
Grace  Church  ;  who  also,  together  with  the  Rev.  Drs.  "Wells  and 
Randall,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  30,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  Calvary  Church,  Danvers,  and  con- 
firmed 8  persons  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  7, 1  confirm- 
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Cil  6  in  the  cveniDg  in  the  Diocesan  Mission  Chapel  for  Sailors, 
Commercial  Street,  Boston. 

On  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  October  24,  I  attended,  in  St. 
Greorge's  Church,  New  York,  the  first  public  meeting  of  the 
American  Church  Missionary  Society ;  and,  by  request  of  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  deBvered  an  address  on  this  highly 
interesting  occasion.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Nicholson  of  this  city,  and 
others  of  th«  clergy,  also  addressed  the  numerous  assembly  pres- 
ent. In  the  formation  of  this  Society  I  have  greatly  rejoiced, 
in  common  with  a  large  number  of  my  brethren  both  of  the 
clergy  and  laity;  and,  in  the  wide-spread  interest  and  favor 
which  have  attended  it  from  the  beginning,  I  cannot  but  perceive 
strong  evidence  that  such  an  agency  for  the  missionary  work  was 
needed,  and  also  the  most  cheering  proof  of  the  blessing  of  Al- 
mighty God.  This  new  Society  is  formed  upon  the  principle 
of  voluntary  association.  Being  thus  constituted,  it  will  com- 
mand the  hearty  support  and  confidence  of  the  friends  of  evan* 
gclical  truth  throughout  our  land ;  for  they  will  now  have  the 
assurance,  that  the  gifts  they  bestow  will  be  devoted  to  the 
extension  of  the  principles  they  love,  and  of  those  alone.  I 
commend  this  agency  to  the  affectionate  interest  of  ministers  and 
people  in  this  Diocese.  Its  object  is  to  send  forth  those  laborers 
only,  who  will  preach  Christ  Crucified  as  the  sinner's  hope  > 
and^who,  while  loving  the  polity  of  our  apostolical  Church, 
and  giving  their  due  place  and  importance  to  the  Sacraments 
Christ  has  appointed,  will  not  put  the  Church  and  the  Sacra- 
ments in  the  place  of  Christy  nor  substitute  a  religion  of  ritualism 
for  the  gospel  of  the  blessed  God. 

On  Wednesday,  October  31,  I  confirmed  4  in  the  afternoon 

in  St.  John's,  Wilkinson ville,  and  catechized  the   children  in 

the  evening. 

All  Saints'   Day,   Thursday,   November  1,  I  confirmed  IG 
2* 
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in  the  evening  in  All  Saints',  Worcester.  I  am  happy  to  record, 
that  this  church  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  by  the  parish- 
ioners ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  provided  with  a  large  additional 
number  of  sittings,  which  was  required  by  the  increased  attend- 
ance upon  its  services. 

On  Friday,  November  2, 1  Confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in 
Christ  Church,  Clappville. 

On  the  Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  4, 
in  St.  John's,  Ashfield,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  con« 
firmed  4  in  the  afternoon.  The  Hev.  Charles  H.  Gardiner, 
Rector  of  this  parish,  has,  since  that  time,  been  transferred  to 
this  Diocese  from  that  of  New  York. 

On  Monday,  November  5,  afler  a  sermon  in  the  evening  by 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Bowdcn,  of  Pittsfield,  I  confirmed  6  persons  at 
South  Adams.  The  Rev.  W.  Tatlock,  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  who  is  now  the  Rector  of  St.  John's,  North  Adams, 
has  held  service  every  Sunday,  with  very  encouraging  results, 
at  South  Adams.  On  the  following  day,  Tuesday,  November  6, 
I  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bowden,  in  the  church  at  North  Adams. 
Mr.  Bowden  delivered  an  address  on  the  occasion.  I  preach- 
ed in  the  same  church  in  the  evening.  I  am  glad  to  state  that, 
energetic  measures  having  been  taken  by  the  members  of  this 
parish,  for  removing  the  debt  which  has  so  long  impeded  itsf>ros^ 
pority,  and  hindered  the  consecration  of  the  edifice  in  which  they 
assemble  together,  that  desirable  object  has  at  length  been  ac- 
complished; and  the  church  will  be  set  apart  to  the  service 
of  God  in  the  ensuing  autumn. 

On  Wednesday,  November  7, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and 
confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesboroogh. 

On  Thursday,  November  8,  I  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in 
St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield,  including  1  irom  Su  George's,  Lee« 
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The  Bev.  Edward  M«  Pecke  had^  jcuit  before  this  time,  resigned 
the  rectorship  of  this  parish^  and  removed  to  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania;  and  the  Bev*  J.  J.  Bowden  was  immediately 
afterwards  appointed  his  snccessor.  This  invitation  he  accept* 
ed,  and,  in  consequence,  relinquished  the  charge  of  the  new 
parish  of  Ohrist  Church  in  the  same  town;  and  this  parish 
has  since  been  dissolved* 

On  Friday,  November  9, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  aflemoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Penniman  has  recently 
relinquished  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Yardley,  from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

On  the  Twenty-Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  11,  I 
confirmed  3  in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in 
St*  Paul's,  Stockbridge.  In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  I 
preached  at  South  Lee,  where  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  has  for 
some  time  held  a  service  on  every  Lord's  Day.  The  attendance 
was  large ;  and  the  good  fruits  of  these  ministrations  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Parker  have  been  very  manifest. 

On  Tuesday,  November  18,  I  confirmed  1  in  the  evening,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  George's,  Lee.  The  Rev.  J.  F. 
Spaulding  has  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  removed 
to  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island;  and  has  been  succeeded  at 
Lee  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Leach,  from  that  Diocese. 

On  Wednesday,  November  14, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  morning, 
and  catechized  the  children,  in  Trinity  Church,  Vandcusenvillej 
and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  cotifirmed  7  in  St.  James's, 
Great  Barrington. 

On  Friday,  November  16,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis ;  and  confirmed  4 
persons  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Twenty-Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  18  ^ 
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I  preached  iti  the  monling  in  St«  Andrew's^  Now  Boston ;  cat- 
echized the  children  in  the  afternoon ;  and  confirmed  2  persona 
in  the  evening*  I  was  happy  to  see  the  encoilraging  condition  of 
things  at  Otis  and  New  Boston,*  nnder  the  laborious  ministra* 
tions  of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Watson  ;  but  it  is  with  great  regret  that 
I  have  to  add)  that  he  has  since  given  up  his  charge  of  these 
two  places,  and  that  they  are  again  left  as  sheep  without  a 
shepherd.  They  offer  a  most  promising  field  for  missionary 
work,  and  I  cannot  but  hope  atid  pray  that  some  persevering 
and  zealous  laborer  may  soon  be  found,  to  bring  in  wanderers, 
through  the  Spirit's  blessing,  into  the  fold  of  God. 

On  Monday,  November  lO^  I  confirmed  16  in  the  evening  in 
St.  James's  Greenfield ;  making,  with  the  32  already  mentioned 
as  having  been  confirmed  in  May  last,  48  as  the  whole  number 
for  the  year. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday >  November  22, 1  had  the  great 
satisfaction  of  being  present  at  the  re-opening  of  Christ  Chiu-ch, 
in  this  city.  This  venerable  edifice^  dear  to  us  all  by  so  many 
impressive  recollections  of  the  past,  had  been  for  a  long  time 
closed  for  the  purpose  of  extensive  repairs  atid  imptx}vements. 
The  repairs  were  absolutely  necessary,  and  have  been  thoroughly 
made :  the  improvments  are  such  as  well  deserve  the  namC)  being 
a  restoration  of  the  interior  of  the  btiilding  very  nearly  to  the 
appearance  it  must  have  presented  in  its  early  days.  All  that 
has  been  done  by  the  Vestry  is  in  perfect  accordance  with  the 
character  and  associations  of  this  ancient  church ;  and  they 
deserv^c  our  warmest  thanks  for  what  they  have  accomplished. 
On  this  occasion  of  the  renewal  of  services  within  the  walls  of 
Christ  Church,  a  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nichol- 
son, Rector  of  St.  Paul's  ;  afler  which  a  brief  address  was 
delivered  by  myself  to  the  large  congregation  assembled.  Long 
may  this  interesting  old  building  stand ;  its  melodious  bells  sum- 
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moning  the  surrounding  inhabitants  to  the  ordinances  of  the 
gospel,  and  the  reading  desk  and  pulpit  uttering  their  witness, 
through  many  generations,  to  the  blessed  truth  that  the  Lord . 
Jesos,  who  is  both  Gk>d  and  man,   "  came  into  the  world  to 
save  sinners  I" 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  November  25, 1  confirmed 
6  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Newton,  Lower  Falls.  Since 
the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Mr.  De  Costa  has  resigned  the 
Bector^ip  of  this  parish,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
W.  W.  Sever,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

St.  Andrew's  Day,  Friday,  November  30, 1  confirmed  16  in 
the  evening  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  December  5, 1  confirmed  4  in  the  evening, 
and  also  catechized  the  children,  at  East  AtUeborough.  The 
services  were  held  in  a  hall  used  by  the  congregation.  Since 
the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Julius  S.  Townsend  has  been 
compelled  by  ill  health  to  relinquish  the  charge  of  this  station, 
and  of  the  parish  of  Grace  Church,  North  Attleborough ;  and 
has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  Island. 

On  Wednesday,  December  12,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  evening 
in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  used  by  the  congregation  of 
St.  Paul's,  Aubumdale. 

On  Wednesday,  December  19,  I  confirmed  8  in  the  evening 
in  St.  Stephen's,  Lynn. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  23,  I  confirmed 
24  in  the  evening  in  St.  Mathcw's,  South  Boston.  The  Rev. 
Frederic  Wilson,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  has  been 
chosen  the  Rector  of  this  parish  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Joseph 
H.  Clinch,  whose  resignation  was  mentioned  in  my  Address  to 
the  last  Convention.  The  congregation  have  removed  to  a  new 
church  of  larger  dimdnsions  than  that  which   they   formerly 
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occupied  ;  and  in  this  building  the  services  of  the  present  occa- 
sion were  held. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas-Day,  December  80,  I  confirm- 
ed 9.  in  the  evening  in  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors, 
Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  January  16,  18G1,  I  administered  the  Com- 
munion in  the  morning  at  a  united  meeting  of  the  Eastern  and 
Southern  District  CJiurch  Missionary  Associations,  held  in  the 
temporary  place  of  worship  used  by  the  congregation  of  Emmanuel 
Church,  Boston.  And  in  the  evening  of  this  day,  I  attended  a 
Missionary  Meeting  of  these  Associations  in  the  same  place  ; 
and,  after  addresses  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Vail  and  Handall,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Falcs,  spoke  a  few  words  to  my  brethren  of  the 
clergy,  and  others  there  assembled. 

On  Thursday,  Feb.  14,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Christ  Church, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Alvan  H.  Wash- 
bum,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  The  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Rouse,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Clappvillo.  Mr.  Washburn  has  been  officiating,  since  his  ordi- 
nation, at  Hyde  Park,  where  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  Christ 
Church,  has  been  organized  since  the  last  Convention;  and 
where  also  a  church  has  been  built,  which  is  nearly  ready  for 
consecration. 

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  February  26,  in  St.  Michael's, 
Marblchead,  I  preached  a  sermon  on  the  Bible,  addressed  to 
young  men ;  being  the  last  of  a  course  delivered  by  several  of 
the  clergy. 

On  Wednesday,  March  6,  I  preached  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Paul's,  Dcdham. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  10,  I  confirmed  14  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Mark's,  Boston  ;  to  whom  are  to  be  added 
2  others  confirmed  in  Trinity  Church,  one  in  September   last. 
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and  the  other  hereafter  to  be  mentioned,  making  16  as  the 
number  for  the  year :  and 

In  the  evetiing  of  the  same  day,  in  Trinity  Church,  confirmed 
49  persons  presented  by  the  Bector  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Bos- 
ton. To  these  are  to  be  added  3,  hereafter  to  be  mentioned  as 
confirmed  in  Trinity  Church  and  8t.  Paul's,  making  52  as  the 
whole  number. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  17, 1  confirmed  8  in  the 
afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 

On  Tuesday,  March  19,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the  Church 
of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev. 
Frederick  D.  Huntington,  D«  D«,  Deacon,  Rector  of  Emmanuel 
Chnrch,  Boston,  and  the  Roy.  Richard  F#  Putnam,  Deacon, 
Rectot-  of  St.  John's,  Framingham,  a  parish  which  has  been 
organized  since  the  last  Convention.  The  Sermon  was  preach- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Henry  Burroughs,  who  also,  together  with  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  M.  B.  Chase,  S.  B.  Babcock,  and  Sever,  united 
with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands  on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Putnam. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Randall,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Baury,  Robinson, 
Lambert,  and  Sever,  and  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Perry  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  Hampshire,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands 
on  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington. 

On  Friday,  March  22,  I  confirmed  20  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston  ;  making,  with  the  15  already  mention- 
ed as  confirmed  in  November  last,  35  as  the  wlwle  number  for  the 
year.  ^ 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  March  24,  I  confirmed 
13  in  the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  including  2  from 
Emmanuel  Church,  and  1   from  St.  Mark's. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  18  in  St. 
James's,  Roxbury,  including  1  from  St.  James's,  "Woodstock, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Vermont ;  and 

Li  the  evening,  confirmed  7  in  Christ  Church,  Boston.   * 
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On  Thursday,  April  4,  at  the  request  of  the  Provisional  Bishop 
of  New  York,  I  was  present  at  the  consecration  of  the  Memo- 
rial Church  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon,  and  preached  the  Sermon. 
This  edifice,  of  substantial  materials,  and  architectural  beautj, 
is  an  important  addition  to  the  means  of  grace  in  that  part 
of  the  city  of  New  York  in  which  it  is  situated ;  but  it  possesses 
also  a  peculiar  interest  as  the  monument  of  a  distinguished 
minister  of  Christ,  who,  until  he  was  removed  from  the  earth  in 
January  last,  labored  in  season,  and  out  of  season,  for  the  Be* 
deemer's  glory.  He  was  eminent  for  his  interest  in  the  work  of 
Church  extension ;  and  the  erection  of  this  building  had  long 
been  a  cherished  object  of  his  prayers  and  exertions.  His  son, 
the  Rev.  Edward  Anthon,  who  was  formerly  Rector,  for  a 
short  time,  of  St.  Thomas's,  Taunton,  is  the  incumbent  of  the 
Memorial  Church.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  lead  him  ever  to 
emulate  his  honored  father,  in  those  qualities  of  inflexible  ad- 
herence to  principle,  courage  in  following  the  patli  of  duty,  and 
ardent  attachment  to  evangelical  truth,  which  made  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Anthon  so  marked  a  man  in  his  day  and  generation  ! 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  7, 1  confirmed  50  in 
the  morning  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell;  and,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Rector,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper :  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  29  parishioners, 
of  St.  John's,  Lowell,  a  parish  which  has  been  organized  since 
the  last  Convention,  and  of  which  the  Rector  is  the  Rev.  Charles 
W.  Homer,  who  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York.  The  services  were  held  in  a  temporary  place  of  worship 
used  by  the  congregation.  The  parishioners  have  commenced 
the  building  of  a  substantial  stone  church,  the  comer-stone  of 
which  was  laid  a  short  time  after  my  visit. 

On  Tuesday,  April  9,  I  confirmed  26  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  Charlestown. 
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On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  14,  I  confirmed 
10  in  the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Boston;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  34  in  the  Church 
of  the  Advent ;  making,  with  2  others  about  to  be  mentioned, 
36  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

On  the  third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  21,  I  confirmed  18 
in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  including  1  from  Emman- 
uel Church,  and  2  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  10  in  St.  Peter's, 
Cambridgcport . 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  28,  I  confirmed 
13  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston. 

From  the  particulars  thus  presented  the  foDowing  result 
appears :  —  During  the  last  year  I  have  confirmed  660  persons ; 
ordained  2  Deacons,  and  3  Priests ;  consecrated  2  churches ; 
the  comer-stone  of  1  churcli  has  been  laid ;  and  3  parishes  have 
been  organized. 

I  have  to  mention  the  following  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  Diocese,  in  addition  to  tliose  already  recorded  :  — 
The  Rev.  Justin  Field  has  been  succeeded  in  the  Rectorship 
of  Grace  Church,  Medford,  by  the  Rev.  George  A.  Strong,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Delaware  ;  the  Rev.  Alexander  G.  Mercer,  D.  D., 
from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  has  become  the  Assistant 
Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  the  Rev.  W.  II.  Mills, 
from  the  same  Diocese,  lias  been  appointed  Rector  of  St.  Mary's 
Dorchester,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Edward  L.  Drown,  who  has 
resigned  that  parisli,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  New 
Haven,  in  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut ;  the  Rev.  James  H. 
Tyng  has  relinquished  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea, 
-which  is  now  served  by  the  Rev.  Edmund  B.  Palmer  ;  the  Rev. 
S.  J.  Evans  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's,  East 
Boston,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Henry  McClory, 
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from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut ;  the  Rev.  Joshua  R.  Pierce 
has  been  received  from  New  Hampshire,  and  is  officiating  at 
Southborough  ;  the  Rev.  William  R.  Pickman,  from  the  Diocese 
of  Missouri,  has  succeeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leeds  as  the  Rector 
of  St.  Peter's,  Salem  ;  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Richmond  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  Illinois,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fuller  to  Connecticut,  the  Rev. 
Archibald  M.  Morrison  to  New  York,  the  Rev.  William  H. 
Trapnell  to  Maryland,  the  Rev.  Jolm  West  to  Nebraska,  and 
the  Rev.  Dexter  Potter  to  New  Hampshire.  The  Letters  Dimis- 
sory  to  the  Diocese  of  Jamaica  granted,  in  1859,  to  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  N.  Stewart,  were  recently  returned  to  me,  and  he  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Rev. 
William  H.  Brooks  has  been  received  from  Western  New  York  ; 
the  Rev.  John  L.  Watson,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
from  New  Hampshire  ;  the  Rev.  Elisha  F.  Watson  from  Rhode 
Island ;  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Chase  from  New  Jersey. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  are  as  follows :  —  Wentworth 
S.  Butler,  Abner  P.  Brush,  Charles  C.  Wright,  Samuel  S. 
Spear,  Albert  U.  Stanley,  Robert  Murray,  Jr.,  William  R. 
Huntington,  Francis  E.  R.  Chubbuck,  O.  W.  Wliitaker,  Edward 
Hale,  George  S.  Paine,  Daniel  S.  Preston,  Charles  Learoyd,  and 
Edmund  Squire — Total,  14.  You  >vill,  I  am  sure,  perceive  with 
gratification,  that  the  number  of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry 
is  considerably  larger  than  that  of  the  last  year,  and  of  many 
preceding  years.  Let  us  thank  God  for  this  token  of  his  bless- 
ing ;  not  relaxing,  at  the  same  time,  our  perseverance  in  earnest 
prayer  to  "  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth 
laborers  into  his  harvest." 

I  have  derived  much  comfort,  during  the  past  year,  from  the 
stated  Monday  morning  Prayer  Meeting,  held  in  the  Sunday 
School  Room  of  this  church.  On  these  occasions  a  few  of  the 
clergy,  I  am  happy  to  say,  have  been  always  present,  and  added 
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their  supplications  to  those  offered  by  the  followers  of  Christ 
among  the  people.  I  am  rejoiced  that  this  meeting  is  still  sup- 
ported ;  and  that,  while  the  ambassadors  of  the  gospel  are  labor- 
ing in  their  several  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  petitions  go  forth 
from  this  quiet  spot  for  the  dew  of  the  Spirit  on  their  work  — 
for  the  growth  in  grace  of  those  who  confess  their  Master  in 
the  ordinances  of  his  appointment  —  for  the  addition  of  multi- 
tudes to  the  number  of  God's  people  —  for  the  divine  blessing  on 
this  Diocese,  on  its  Bishop,  and  on  its  ministers  —  and  for  the 
eictension  of  Messiah's  dominion  over  all  lands. 

My  dear  brethren  ;  —  It  is  unnecessary  to  remind  you  that  we 
meet  this  day  under  circumstances,  which,  in  solemnity,  and  in 
calamitous  character,  have  had  no  parallel  since  tliis  American 
Union  commenced  its  existence.  A  nefarious  rebellion  has  bro- 
ken out,  in  some  of  the  Southern  portions  of  the  Confederacy, 
against  the  government  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  These 
revolutionary  purposes  have  been  enforced  by  arms  ;  and  blood 
has  flowed.  What  can  I  hope  to  say  at  such  a  time,  which  has 
not  already  suggested  itself  to  every  heart  ?  I  only  desire  to 
mingle  my  own  reflections  with  yours  at  this  momentous  crisis  of 
our  history.  Let  us  thank  God  for  the  unanimity  with  which  so 
many  millions,  burying  all  party  differences  in  the  love  of  their 
common  flag,  and  of  the  constitution  under  which  they  live,  have 
come  forth  as  one  man  for  the  maintenance  of  their  country's 
stability  and  honor.  And  to  our  gratitude  we  should  surely  add 
our  deep  humiliation  for  all  those  sins,  which,  we  have  abundant 
reason  to  fear,  have  provoked  the  chastising  rod  of  Him  who  is 
our  King  and  Governor.  And  now,  moreover,  if  ever,  should 
arise  from  the  closet  of  every  believer,  from  every  family  altar, 
and  from  the  various  assemblies  of  our  people  for  social  prayer, 
earnest  supplication  to  God  that  he  would  pour  down  the  in- 
fluences of  his  Spirit  upon  the  inhabitants  of  this  vast  country. 
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On  us  of  the  ministry,  my  reverend  brethren,  it  is  incumbent  to 
be  faithful  in  warning  the  people  against  tlie  dangers  peculiar  to 
*imes  like  these ; — the  danger  of  neglecting,  amidst  tliese  unwonted 
tumults  and  excitements,  the  momentous  subject  of  personal  re- 
ligion —  the  danger  of  forgetting  their  part  in  the  work  of  ad- 
vancing that  kingdom  of  Christ,  which,  amidst  all  the  convulsions 
of  the  world,  is  destined  not  only  to  survive,  but  perpetually  to 
increase  until  the  fulness  of  the  glory  of  the  latter  times — the 
danger  of  nurturing  unholy  and  vindictive  passions,  and  thus 
dishonoring  their  Christian  profession  in  the  eyes  of  gainsayers 
and  enemies.  And  finally,  my  brethren  of  the  ministry  and 
of  the  people,  let  us,  in  these  dark  days,  put  our  cheerful  confi- 
dence in  God.  Let  us  believe  that  He  has  his  own  ends  in  this 
unexpected  and  bitter  dispensation.  And  let  us,  while  vigorously 
doing  our  duty  in  defending  the  right,  comfort  ourselves  with 
the  thought,  that  by  sorrow  as  well  as  by  joy,  by  adversity  as 
well  as  by  prosperity,  by  the  storms  and  tempests  sent  from  on 
high,  as  well  as  by  gentle  showers  of  peace  and  gladness,  an 
overruling  Arm  is  bringing  on  that  day,  when  all  the  kingdoms 
of  this  world,  now  lying  in  wickedness,  shall  become  the  king- 
doms '*  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ." 

On  motion, 

Hesolued,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates 
to  the  state  of  the  Country  be  referred  to  a  Committee. 

On  motion, 

Resolved^  That  said  Committee  consist  of  two  Clergy- 
men and  two  Laymen. 

The  following  gentlemen  wero  nominated  and  elected,  to 
constitute  this  Committee :  the  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Eandall,  D.D., 
the  Rev.  John  S.  Stone,  D.  D.,  Robert  M.  Mason,  Peter 
Hubbell. 

The  Rev.  Theo.   Edson,  D.  D.,   from   the   Committee 
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appointed  by  the  last  Convention,  on  the  Will  of  the  late 
William  Price,  made  the  following  Report : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  last  year  on  the 
aubject  of  the  will  of  the  late  Wm.  Price,  have  attended  to  the 
duty  assigned  to  them,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

Our  first  duty  was  "  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Wm.  Price." 

We  found  that  the  Rector  and  Wardens  of  Trinity  Church 
were,  and  for  more  than  twenty  years  had  been,  acting  as 
such  trustees.  We  sought  a  conference  with  them,  but  they 
decL'ned  to  hold  any,  as  appears  by  their  letter  of  April  15, 
1861,  subjoined  hereto.  From  some  personal  friends,  gen- 
tlemen of  the  bar,  connected  with  the  corporations  of  Trin- 
ity Church  and  King's  Chapel,  we  received  information  in  a 
courteous  and  liberal  manner,  with  opportunity  to  inspect 
the  original  documents.  From  these  documents,  the  public 
records,  and  other  information,  we  report  the  state  of  facts 
to  be  as  follows : 

Wm.  Price  made  his  will  Nov.  SOth,  1770,  and  a  codicil 
April  20th,  1771.  At  this  time  he  was  possessed  of  a  brick 
mansion-house  upon  a  piece  of  land  running  from  what  is 
now  Washington  street  to  Court  square.  This  estate  he 
devised  to  his  widow  for  life,  and  then  to  his  nieces,  Sarah 
and  Margaret  Creese,  during  their  lives.  Upon  their  death 
he  devised  the  same  "  to  tlie  Rector  and  Church  Wardens 
of  King's  Chapel,  so  called,  in  Boston  aforesaid,  and  to  their 
successors  in  said^  office  in  trust  forever."  The  objects 
of  the  trust  are  as  follows : 

First, — Out  of  the  rents  and  income  to  pay  forty  shillings 
a  year,  to  be  kept  entire  as  a  fund  for  King's  Chapel,  the 
interest  of  said  fund  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish 
by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry. 

Second, — To  pay  £16  sterling  annually  for  the  support  ot 
a  course  of  eight  sermons  to  be  preached  in  Lent  of  each 

^-  3- 
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Third, — To  pay  forty  shillings  a  year  for  the  use  of  the 
poor,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified. 

Fourth, — Any  remaining  income  of  the  estate  to  be  placed 
out  at  interest,  to  be  called  in  as  there  may  be  occasion  for 
repairing,  enlarging,  or  rebuilding  the  said  house,  or  any 
part  of  the  premises,  and  for  keeping  his  tomb  under  Trinity 
Church  in  good  and  decent  repair. 

The  will  makes  specific  provisions  as  to  the  sermons. 
There  are  to  be  eight  annually  preached  during  Lent,  begin- 
ning with  Ash  Wednesday  and  ending  with  Good  Friday. 
The  subjects  of  the  sermons  are  assigned,  and  the  sum  of 
<£16  is  to  be  equally  divided  among  the  eight  preachers. 
The  provision  as  to  the  forty  shillings  annually  to  the  poor 
is  as  follows : 

Afi;er  each  sermon  there  is  to  be  a  contribution  for  the 
poor  and  one-eighth  part  of  the  forty  shillings,  to  wit,  five 
shillings  is  to  be  put  into  each  contribution.  Tlie  total 
receipts  of  the  eight  contributions  shall  be  divided  as  follows : 
one-third  to  the  poor  of  King's  Chapel,  one-third  to  the  poor 
of  Christ  Church,  and  one-third  to  the  poor  of  Trinity 
Church. 

After  all  these  provisions  respecting  the  trust,  the  will 
proceeds  as  follows :  ^^And  if  at  any  time  there  shall  he  a 
greater  Bum  arising  from  the  rents  and  profits  of  viy  said 
house  and  appurtenances  than  shall  be  sufficient  to  discharge 
the  said  X20  annually  hereinbefore  given,  and  to  keep  my 
said  house  and  appurtenances  in  repair,  and  if  need  be,  to 
rebuild  the  same,  and  also  to  keep  my  toml^in  repair  as  afore- 
said, then  and  in  that  case  I  order  such  surplusage  to  be  put 
out  at  interest  by  the  Minister  and  Wardens  for  tlie  time  being 
ofsaidlGng's  Cliapeiy 

It  is  upon  the  construction  of  this  clause  that  the  questions 
arise,  for  the  will  nowhere  pro\'ides  in  terms  what  shall  be 
done  with  the  interest  of  this  fiind. 

The  testator  requires  the  authorities  of  King's  Chapel  to 
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certify  their  acceptance  of  the  trust  in  writing,  and  upon 
their  non-acceptance  the  trust  devolves  upon  Jhe  Rector  and 
Wardens  of  Trinity  Church.  The  testator  "  solemnly  and 
earnestly  requests"  the  trustees  "at  all  times  hereafter 
strictly  to  comply  with  and  fiilfil "  the  trust,  "  and  hy  no 
means  either  to  neglect  so  doing  or  presume  to  evade  it." 

In  the  year  1809,  the  widow  and  two  nieces  being  dead, 
King's  Chapel  entered  into  possession  of  the  land  as  trustees 
under  the  will.  In  1824,  Trinity  Church  contested  their 
right  to  act  as  trustees  upon  two  grounds,  1st,  That  King's 
Chapel  had  not  accepted  the  trust,  and  2d,  That  if  tlie  ex- 
isting corporation  of  King's  Chapel  had  accepted  the  trust, 
it  was  not  the  same  corporation  intended  by  the  testator,  by 
reason  of  essential  changes  in  its  doctrine  and  discipline. 
To  test  this  question,  a  suit  at  law  was  brought  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  State,  known  as  a  writ  of  entrj%  for 
the  possession  of  the  estate.  No  judicial  decision  was  had 
upon  this  suit,  but  Trinity  Church  and  King's  Chapel  com- 
promised the  subject  by  an  agreement.  This  agreement 
was  put  in  the  foim  of  an  indenture  of  four  parts,  bearmg 
date  Nov.  21st,  1828,  the  Rector  and  Wardens  of  Trinity 
Church  being  one  party,  the  Vestry  and  Proprietors  of 
Pews  of  Trinity  Churcli  another  party,  the  Minister  and 
Wardens  of  King's  Chapel  a  third  party,  and  the  Vestry 
and  Proprietors  of  Pews  of  King's  Chapel  a  fourth  party. 
The  substance  of  the  indenture  is  as  follows:  Kin^i's 
Chaj)el  agree  that  they  have  not  accepted  tlie  trust  in  the 
manner  required  by  the  will,  and  that  it  thereby  devolved 
upon  Trinity  Church,  and  they  give  Trinity  Church  a  judg- 
ment by  consent  for  possession  of  the  land,  as  trustees. 
Trinity  Church  agrees  to  administer  the  trust  imder  the  will 
of  Wm.  Price  "according  to  his  true  purpose  and  intent," 
and  to  apply  the  income  of  the  estate,  first,  "  to  the  payment 
of  all  such  sums  of  money  as  are  required  to  be  paid  by  the 
said  will,  and  of  all  reasonable  charges  and  expenses  attend- 
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ing  the  due  execution  of  the  several  trusts  according  to  the 
true  intent  of  ihe  donor,*'  and  then  to  pay  to  King's  Chapel 
annually  one  half  of  all  the  residue  of  the  income  of  said 
estate. 

With  reference  to  repairs,  the  indenture  limits  the  expen- 
diture to  $100  a  year,  and  any  greater  expenses  for  repair- 
ing or  rebuilding  are  to  be  undertaken  only  by  the  consent 
of  both  parishes,  signified  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the 
indenture,  and  at  their  joint  e^^pense. 

From  1828  to  the  present  time,  the  Rector  and  Wardens 
of  Trinity  Church  have  been  in  possession  of  the  estate  as 
Trustees.  At  the  date  of  the  will  the  income  of  the  estate 
did  not  probably  much  exceed  £20  a  year.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  present  leases,  although  the  buildings  are  in 
bad  condition,  have  yielded  about  $3500  a  year.  These 
leases  expire  in  July  next,  and  new  leases  can  be  made  at 
a  greatly  increased  rent.  The  manner  of  executing  the 
trust  has  been,  to  pay  out  the  sums  specifically  named  in  the 
will,  amounting  to  <£20,  and  after  deducting  expenses,  &c., 
the  surplus  income,  without  any  attempt  to  fund  it,  in  the 
manner  required  by  the  will,  has  been  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  two  corporations,  annually,  as  their  absolute  prop- 
erty ;  and  there  is  now  no  fund  existing  under  the  will  of 
Wm.  Price.  For  this  mode  of  executing  the  trust,  the 
trustees  have  had  no  decree  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity^ 
nor  have  they  acted  upon  the  written  opinion  of  any  jurist* 
If  the  undoubted  construction  of  the  trust  were  this,  viz.^ 
that  after  paying  the  specified  sums  annually  for  the  church 
fund,  the  poor,  and  the  sermons,  the  residue  of  the  income 
was  to  go  to  the  benefit  of  the  parish  for  its  general  pur- 
poses, we  presume  this  Convention  would  not  desire  to 
inquire  into  the  question  whether  the  will  was  duly  executed 
by  dividing  the  surplus  income  instead  of  funding  it,  as  that 
would  not  be  a  matter  which  concerned  the  diocese,  still  less 
should  we  presume  to  suggest  to  the  parish  in  what  mannei" 
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they  should  meet  their  moral  responsibilities,  in  disposing  of 
what  was  their  own ;  but  we  are  of  opinion  that  such  can- 
Dot  be  considered  the  undoubted  construction  of  the  trust. 
It  is  certainly  a  very  grave  question  whether  the  surplus 
income,  when  funded,  is  not  to  follow  the  rule  for  the  charity, 
imposed  by  the  will  upon  the  landed  estate  itself. 

Two  of  the  objects  of  this  charity  are  the  poor  of  the 
only  Episcopal  Pai'ishes  then  in  Boston,  and  the  hearers  of 
the  sermons.  These  are  an  unidentified  body  of  persons, 
the  recipients  of  a  public  charity,  incapable  of  legal  action 
or  legal  recognition  as  a  body.  If  they  have  any  rights 
under  this  will  which  have  been  overlooked  or  disregarded, 
it  is  in  our  opinion  not  only  eminently  proper  for  this  Con- 
vention, but  the  bounden  duty  of  this  Convention  to  vindi- 
cate their  rights,  and  see  that  this  public  charity  be  duly 
executed,  as  far  as  regards  such  classes  of  persons. 

This  subject  having,  as  we  have  seen,  never  received  the 
attention  of  any  judicial  tribunal,  and  there  being  no  opinion 
of  any  jurist  upon  the  subject,  wo  had  hoped  that  the  trus- 
tees would  meet  us  in  an  amicable  spirit  and  agree  to  have 
the  question  respecting  the  execution  of  the  trust  submitted 
to  the  proper  tribunal  in  the  usual  manner,  by  a  friendly 
proceeding,  requesting  instructions  for  the  execution  of  a 
trust  in  charity.  Disappointed  in  this  expectation,  we  feel 
it  our  duty  to  recommend  to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  serious  doubts  exist  whether  the  public  charity 
establislied  by  the  will  of  the  late  William  Price  for  the  delivery 
of  public  sermons  and  the  aid  of  the  poor  of  the  Episcopal  Par- 
ishes of  Boston,  has  been  administered  in  the  manner  intended 
by  the  founder  of  the  charity,  and,  whereas^  no  decision  of  any 
judicial  tribunal  has  been  had  thereupon,  and  the  trustees  of  the 
charity  decline  to  hold  any  conference  with  the  committee  of  this 
Convention,  or  to  become  parties  to  any  amicable  proceeding  for 
the   ascertainment   of  the  law   to   govern   said   charity;    and 
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whereasj  the  recipients  of  said  charity  are  unidentifiable  and  un- 
recognizable as  a  body  in  the  law,  and  it  is  therefore  fit  and 
proper  that  they  should  be  represented  by  this  Convention, 
therefore, 

Beiolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  instituting  of 
proper  proceedings  to  ascertain  and  enforce  the  public  charities 
established  by  the  late  William  Price,

Gentlemen, — ^As  we  have  received  no  answer  to  our  note  of 

the  23d  ult.,  relating  to  the  will  of  the  late  Wm.  Price,  we  infer

Gektlemek, — ^The  Rector  and  Wardens  of  Trinity  Church 
have  received  your  letter  of  the  23d  ultimo,  addressed  to  them 
BB  Trustees  under  the  will  of  the  late  William  Price,  and  have 
given  it  that  respectful  consideration  which  is  required  by  the 
nature  of  its  subject  and  the  character  of  the  body  from  whose 
action  it  emanated. 

It  appears  to  the  undersigned  to  be  as  clearly  a  part  of  their 
duty  as  trustees,  to  decline  to  yield  to  the  jurisdiction  of  those 
who  have  no  right  to  Inquire  into  their  proceeding,  as  it  is  to 
submit  to  all  rightful  authority  to  make  such  inquiry.  And 
as  they  arc  advised  and  believe  that  the  Diocesan  Convention 
has  no  power  to  inquire  concerning  **  tlic  legal  and  moral  respon- 
sibilities and  duties  of  the  Trustees,'*  or  the  manner  in  which 
they'  have  discharged,  or  intend  to  discharge,  those  legal  and 
moral  responsibilities,  the  Trustees  must  respectfully  decline  to 
yield  their  proceedings  to  that  inquest,  or  to  hold  conference  with 
the  committee  on  the  subject.

The  Committee  further  report  that  evidence  has  been 
laid  before  them  that  the  omission  to  state  in  the  Certificates 
that  the  Delegates  from  Springfield  and  Cambridgeport  are 
stated  worshippers  in  the  Parishes  they  were  elected  to 
represent,  was  an  oversight,  and  they  therefore  recommend 
that  they  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Which  amendment,  together  with  the  original  report,  was 
on  motion  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  D.  Wildes,  from  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
Seamen,  made  the  following  Annual  Report : 

Hcport  of  tl)c  Boaxi  of  illissions  to   Stamtn. 

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  Report  as  follows  : 

The  Mission  originally  established  by  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  has,  for  the  past  year,  pursued  its  course  of  usefulness, 
under  marked  evidences  of  the  Divine  favor.  In  no  pr^ious  year 
of  its  history,  have  its  benefactions  been  more  widely  extended, 
or  results  been  more  evident.  The  excellent  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
John  T.  Burrill,  has  vindicated  the  judgment  of  the  Board  in 
his  selection,  by  constant,  faithful  and  well  directed  zeal  in  be- 
half of  the  Mission.  Although  the  Rector  of  tlie  venerable 
Parish  of  Christ  Churcli,  it  is  still  believed,  that  no  department 
of  the  Missionary  work  among  Seamen,  assigned  to  him,  has 
failed  to  recciv  its  full  share  of  attention  from  the  Chaplain. 
The  results  of  his  faithfulness  have  been  seen  in  largely  increased 
Congregations,  in  solemn  religious  impressions  on  the  part  of 
many  Seamen,  and  in  the  warm  regard  entertained  towards  him^ 
by  those  brought  temporarily,  or  otherwise,  under  his  ministry. 
The  Board  feel  that  it  is  due  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burrill  to  say, 
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that  at  no  previous  period,  have  their  expectations  of  zeal  and 
efficiency  on  the  part  of  their  Missionaries,  been  more  fully  met. 

Tkc  services  of  the  Mission  are  still  held  on  the  mornings 
and  evenings  of  Sunday,  at  the  Chapel  in  Commercial  Street. 
Were  it  within  their  power  to  provide  a  permanent  and  conse- 
crated House  of  Worship  for  Seamen,  the  Board  believe  that 
little  individual  effort  would  be  needed,  in  securing  the  attend- 
ance of  Seamen.  It  is  their  earnest  hope,  that  the  time  may 
soon  come,  when  a  Mission  Church,  consecrated  according  to 
our  Church  usages,  may  thus  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Mis- 
sion. 

The  Report  of  the  Chaplain  presents  the  Annual  Statistics. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  Report,  that  the  informal  week-day 
services  have  not  been  without  interest  and  valuable  results. 
The  modes  adopted  by  the  Chaplain  in  conducting  the  meetings 
for  social  prayer  and  exhortation  have  seemed,  to  such  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  as  have  been  present  on  various  occasions, 
eminently  judicious..  The  converted  Seamen  is,  of  all  others, 
the  man  willing  and  wishing  to  speak  of  "  the  things  of  Christ." 
Some  of  the  meetings  held  at  the  Chapel,  on  week-day  and  Sun- 
day evenings,  have  been  indeed  seasons,  when  the  word  has 
been  spoken  with  power  from  the  repentant  and  contrite  hearts 
of  Seamen.  The  Board  feel  convinced,  that  while  the  order  of 
the  Cliurch's  service  is  always  to  bo  observed  at  its  appointed 
seasons,  such  informal  opportunities  for  prayer  and  exhortation, 
wisely  conducted,  ought  never  to  be  overlooked  in  connection 
with  the  Missionary  work  among  Seamen* 

The  Treasurer's  Report  presents  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  Mission  for  Uie  year.  The  Missionary's  Report  shows 
what  has  been  done  in  the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Tracts  and 
other  publications.  Upon  the  whole,  next  to  the  constant  pres- 
ence and  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  little  else  is  needed  in  the 
present  working  of  the  Mission,  than  more  of  personal  effort  on 
the  part  of  zealous  Laymen,  in  bringing  Seamen  to  the  Chapel 
services.  A  few  devoted  Laymen  of  our  city  churches  could 
find  no  more  useful  service  on  the  Sunday  mornings  and  even- 
ings, than  in  visiting  the  wharves  and  boarding  houses,  and  lead- 
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ing  Seamen  to  God's  House  and  worship.     That  many  may  be 
so  inclined  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  the  Board.

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  present  to  the  Convention, 
their  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report. 

The  Board  met  at  the  residence  of  the  Bishop,  June  4,  1860, 
and  completed  their  organization  for  the  year,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  proper  Committees,  and  Rev.  TV.  R.  Babcock,  Sec- 
retary, and  James  B.  Dow,  Treasurer.  Certificates  of  election 
were  presented  by  the  following  Clerical  Delegates : 

From  the  Eastern  District  Association,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Edson, 
Mason  and  Nicholson. 

From  the  Southern  District  Association,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Ran- 
dall and  Vail,  and  R«v.  W.  R.  Babcock.

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These  appropriations  were  made,  in  several  instances,  for  only 
a  part  of  the  year,  and  in  the  case  of  Nantucket  and  Chicopee, 
they  have  not  been  called  for,'  neither  of  those  Parishes  having 
had  a  settled  clergyman  during  the  year. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  the  sum  actually  paid  the 
Missionaries,  and  announces  the  fact  that  the  Board  is  now  free 
from  debt. 

The  Treasurer  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  following  sums, 
namely.

Other  contributions  for  Missionary  purposes  within  the  Dio- 
cese may  have  found  their  way  from  the  District  Associations  to 
the  persons  for  whom  they  were  designed,  without  passing 
through  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  But  for  the  sake  of  im- 
parting greater  unity  to  the  operations  of  the  Board,  as  well  as 
of  securing  more  accurate  knowledge  of  whatever  is  transpiring 
in  this  department  of  the  Missionary  field,  the  Board  recommend 
the  several  District  Associations  to  place  their  local  appropria- 
tions in  the  common  treasury,  and  to  mstruct  their  Missionaries 
to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  for  the  same. 

It  is  cheering  to  see,  on  referring  to  the  appropriations  of 
former  years,  that  many  Parishes  which  have  been  aided  by  this 
Board  are  now  among  the  liberal  friends  of  Church  extension  in 
the  Diocese.  No  parish  should  voluntarily  remain  a  pensioner 
of  this  Board,  when  it  is  able  to  assume  an  independent  position. 
In  many  of  the  rural  districts,  however,  where  the  population  is 
sparse,  and  the  friends  of  our  Church  are  neither  numerous  nor 
wealthy,  as  well  as  in  some  of  the  more  populous  towns,  where 
the  Church  is  comparatively  a  stranger,  the  fostering  care  of  the 
Board  must  be  patiently  exercised.  We  would  not  hesitate  to 
plant  our  Church  in  fields  which  present  a  fair  prospect  of  a  sure, 
even  though  a  slow,  growth.  Neither  should  we  withhold  our 
aid  from  Parishes  which  have  been  compelled  to  struggle  against 
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\)kt  weakness  of  a  protracted  infancy,  so  long  as  there  exists  a 

reasonable  promise  of  a  vigorous  manhood. 
In  relation  to  those  Churches  which  have  remained  from  year 

to  year,  upon  oiy  list  of  beneficiaries,  and  whose  condition  has 

often  been  presented  in  our  Annual  Reports  to  this  Convention, 

it  will  suffice  to  say,  that  while  some  are  believed  to  be  advanc- 
ing toward  a  position  of  independence,  most,  if  not  all,  exhibit  a 
degree  of  prosperity,  which  justifies    the  expenditures,  which 

have  been  made  on  their  behalf. 

There  are  other  and  newer  Missionary  Stations,  which  de- 
mand a  special  notice. 
During  the  past  year,  an  effort  has  been  made  by  persons  at 

SotUhboroughy  to  introduce  the  services  of  our  Church.  The  Rev. 
J.  R.  Peirce  having  been  engaged  by  them,  as  their  Minister, 
he  was  appointed  a  Missionary  of  the  Board,  Feb.  1,  1861,  with 
an  appropriation,  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  Through  the  liberality  of  a  Parishioner, 
a  temporary  Chapel  has  been  provided,  and  the  friends  of  the 
enterprise  look  forward  to  the  permanent  establishment  of  our 
Church  there.  ^ 

In  the  •  month  of  July,  an  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars  was 
made  by  the  Board,  and  the  services  of  our  Church  were  tempo- 
rarily held  in  Chelmsford^  upon  the  advice,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion, of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edson.  In  addition  to  the  gratification  thus 
afforded  to  a  few  Episcopalians  residing  there,  a  favorable  im- 
pression is  said  to  have  been  made  upon  the  surrouading  com- 
munity, encouraging  the  hope,  that  the  bread,  thus  cast  upon  the 
waters,  will  be  found  after  many  days. 

Under  th6  auspices  of  the  Eastern  District  Association,  a 
Parish  has  been  recently  organized  in  the  town  of  Framingham, 
The  Rev.  R.  F.  Putnam  has  been  elected  to  the  Rectorship,  and 
has  entered  upon  his  duties,  with  encouraging  prospects  of  suc- 
cess. A  hall  has  been  rented,  a  congregation  has  been  gathered, 
and  the  good  will  of  the  community  has  been  secured,  in  a 
remarkable  degree,  by  the  services  of  the  last  few  months.  With 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  exertions  of  its  Minister  and  mem- 
4* 
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bers,  the  Board  anticipate  a  career  of  prosperity  and  usefulness 
for  this  infant  Parish. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  the  new  Church  at 
Danvers  has  been  completed,  paid  for,  and  consecrated  by  the 
Bishop  to  the  service  of  God.  Such  an  auspicious  result  of  the 
faithful  labors  of  the  Missionary,  and  of  the  exertions  of  gener* 
ous  Laymen  of  that  Parish,  is  viewed  by  the  Board  with  peculiar 
satisfaction. 

The  Missionary  Stations  at  East  and  North  Attlehorough  are 
still  under  the  special  care  of  the  Southern  District  Association, 
from  which  the  Missionary  in  charge  receives  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  six  hundred  dollars.  Formidable  difficulties  have 
been  encountered,  in  the  prosecution  of  his  work,  during  the 
past  year.  Financial  embarrassments  have  well  nigh  paralyzed 
the  energies  of  those  towns,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  have 
sought  other  fields  of  labor.  But  there  has  been  no  abatement  of 
the  efforts  of  the  Missionary,  nor  of  the  interest  of  the  worship- 
pers. It  is  hoped  that  the  means  and  material  will,  in  due  time, 
be  supplied  for  the  permanent  growth  of  the  Church. 

In  tke  village  of  Hyde  Park,  is  another  Missionary  Station, 
which  has  been  chiefly  sustained  by  the  contributions  of  the 
Churches  connected  with  the  Southern  Association.  A  Parish 
has  been  organized,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Washburn  has  accepted  the 
charge  of  it,  a  church  is  nearly  completed ;  and  we  may  hope 
that,  with  God's  blessing,  the  growth  of  this  young  Parish  will 
be  commensurate  with  that  of  the  village  which  is  rapidly  ex- 
tending around  it. 

The  Board  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  the  formation  of 
a  second  Parish  in  the  city  of  Lowell,  This  has  been  done  with 
the  approval,  and  in  no  small  part  through  the  exertions,  of  the 
esteemed  Rector  of  St.  Anne's  Church  in  that  city.  The  Rev. 
Charles  W.  Homer  has  the  charge  of  this  newly  gathered  congre- 
gation. He  has  been  appointed  a  Missionary  of  the  Board,  with 
an  appropriation  of  three  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  receives 
the  like  sum  from  the  Eastern  Association.  Already  are  the 
services  in  this  new  Parish  well  attended  —  a  large  number  of 
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Candidates  have  been  presented  to  the  Bishop  for  confirmation  — 
the  comer-stone  of  a  Church  has  recently  been  laid,  and  the 
elements  of  a  vigorous  Parish  are  being  rapidly  developed. 

The  foregoing  sketch  indicates  the  work  which  the  Board 
have  had  in  hand,  during  the  past  year.  Including  the  special 
appropriations  made  by  the  Eastern  and  Southern  Associations, 
aid  has  been  rendered  to  nearly  twenty  Missionary  Stations. 
When  we  think  of  the  valuable  results  of  so  much  faithful  labor, 
we  are  grateful  for  the  instrumentality  which  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  exercise.  When  we  think  of  the  meagre  sum  which 
we  have  had,  to  apportion  among  these  laborers,  and  of  the  open- 
ing fields  which  invite  our  exertions,  we  feel  painfully  how  inade- 
quate have  been  the  means  placed  at  our  disposal. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  held  in  December,  1860,  a  Report 
was  presented  by  a  Committee  previously  appointed  to  consider 
"  The  great  evil  of  so  many  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  being  with- 
out Pastors,  while  so  large  a  number  of  Clergymen  are  without 
Parishes."  The  subject  was  deemed  to  be  of  such  importance, 
that  a  member  of  the  Board  was  appointed  to  bring  it  to  the 
notice  of  a  Union  Meeting  of  the  Eastern  and  Southern  Associa- 
tions, then  about  to  be  holden  in  this  city.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Board  was  also  instructed  to  present  it  to  this  Convention,  in 
connection  with  the  Annual  Report.  It  would  be  impracticable, 
however,  to  offer  an  extended  statement  of  the  various  points 
embraced  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee.  Should  the  Conven- 
tion sec  fit  to  refer  this  portion  of  the  Secretary's  Report  to  a 
select  Committee,  the  evil  in  question,  the  remedy  for  it  wliich 
was  suggested,  and  the  method  by  which  it  was  proposed  to 
double  the  pecuniary  resources  of  the  Board,  would  doubtless  be 
presented  for  the  consideration  of  this  body. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  express  their  conviction  of  the 
importance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them  —  of  the  need  of  more 
liberal  and  systematic  contributions  to  the  treasury  —  and  of  the 
paramount  necessity  of  fervent  prayers  for  the  blessing  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  "  without  whom,  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy.*'

The  services  in  Church  have  been  778.  At  which  185  ser- 
mons and  addresses  have  been  delivered.  The  Holy  Communion 
has  been  administered  in  Church,  and  to  the  infirm  and  dying,  25 
times. 

The  annual  amount  given  at,  and  from,  St.  Stephen's  House, 
as  per  tlie  late  annual  report,  was  $5,602.86,  $4,844,  of  which 
was  expended  as  follows :  36,282  meals  ;  7,716  lodgings ;  1,640 
loaves  given  out  to  families;  1,136  parcels  of  tea  and  sugar; 
467  small  bags  of  flour  and  meal ;  1,670  pairs  of  shoes,  socks, 
trowsers,  jackets,  shirts,  &c. ;  102  large  bed  comforters  and 
blankets ;  218  weeks'  rent ;  143  weeks*  nursing  and  care  of  the 
sick,  and  cases  of  special  relief,  in  sickness ;  148  parcels  of  fuel ; 
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1 ,789  day's  work  and  jobs  done  by  the  poor,  and  for  the  poor, 
and  fairly  paid  for ;  902  articles  made  by  the  poor,  and  for  the 
poor,  and  fairly  paid  for. 

The  average  number  of  meals,  the  past  winter  —  say  four 
months  —  has  been  200,  per  day. 

For  the  past  eight  months,  we  have  had  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  "Watson.  The  visiting  of  families ;  the  consolation  to 
the  afflicted  and  the  comfort  of  the  sick  and  dying,  arc  now  more 
thoroughly  attended  to.

The  above  statistics,  more  especially  as  regards  the  offerings 
of  the  congregation,  embrace  only  a  period  of  eight  months, 
(the  time  that  the  present  Rector  has  had  charge  of  the  Parish.) 

The  services  in  this  Church  are ;  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer,  daily.  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  on  all  Sun 
days  and  Holy-Days  throughout  the  year,  on  the  Evening  of 
Thursday  in  Holy-Week,  and  at  the  early  «rvices  held  at  sun- 
rise on  Easter  morning.  The  children  of  the  Sunday  School  are 
catechized  publicly,  in  Church,  every  Sunday  throughout  the 
year,  at  the  afternoon  service,  by  the  Rector.  During  Lent,  the 
Rector  preached  every  evening  a  scries  of  discourses  upon  the 
miracles  of  our  blessed  Lord.  The  attendance  upon  the  services 
has  largely  increased — ^the  Church,  at  times,  being  entirely  filled  ; 
and  God's  blessing  has  rested  both  temporally  and  spiritually 
upon  the  Parish.     To  Him  be  all  the  praise  1 
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St.  John's  Churchy  East  Boston.

I  find  that  there  is  much  to  be  done  here  in  the  way  of  build- 
ing up  and  strengthening  the  Parish  ;  and  both  Pastor  and  peo- 
ple should  invoke  the  Divine  blessing  on  their  united  labors. 

Diocesan  Mission  to  Seamen. 

Chapel  298  Commercial  Street,  Soiton. 

Cheered  by  the  favoring  smiles  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  ;  sustained  by  the  prayers  and  contributions  of  its  friends  • 
this  Mission  has  continued  its  operations  through  the  past  year, 
and,  to  some  extent,  fulfilled  its  part  in  the  great  work  which  the 
Church  has  undertaken  for  the  benefit  of  Seamen. 

Divine  Sen'ice  has  been  conducted  at  the  Chapel  twice  on 
each  Sunday,  without  a  single  omission  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  Seamen  and  others  who  have  attended  these  services 
has  been  very  encouraging.  The  morning  congregation  has 
increased,  and  in  the  evening  the  Chapel  is  invariably  well  filled. 
The  attendance  of  Seamen  depends  very  much  upon  the  exertions 
made  to  invite  them  in  ;  such  exertions,  when  they  have  been 
made,  have  been  in  an  eminent  degree  successful.  Our  late 
lamented  friend,  M*  Benjamin  Howard,  whose  sudden  removal 
is  still  fresh  in  the  memory  of  us  all,  was  wanuly  engaged  for 
the  success  of  this  Mission.  He  prepared  a  beautiful  notice  of 
our  meetings  held  at  the  Chapel,  of  which  thousands  have  been 
distributed  on  the  wharves^  on  ship-board,  and  in  boarding- 
houses  ;  and  by  means  of  which,  hundreds  of  Seamen  have  been 
brought  to  our  Chapel.  "While  our  beloved  brother  rests  from 
his  labors,  the  work  in  which  he  took  so  great  an  interest  is  still 
going  on.    But  we  need  more  warm  hearted,  zealous  Christians 
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to  cng«ige  In  It.  Indeed,  the  great  want  of  our  Mlsi^ion  at  the 
present  time,  is  the  co-operation  of  ^  few  devoted  hiymcn,  to  go 
ibrth  on  the  Sabbath  into  the  haunts  of  Seamen,  and  induce  them 
Co  attend  our  religious  services.  By  their  personal  efforts,  by  a 
word  of  Christian  sympathy,  and  the  ever-working  blessing  of 
God,  hundreds  of  seamen  who  are  now  spending  their  Sundays 
in  idleness  and  dissipation,  might  be  brought  under  the  sound  of 
the  GospeL  With  all  the  laborers  that  are  now  in  this  field  of 
Christian  effort,  the  work  is  not  half  done.  Every  Sunday  there 
«re  new  faces  in  our  congregations,  some  of  whom  acknowledge 
that  it  is  the  first  time  they  have  attended  a  religious  service  for 
years,  although  they  have  oflen  been  in  this  port.  Are  there 
not  young  men  in  our  Church,  whose  hearts  are  burning  within 
them  to  do  something  for  their  Master's  cause,  who  would  be 
willing  to  engage  in  this  work,  and  thus  become  instrumental  of 
sending  the  Gospel,  through  these  sons  of  the  ocean,  to  the  most 
distant  shores  ?  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  band  of  faithful, 
earnest  workers  was  attached  to  our  Chapel,  and  through  their 
exertions  tlie  congregations  were  largely  increased.  Owing  to 
various  causes,  they  are  now  scattered  abroad  in  different  parts 
of  the  world,  and  but  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Treasurer,  the 
Hon.  B.  C.  Clark,  whose  devotion  to  the  interests  of  Seamen  is 
deserving  of  the  highest  praise,  the  congregations  could  not  be 
kept  so  large  as  they  are. 

The  Chapel  has  been  opened  for  religious  services  every  Tues- 
day evening.  These  services  are  opened  and  closed  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Monday  morning  meetings  at  the  Sunday  School 
room  of  Trinity  Church,  Sailors  and  others  present  arc  invited 
to  make  remarks  and  to  offer  prayer.  A  similar  meeting  is  held 
after  the  regular  services  on  Sunday  evenings,  and  has  proved 
very  profitable.  On  frequent  occasions,  one  or  more  persons 
liave  manifested  their  desire  for  salvation,  and  requested  prayers 
on  their  behalf;  while  others  have  spoken  of  the  peace  which 
they  have  found  in  believing.  Meetings  of  this  sort  seem  to  be 
required  in  view  of  the  character  and  wants  of  those  for  whose 
benefit  this  Mission  is  sustained,  and  the  blessing  of  God  has 
evidently  attended  them.  In  no  previous  year  of  my  ministry  in 
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the  Clinrcli,  have  I  seen  so  much  religious  interest  manifested, 
as  during  the  past  year ;  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  in  many  cases 
it  has  been  deep  and  abiding.  Some  have  gone  on  board  their 
ships  and  sailed  before  anything  could  be  ascertained  as  to  the 
results,  while  others  have  left  behind  them  pleasing  evidences  of 
a  radical  change.  In  an  enterprise  of  this  character,  which 
consists  in  so  great  a  degree  of  "  casting  bread  upon  the  waters," 
we  arc  doubtless  justified  in  the  belief  that  much  good  is  accom- 
plished, unperceived  by  us,  but  which  will  be  known  in  the  great 
day  of  eternity, 

Tlie  Lord's  Supper  is  regularly  administered  oti  the  first  Sun- 
day of  each  month,  in  the  evening,  to  a  little  band  of  communi- 
cants who  are  strongly  attached  to  the  services  of  our  Chapel. 

In  order  that  I  may  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  and  con- 
Versing  with  the  Sailors  personally,  I  have  an  appointment  for 
Tuesday  and  Friday  of  each  week,  to  meet  them  at  my  room  in 
the  Chapel.  Many  have  called  upon  me  during  the  year,  some 
for  temporal  assistance,  and  others  for  the  purpose  of  conversing 
with  me. 

Of  the  number  of  those  who  have  professed  to  find  peace  in 
believing,  six  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Bishop ;  and  others 
woul'd  have  been,  could  they  have  remained-  But  their  ships 
were  ready  for  sea,  and  they  have  sailed  to  distant  lands ;  prom- 
ising, however,  that  they  will  improve  the  first  opportunity  that 
offers,  when  they  return.  The  number  of  Baptisms  in  the 
Chapel  has  been,  (adults  3,  infants  8,)  11.  Marriages  of  sea- 
men 4,  burials  2.  One  of  the  latter  was  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
Patten,  over  whose  remains  the  grave  has  but  recently  closed. 
From  an  address  delivered  in  our  Chapel  on  the  occasion  of  her 
death,  by  the  Hon.  B.  C.  Clark,  I  learn,  that  she  had  been  a 
worshipper  in  this  place  for  about  three  years  ;  and  afforded  one 
of  the  many  evidences  of  the  faithful  ministrations  of  the  former 
Chaplain,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Irwin.  Her  heroic  conduct  at  sea,  on 
her  last  voyage  with  her  husband,  rendorcd  her  an  object  of 
peculiar  interest  to  all  who  visited  our  Chapel  and  saw  her  there. 
It  was  the  last  place  she  visited  on  earth,  save  the  chamber

where  she  resigned  her  spirit  into  the  hands  of  her  Saviour. 
Her  end  was  peace. 

With  respect  to  other  statistics  of  our  operations,  it  may  be 
proper  to  remark,  that  I  have  no  disposition  to  present  an  array 
offffuresy  or  to  make  a  display  of  the  number  of  Bibles  distributed, 
and  of  garments  given  to  the  poor,  although  I  might  number  them 
each  by  hundreds.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  I  have  been  constantly 
engaged  in  doing  this  among  the  seamen  who  have  visited  our 
Chapel.  Not  a  week  has  elapsed  during  the  past  year,  in  which 
I  have  not  had  the  privilege  of  .contributing  to  the  comfort  of 
many  a  poor  Sailor,  and  of  sending  out  copies  of  the  word  of 
Grod  to  cross  the  seas,  and  to  be  read  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 
Our  Mission  has  also  furnished  a  most  valuable  channel  for 
Tract  distribution ;  thousands  of  which  have  been  distributed 
around  the  docks,  along  the  wharves,  and  on  board  vessels,  with 
words  of  Christian  counsel  and  entreaty  to  those  who  have  re- 
ceived them. 

Thus,  our  mission  has  gone  on  with  its  work,  quietly  and  un- 
obtrusively, gathering  strength,  *and  laying  a  foundation  for 
greater  usefulness.  God's  blessing  has  been  with  us,  and  unto 
his  name  be  the  glory. 

I  cannot  close  tliis  report  without  acknowledging  my  obliga. 
tions  to  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society,  the  American  Tract 
Society,  the  Seamen's  Clothing  Fund,  and  others,  —  Churches  and 
individuals,  for  the  means  of  carrying  on  this  good  work.  The 
Mission  has  been  liberally  furnished  with  Bibles,  tracts,  religious 
papers  and  various  articles  of  clothing  ;  so  that  at  no  time  during 
the  year  have  I  been  without  the  means  of  helping  the  destitute.

Clothing,  Boots,  Shoes,  &c. :  To  ship^Tecked 
and  destitute  seamen,  150  flannel  shirts,  90  pairs  flannel  drawers, 
30  cotton  sliirts,  15  guernsey  shirts,  7  dozen  pairs  yam  socks, 
44  second  hand  coats  and  overcoats,  and  35  pairs  pants.  Nearly 
200  garments,  such  as  cloaks,  wadded  capes  and  skirts,  dresses 
and  various  articles  of  under  clothing  for  women  and  children, 
and  a  large  number  of  shoes  and  rubbers  have  been  given  to  sea- 
men's families  and  others. 

Sailars'  Aid  Society. — In  my  Report  of  last  year  I  referred  to 
the  formation  of  this  Society.  It  is  now  my  privilege  to  record 
its  successful  operation. 

The  Society  is  known  by  the  name  of  the  Sailors'  Aid  Society 
of  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors.  It  is  composed  of 
Ladies  of  different  Parishes  in  Boston  and  vicinity,  and  has  for 
its  object  the  supply  of  garments  for  shipwrecked  and  destitute 
Seamen,  and  the  relief  of  deserving  families  of  seamen,  by  Aini'^ 
ishing  them  material  to  make  up  at  generous  prices. 

Over  two  hundred  flannel  garments  given  to  seamen,  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  woolen  socks,  were  from  this  excellent  organization. 

May  the  blessed  Saviour,  who  selected  his  first  followers  from 
the  men  of  the  sea,  reward  them  for  what  they  have  done. 

Sewing  School. — This  School  is  under  the  care  of  three  Teach* 
crs,  and  is  doing  a  good  work  among  the  families  for  whose 
benefit  it  was  established. 

.  Its  plan  is  simple  and  works  admirably.  Material  for  outside 
and  under  garments  is  furnished,  and  cut  out ;  and  the  children 
are  rewarded  for  their  industry  and  good  behaviour  by  the  gift 
of  the  articles  they  make  up.  In  this  way  they  are  learning  to 
help  themselves,  and  carry  a  habit  of  economy  and  thrift  into  their 
families. 

Through  the  exertions,  and  chiefly  by  the  contributions  of  one 
of  the  Sunday  School  Teachers,  the  interior  of  the  Church  and 
the  adjoining  rooms,  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  painted  ; 
the  gas  pipes  removed  from  the  aisles,  where  they  were  always 
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in  llie  Way,  to  the  walls,  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  congregation, 
and  the  improved  appearance  of  the  Church. 

Another  of  the  Teachers  has  so  carefully  instructed  the  larger 
girls  of  the  Sunday  School,  in  the  music  of  the  Church,  that  they 
are  quite  competent,  with  the  organ,  to  lead  the  singing  of  the 
congregation. 

These  Teachers,  by  their  valuable  services  in  the  Sunday 
School,  in  visiting  the  poor,  in  liberal  contributions  for  their 
relief,  and  in  their  willingness  to  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  Rector, 
have  done  muph  in  securing  the  prosperity  of  St.  Mary's. 

It  is  with  devout  gratitude  to  Grod,  for  the  blessing  with  which 
He  has  graciously  crowned  the  labors  of  the  Rector  of  this  Par- 
iah, that  he  is  able  to  point  to  the  fruits  of  this  enterprise,  as  the 
best  evidence  of  the  Divine  approval. 

From  the  very  beginning,  God  has  raised  up  friends  who  have 
manfully  stood  by  him.  They  have  given  their  countenance  and 
contributions.  "Liberal  men  have  devised  liberal  things."  And 
by  the  aid  thus  generously  afforded,  St.  Mary's  has,  under  God, 
gone  on  with  increasing  strength. 

The  fact  that  near  seven  hundred  dollars  have  come  to  the 
Rector  through  the  Post  Office  and  otherwise,  from  persons  known 
and  unknown,  in  aid  of  this  Christian  charity,  is  itself  a  gratify- 
ing evidence  of  the  confidence  which  this  Sailor  Church  has 
already  secured  among  the  friends  of  tliat  class  whose  home  is 
on  the  deep*. .  It  will  be  seen  also  that  the  total  receipts  are  more, 
hy  one  hundred  dollars,  than  they  were  last  year. 

While  the  firiends  of  Seamen  have  shown  their  interest  in  this 
work,  it  is  but  justice  to  the  Sailors  themselves,  to  say,  that  they 
have  been  by  no  means  unmindful  of  their  own  obligations  to 
contribute  for  the  support  of  these  services. 

By  reference  to  the  statistics  of  tliis  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  weekly  offertory  amounted  to  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  dollars. 

It  has  ever  been  the  practice  in  this  Church,  since  its  organi- 
zation, to  afford  to  all  who  enjoy  its  privileges,  an  opportunity  to 
contribute  something  toward  defraying  its  expenses. 

At  every  service  a  collection  is  made,  the  Rector  believing  that 
6» 
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the  Sailors  are  well  pleased  with  the  arrangement.  Their  pro- 
verbial generosity,  while  it  prompts  them  to  respond  liberally, 
would  lead  them  to  resent  with  indignation,  the  intimation  that 
they  were  unable,  or  unwilling,  to  give  of  their  earnings  some- 
thing in  support  of  services  established  expressly  for  their  benefit. 
They  do  not  come  to  the  house  of  the  Lord  as  if  they  were 
infidels  or  -paupers,  for  they  are  neither,  and  therefore  would 
thank  nobody  to  treat  them  as  if  they  were  too  indifferent  to  be 
willing  to  give  of  their  money,  or  too  mean,  or  too  poor  to  do  it. 
They  are  above  all  this,  and  their  full  attendance  year  after  year, 
and  their  generous  contributions,  show  their  feeling  in  this  regard. 

On  the  ground,  therefore,  of  propriety,  policy  and  principle, 
this  Parish  will  continue  to  maintain  the  practice  of  making  a 
collection  on  every  occasion  of  public  worship. 

Sunday  Services, — ^Thcse  are  —  Sunday  School,  at  nine  o'clock, 
and  from  two  to  half  past  three,  P.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  and  Sermon  at  quarter  past  ten  j  Evening 
Prayer  and  Sermon  at  seven  during  tlie  winter,  and  half  past 
seven  the  remaining  part  of  the  year.      • 

At  the  close  of  the  evening  services,  the  Hector  supplies  those 
w^ho  are  going  to  sail  befor*  another  Sunday,  with  bibles,  prayer 
books,  testaments,  books,  tracts  and  papers,  and  the  avidity  with 
which  they  receive  these  books,  awakens  hopes  of  deep  and 
peculiar  interest. 

Numerous  instances  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Rector 
that  these  books  have  proved  means  of  grace,  and  through  the 
Divine  blessing,  instrumental  in  the  salvation  of  those  who  had 
received  them.

The  benefit  conferred  upon  the  dwellers  of  the  sea  through  the 
agency  of  these  bibles  and  testaments  in  all  languages,  these 
prayer  books,  and  religious  books,  tracts  and  papers,  the  day  of 
accounts  alone  can  reveaL 
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The  Rector  of  St.  Mary's,  in  closing  this  his  sixteenth  annual 
Seport  of  labor  among  Seamen,  while  he  implores  God's  contin- 
ued blessing,  commends  anew  this  cause  to  the  prayers  and  pat- 
ronage of  the  friends  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  among  the  Sons  of 
the  Sea. 

To  ihe  Ht.  Rev.  Manton  Hastbum^  D.D. ; 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  been  regularly  engaged  in 
the  duties  of  my  office,  as  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction 
and  of  the  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital.  At  the  latter  Institution, 
I  have  a  short  service  and  an  address  every  Sunday  morning  at 
9  o'cV>ck,  to  as  many  of  the  inmates  as  are  sufficiently  con- 
vaTescent  to  attend,  averaging  from  sixty  to  seventy  persons ;  at 
the  former,  the  full  Church  Service  and  a  Sermon,  both  forenoon 
aad  afternoon,  which  is  attended  by  all  the  prisoners  numbering 
about  four  hundred. 

In  addition  to  the  Sunday  Service^,  portions  of  Scripture  are 
read,  and  prayer  offered  every  afternoon,  in  one  of  the  work 
shops  of  tlic  prison.  A  portion  of  every  day  is  occupied  in  con- 
versing with  the  prisoners,  endeavoring  to  turn  their  thoug]»ts  to 
subjects  which  concern  their  peace.  The  Hospitals  arc  visited 
whenever  any  serious  cases  of  sickness  occur.  The  Prison 
Library  is  also  under  my  care^  the  books  being  changed  every 
Week. 

During  the  year,  I  have  baptised  eight  infants,  and  have  read 
the  burial  service  over  the  remains  of  thirteen  persons.

The  Parish  gratefully  acknowledges  a  present^  at  Easter  — 
jointly  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Gregory,  D.D.,  of  Syracuse,  W*  N.  Y., 
the  Rev.  James  A.  Bolles,  D.D.,  of  Boston,  and  the  Rector  — 
of  two  beautiful  carved  oak  Alms^baslns. 

Messrs.  Nathan  Matthews,  Stephen  D.  Massey,  and  the  Rev. 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Palmer,  have  cheerfully  responded  and  liberally  contributed  to 
the  support  of  the  Parish,  since  adopting  the  Free  or  Mission 
Church  system. 

Immediately  upon  taking  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Parish,*  s4cps 
were  taken  towards  abolishing  the  pew-rates  and  establishing  the 
Offertory.  On  Easter  Monday,  therefore,  an  amended  code  of 
the  by-laws  was  unanimously  adopted.  The  following  indicates 
tjie  basis  upon  which  the  Offertory  stands,  and  the  Church  looks 
for  its  support : 

Art.  XV.  1.  There  shall  be  an  Offering  every  Sunday  morn- 
ing, as  made  and  provided  in  the  Ante-Communion  Service. 

2.  There  may  be  an  Offering  at  the  Evening  Service. 

3.  Eveiy  member  of  the  Parish  shall  be  advised  to  subscribe 
a  certain  amount  for  the  support  of  public  worship ;  and  any 
part,  or  all  of  it,  may  be  ebclosed  in  an  envelope  bearing  the 
subscriber's  name,  and  put  into  the  Offertory,  and  the  same  shall 
be  credited  by  the  Treasurer  toward  the  subscription. 

4.  Let  every  individual  of  this  Parish  be  advised  to  lay  aside 
each  week,  as  the  Lord,  has  prospered  him,  and  make  a  thank- 
offering  of  tlie  same  to  the  Lord  in  His  Church,  "  who  sees  the 
rich  of  their  abundance  pour  gifts  into  His  Treasury  and  com* 
mends  the  widow's  mite  to  her  everlasting  and  eternal  good*" 

The  seats  are  all  free. 

The  Parish  gratefully  acknowledges  the  sixteen  years  of  self- 
denying  love  and  labor  of  its  former  Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  S. 
Bartlet,  to  which,  under  God,  it  is  indebted  in  a  great  measure 
for  a  beautiful  church  edifice  and  two  valuable  lots. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bartlet,  and  my  immediate  predecessor,  the 
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Rev.  James  H.  Tyng,  are  both  residents,  with  their  families,  of 
Chelsea ;  both  of  whom  have  my  gratefril  acknowledgments  for 
much  comfortable  information  in  respect  to  the  temporal  and  spir- 
itual state  of  the  Parish.

A  class  is  awaiting  confirmation.  A  course  of  highly  inter- 
esting and  instructive  lectures  to  young  men  was  delivered  in 
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this  church,  on  successive  Tuesday  evenings,  through  the  winter, 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  others  of  the  clergy. 

Especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Sunday  School,  which 
has  increased  from  twenty-five  scholars,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
conventional  year,  to  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  the  present  num- 
ber. It  is  trusted  that  this  department  of  the  Church's  work  will 
prove,  to  the  younger  members  of  Christ's  flocK,  a  true  training 
school  for  their  heavenly  inheritance. 

It  is  but  just  to  say,  that  very  much  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished, comparatively  small  as  that  may  seem  to  be,  is  due,  with 
the  blessing  of  God,  to  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  ladies  of 
the  congregation.  There  is  a  lamentable  indifference  to,  and 
neglect  of,  religious  obligations,  manifested  by  the  men. 

Our  venerable  church,  the  oldest  in  the  Diocese,  erected  about 
1714,  although  endeared  by  pleasant  associations  to  a  few,  is,  by 
its  inconvenient  location,  and  unprepossessing  exterior,  a  great 
hindrance  to  the  growth  of  the  Parish.  "With  the  return  of 
peace  and  prosperity  to  our  land,  which  may  God  speedily  bring 
to  pass,  it  is  hoped  that  an  effort  will  be  made  to  erect  a  new 
and  substantial  church  in  a  more  desirable  locality.

This  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  in  the  Parish. 
The  Sunday  School  has  been  thoroughly  organized,  and  furnished 
with  library  and  instruction  books.  The  library  now  numbers 
six  hundred  volumes.  The  result  has  been  a  constant  increase 
in  the  school.  There  has  been  a  complete  revision  of  the  cata- 
logue of  the  Parish  library,  which  now  numbers  six  hundred  and 
fifty  volumes. 

The  Church  has  been  altered  by  the  addition  of  a  chancel, 
and  new  carpets  have  been  purchased,  at  an  expense  of  about 
$940.  A  beautiful  font  has  also  been  presented  to  the  Parish, 
as  also  a  marble  slab  for  the  communion  table.  Besides  this, 
there  has  also  been  ordered  a  chancel  window,  which  will  cost,

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when  put  in,  not  far  from  $125.  It  is  to  be  from  the  works  of 
Chas.  P.  Davis,  Utica,  N.  Y. 

The  Church-yard  has  been  enlarged,  and  much  has  been  ex- 
pended in  its  improvement,  though  still  more  is  needed. 

The  collections,  as  above  reported,  ar«  81361.42.  Of  these 
contributions,  the  Communion  Offertory  yielded  8301.70,  and 
the  ladies  collected  from  proceeds  of  a  Fair,  and  in  other  ways, 
the  sum  of  $338.27. 

The  attendance  on  the  services,^  both  on  Sunday  and  on  the 
Lectures,  as  well  as  on  the  Lenten  services,  has  been  very  grati- 
fying. Indeed,  in  all  respects  the  Parish  has  been  progressing 
in  the  right  direction.  Still  there  is  room  for  improvement,  and 
for  the  prayer  that  the  attendance  on  personal  religion  may  be 
proportional  to  the  advancement  of  the  temporal  interests  of  the 
Parish.

It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  in  addition  to  the  above  contri- 
butions, several  members  of  the  Parish  have,  from  time  to  time^ 
supplied  means  for  certain  necessary  repairs  and  refitting  of  the 
Church  edifice,  the  procuring  of  lamps,  &c.,  to  the  amount  of 
not  less  than  $50.  The  children  of  the  Sunday  School  have 
also  collected,  by  a  weekly  penny  collection,  $7,  with  a  view  to 
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the  purchase  of  a  suitable  foDt ;  and  the  ladies  of  the  Parish  are 
busilj  engaged  in  an  earnest  and  harmonious  work  for  the  pro- 
curing of  an  organ.  A  thorough  repair  of  th^  Rectory  in  its 
interior  arrangements  has  also  been  accomplished  within  a  few 
months. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  contributions  have  been  mostly  devoted 
to  matters  withid  the  Parish.  But  this  seemed  to  be  an  absolute 
necessity  during  the  past  year.  We  hope  hereafter  to  be  able  to 
respond  to  the  calls  of  the  worthy  objects  of  the  Church  without 
the  Parish. 

Such  is  the  record  of  what  St.  Stephen's  Church  has  accom- 
plished since  the  last  Convention.  The  present  Rector  took 
charge  of  the  Parish  on  Trinity  Sunday  last,  and  the  report  that 
he  makes  ought  to  be  considered  as  the  record  of  only  ten  months. 
He  does  not  yet  feel  that  he  has  a  full  knowledge  of  the  entire 
strength  of  the  Parish.  In  aU  probability,  there  are  about 
seventy-five  families  connected  in  some  way  with  the  Church. 
The  Parish  has  had  in  past  years  a  great  deal  of  opposition  to 
contend  with ;  and  indeed  it  has  been  up-hill  work  with  it  ever 
since  its  first  organization.  And  then,  again,  the  peculiar  state 
of  the  public  mind  in  our  community'  in  reference  to  religious 
matters,  infidelity  on  the  one  hand  and  fanaticism  on  the  other, 
seeming  to  have  complete  sway  over  the  masses  in  this  city,  has 
*  'wiUiOut  doubt  been  one  great  reason  why  the  Church  of  God  has 
not  achieved  such  a  success  here,  as  the  size  of  the  field  might 
seem  to  warrant.  However,  by  the  blessing  of  a  kind  Provi- 
dence, our  Zion  has  in  some  measure  retrieved  her  misfortunes, 
and  we  trust  in  God  that  a  day  of  prosperity  is  yet  in  store  for 
OS.  The  whole  band  of  communicants  feel  determined  to  work 
with  a  good  will,  and  perseveringly  looking  for  the  increase  to 
Him  who  alone  is  able  to  give  it.

A  few  years  ago  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  was  scarcely 
known  in  Danvers.  Now  a  beautiful  structure  has  been  set 
apart  for  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God,  in  accord- 
ance with  our  solemn  usages ;  and  the  number  of  communicants, 
after  the  approaching  confirmation,  will  not  be  far  from  fifty. 

Calvary  Church  was  consecrated  May  25th,  A.  D.  1860,  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  large  number  of  the 
clergy  and  a  numerous  assembly  being  present. 

The  condition  of  the  Parish  may  still  be  considered  as  prom- 
ising. Though  not  many  have  been  added  to  the  number  of 
stated  worshippers  during  tlio  Conventional  year,  yet  there  have 
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been  evidences  of  growUi  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  which  the  heart  of  the  Missionary  has 
been  cheered  and  encouraged.  Eight  candidates  were  presented 
for  confirmation  in  September  last^  and  several  others  await  the 
appointment  of  the  Bishop  the  present  montb« 

May  God  increase  and  multiply  upon  us  His  mercy,  and  to 
Him  be  ascribed  all  the  glory  and  all  the  praise. 

Since  the  Consecration,  a  bell  has  been  presented  to  the  Church 
by  the  Senior  Warden,  Joseph  Adams,  Esq.,  and  a  font  by  a  lady 
ol  Grace  Church,  Salem.

An  Association  of  Sponsors,  promising  usefblness,  has  been 
formed,  the  object  of  which  is  twofold :  that  of  furnishing  spon- 
sors in  cases  for  which  the  parents  find  it  not  easy  to  obtain  such 
as  are  satisfactory,  and  also  that  of  exercising  an  associated  re- 
sponsibility and  charge  of  such  wards  as  it  may  become  answer- 
able for. 

A  Society  has  also  been  organized  for  the  distribution  and 
better  performance  of  several  sorts  of  benevolent  labor  in  the 
Parish,  not  unsuitable  to  females ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  similar 
arrangement  for  such  Church  work  as  is  more  appropriate  to 
gentlemen  may  yet  be  made.

Soon  after  the  last  Convention,  the  Vestry  of  this  Parish  de- 
cided, in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  seats  were  all  rented,  that  it 
was  expedient  to  take  measures  immediately  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Church.  The  Ladies  of  the  Sewing  Circle  have  reserved 
part  of  their  earnings  for  several  years  for  this  object,  and  were 
enabled  promptly  to  subscribe  $1000  towards  it.  Other  members 
of  the  Parish,  with  friends  interested  in  its  progress,  contributed 
generously,  at  the  solicitation  of  the  Rector.  The  work  was 
commenced  in  AuguH,  and  completed  in  December.  A  west 
aisle  has  been  added  to  the  aisle  and  nave  of  the  original  struc- 
ture ;  it  has  been  increased  in  length  and  about  one  hundred  anfi 
fifty  sittings  added  to  its  former  capacity,  so  that  it  has  now 
accommodations  for  between  four  and  five  hundred  persons. 
These  alterations,  with  others  incident  to  the  enlargement,  were 
made  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  architect,  Mr.  Henry 
W.  Hartwell,  of  Boston ;  and  while  they  have  increased  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  Church,  they  have  also  greatly  improved  its  archi- 
tectural effect.  The  cost  has  been  a  little  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars,  for  which  a  small  indebtedness  still  remains. 
The  many  removals  to  which  we  have  been  subjected,  and  the 
pressure  of  the  times,  have  at  present  reduced  our  numbers  and 
ability ;  but  we  have  sufficient  accommodation  for  ftiture  growth, 
and,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  and  the  return  of  better  days  to 
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our  afflicted  country^  wo  shall  hope  that  this  Parish  may  be 
reported  as  decidedly  advancing  in  prosperity  and  strength.

This  Parish  was  organized  last  Autumn  —  and  the  first  service 
held  on  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  1860.  Of  the  100  Com- 
municants reported,  66  have  been  transferred  firom  St.  Anne's 
Parish. 

The  comer-stone  of  the  new  Church  was  laid  on  the  15th  of 
April,  1861.  It  is  to  be  of  granite,  firom  a  quarry  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. The  very  beautiful  design  was  furnished  by  Theodore 
Edson  Colbum,  Esq.,  Architect.  It  is  expected  that  the  Church 
will  be  so  far  finished,  that  Divine  service  can  be  celebrated  in 
it  the  coming  Autumn. 

The  site  chosen  for  St.  John's,  is  in  a  part  of  the  city  where 
there  is  no  place  of  worship  of  any  sort,  and  we  hope,  by  God's 
blessing,  to  draw  in  a  large  number  of  those  who  are  at  present 
unprovided  for.  Since  the  first  of  February,  a'tliird  service  has 
been  held  at  Hale^s  Mills  on  Sunday  evenings.  The  attendance 
has  been  very  encouraging.

The  three  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  last  Report  to  the 

Diocesan  Convention,  constitute  an  eventful  period  in  the  history 
of  this  venerable  Parish,  It  had  been  reduced  in  numbers,  and 
left  without  a  Pastor,  and  seemed  to  be  almost  on  the  verge  of 
extinction,  when,  on  the  night  of  Saturday,  the  19th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1859,  its  House  of  Worship  was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire. 
This  sad  calamity,  instead  of  discouraging  and  dispersing  the 
little  band  of  Quincy  Churchmen,  aroused  their  energies  ;  united 
them  in  a  firm  determination  to  build  a  substantial  and  durable 
Church  ;  and  stimulated  them  to  immediate  action. 

On  the  next  day  a  place  of  worship  was  secured,  and  the  voice 
of  prayer  and  praise  was  once  more  heard.  On  the  22d  of  Novem- 
ber, the  third  day  after  the  fire,  a  meeting  was  held  to  take 
measures  for  vebuilding  the  Church,  and  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted. 

"  Resolved^  That,  in  the  presence  of  this  sad  calamity  we  re- 
cognize, with  quickened  sensibilities,  our  obligation  to  our  Divine 
Master,  and,  with  affectionate  solicitude,  our  duty  to  this  portion 
of  his  fiock,  to  endeavor  to  restore  with  promptness,  and  to  main- 
tain with  energy,  this  ancient  watch-tower  of  our  Zion  —  the 
oldest,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  our  venerable  Common- 
wealth ;  —  and  we  also  appeal  with  earnestness  and  with  confi- 
dence, to  the  sympathy  of  our  Christian  brethren,  soliciting  their 
contributions  in* this  hour  of  our  weakness  and  want." 

Such  faith  and  trust  could  not  fail  of  success.  $1200  were 
given  in  answer  to  this  appeal.  The  sum  of  $3650  was  realized 
from  the  sale  of  the  glebe  ;  and  members  of  the  congregation  and 
friends  in  Quincy  contributed  $2300. 

In  less  than  ten  months  from  the  time  of  the  fire,  a  substantial 
and  beautiful  Church,  with  solid  walls  and  massive  buttresses  of 
Quincy  granite,  and  a  lofty  roof,  covered  with  ornamental  slate, 
stood  complete  on  the  site  of  the  former  wooden  edifice.  . 

The  corner-stone  was  laid,  in  the  absence  of  the  Diocesan,  by 
the  Rev.  Alfred  L.  Baury,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  D.  G.  Haskins, 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  Burroughs,  on  Easter  Monday,  April  9th, 
1860.  The  Church  was  consecrated  on  the  13th  of  September, 
in  the  same  year,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in 
8 
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• 

the  presence  of  twenty-five  of  the  clergy,  and  of  a  crowded  con-  • 
gregation.     The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cutler, 
who,  when  Rector  of  this  Church,  in  1827,  delivered  a  commem- 
orative discourse  on  the  hundrcth  anniversary  of  its  foundation. 

This  Church  is  remarkable  for  the  unity  and  simplicity  of  its 
design,  and  for  graceful  elegance  and  harmonious  beauty 
of  details.  It  has  been  well  remarked  that  "it  is  all  true 
—  true  to  the  principles  of  architecture  —  true  to  the  require- 
ments and  sentiments  of  our  ritual,  and  to  the  sense  of  solidity 
and  permanence  befitting  a  house  for  the  worship  of  God."  The 
interior  is  unbroken  by  columns  or  gallery,  and  the  open  roof 
rises  to  the  height  of  fifty  feet  from  the  floor.  The  screens,  pews, 
wainscotting,  desk  and  pulpit  are  of  solid  black  walnut.  A 
marble  font,  the  gift  of  Jeffrey  R.  Brackett,  Esq.,  stands  near 
the  door  —  a  remarkably  elegant  mural  monument  of  white  mar- 
ble has  been  erected  by  Charles  E.  Miller,  Esq.,  in  memory  of  his 
ancestor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  the  first  Rector  of  the  Parish. 
The  building  with  the  furnace,  gas-fixtures,  insurance  and  furn- 
iture, has  cost  about  $7500. 

The  present  minister  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  1st  of 
October,  1860  ;  since  which  date  he  has  held  services  in  the  new 
Church  on  every  Lord's  Day,  and  principal  holy  day;  and 
made  about  one  hundred  and  fidy  visits  to  sixty  families  con- 
nected with  the  Parish,  besides  performing  other  parochial  duties, 
as  above  reported.  This  is  the  only  Church  of  our  Communion 
between  Dorchester  and  Hanover.  The  families  attending  Christ 
Church  are  widely  dispersed  over  the  towns  of  Quincy,  Brain- 
Jree,  Weymouth,  and  Hingham  ;  while  many  too  distant  to  be 
considered  as  actual  members  of  the  congregation,  look  to  this 
Church  as  their  Christian  home,  and  depend  upon  its  Pastor  for 
the  ordinances  of  religion.  As  a  centre,  for  missionary  opera- 
tions and  extensive  pastoral  work,  it  is  one  of  the  most  impor-. 
tant  stations  in  this  Diocese.  Yet  the  number  of  those  who 
contribute  to  its  support  is  small ;  and  it  is  only  by  great  sacri- 
fices and  unwearied  exertions,  amid  many  discouragements,  that 
this  Church  has  been  built,  and  its  services  sustained.  Besides 
paying  $2300  towards  the  cost  of  the  Church  building,  the  con- 
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gregation  have  contributed,  chiefly  through  the  weekly  offertory, 
$900,  during  the  past  year,  for  the  maintenance  of  public  wor- 
ship and  for  the  p«or.  They  are  not  unmindful  of  the  impor- 
tance of  aiding  the  cause  of  Missions.  They  have  only  postponed 
that  duty  because  other  claims  were  more  urgent. 

Christ  Church,  Qulncy,  is  one  of  our  most  ancient  Parishes. 
In  1700>  when  King's  Chapel  was  the  only  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  England,  some  beginning  was  made  for  a  Church  in  this 
place.  Before  1703,  a  missionary  was  sent  by  the  ''Society 
for  propagating  the  Gospel"  to  Braiutree,  now  Quincy.  In 
1727,  Christ  Church  was  organized,  when  there  were  but  two 
Episcopal  Churches  in  Massachusetts,  out  of  Boston.  On  Christ- 
mas Day,  in  that  year,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  who  had  been  sent 
"home"  to  be  ordained  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  began  his 
ministry  here,  and  besides  the  usual  services,  baptised  "  Jane,  a 
mulatto,  belonging  to  P.  Marquand."  lie  was  succeeded  in 
1763,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Winslow,  who  also  entered  upon  the  Rec- 
torship on  Christmas  Day.  He  died  in  1776.  The  Revolution 
scattered  the  members  ol  the  Church  of  England,  and  many 
years  elapsed  before  life  and  vigour  were  restored  to  this  enfee- 
bled Parish.  Its  most  prosperous  days,  since  the  Revolution, 
appear  to  have  been  during  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cutler. 
In  1832,  the  building,  recently  destroyed  by  fire,  was  erected  on 
the  ground  now  occupied.  The  old  church  has  been  pulled 
down,  but  the  Church-yard  iu  which  it  stood  is  still  a  place  of 
burial. 

Having  passed  through  the  furnace  of  affliction,  Christ  Church 
bas  now  risen  from  the  ashes,  "  purified  as  by  fire."  Increasing 
and  attentive  congregations  ;  a  flouris*hing  Sunday  School,  under 
the  excellent  Superintendence  of  Mr.  Frederic  "W.  Grantham ;

In  October  last,  a  Society  was  formed  called  the  "  Benevolent 
Society  of  St.  James's  Church j'  '*  for  the  promotion  of  the  spirit^ 
ual,  and,  where  necessary,  the  temporal  welfare  of  those  persons 
in  the  city  of  Roxbury,  who  are  not  connected  with  any  Parish, 
and  are  proper  subjects  for  parochial  visitation  ;  attention  being 
giTen  primarily  to  those  who,  from  their  birth  or  other  circum* 
stances,  should  belong  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church."  It  has 
been  pursuing  its  work  during  the  past  winter  with  great  fidelity 
and  success.  We  have  in  this  city  a  large  number  of  people,  em- 
ployed in  factories  or  trade,  who  by  birth  and  baptism,  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  England.  From  various  causes  they  have  for 
the  most  part,  either  gone  to  other  places  of  worship  than  their 
own,  or  have  broken  away  entirely  from  all  religious  influences. 
We  have  felt  that,  as  a  Parish,  it  was  our  first  duty  to  look  after 
these  wandering  sheep  of  our  mother  Church,  and  we  have  been 
endeavoring  in  some  degree  to  fulfil  the  duty  which  God  has 
imposed  on  us.  The.  Rector  has  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
cordial  and  active  co-operation  of  very  many  of  his  Parishioners, 
both  male  and  female.  More  than  one  hundred  families  have 
been  regularly  visited  during  the  year  by  member^  of  the  Society. 
Material  aid  has  been  given,  when  required.  Bibles,  Prayer 
Books  and  Tracts  have  been  distributed.  Children  have  been 
brought  to  Baptism,  and  many  adults,  who  for  years  have  neg- 
lected religion,  have  been  induced  to  attend  Church.  The  in- 
fluence which  the  visitors  have  gained  over  those  under  their 
charge  will,  it  is  believed,  be  felt  more  another  year  than  it  has 
been  this.  We  have  but  made  a  beginning ;  we  hope,  by  God's 
blessing,  to  carry  on  the  vrork  another  year  with  more*  energy 
and  system  and  with  greater  results.  It  is»emphatically  a  work 
for  the  laity  — -  and  in  no  Parish  have  the  laity  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  usefulness  than  in  this  city. 

The  Sewing  School  has  met  weekly,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  fifty-six,  —  the  largest  number  present  at  any  one  time 
being  seventy-four,  and  the  smallest,  twenty-seven.  An  Employ- 
ment Department,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  poor 
women  with  work,  though  in  operation  but  a  short  time,  has  been 
entirely  successful,  and  we  hope  will  be  the  means  of  great  good 
8* 
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in  the  ftiture,  — by  enabling  the  poor  in  many  cases  to  help  them* 
selves,  instead  of  being  helped  by  others. 

The  Church  is  open  for  Evening  Prayer  on  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  year. 

In  Lent  there  was  Evening  Prayer  daily,  with  a  lecture  on 
Friday  evening.  During  Passion  week,  the  Church  was  open 
also  for  Morning  Prayer. 

The  Rector  catechises  the  children  of  the  Parish  *'  openly  in 
Church  "  on  the  third  Sunday  afternoon  of  every  month  except 
July  and  August.

Scholars,  ranging  in  attendance  from  15  to  35.  Books,  amount- 
ing to  $60  in  value,  have  been  added  to  the  Sunday  School  Li- 
l>rary  i^rithin  the  last  two  years. 

To  form  any  thing  like  a  just  estimate  of  the  value  of  our 
jscrviccs  in  a  community  like  Swansea,  regard  should  be  had  to 
the  religious  teachings  that  have  so  long  prevailed,  and  which 
continue  to  exert  their  unhappy  influence.  Quaker  and  other 
wms  thai  have  flourished  in  this  region,  tend  to  make  the  ob- 
servance of  the  Lord's  Day  and  the  holy  Ordinances  of  small 
account. 

The  community  being  small,  a  "  Union  House "  of  worship 
was  built  here,  and  occupied  by  one  religious  sect  after  another 
until  each  died  out ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  all  religious  worship 
and  instruction  for  a  time,  our  Church  was  induced  to  enter  and 
occupy  the  place  as  truly  Missionary  ground.  The  Church  has 
sustained  herself  better  than  any  other  religious  denomination  ; 
and,  as  is  generally  conceded,  with  marked  benefit  to  the  place 
and  people. 

And  yet  when  you  look  to  the  number  that  has  been  baptized 
and  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Church  here,  the  whole  is  a  mere  handful,  which,  from  removals, 
and  lack  of  farther  accessions,  is  now  reduced  to  five  Church 
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members !  And  while  the  Bishop  has  been  cheered  by  no  pre- 
sentation of  candidates  for  Confirmation  for  the  last  two  or 
three  visitations,  and  the  Rector  fears  non#will  come  forward  at 
his  coming  visit,  there  have  been  times  when  this  people  have 
appeared  most  serious  and  attentive,  as  though  under  the  Holy 
Spirit's  gracious  influences,  and  when  it  seemed  surely  that  addi- 
tions might  soon  be  looked  for,  *'  to  the  Church  of  such  as  should 
be  saved."  But  the  times  of  refreshing  have  been  suffered  to  go 
by  without  any  visible  fruits  manifested  in  professing  Christ  and 
attachment  to  his  Church  before  men. 

The  interior  of  the  Church  has  been  greatly  improved  by  four 
bronze  chandeliers,  given  by  Mrs.  Stevens ;  while  a  costly  and 
beautiful  tomb,  erected  by  the  same  lady,  adds  much  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  pleasant  church-yard  and  beautiful  cemetery. 
Nor  ought  I  to  suffer  my  parishioners  generally,  particularly  a 
few  ladies  of  it,  to  pass  without  warm  commendation  for  their 
efforts  to  aid  and  sustain  this  Parish.  It  is  deserving  of  more 
assistance  than  it  receives  from  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese.

^rst  Sunday  after  Trinity,     He  then  found  that  the  Sunday 

School  in  each  village  numbered   30,   teachers  and  scholars. 

^bout  70  persons  formed  the  congregation  at  the  North  Parish, 

"while  the  number  at  the  East  was  35.     This  was  at  our  first 

Tegular  afternoon  services.     The  Missions,  also,  were  in  arrear- 

•eges  $100,  but  which  have  since  been  paid.    Business  had  taken 

«  downward  tendency  through  the  whole  town,  and  has  continued 

rapidly  to  decline,  so  that  for  the  last  four  months  very  few 

employees  have  found  any  thing  to  do,  and  have  left  in  great 

iiumberj«. 

Froiii  Advent  to  Easter,  service  was  held  at  Attleborough 
Falls^  instead  of  tlie  North  Village,  both  to  save  expense  and 
becausi*  a  siiiita])le  place  of  worship  could  not  be  obtained.  Here 
we  gatlnM-ed  a  Sunday  School  of  about  50  members,  and  received 
many  additions  to  our  congregation.  At  Easter  we  engaged  a 
hall  newly  fitted  up,  centrally  located  in  the  North  Village,  and 
which,  at  only  one  dollar  per  Sunday,  we  can  use  at  any  hour 
of  the  day.  It  is,  altogether,  a  most  happy  arrangement.  Yet 
we  must  regret  our  inability,  for  want  of  qualified  teachers,  to 
continue  the  Sunday  School  at  the  Falls.  Notwithstanding  the 
adverse  times,  interest  in  our  work  has  essentially  increased. 
The  laud  for  a  church  lot  is  already  pledged  by  a  few  public- 
spirited  individuals,  and  more  than  $200  are  promised  towards 
the  building  fund.  But  tlie  crisis  through  w^hich  our  country  is 
passing  will,  it  is  feared,  somewhat  retard  the  erection  of  a 
church.  With  the  revival  of  business,  a  suitable  minister,  who 
shall  give  his  whole  time  to  this  mission,  and  the  continual  bless- 
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ing  of  Heaven,  Grace  Church  must,  in  a  few  years,  become  a 
strong  Episcopal  Parish,  abundantly  repaying  all  the  fostering 
care  of  the  Church  abroad,  and  the  physical  prostration  of  its 
first  two  missionaries.  This  latter  is  owing  to  the  attempt,  made 
necessary  by  the  want  of  means,  of  one  clergyman  to  do  the 
work  of  two. 

The  Missionary  has  been  unable,  since  Easter,  to  conduct  the 
Sunday  School,  and  re-collect  some  of  its  scattered  members, 
consequent  upon  removal  to  the  Falls ;  but  the  number  now  be- 
longing and  waiting  to  be  enrolled  is  about  sixty  scholars  and 
eight  teachers.     Sunday  School  collections,  $6.81. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  omitted  a  part  of  the  year,  because 
we  had  no  service  with  which  to  celebrate.  The  East  Mission 
purchased  a  communion  set  for  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  which 
thereafter  served  for  both  stations.  The  Lord's  Supper  has  since 
been  celebrated  monthly ;  also  at  the  Christmas  and  Easter  fes- 
tivals. A  new  service  was  obtained,  by  the  generous  contribution 
of  fi'iends  in  New  York,  for  the  Easter  Communion  at  Grace 
Church.  Communion  Alms,  $5.02.  Total  amount  paid  for 
incidental  expenses  in  the  Parish  during  the  Convention  year, 
8194.19.  This  includes  $35  given  by  friends  abroad  for  service, 
books,  &c. 

Total  of  Baptisms,  (adult  1,  infants  6,)  7.  Communicants: 
added,  11  ;  removed,  10;  present  number,  24.  Confirmed,  4  ; 
(and  four  others  were  ready,  but  for  good  reasons  were  specially 
prevented  from  renewing  their  holy  vows.)  Marriages,  1. 
Burials,  3.  Sunday  Schools,  2  ;  Scholars,  120  ;  Teachers,  16. 
This  is  the  record  of  both  Missions. 

East  Attleborough.  Besides  the  above  items,  may  be  added 
$235.29,  which  have  been  paid  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  this 
Mission,  and  which  include  $20  donated  to  the  Minister  by 
friends  in  Lonsdale,  R.  I.,  $10  Sunday  School  collections,  and 
$6.67  Communion  Alms.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer, 
of  New  York,  for  a  donation  of  33  volumes  of  books  for  our 
School,  in  connection  -with  the  purchase  of  others. 

Heretofore  this  Mission  has  paid  largely  for  hall  rent,  but  at 
Easter  we  were  able  to  engage  a  very  suitable  room  in  the  Acad- 
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emy  building,  which  we  have  fitted  up  for  worship.  This  effects  a 
dear  saving  of  $125  per  annum,  and  is  most  convenient  for  the 
"uae  of  the  congregation.  We  are  now  a  voluntary  organization, 
^th  constitution  and  by-laws,  under  the  name  of  "Trinity 
Church  Society." 

The  minister  has  taught  a  weekly  Bible  Class  most  of  the  year ; 
lias  held  occasional  services  at  Dodgeville,  and  Special  Lenten 
services  at  North  Attlcborough.  One  very  encouraging  feature 
of  our  work  is,  that  old  prejudices  against  the  Church  are  fast 
^ying  away.  The  Missionary  feels  obliged  to  resign  his  charge 
^t  the  close  of  the  year,  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  because  of 
-physical  inability  to  continue  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
"both  parishes.  May  the  Lord  of  the  Vineyard  send  a  more 
-worthy  laborer,  who  shall  reap  the  fruits  of  the  tears  and  toils 
juid  prayers  of  those  who  have  sought  to  lay  a  good  foundation 
of  the  Church  in  Attlcborough,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the 
chief  corner-stone.

It  is  further  gratifying  to  perceive 
a  sincere  desire  manifested  to  continue  and  perpetuate  tlic  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  in  this  place,  and  no  doubt  great  efibrts  and 
sacrifices  would  cheerfully  be  made,  if  necessary,  for  that  pur- 
pose.

We  have  reason  to  be  very  thankful  to  the  Divine  Head  of  the 
Church  for  the  abundant  prosperity  with  which  he  has  blessed 
us,  during  the  past  year. 

The  attendance  has  been  larger  than  at  any  former  period. 
The  demand  for  seats,  necessitated  the  addition  of  sixty-five 
sittings,  which  were  completed  in  July  last,  adding  to  the  appear- 
ance as  well  as  convenience  of  the  Church* 

The  room  having  still  been  found  inadequate  for  the  accom- 
modation of  many  who  were  desirous  of  attending  the  services  of 
the  Church,  arTangemetits  were  made  for  the  establishment  of  a 
free  serv^ice^  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  might  feel  inclined  to  avail 
themselves  of  its  privileges* 

Much  pains  was  taken  in  training  a  Choir  of  male  voices,  and 
enlisting  the  interests  of  a  large  number  of  German  atid  English 
families,  who  had  not  been  regular  attendants  on  public  wor- 
ship. 

The  first  service  was  held  on  the  morning  of  the  Sunday  before 
Easter  at  9  o*clock. 

To  the  unspeakable  gratification  of  the  Rector,  as  Avell  as  Of 
the  Parishioners,  who  kindly  assisted  in  this  work,  over  two 
hundred  persons  (mostly  men,)  assembled,  and  joined  heartily  ill 
the  service,  which  to  most  of  them  was  entirely  unfamiliar. 

The  undiminished  interest  of  these  persons,  manifested  by  the 
regularity  of  attendance,  has  encouraged  the  Rector  in  believing, 
that  this  service  is  now  permanently  established,  and  that  it  will 
i-esult  in  the  Salvation  of  many,  before  apparently  uncared-for 
souls.

In  a  small  Parish,  located  in  a  town  containing  less  than  1300 
inhabitants,  where  two  other  religious  Societies  are  established, 
no  considerable  change  from  year  to  year  can  be  expected.  The 
Rector,  however,  after  a  Ministry  here  of  thirty  years,  in  compar- 
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ing  the  present  with  the  past,  has  reason  to  hope  that  his  long  con- 
tinued labours  have  not  been  wholly  in  vain.  When  he  took  charge 
of  it,  June  Ist,  1831,  it  consisted  of  about  forty  families,  and  of 
about  forty  Communicants,  most  of  them  aged  people,  —  worship- 
ping in  a  wooden  Church,  of  the  most  primitive  pattern.  The 
emigration  since  that  period  has  been  constant,  and  those  then 
aged  have  all  passed  away.  The  Parish,  however,  now  contains 
65  families  and  as  many  Communicants,  worshipping  in  a  neat 
stone  Church,  which  would  not  disgrace  any  of  our  cities.  In 
1831,  St.  Luke's  was  much  the  smallest  Parish  in  the  town,  wheii'e- 
as  at  present,  it  is  by  far  the  largest,  possessing  respectable  funds 
and  sustained  chiefly  by  an  intelligent  class  of  people,  mostly 
engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Although,  therefore,  often 
grieved  and  mortified  at  his  apparent  want  of  success,  the  Rector 
on  many  accounts  has  abundant  cause  to  thank  God  and  take 
courage.     The  statistics  for  the  year  past  are  as  follows :

This  Parish  has  sustained  very  severe  losses  the  past  year,  by 
death  or  removal  of  Communicants  and  members  of  the  congre- 
gation. Among  those  who  have  died,  is  tho  late  lamented  Alex- 
ander Watts.  He  was  ardently  attached  to  our  Communion  by 
education  and  by  choice.  A  man  of  leisure,  he  devoted  it  to  the 
interests  of  the  Cliurch  j  and  as  Senior  Warden  lirt)orcd  most 
•  efficiently  for  its  prosperity.  His  religious  character  shone  con- 
spicuously under  tlie  many  severe  domestic  bereavements  which 
gathered  round  the  (^lose  of  life ;  and  through  faith  in  the  Re- 
deemer and  sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  weaned  him  from  earth 
to  heaven. 

The  usual  extra  services  on  Sunday,  and  partially  on  the  week 
day,  have  been  kept  up  by  the  Pastor  in  the  neighboring  villages. 
The  interior  of  the  Church  has  been  renovated  and  furnished 
with  lamps ;  and  an  evening  service  substituted  for  the  one  in 
the  afternoon.

The  undersigned,  in  accordance  with  the  Canonical  requisition, 
would  respectfully  report,  that  since  the  first  of  November  last, 
at  whicli  time  he  was  admitted  to  this  Diocese,  he  has  been  ac- 
tively engaged  in  performing  the  duties  of  the  ministry  in  South- 
boro'.  The  services  of  the  Church  have  been  regularly  celebrated 
on  every  Lord's  Day,  the  Great  Festivals,  and  all  the  Saints' 
days  of  the  Church.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has 
been  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month,  also  on 
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Christinas  Day,  Thursday  evening  in  Holy  Week,  and  Easter 
Day. 

During  the  season  of  Advent,  a  Parish  was  duly  organized 
under  the  name  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  and  the  undersigned 
chosen  Rector  of  tlie  same.

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  jGreneral 
Constitation  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   ri. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
he  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Conv^tion. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shaU 
have  ^  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  somd  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  Qt 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  flavy 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  scat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  voles,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constilalion  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention, 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE    VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
xemain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  and  accepted  by  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  at  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its 
adoption.

AMENDED  IN   THE   CONVENTION  OF    1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  fiiBt 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diccese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention, for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  {\wq  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  fise  copies  of  the  Journal. 
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itamn  of  1844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  he  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Dioceae,  to  he  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

Cf  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  oiherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  le  tried. 

Sect,  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
Jo  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  BIsIiop/ 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  ofiencesr 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him  ;  and,  in  suclf 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  maimer,  as' 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

n. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop, 
Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentn>ent,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  thfc 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous^ 
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the  fiishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided*  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  softer 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

•  Sbct.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.     Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.     And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall   reside  more 
tlian  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's 
^o\\ce  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.     And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness? 
3.n<l  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and

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shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which , 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused  ; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recomn>ended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any* 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend  ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
livered to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  Communicants. 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  General  Ck)nvention,  he  shall 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case.

Of  Elections. 

The  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ;  who  shall  con* 
tinue  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  after  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

Substitutss  for  deputies  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  lime,  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  deputies  are.  And  in  the  event  of 
the  resignation  or  inability  of  any  deputy,  clerical  or  lay,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  from  the  substitutes  respectively,  in  the 
order  in  which  they  were  chosen.

Of  the  Appointment  of  a  Diocesan  Registrar. 

Sect.  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  such  papers,  files,  reports,  jour- 
nals, records  and  other  documents,  relative  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become,  the 
property  of  this  Convention,  and  preserve  the  same  in  some  safe 
and  accessible  place  of  deposit ;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  provide. 

Sect.  2,    Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  another  be  appointed  in  his  place.

AMENDED  IN  THE   CONVENTION   OF   1860. 

Of  the  Missionary  Organization  of  the  Diocese^ 

Seotion  1.  Each  of  the  four  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clerical 
delegates  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having  within  the  year 
preceding,  contrihuted  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence 
at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

Sect.  4.  Parochial  and  lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  annually 
at  parish  meetings,  or  by  the  Wardens  and  Yestry,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  or  until 
the  parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Board, 
by  a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio^  a  member  and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

Sect.  7.  One  or  more  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore  and  officiate 
under  its  direction.

Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 
18  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  th^  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
amoont  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 
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Xlttlett  Of  ®tirrr* 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  addresa 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice^in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  and  the  name  of  the  mover  appended. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When^a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  arc  here  named  ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  bo- 
fore  the  original  motion. 
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Rule  V.  Aq  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  YI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  (ori- 
ginal decision.

in  connection  with  such  election,  to  require  their  assurance 
that  they  will  attend  the  Convention,  unless  prevented  by 
some  unforeseen  and  insuperable  obstacle. 

Voledj  That  this  Convention  urge  upon  all  persons,  who 
may  be  elected  Delegates  as  aforesaid,  the  great  import* 
ance  and  the  serious  obligation  of  discharging  the  duty 
which  is  thus  imposed  upon  them.

The  annual  Sermon  was  then  delivered  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  F«  Fales,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Waltham,  from 
the  text,  Acts  V.  42 :  "  They  ceased  not  to  teach  and  to  preach 
Jesm  Christ:'

^  the  Lord  seelh  not  as  man  seeth.**  On  the  8d  of  October  last 
Mr.  Bowden  expired ;  exchanging,  as  we  trust,  the  sorrows  and 
trials  of  this  world  Jbr  a  heavenly  and  eternal  inheritance.  Let 
us,  his  breihsren  ki  the  n^nistry  of  oar  common  Lord,  profit  by 
this  admoB&iott  ci  Providence  t  And  let  it  be  onr  consolation  to 
lenendMr,  that,  daring  dM  brief  ported  of  our  friend's  service 
m  Tktsield,  he  ^reaoh^  not  only  with  power,  but  with  direct* 
ness  and  aunplicity,  *^the  Lamb  of  God,  that  taketh  away  the 
abofflieworia.*'

His  place  has  been  filled  by  the  ap> 
pointment  of  the  Rev.  John  T.  Huntington,  who  has  been  received 
by  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

St.  Luke  the  Evangelist,  Friday,  October  13, 1  preached  in 
the  morning  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis,  and  tn  the  afternoon  in  St. 
Andrew's,  New  Boston. 

On  the  Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  20,  I 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  John's, 
Willnnsonville;  and  confirmed  2  persons  in  the  afternoon* 

In  the  evening  of  Monday,  October  21, 1  confirmed  18  in  All 
Saints',  Worcestw. 

On  Tuesday,  October  22, 1  oonfirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  ia 
Christ  Church,  Cl%ppville. 
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On  Wednesday,  October  28, 1  catechised  the  children  in  the 
afternoon  in  Christ  Chnrdi,  Springfield;  and  confirmed  19 
persons  in  the  evening.  The  candidates  were  addressed,  at 
my  request,  after  they  had  received  the  laying  on  of  hands,  by 
my  beloved  brother  the.  Bishop  of  Iowa ;  and  I  need  not  say 
how  pleasant  it  was  to  me,  as  well  as  io  multitndes  of  others,  to 
listen  to  his  voice  once  more  within  the  walls  of  that  chnrch 
where  he  had  once  so  faithfiilly  ministered. 

In  the  evening  of  Thursday,  October  24,  I  confirmed  2  in 
Grace  Chnrch,  Chicopee.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  parish,  at 
ihe  time  of  my  visit,  waa  no  longer  vacant ;  the  Bev.  Andrew 
CrosweU  having  been  succeeded  in  its  charge  by  the  Rev. 
William  B.  Golbum,  who  still  continues  the  Hector. 

On  the  Twenty-Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  10, 
I  confirmed  4  in  the  evening  in  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea. 

On  Wednesday,  November  18,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Trin- 
ity Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev. 
Alvan  H.  Washburn,  Deacon,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Hyde 
Park.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bev.  William  B. 
Babcock,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain,  who  also,  together 
with  the  Rev.  Drs.  Wells  and  Randall,  the  Rev.  Moses  B. 
Chase,  and  the  Rev.  William  H.  Brooks,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Maine,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  November  24, 1  confirmed 
8  in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  East  Boston. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  15, 1  confirmed  6 
in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  22, 1  preached 
in  the  evening  in  the  Chapel  in  Freeman  Place,  Boston,  to  a 
congregation  of  whom  a  small  portion  were  Deaf  Mutes ;  the 
MTflMm  being  interpreted  in  the  sign  language  by  the  Rev.  T. 
Gallaudet,  Rector  of  St.  Ann's  Church  for  Deaf  Mutes,  New 
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York.  I  mention  this  eervice  for  the  purpose  of  saying,  that, 
shortly  before  that  time,  Mr.  Gallaudet,  whose  labors,  ad  well 
as  those  of  his  honored  father,  in  behalf  of  this  afflicted  class 
of  our  fellow-men  are  so  extensively  known,  visited  this  city  with 
the  view  of  interesting  the  clergy  and  others  in  the  establish* 
ment  here  of  an  Episcopal  Church,  for  the  benefit  of  sudi  Deaf 
Mutes  as  might  be  willing  to  attend.  Several  parochial  cler- 
gymen of  Boston  and  Boxbury  met  the  proposal  with  cordiality ; 
and  promised  to  obtain,  if  possible,  among  their  congregations 
a  sufficient  sum  for  supporting  a  minister  for  six  months,  and 
thus  trying  the  experiment.  On  the  day  above  named,  regular 
services  were  commenced  by  the  Rev.  E.  Bei^amin,  who  had 
recently  been  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  in  the  Diocese  of 
New  York,  and  who,  under  the  instructions  of  Mr.  Gallaudet, 
had  been  devoting  himself  for  some  time  to  the  acquisition  of 
the  sign  language.  At  the  end  of  three  months,  however, 
Mr.  Benjamin,  not  having  secured  the  attendance  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  Deaf  Mutes  to  encourage  the  continuance  of  his 
ministrations,  relinquished  the  undertaking,  and  returned  to 
New  York. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  December  29, 1  con- 
toned  9  in  the  evening  in  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for 
Sailors,  Boston. 

On  Tuesday,  December  31,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders 
Mr.  Francis  E.  R.  Chubbuck,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this 
Diocese.  The  Sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Burroughs,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire.  Mr. 
Chubbuck  is  at  present  Chaplain  of  one  of  the  Massachusetts 
Regiments  fighting  for  their  country  against  the  rebels. 

On  Wednesday,  January  22,  1862,  I  held  an  Ordination 
in  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston,  and  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders 
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5lr.  Gfeorge  Sturgis  Paine,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this 
Diocese.     The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Justin  Field. 

On  Taesdaj,  March  18,  it  was  my  mournful  duty  to  com- 
mit to  the  dust,  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  the  remains  of 
Mrs.  Griswold,  who,  for  nineteen  years,  had  been  the  widow 
of  that  venerated  man  who  once  presided  over  this  Diocese. 
She  expired  at  Pawtucket,  on  the  15th  of  the  month  just  men- 
tioned, after  many  years  of  suffering  from  incurable  disease. 
But  her  long  iUness  had  been  borne  with  exemplary  patience ; 
and  her  end,  like  her  life,  was  one  of  cheerful  and  unshaken 
trust  in  the  atoning  blood  of  the  Lord  our  Righteousness.  The 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Dedham,  of  whose  parish  she  was  a  mem- 
ber for  Mireral  years  after  Bishop  Oriswold's  departure,  took 
part  in  the  Burial  Service ;  and  an  address,  full  of  tender  re- 
coUectioiifl  of  the  dead,  and  eminently  calculated  to  impress  upon 
the  firing  the  excellency  of  Ghristf  and  the  blessedness  of  the 
sanctifying  Spirit  in  his  work  upon  the  heart,  was  delivered  to 
the  clergy,  and  others  assembled,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Taft,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  I^nd« 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  29, 1  confirmed  7  in 
the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  13  in  St.  Mat- 
thew's, South  Boston.  The  Rev.  Frederick  Wilson,  formerly 
Rector  of  this  parish,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  it,  and  removed 
to  England ;  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  James  I.  T. 
Cioolidge,  from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Liland^ 

Daring  this  same  week,  on  Wednesday,  March  26, 1  had  the 
sorrowful  office,  in  presence  of  many  who  are  here  to-day,  of 
eommitting  to  the  ground  the  body  of  my  dear  old  friend,  and  the 
bdoved  and  honored  brother  of  us  all,  the  Rev.  Charles  Mason, 
D.  D«,  Rector  of  Grrace  Church,  Boston.  Part  of  the  Burial 
8eniee  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  William  Rr  Babcock,  Rector 
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of  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain ;  and  a  part  also  hy  the  B^r.  Sun* 
nel  S.  Spear,  in  whose  preparation  for  the  ministry,  usefulness, 
and  happiness,  Dr.  Mason  had  taken  the  affectionate  interest 
of  a  father,  and  who,  as  I  have  already  mentioned,  had  been 
acting  as  his  valued  assistant  since  October  last.  Before  the 
crowded  assembly  gathered  within  the  walls  of  Grace  Church  on 
this  occasion,  I  uttered  a  brief  tribute  to  the  excellencies  and 
virtues  of  our  departed  companion  in  labor  ;  but  the  present  is 
the  occasion  for  permanently  recording,  not  only  the  fejci  of  his 
death  on  Sunday,  March  28,  after  a  short  illness,  but  also  the 
love  I  bore  him,  —and  the  profound  sense  I  feel  of  the  loss 
which  we  have  sustained.  My  first  acquaintance  with  Dr. 
Mason  was  nearly  thirty  years  ago,  when  he  came  to  New 
York  to  pursue  his  studies  in  the  Greneral  Theological  Seminary. 
He  became  one  of  the  Teachers  in  the  Sunday  School  of  the 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  of  which  I  was  at  that  time  the  Bector ; 
and,  being  brought  into  frequent  intercourse  with  himby  liiis  and 
other  circumstances,  I  was  strongly  attracted  towards  him  by 
the  refinement  and  simplicity  of  his  manners,  and  by  the  evident 
desire  with  which  he  was  possessed  to  consecrate  himself  to  the 
glory  of  the  Saviour,  and  the  good  of  men.  After  he  had  entered 
the  ministry,  I  saw  him  now  and  then  at  his  distinguished  fatfaer^s 
residence  in  this  city,  while  I  was  on  occasional  visits  to  Boston. 
The  same  character  then  marked  him  as  before.  And,  on  eom* 
ing  into  closer  relations  with  him  as  the  Bishop  of  this  Dioeese, 
the  regard  he  had  previously  inspired  continually  increased. 
He  was  eminently,  my  brethren,  the  sanctified  scholar,  and  the 
Christian  gentleman.  I  always  found  him  an  efficient  ooa^otor 
in  enforcing  the  requirements  of  our  Church,  in  reference  to  dae 
preparation  for  the  ministry.  Setting  a  high  estimate  on  bibli-> 
cal  as  well  as  classical  knowledge,  he  never  gave  the  sanction 
of  his  consent  to  the  admission  of  any  who,  from  indolence  or 
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any  other  cause  of  deficiency,  proved  themselves  on  examination 
to  be  unfitted  for  their  trust.  In  this  respect  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts,  and  with  it,  of  course,  the  whole  Chivch,  owes 
him  a  debt  of  gratitude  and  honor.  And  then  our  departed  friend 
was  a  working  minister  of  Christ.  He  worked  always ;  and 
undar  all  circumstances,  whether  favorable  or  discouraging ; 
and  under  the  promptings  of  that  lofty  motive  of  duty  which  led 
hiB  to  desire  only  to  be,  where  Grod  would  have  him  to  be. 
And,  in  addition  to  all  this,  how  greatly  did  Dr.  Mason  love 
the  simplicity  of  the  gospel !  He  neither  explained  it  away  by 
barren  speculation,  nor  obscured  it  by  semi-popish  superstition. 
The  burden  of  his  ministry  was  man's  disease,  and  its  remedy 
through  atoning  blood.  And,  as  he  kept  firmly  to  evangelical 
doctrina,  so  likewise  did  he  stand  fast  by  our  ancient  simplicity 
in  worship.  Mummery,  and  exaggerated  ceremonial,  and  dis- 
play, he  regarded  with  aversion,  not  only  as  foreign  from  his 
manly  tastes,  but  as  substituting  a  religion  of  the  imagination  for 
the  religion  of  the  heart. 

Such  was  our  dear  and  cherished  brother.  At  the  age  of 
only  49  years,  and  amidst  days  of  vigorous  health,  he  has  van- 
ished from  these  scenes  of  labor.  But  he  has  departed  ^'  to  be 
with  Christ,  which  is  far  better."  '^  Blessed  are  the  dead  which 
die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth :  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that 
they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  and  their  works  do  follow 
them." 

On  Thursday,  April  3,  I  confirmed  23  in  the  morning  at  St. 

John's,  Lowell.  The  church  of  this  parish  has    been  finished, 

and  is  a  very  beautiful  and  convenient  building ;  and  is  also 

placed  in  a  part  of  the  city  where  it  was  much  needed.     I  regret 

that,  owing  to  the  pressive  of  the  times,  the  remaining  liability 

npon  it  has  not  been  discharged,  and  that,  on  this  account,  it 

cannot  yet  be  consecrated.

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  55  in  Emmaniid

Newton  Comer,  making  55  as  the  whole  number  for  the 
year. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  April  13, 1  confirmed  26  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Roxbury ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  20  in  St.  Stephen's 
Chapel,  Boston. 

On  Good  Friday,  April  18,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon 
in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge ;  making,  with  1  just  mentioned  as 
confirmed  in  Emmanuel  Church,  6  as  the  number  for  the  jeer. 

On  Thursday,  April  24, 1  consecrated  Emmanuel  Church,  Bos- 
ton. This  church  had  been  occupied  by  the  congT^;ation  fbr 
several  months ;  but  an  encumbrance  on  the  property  had  pre- 
vented its  being  duly  set  apart  to  the  service  of  God.  A  large 
congregation  of  the  clergy  and  others  witnessed  the  consecration 
services ;  and  the  Sermon  on  the  occasion  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  William  A.  Muhlenburg,  D.  D.,  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
New  York.  The  building,  which  was  designed  by  Alexander  B* 
Esty,  Esq.,  presents  an  interior  chaste  in  ornament,  and  conye- 
nient  in  its  arrangements.  Its  cost,  together  with  that  of  the  land 
on  which  it  stands,  was  862,000.  May  the  sanctuary  thus 
dedicated  to  the  Host  High  be  ever  a  place  in  which  His  presence 
shall  dwell,  and  in  which  many  souls,  through  the  blessing  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  on  the  ministry  of  the  word,  shall  be  bom  into  the 
new  life  of  ^'  repentance  toward  God,  and  faith  toward  onr 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  I" 
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On  tlie  VhtBt  Sunday  alter  Easter,  April  27, 1  confirmed  11  in 
Hm  afternoon  in  St.  PbuTs,  Boston ;  and 

In  tbib  enraning  of  iSbt&  sanie  daj,  confirmed  SO  in  St.  John's, 
ChaiWlown. 

St  Philip  and  St.  Jamei^s  Day,  May  1, 1  confirmed  26  in  the 
evedag  in  the  Chnrch  of  the  Advent,  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  May  14, 1  confirmed  14  in  the  evening  in 
Si.  FkoTs,  I>edham ;  making,  with  the  5  confirmed  in  Septem- 
fier  laat,  19  as  the  whole  number  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  Smdiay  last,  the  Fourth  after  Easter,  May  18,  I  confirmed 
11  in  tlia  afterooon  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston ; 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  6  in  St.  John's, 
Eael  Boston ;  making,  with  8  already  mentioned  as  confirmed 
here  in  November  last,  14  as  the  number  for  the  year.  At  this 
Tisift  to  Bast  Boston,  I  wae  highly  gratified  by  the  marked  pro- 
gress of  St.  John's  as  indicated  by  the  enlargement  of  the  parish 
dnirdi.  Its  length  has  been  very  considerably  increased,  and 
fliereby  it  has  not  only  gained  a  large  additional  number  of  pews, 
bat  been  greatly  improved  in  appearance.  Hay  the  Lord  grant, 
in  eompaa^  with  this  token  of  outward  prosperity,  the  blessing  of 
his  renewing  and  sanctifying  grace  upon  the  attendants  within 
ifti  waHsl 

In  additaen  to  the  foregoing  statements,  I  have  pleasure  in 
iMBlionlng  that  the  services  of  our  Churdi  have  been  held  for 
BOmci  time  at  Maiden,  and  thai  a  parish  has  been  organized  there 
hy  the  name  d  Grace  Church.  I  have  also  to  record  the  organ- 
isation of  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  St.  Mark's,  at  Southborougfa. 
The  BeT.  Joshaa  B.  Feiree,  who,  at  the  time  of  our  last  Con  ven- 
ison, was  officiating  at  this  place,  has  since  left  it,  and  is  at 
jpteseat  laboring  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  particulars  to  which  I  have  thus  called  your  attention 
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give  the  following  result : — Since  the  last  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  I  have  confirmed  614  persons  ;  ordained  6  Deacons,  and 
2  Priests ;  consecrated  2  churches ;  laid  the  comer-stone  of  1 
church  ;  and  2  parishes  have  been  organized.  The  number  of 
persons  confirmed  falls  not  far  short  of  that  of  the  preceding  jear ; 
and  this  is  a  fact  for  which,  considering  the  distraction  caused  by 
the  present  war,  and  also  the  departure  of  so  manj  joxmg  men 
from  our  various  parishes  for  the  defence  of  their  country  on 
the  field  of  battle,  we  have  reason  to  feel  hearty  gratitude  to 
God. 

The  changes  in  the  Diocese  in  addition  to  those  already  men- 
tioned are  as  follows :  — ^The  Rev.  Arthur  Mason  has  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea ;  the  Rev.  N.  O.  Allen 
has  left  Aubumdale,  and  is  laboring,  with  encouraging  proe^MCts 
of  success  as  he  assures  me,  for  the  establishment  of  the  senioes 
of  our  Church  in  SomerviUe ;  the  Rev.  Benjamin  F.  DeCosta  ia 
a  chaplain  of  one  of  the  Massachusetts  Regiments  di  the  seat 
of  war ;  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Watson  holds  a  similar  af^intment ; 
the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley  has  ceased  to  officiate  at  Attleborougli, 
and  has  for  some  time  been  rendering  ministerial  services  in 
Philadelphia ;  the  Rev.  James  H.  Tyng  has  been  transferred  to 
New  Hampshire,  the  Rev.  Julius  S.  Townsend  to  Pennsylvaoie, 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  Brooks,  D.  D.,  to  Maine,  the  Rev.  John  Way. 
land,  D.  D.,  to  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Child  to  Rhode 
Island.  The  Rev.  Nathan  W.  Munroe,  and  the  Rev.  Frederidt 
Freeman,  have  been  received  with  Letters  Dimissory  firom  the 
Diocese  of  New  York  ;  and  the  Rev.  Keusey  Johns  Stewart  has 
been  received  from  Blinois. 

A  few  months  ago  the  room  in  Commercial  Street,  occupied  as 
the  Chapel  of  our  Diocesan  Seamen's  Mission,  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  Such  arrangements  were  immediately  made  that  there 
has  been  no  interruption   of  the  services ;  and  a  return  will 
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piobablj  take  place,  in  coarse  of  time,  to  the  very  conyeoient 
locatioii  of  which  the  Missioii  is  now  deprived. 

The  names  of  the  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  the  fol- 
lowing ^—Wentworth  S.  Butler,  Abner  P.  Brash,  Albert  U.

Total,  15.  Mr.  Charles  C.  Wright,  whose  name  was  on  the  list 
presented  at  the  last  Convention,  departed  this  [life  in  Pittsfield 
ea  the  1st  of  S^tember  last ;  and  Mr.  Edmund  Squire,  another 
on  the  sane  list,  in  July  last  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate  at  his 
own  request  I  had  occasion,  when  we  last  assembled  to- 
gether in  our  annual  Convention,  to  speak  of  the  cause  we  had 
fcr  thankfulness  in  the  large  increase  of  the  number  of  our  Can* 
didatesfor  the  ministry,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and 
with  many  preceding  years.  We  have  ground  for  similar  grati- 
tude now  ;  the  number  of  the  names  just  read  being  still 
greater  than  that  which  I  recorded  twelve  months  ago. 

In  meeting  you  at  this  time,  my  brethren  in  the  ministry,  and 
my  Christian  friends  of  the  laity,  I  cannot  refrain  from  congratu- 
lating you  upon  the  success  with  which,  thus  far,  a  gracious 
P^vidence  has  crowned  the  armies  of  the  Union  in  their  conflict 
with  the  perpetrators  of  the  rebellion.  A  year  ago,  all  that  we 
bad  to  comfort  us,  while  clouds  were  gathering  round  the  country, 
was  the  conviction  of  the  wisdom  of  God's  purposes  in  this  great 
calamity,  and  of  the  great  truth  that,  by  his  own  means,  and  in 
his  own  way,  He  is  carrying  forward  his  kingdom  in  the  world; 
together  with  the  belief,  that,  in  the  path  of  righteous  resistance 
to  a  wicked  insurrection,  we  had  ground  for  expecting  the 
bleesmg  which  follows  the  patient  discharge  of  duty.    With  what 

dieering  tokens  of  divine  aid  we  have  been  favored,  I  need  not 
3» 
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occupj  onr  time  with  reciting.  Let  us  praise  and  bless  the  ffing 
of  kings  for  all  that  through  the  skill  of  our  commanders,  and  the 
valor  of  our  troops,  He  has  done  in  our  behalf.  Let  us  humble 
ourselves  for  our  naUonal  transgressions,  and  acknowledge  His 
hand  in  the  tribulations  which,  following  on  all  war,  more 
especially  follow  on  civil  war.  Let  us  remember  in  our  prajere 
the  bereaved,  the  wounded,  the  sick,  and  the  dying.  Let  us  im- 
plore the  speedy  accomplishment  of  a  just  peace.  And  let  us  ask 
of  Grod  that  this  nation,  coming  purified  out  of  the  furnace  of  trial, 
may  be  more  than  ever  fitted  to  fulfil  its  mission,  as  a  Christiao 
and  protestant  land,  of  carrying  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

And  now,  before  concluding  the  present  Address,  I  beg  to  call 
the  attention  of  this  body  to  a  subject  which  has  for  some  time 
occupied  my  thoughts, —  namely,  the  desirableness  of  my  eeasing 
to  connect  with  the  administration  of  this  Diocese  the  labors  of 
the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston.  It  is  now  nearly  twenty 
years  since  I  began  my  work  as  your  Bishop ;  and  during  that 
period  there  has  been,  through  God's  blessing,  a  gradual  but  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  conse- 
quently in  the  field  of  Episcopal  labor.  I  now  feel,  therefore, 
that  the  time  has  come,  when  I  cannot  continue  to  combine  the 
two  offices  of  Bishop  and  Rector  without  either,  on  the  one 
hand,  incurring  the  risque  of  injury  to  my  health  by  too  much 
work,  or,  on  the  other,  allowing  the  interests  of  the  Diocese  or 
the  parish  to  suffer  through  the  want  of  requisite  attention.  I 
am  sure  that  this  Convention  will  acknowledge,  that  the  various 
portions  of  this  now  extensive  vineyard  need  constant  and  ac- 
tive Episcopal  care ;  and  I  equally  believe  that  they  will  not  be 
willing,  if  they  can  help  it,  to  see  me,  in  the  endeavor  to  meet 
these  demands  in  conjunction  with  the  requirements  of  a  paro- 
chial cure,  oppressed  with  a  double  burden  too  heavy  for  me  to 
bear. 
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Wliat  I  would  re({iiest  is,  that  this  Convention  may  take  meas- 
ures for  the  speedy  addition  of  snch  a  snm  to  the  existing 
C^yiscopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  as  will  enable  me  to  be  released 
firom  all  parochial  responsibilities.  I  commend  the  subject  to 
your  prompt  action. 

And  may  Grod  farther  us,  in  this  and  in  all  our  doings,  with 
his  gracious  help,  to  the  promotion  of  his  glory  in  the  welfare 
of  souls,  and  in  the  advancement  of  the  blessed  Kingdom  of 
liis  dear  Son!

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to 
address  the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend* 

When  anj  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others 
desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member,  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  mterested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

Rule  in.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion  shall,  if  required,  be 
reduced  to  writing,  and  the  name  of  the  mover  appended. 

Rule  IV.  When  the  report  of  a  Committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Nicholson  from  the  Board  of  Missions  for 
Seamen  made  the  following  annual  Report  from  that  Body: 

Report  of  ti)e  Board  of  MxBBxons  to  Stamtn. 

Tkt  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen  have  great  plea- 
sure in  reporting  to  the  Convention,  that  never  before,  as  they 
believe,  has  the  work  committed  to  their  care  been  so  prosper- 
oui,  or  so  encouraging  to  their  efforts.  During  the  earlier 
and  greater  part  of  the  past  year,  the  attendance  of  Seamen 
ai  our  chapel  was  very  good,  and  steadily  increasing ;  instances 
of  eonversion  to  Grod  were  frequent  among  them ;  the  meetings 
finr  social  prayer  and  exhortation  were  seasons  of  refreshing 
firom  the  presence  of  the  Lord ;  and  on  the  whole,  the  religious 
interest  of  the  mission  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year. 
Weeaa  truly  say,  and  with  devout  thankfiilness  we  do  say,  that 
Grod  lias  been  with  us  —  in  '^  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and 
of  power  "  —  in  making  effective  the  words  of  the  Grospel  of  His 
gract'— in  gladdening  the  hearts  and  solacing  the  hardships  of 
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seafaring  men  —  in  "  taking  out  of  them  a  people  for  His  name." 
Nor  alone  within  the  chapel,  but  as  well  in  the  boarding 
house  and  on  shipboard,  we  have  endeavored  to  sow  the  good 
seed  of  the  word  of  God ;  for  during  the  year  there  have 
been  distributed  among  Seamen  about  four  hundred  Bibles  and 
Testaments,  sixty  Prayer-books,  and  nearly  fifteen  thousand 
tracts.  And  this  work  for  the  spiritual  good  of  the  sailor  we 
have  striven  to  accompany,  to  the  extent  that  we  have  been  able, 
with  contributions  to  his  temporal  well-being;  there  having  been 
appropriated  numerous  articles  of  clothing  to  the  destitute  and 
suffering. 

For  the  accomplishment  of  these  results  we  are  indebted, 
under  God,  mainly  to  the  self-denying  zeal  of  our  missionary  ; 
of  whose  devotion  and  effectiveness  in  this  work,  notwithstand- 
ing that  it  is  additional  to  his  duties  as  the  Rector  of  a  regular 
parish,  we  wish  here  to  record  our  highest  and  most  satisfactory 
appreciation. 

Certainly  we  have  done  but  very  little  comparatively;  but 
the  little  has  been  much,  very  much,  to  the  individual  souls 
benefitted ;  and  we  feel  that  these  results  of  our  work  deserve 
to  be  called  greats  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  the  Giver 
of  all  good. 

In  speaking  of  the  encouraging  religious  prosperity  of  our 
work,  we  have  referred  mainly  to  the  earlier  and  larger  part  of 
the  past  year ;  not  that  latterly  God  has  withheld  from  us  all 
tokens  of  His  gracious  approval  and  blessing,  for  it  has  appear* 
ed  to  us  quite  otherwise ;  but  we  have  been  most  seriously  inter* 
rupted  in  the  prosecution  of  our  labors.  A  destructive  fire  has 
deprived  us  of  our  chapel,  our  books,  and  all  the  furniture  of 
public  worship,  besides  a  valuable  lot  of  seamen's  clothing. 
Another  place  of  worship,  it  is  true,  was  immediately  secured 
in  the  basement  of  the  Unitarian  house  at  the  comer  of  Clarke 
Street,  where  our  services  continue  to  be  held.  But  we  have 
neither  chancel  arrangements  nor  any  other  thing  to  remind  one 
that  it  is  an  Episcopal  place  of  worship,  except  only  the  offering 
of  our  Morning  and  Evening  prayers.  Nor  is  the  location  so 
good  for  gathering  in  the  sailors,  as  was  the  site  in  Commercial 
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Street.  All  this  is  agaiast  us  ;  nevertheless  in  no  degree  are  we 
discooraged.  God  sent  the  trial,  and  He  meant  it  for  good.  It 
maj  he  that  He  designed  to  try  our  faith,  and  thus  to  quicken 
oor  ^eal,  and  make  more  self-denying  our  devotion.  Often, 
very  often,  He  lays  His  afflicting  hand  on  even  His  best  beloved ; 
and  doubtless,  if  with  submissive  and  loving  hearts  we  make 
our  devodon  more  importunate  than  ever,  we  shall  soon  find 
occasion  to  say,  as  the  servants  of  this  mission,  ''  It  is  indeed 
good  lor  us  that  we  have  been  afflicted."

proceedings  to  be  instituted,  in  his  name,  for  ascertaining  and  en- 
forcing the  public  charities  established  by  William  Price. 

The  Committee  consider  their  duty  under  the  resolutions  to 
have  ended  with  this  act,  but  further  inform  the  Convention  that 
a  bill  and  information  have  been  filed  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  of  Massachusetts,  in  the  name  of  the  Attorney  General,  and 
that  the  cause  is  now  regularly  pending  in  that  Court.

Report  of  tl)e  Btanbing  Committte. 

The  Standing  Committee  present  the  following  Report  of  their 
doings,  for  the  past  Conventional  year  : 

The  Committee  was  duly  organized  on  the  third  day  of  June, 
A.  D.,  1861,  by  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Mason,  Dv  D.,  as 
IVeadent,  and  the  Rev.  George  M.  RandaU  as  Secretary.  The 
Committee  have  held  twelve  meetings. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
Tardky,  and  the  Rev.  Alvan  H.  Washburn,  Deacons,  recom- 
meading  them  to  be  admitted  to  the  Order  of  the  F&iesthood. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials  of  Robert  Mur- 
ray, Myron  A.  Johnson,  Samuel  S.  Spear,  F.  £.  R.  Chubbuck^ 
George  Stmgiss  Pajme,  applying  to  be  admitted  to  the  Order  of 
Deacohs. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials  of  George  L. 
Lfocke,  Myron  Alfred  Johnson,  James  Kent  Stone,  William  A. 
Holbrook,  S.  J.  Sawyer,  Henry  Freeman  Allen,  Henry  Stems, 
P.  B.  Morgan,  late  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  and 
George  Gardner  Jones,  late  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  denomi- 
nation, recommending  them  to  be  admitted  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonial  of  the  Rev. 
William  Bacon  Stevens,  D.D.,  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

They  have  given  their  Canonical  consent  to  the  organization 
of  the  parishes  of  Christ  Church,  Hyde  Park,  and  St.  Mark's 
Cfanrth,  Southboro'. 

Thej  have  approved  bills  in  favor  of  William  A.  Hall,  Rev. 
8.  B.  Baboock,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Clinch. 

Dnring  the  past  year,  it  has  pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  to  remove  from  their  useful  sphere  of  labors  on  earth, 
two  of  the  members  of  this  Committee.  The  removal  of  one  third 
of  their  number  by  death,  within  a  few  weeks,  leaving  barely  a 
^luroifor  the  transaction  of  business,  is  a  circumstance,  in  itself, 
painfidly  remarkable,  but  which  is  rendered  the  more  extraordi- 
naij  hj  the  &ctj  that  so  far  as  appears  from  the  Records,  extend- 
4* 
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ing  back  to  upwards  of  forty  years,  no  member  of  this  Committee 
has  died  while  in  office. 

The  Hon.  William  Appleton,  who  departed  this  life  on  the 
15th  day  of  February,  last,  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Boai^ 
in  A.  D.,  1855,  and  continued  in  that  office  until  the  daj  of  his 
death. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  was  elected  on  this  Committee  in  18519 
and  was  re-elected  from  year  to  year,  until  he  was  called  to  his 
rest  on  the  23d  day  of  last  March.  He  was  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  during  the  years  1852  and  1853.  In  1860,  he  was 
elected  the  President,  and  continued  in  that  office  until  his  death. 

The  Committee  take  this  occasion  to  bear  their  testimony  to 
the  ability  and  fidelity,  with  which  their  late  CoUeagues  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  their  office,  and  to  this  end,  hereby  append 
to  their  report  to  the  Convention,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  which  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Committee, 
at  their  meeting,  holden  on  the  2d  day  of  April  last. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  it  has 
pleased  God  to  remove  from  this  life,  two  of  its  members :  the 
Rev.  Charles  Mason,  D.  D.,  and  the  Hon.  William  Appleton. 
In  view  of  this  Providence,  the  Committee  deem  it  their  duty,  to 
place  upon  its  records,  a  tribute  to  their  memory. 

Resolved^  That  in  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  who  for 
nearly  ten  years,  has  been  a  member  of  this  Board,  and  for  two 
years  served  as  its  Secretary,  and  for  the  last  two  years  has  pre- 
sided over  its  deliberations  as  President,  the  Church  has  lost  a 
wise  counsellor,  a  conscientious  atid  devoted  servant,  who,  in  his 
prompt  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the  Committeie,  and  in  the 
fidelity  with  which  he  discharged  all  its  duties,  secured  the  eon* 
fidence  and  affection  of  his  associates,  and  rendered  the  Church 
a  service,  worthy  of  grateful  remembrance. 

Besolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  services  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Appleton,  for  the 
period  of  upwards  of  six  years,  during  which,  he  was  connected 
with  this  Committee ;  that  we  bear  testimony  to  the  faithful  man- 
ner in  which  he  discharged  the  duties  of  this  trust;  to  the 
wisdom  of  his  counsels  and  to  his  single  desire,  for  the  best  good 
of  the  Church,  in  all  his  doings  connected  with  this  Board. 
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Bnclved^  That  the  Secretary  enter  these  resolntions  upon  the 
record,  and  forward  copies  of  the  same  to  the  families  of  our 
deceased  associates,  and  that  he  incorporate  them  into  his  annual 
Report,  to  be  made  to  the  next  annual  Convention  of  the  Church, 
in  this  Diocese.

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  present  to  the  Convention, 
their  twenty-sixth  annual  Report. 

The  Board  held  their  first  meeting,  June  8,  1861,  and  organ- 
ized for  the  year,  by  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Standing  Committees. 

Certificates  of  election  were  presented  by  the  following  Cleri- 
cal Delegates,  namely :

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The  Board  was  subsequently  informed  of  the  appointment  of 
the  following  Delegates,  by  the  Western  District  Association, 
viz. :  the  Rev.  S.  P.  Parker,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Shaw 
and  Yardley.

The  Board  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  sum, 
devised  in  the  Will  of  the  late  Edward  Codman ;  which  has 
enabled  them  to  discliarge  all  the  pledges  made  to  the  Missionaries, 
and  to  report  themselves  to  this  Convention,  as  being  firee  from 
debt. 

Duiing  the  past  year,  no  new  Missionary  stations  have  been 
adopted. 

The  Board  report  favorably  concerning  the  condition  of  the 
parishes  which  have  been  aided  by  them ;  the  advancement  of 
which,  it  is  believed,  will  compare  well  with  that  of  our  laiiger 
and  stronger  parishes. 

The  faithfiil  and  self-denying  exertions  of  our  Missionaries, 
certainly  deserve  a  very  different  requital,  from  any  which  it  has 
been  in  our  power  to  bestow. 

There  are  parishes  which  have  long  been  upon  our  list  of  bene* 
£ciaries,  which  we  hope  will  soon  be  able  to  assume  a  position 
of  independence.  There  are  others,  which,  under  the  most 
favorable  circumstances  to  be  anticipated  for  them,  will  continue 
to  require  the  fostering  care  of  the  Board  in  coming  years.  But 
upon  all  the  stipendiary  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  for  whatever 
period,  or  to  whatever  extent,  they  have  been  aided  by  us,  we 
would  urge  the  duty,  and  the  absolute  necessity  of  relieving  the 
Board,  as  far  and  as  fast  as  may  be  practicable. 

The  last  few  years  have  witnessed  but  a  slight  increase  in  our 
Missionary  contributions.  Should  this  unhappily  continue  to  be 
the  case,  our  resources  for  new  appropriations  will  consist, 
chiefly,  of  such  sums  as  may  be  relinquished  by  the  older  Mission- 
ary stations. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Board  have 
been  revised  ;  two  of  which,  in  their  present  form,  arc  thought 
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to  be  of  such  general  interest,  as  to  justify  their  insertion  in-this 
Report.    Thej  are  as  follows : 

1.  No  appropriation  shall  be  made  to  anj  Missionary,  who 
shall  not  have  been  either  appointed  or  approved  bj  this  Board. 

2.  No  appropriation  shall  be  either  made  or  renewed,  except 
upon  special  application,  setting  forth  the  grounds  upon  which 
such  appropriation  is  desired. 

From  these  rules  it  will  be  seen  that  the  appropriations  of  the 
Board  are  always  made  to  Missionaries,  never  to  parishes  or 
Missionary  stations  —  and  that  thej  are  never  made  for  a  longer 
period  than  one  year,  ending  the  first  day  of  April,  at  which  time, 
should  a  renewal  of  them  be  desired,  the  reasons  for  the  same 
must  be  communicated  to  the  Board. 

The  Eastern  and  Southern  District  Associations  have  contin- 
ued to  hold  their  usual  meetings,  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  Central  and  Western  Associations,  meetings  have  alao 
been  held,  though  at  longer  intervals. 

In  the  month  of  January,  there  was  a  Union  meeting  of  all  the 
Associations,  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  in  this  city.  All 
these  meetings,  it  is  hoped,  have  exerted  a  good  influence,  botli 
upon  the  Clergy  who  have  attended  them,  and  the  Parishes  in 
which  the  meetings  have  been  held. 

In  closing  this  Report,  the  Board  would  express  their  sense  of 
the  great  loss  which  they  have  recently  sustained,  in  the  death 
of  one  of  their  oldest  and  most  devoted  members.  Upon  the 
earliest  record  of  this  Board,  in  the  hands  of  the  present  Secretary, 
and  made  almost  twenty  years  ago,  stands  the  name  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  Mason.  Since  that  time,  he  has  been,  without  interrup- 
tion, a  member  of  the  Missionary  organization  of  this  Diocese, 
in  its  different  forms  —  always  among  the  most  regular  attendants 
at  its  meetings  —  and  always  discreet,  prudent,  and  scrupulously 
faithful,  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty  with  which  he  was  en- 
trusted. While  the  Board  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  great 
value  of  the  services  which  he  was  so  long  permitted  to  render, 
in  his  relations  to  them,  they  desire  to  add  theirs  to  the  general 
tribute  of  respect  for  his  memory,  and  of  sorrow  for  the  loss 
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^which  wOl  long  continue  to  be  felt,  in  every  sphere  of  his  efforts 
and  influence.

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Within  the  past  year,"  our  church  has  been  enlarged  and 
repaired,  at  an  expense  of  nearly  $2000.  Owing  to  a  large  in- 
crease in  attendance  on  the  services  of  the  Church,  these  alterar 
lions  were  imperatively  demanded,  and  right  nobly  have  the 
people  responded  to  the  call  made  upon  them. 

Both  Pastor  and  people  have  reason  to  thank  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church,  for  crowning  their  efforts  with  such  a  measure  of 
success. 

Diocesan  Mission  to  Seamen. 

Since  my  last  annual  Report,  this  Mission  has  been  quietly 
and  unobtrusively  doing  its  work  in  providing  the  means  of  grace 
for  the  Mariner,  as  he  turns  for  a  few  days  from  his  stormy  home 
on  the  deep,  and  finds  himself  a  stranger  among  us,  exposed  to 
dangers  more  terrible  than  those  of  the  ocean.    We  have  moved 
on  in  this  department  of  the  Church's  work  with  varied  success, 
laboring,  praying,  hoping ;  sometimes  cheered  with  gleams  of 
sunshine  on  our  work,  and  sometimes  called  to  exercise  our  faitli 
in  contending  with  the  obstacles  which  impede  its  progress.    But 
on  the  whole,  Uie  experience  of  the  past  year  has  been  comfort 
ing  and  advancing.     And  this  we  owe  to  the  special  goodness  of 
Grod,  who  has  balanced  our  strength  with  our  trials,  and  afforded 
us  the  evidence  of  his  presence  and  power  working  with  us.    He 
has  greatly  revived  and  refreshed  the  ^^  little  flock"  at  our  Chap- 
el, and  has  not  left  us  without  some  tokens  of  his  mercy  in  the 
conversion  of  Seamen ;  of  the  exact  number  we  are  not  ablelto 
speak,  but  the  instances  in  which  they  have  ^ven  evidence  of 
having  been  made  the  subjects  of  the  renewing  grace  of  Gkid, 
have  been  more  numerous  the  past  year  than  in  either  of  the 
preceding  years  in  which  I  have  labored  in  this  cause.    The 
conversion  of  Sailors  has  become  one  of  the  common  occurrences 
of  the  day.    Few  vessels  now  leave  our  ports  that  do  not  num- 
ber in  their  crews  more  or  less  of  Christian  Seamen.    On  many 
vessels,  in  our  Navy  as  well  as  in  our  Merchant  service,  is  heard 
the  voice  of  praise  and  prayer ;  and  this  work  will  go  on,  till 
every  craft,  propelled  by  wind  or  steam,  shall  carry  into  all  lands 
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ihe  blessed  Gospel  in  living  epistles  known  and  read  of  all  men. 
Our  work  in  this  Mission  has  suffered  some  interruption  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  the  year,  in  consequence  of  the  fire,  hj 
which  our  Chapel  with  all  its  furniture,  and  our  books,  together 
with  a  yaluablelot  of  Seaman's  clothing,  were  entirely  consumed. 
Anodier  place  of  worship  was  immediately  secured  at  the  comer 
of  Hanover  and  Clark  streets,  but  our  Congregations  fell  off  some, 
esipeciallj  in  regard  to  the  attendance  of  Seamen.  We  hope, 
however,  soon  to  return  to  Commercial  street,  which  is  unques- 
lionably  the  best  location  for  this  Mission. 

The  services  of  the  Mission  are  held  as  usual  on  the  mornings 
and  evenuD^  of  Snnday,  and  also  a  prayer  meeting  on  Tuesday 
evening  of  each  week.  Our  meetings  for  social  prayer  and  ex- 
hjcnUtimi  are  found  to  be  of  great  importance  in  connection  with 
the  MlamoDtaj  woric  among  Seamen. 

Since  mj  last  repcMrt,  I  have  baptised  several  children  belong- 
ing to  the  &milies  of  Seamen,  and  one  adult,  I  have  also  married 
five,  and  attended  the  funerals  of  three. 

In  the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Tracts  and  other  publications, 
we  have  been  constantly  at  work.  About  400  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments ;  60  Prayer-books ;  over  200  articles  of  clothing,  and 
15,000  Tracts  have  been  given  to  Sailors  during  the  past  year. 
These  Tracts  are  distributed  at  the  Chapel,  along  the  wharves, 
Aifcil  in  the  boarding  houses.  I  have  always  regretted  that  we 
cannot  have  more  Prayer-books  for  gratuitous  distribution.  I 
eonld  often  place  one  in  the  hands  of  persons  who  would  use  it 
reverently  and  with  profit. 

Our  gratitude  is  due  to  the  '^  Massachusetts  Bible  Society," 
the  *^  S^tmen's  Clothing  Fund,"  and  the  ^'  American  Tract  So- 
cie^ ;  **  each  of  which  has  furnished  with  an  unsparing  hand 
Ibe  means  for  this  good  work.

The  Sunday  School  has  had  the  benefit  of  a  few  excellent 
Teachers,  and  the  effect  of  their  labors  has  been  seen  in  the  in- 
crease in  the  Classes  for  Confirmation,  and  in  some  interesting 
instances  of  admission  to  the  Holy  Communion.  The  School  is 
adding  to  its  numbers  every  week,  and  we  now  require  at  leaat 
six  additional  Teachers. 

The  attendance  on  the  Services  has  been  good,  notwithstand- 
ing the  great  prostration  of  our  Commercial  Marine  ;  nor  is  flie 
demeanor  of  these  men  of  the  Sea  less  remarkable  than  in  fomer 
years.  The  readiness  with  which  they  join  in  the  Services,  the 
marked  decorum  and  seriousness  of  their  behaviour,  and  the 
close  attention  which  they  give  to  the  Sermon,  make  these  occar 
sions  of  public  worship  peculiarly  interesting. 

Book  DistrihtUion. — The  following  table  will  show  the  num- 
ber of  Bibles,  Testaments,  Prayer  Books  and  other  volumes  given 
to  Seamen  the  past  year  :  — Bibles  :  English,  400  ;  Grerman,  10  ; 
banish,  7 ;  Swedish,  8  ;  Spanish,  6  ;  Portuguese,  25  ;  Italii^, 
5  ;  French,  7.  English  Testaments,  600  ;  German,  25  ;  Danish, 
30 ;  Swedish,  25 ;  Spanish,  20  ;  Portuguese,  60 ;  Italian,  6 ; 
French,  20  Welch,  15  ;  Dutch,  13.  Prayer  Books :  American, 
450  ;  German,  20 ;  French,  15  ;  Portuguese,  10 ;  Church  of 
England,  145.  Other  volumes  for  Seamen,  500 ;  besides  Tracts 
in  all  languages  to  a  large  amount. 

Clothing  and  other  Hdp  to  Seaman  and  their  Families, — To 
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shipwrecked  and  destitute  Seamen  have  been  given  350  flan- 
nel skirts  and  drawers ;  50  pairs  knit  jam  socks,  and  56  good 
second  hand  garments,  consisting  of  coats,  pants,  and  overcoats. 

A  hurge  proportion  of  these  garments  were  from  the  Ladies  of 
the  Sailor's  Aid  Society  of  St.  Mar/s  Church.  A  brief  extract 
from  the  second  annual  Report  of  this  Society,  will  explain  its 
purpose  and  success : 

^^Tfae  object  of  this  Society,  as  expressed  in  the  Constitution, 
10,  to  aid  shipwrecked  and  destitute  Seamen,  and  to  give  assis- 
tance to  the  industrious  women  of  their  families  I  How  far  we 
have  been  able  to  fulfil  these  requirements  we  ¥nll  endeavor 
briefly  to  illustrate.  During  flve  working  months  of  the  past 
year,  there  have  been  cut  and  given  to  work-women,  281  flannel 
garments,  which  upon  completion,  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Robinson  for  distribution  to  the  poor  and  destitute  Sea- 
men, who  are  constantly  calling  for  sympathy  and  assistance. 
Much  more  than  this  might  have  been  accomplished  with  the 
requisite  funds,  but  a  deficiency  in  this  all  important  particular 
has  compelled  us  to  confine  our  eflbrts  almost  exclusively  within 
the  limits  of  the  winter  months,  these  being  always  the  most  try- 
ing for  the  poor,  many  of  whom  depend  almost  wholly  upon  their 
needles  for  the  small  income  which,  at  best,  provides  them  but 
inadequately  with  means  for  their  comfort.'' 

Many  families  of  our  Seamen  have  been  aided  with  fuel,  pro- 
visions, clothing,  and  such  other  help  as  their  necessities  required. 
None  have  been  turned  away  without  having  their  cases  care- 
lolly  investigated,  and  all  who  were  deserving  of  help  have 
received  aid  in  proportion  to  their  actual  wants,  and  our  means 
of  relieving  them.

"  Our  Charities  are  unimpaired,"    With  grateful  heart  the 

Bieclor  of  St.  Mary's  presents  this  as  the  statement  of  the  result 

of  his  labors  during  the  past  year.     It  is  a  notable  result,  and  is 

to  be  recorded  with  deep  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  and  earnest 

6* 
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thanks  to  my  brethren,  both  of  the  Clergy  and  Laitj ;  who  have 
held  up  my  hands  in  my  unceasing  labors  among  that  interesting 
class  in  the  community,  among  whom  I  long  since  resolved  to 
live  and  to  die,  to  spend  and  to  be  spent,  for  Christ's  sake. 

This  record  of  unimpaired  charities,  is  the  more  notable,  con- 
sidering the  great  public  events  of  the  last  twelve  months,  whieh 
have  very  properly  made  all  persons  more  than  usually  earefbl 
in  all  their  expenditures,  and  have  taken  away  from  so  many  the 
means  of  continuing  their  accustomed  charity.  Haj^y  these 
same  public  events  have  presented  the  Sailor  in  a  more  impor- 
tant light  to  every  patriotic  mind ;  and  though  the  marine  has  not 
in  general  been  so  much  talked  about  as  the  land  service,  our 
merchants  have  felt  the  importance  of  increased  zeal  in  behalf  of 
our  Seamen,  and  th^  fruits  of  our  labors  in  past  years  have  beeo 
in  many  cases  made  strikingly  apparent. 

In  this  Mission  for  some  years  past,  the  Rector  has  depended  in  a 
great  degree  upon  the  assistance  of  his  own  family  in  many  ways. 
This  year,  however,  he  has  surrendered  his  three  sons  to  their 
Country's  service,  and  taken  upon  himself  again,  the  entire  burden 
of  that  work,  which  for  several  years  past,  they  have  helped  their 
father  bear.  But  he  cheerfully  congratulates  himself  on  the  re* 
suit  —  no  debt,  and  ^^  charities  unimpaired." 

It  is  with  confidence  that  he  appeals  to  his  brethren  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  for  the  continuance  of  that  sympathy  and  sup- 
port, which  have  so  long  cheered  and  sustained  him  in  his  labors 
for  Seamen,  and  enabled  him  to  send  forth  many  a  Sailor  who, 
having  found  with  us  both  spiritual  comfort  and  a  supply  for  kis 
bodily  wants,  has  ^^  thanked  God  and  took  courage,"  to  go  on 
his  never-ceasing  conflict  with  the  elements,  and  in  his  still  more 
dangerous  way  among  the  many  temptations  which  always  await 
his  arrival  in  port. 

Especially  in  this  year  when  the  Sailors  of  ottr  Country  hope 
done  80  much  for  our  Nation's  honor  and  unity ^  let  no  merchant 
patriot  or  Christian  fail  to  render  a  due  return  in  providing  for 
his  temporal  wants,  and  not  less  for  his  spiritual  good,  and  es- 
pecially for  the  sick  and  shipwrecked,  and  for  the  families  of  the 
absent  Sailor  for  whom  so  much  of  Hiq  labor  of  Uiis  parish  is 
spent. 
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Su  Mary's  is  a  free  Episcopal  Church  for  Seamen  in  the  Fort 
of  Boston.  It  is  in  foil  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Churdi 
in  this  Diocese,  as  a  parish  for  Sailors. 

It  ia  free  far  any  body,  and  has  no  income  from  pew  rents. 
It  dq>ends  for  its  support,  and  for  its  ability  to  carry  on  and  en- 
large its  operations,  on  the  free-will  offerings  of  its  friends.

Daring  the  past  year,  with  some  interruptions  caused  by  sick- 
ness, I  have  been  regularly  occupied  in  Uie  discharge  of  my  duties 
as  Chaplain  of  the  City  Institutions  at  South  Boston^ 

Hie  nmnber  of  convicts  in  the  House  of  Correction  is  now 
much  less  than  at  the  time  of  my  last  Report.  This  decrease  is 
principal^  in  the  male  department,  and  is  probably  due  to  the 
war,  which  has  called  off  from  the  city  many  of  that  class  of  per- 
sons from  which  our  prisons  are  filled. 

Many  of  those  to  vdiom  I  minister  are  ignorant  and  depraved ; 
1  feel  encouraged,  however,  to  hope  that  the  Word  of  God  has 
found  an  entranoe  into  some  hearts,  in  which  it  will  bear  good 
frnit. 

During  the  year  I  have  baptised  7  infants ;  solemnized  7 
Mairiages,  and  attended  12  funerals.

Board.    The  present  Bector  resigns.

The  attendance  on  public  worship  is  uniformly  encouraging  as  lo 
numbers.  The  Congregation  apparently  unite  devoutly  in  the 
use  of  the  liturgy,  while  the  interest  manifest  in  the  word  preached, 
inspires  the  hope  that  its  saving  truths  are  grafted  inwardly  in 
the  heart,  and  are  bringing  forth  the  fruit  of  good  living.  A  few 
persons  have  expressed  to  me  their  desire  and  readiness  to  he 
confirmed,  whenever  an  opportunity  shall  be  afforded  of  present- 
ing themselves  to  the  Bishop  for  that  purpose. 

I  have  recently  made  an  arrangement,  through  the  kind  agency 
of  a  gentleman  (unhappily  not  of  the  Church,)  to  embellish  the 
glebe  by  bordering  the  entire  extent  of  the  same,  with  forest 
trees,  at  an  expense,  as  stipulated,  of  one  hundred  dollars.  I 
regret  to  add  that  the  church  suffered  very  much  from  a  severe 
storm,  which  occurred  during  the  month  of  March,  last  past,  and 
that  it  will  require  a  considerable  outlay  to  cover  the  expense  o£ 
repairing  the  injury,  &c. ;  such  will  be  met,  as  other  extra- 
ordinary payments  have  been  from  time  to  time,  by  what  may  be 
realized  by  the  sale  of  the  standing  wood  remaining  upon  ihe 
glebe. 

Two  individuals  who  were  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  this 
Church,  have  departed  this  life  since  our  last  report  to  the  Con- 
vention.

It  is  but  justice  to  the  Church  to  state  that  it  has  been  mskiXMj^ 
vigorous  efforts  to  free  itself  from  a  hampering  debt,  which  the*"^ 
were  special  reasons  for  wishing  to  cancel  promptly.  The  lai;g<0^ 
part  of  the  amount  thus  collected  was  raised  bj  the  Ladies  c 
the  Sewing  Circle,  who  have  been  industriouslj  occiq[»ied  thron^V 
the  year.  A  similar  Society  has  been  lately  organized  for  ib'^ 
benefit  of  the  Soldiers,  and  is  in  effective  operation. 

The  Sunday  School,  in  the  hands  of  an  energetic  Superintexx — 
dent  and  faithful  Teachers,  has  increased  encooragin^y  in  num — 
bers,  interest  and  activity.     Of  52  names  on  the  list,  there  hat^ 
been  an  average  attendance  for  the  six  months  past  of  45.     On^ 
new  library  and  one  old  one  have  been  sent  to  destitute  schools^ 
in  the  West,  and  our  own  library  has  been  revised  and  enlarged* 

The  girls  of  the  School  meet  each  week  to  sew  for  the  poor* 
The  children  are  catechised  monthly  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Rector,  publicly.  Special  services  for 
the  children  have  been  held  in  the  church,  and  sermons  preached 
to  them  four  times  within  the  year. 

The  church  is  open  for  Evening  Prayer  with  a  lecture,  during 
a  part  of  the  year,  on  Wednesdays  ;  and  the  Rector  meets  the 
Teachers  in  Bible  class  every  Friday  evening  in  the  month,  ex- 
cept the  last,  when  there  is  service  in  the  lecture  room,  prepara^ 
tory  to  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

A  new  organ  has  been  purchased,  the  Lecture-room  refitted, 
gas  introduced,  and  other  changes  made. 

The  Parish  has  suffered  severely  in  the  loss  by  death  of  throe 
of  its  most  generous  su|^orters,  one  of  whom,  Mr.  George  D. 
Porter,  had  been,  for  a  long  time,  actively  identified  with  its  in- 
terests, as  Warden  and  Superintendent  of  the  School. 

The  Rector  took  charge  of  the  church  on  the  third  Sunday  in 
January  of  last  year.  Its  condition  was  such,  —  having  been 
for  a  year  without  a  minister,  that  he  preferred  to  make  no  re- 
port at  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention.

I  entered  upon  the  charge  of  this  interesting  field  of  labor,  20th 
of  April. 

As  there  was  no  hall,  or  public  building  in  that  section  of  the 
town,  where  we  desired  to  locate  our  Mission,  a  single  Church- 
man came  forward,  and  fitted  up  a  temporary  place  of  worship, 
at  an  expense  of  8300.  The  attendance  is  large,  and  we  are 
already  straitened  for  want  of  room. 

And  it  is  believed,  that  if  Churchmen  in  the  metropolis  will 
refund  the  first  outlay  required  in  fitting  up  the  chapel,  the 
Rector  will  be  sustained,  without  assistance  from  the  Board  of 
MissioDs.

The  Parish  was  duly  organized  in  December,  1860,  and  the 
report  is  for  the  past  seventeen  months.

In  addition  to  these  items,  the  "  Helping  Hand,"  a  Society, 
composed  of  some  of  the  young  ladies  of  the  Parish,  has  furnished 
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clothbg  to  tho  families  of  three  of  our  Western  Missionaries,  to 
the  number  of  209  garments,  valued  at  $240. 

The  •*  Benevolent  Society,"  of  which  mention  was  made  in  the 
last  Report,  has  steadily  progressed  m  its  work  among  the  Church 
of  England  people  in  this  city.  During  the  year,  125  families 
have  been  regularly  visited.  The  number  now  in  charge  of 
Visitors  is  114.  Of  these  families,  41  have  received  material 
aid  to  the  value  of  $139.01.  Bibles,  Prayer-Books  and  Tracts 
have  been  distributed  as  required. 

On  the  25th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  17,  1861,  we 
opened  an  afternoon  Mission  Sunday  School,  in  a  small  room  in 
Bagglea  street,  near  Tremont  street,  with  12  teachers  and  42 
scholars.  The  whole  number  now  belonging  to  the  school  is  15 
teachers  and  207  scholars.  Of  the  children,  108  attend  the 
morning  Sm\,day  School  in  the  church,  leaving  the  number  of 
scholars  belonging  solely  to  the  Mission  School,  99,  as  reported. 
The  majority  of  the  children  are  of  Church  of  England  parentage. 
The  two  adult  classes,  of  17  men  and  21  women,  seem  to  be 
paitkularly  interested  in  the  instruction  which  they  receive,  and 
we  cannot  but  feel  that  in  them  we  have  the  nucleus  of  a  work 
whidi,  with  God's  blessing,  may  accomplish  great  good.  Several 
of  these  men  and  women  were  confirmed  at  the  last  visitation  of 
the  Bishop. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  building  of  a  hall  for 
our  Mission  in  a  desirable  location,  which  shall  be  leased  to  us 
at  a  reasonable  rent,  and  we  hope  to  occupy  it  in  September. 
Many  members  of  the  Parish  are  greatly  interested  in  the  work 
irhich  God  seems  so  plainly  to  have  assigned  us.  Those  who 
have  been  engaged  in  it  thus  far  have  worked  faithfully,  and  the 
Rector  has  every  reason  to  feel  that  the  Laity  will  not  be  found 
-wanting  either  in  contributions  or  in  personal  efforts  to  carry  on 
the  Mission. 

The  Sewing  School  has  met  weekly,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  61 ;  the  largest  number  present  at  any  one  time  being  83, 
and  the  smallest,  28. 

The  "  Employment  Society,"  organized  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
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plying  poor  women  with  work,  has  given  work  to  31  women,  to 
the  amount  of  8150.75. 

The  church  is  open  for  either  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer  on 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  year. 

In  Lent  there  was  Evening  Prayer  daily,  with  a  lecture  on 
Wednesday  evening.  During  Passion  Week,  the  church  was 
open  also  for  Morning  Prayer. 

The  Rector  catechises  the  children  of  the  Parish  ^^  openly  in 
the  church  "  on  the  third  Sunday  afternoon  of  every  month,  ex* 
cept  July  and  August.

^}  1861,  when  the  present  minister  made  an  engagement^  for  a 
baited  time,  and  took  up  his  residence  on  the  ground.

The  church  was  opened  for  services  on  July  21,  1861.  The 
following  statistics  are  for  9  months,  from  the  latter  date  to  Easter 
last.

Present  number  of  fam- 
ilies, 34. 

The  advance  made  in  regard  to  the  increasing  number  of  fam- 
ilies and  of  worshippers,  on  both  Sundays  and  Holy-days,  and 
in  regard  to  the  organization  and  successful  prosecution  of  Paro- 
chial work,  has  been  steady  and,  hitherto,  without  interruption. 

A  building  for  worship  has  been  erected,  of  singular  church- 
like beauty  and  convenience,  and  furnished  with  an  excellent  or- 
gan, a  bell,  and  all  other  necessary  appurtenances,  at  a  total  cost 
of  something  more  than  86,000.  Of  this  less  than  one  t^ith 
part  remains  to  be  paid.  Very  acceptable  and  useful  pecuniary 
aid  has  been  received  firom  abroad,  amounting  to  about  $1,200, 
which  is  thankfully  acknowledged,  with  the  prayer  that  a  bles- 
sing may  rest  upon  the  givers,  and  attend  the  gifts.

There  have  also  been  expended  in  the  cost  of  a  Lecture  Room, 
in  1846,  —  the  building  of  the  Parsonage,  in  1849,  —  a  new 
steeple  and  repairs  upon  the  Church,  in  1852,  —  a  new  bell  and 
dock,  in  1855,  —  repairs  and  alterations  of  the  church,  in  1857, 
and  a  new  organ,  in  1858,  about  $5,600.

There  have  been  added  to  the  number  of  our  Communicants 
during  the  past  year^  by  Baptism  and  Confirmation,  2  ;  one  of 
these  adults  having  been  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island. 
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I  have  officiated  at  two  funerals,  and  performed,  in  church,  one 
maniage  ceremony. 

The  efforts  made  during  the  last  jear  to  establish  another  re- 
ligious congregation  in  the  village,  with  the  avowed  design  on  the 
part  of  some  to  weaken  and  break  up,  if  possible,  the  Episcopal 
Church,  most  signally  failed.  The  result,  with  the  knowledge  of 
facts  in  the  history  of  past  religious  movements  in  this  place, 
shows  conclusively  the  Church  planted,  nurtured,  and  still  in  part 
sustained,  by  the  Massachusetts  Episcopal  Board  of  Missions,  to 
be  the  best  adapted  to  the  wants  and  tastes  of  this  community. 
And  yet  we  are  a  very  feeble  folk,  not  strong  enough  to  make  it 
an  object  to  be  otherwise  than  united  as  a  people  and  Parish ; 
although  we  grant  that  harmony  in  households  does  not  always 
depend  on  the  size  of  the  family. 

During  the  past  year  our  pretty  house  of  worship  has  been 
improved  by  a  coat  of  paint  on  its  exterior, —  an  exquisite  piece 
of  statuary  has  been  placed  by  Mrs.  Stevens  at  the  entrance  of 
the  Cemetery,  and  a  debt  of  some  $600  hanging  over  the  church 
since  its  erection,  but  assumed  by  a  few  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Parish,  has  been  recently  disposed  of  by  the  Vestry,  so  as  to 
prevent  further  annoyance.

The  activity  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  has  enabled  us  to 
send  many  articles  of  comfort  and  value  to  our  soldiers,  so  brave- 
ly fighting  to  suppress  the  rebellion,  and  to  secure  to  us  and 
to  all  mankind,  the  invaluable  blessing  of  American  civiliza- 
tion. In  the  month  of  June  a  thunder  storm  occurred  here, 
during  which  the  lightning  set  fire  to  a  building  belonging 
to  the  Sutton  Manufacturing  Company,  thereby  slightly  damage 
ing  a  number  of  bales  of  manufactured  cotton  goods.  Upon 
application  by  a  committee  of  ladies,  they  generously  gave  one 
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bale  containing  one  thousand  yards  or  thereabouts.  This  has 
enabled  them  to  manufacture  manjr  articles  of  comfort  for  the 
soldiers,  for  which  they  have  received  a  handsome  acknowledg- 
ment from  one  Regiment  for  articles  received. 

This,  like  many  of  our  country  parishes,  has  lost  many  of  its 
young  men,  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  The 
manufacturing  interests  of  the  place  being  cotton,  have  suffered 
much,  and  this  has  diminished  the  aid  usually  received  from  the 
operatives.  Our  people,  however,  keep  up  a  good  courage,  and 
are  willing  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  maintain  services  the 
coming  year,  hoping  for  a  brighter  future. 

With  the  Lord's  blessing  upon  the  faithful  labors  of  Pastor 
and  people,  this  vineyard  of  Hb  plantings  will  yet  bring  forth 
frmt  to  His  praise  in  the  earth.

The  re- 
moval from  the  village  of  two  individuals,  who,  for  years,  have 
cheerfully  paid,  at  least,  two-fifths  of  all  the  expenses  of  the 
Parish,  renders  it 'now  utterly  impossible  to  sustain  the  Grospel, 
at  any  rate,  for  the  present,  without  some  aid  from  abroad.

In  a  Parish,  the  population  of  which  is  so  migratory  as  this,  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  keep  an  accurate  list  of  Communicants. 
It  may  be  proper  also  to  state,  that  the  contributions  of  the  Par- 
ish have  been  in  reality  much  larger  than  they  were  last  year, 
but  that  a  considerable  sum  which  was  raised  for  the  Soldiers 
Aid  Society,  did  not  pass  through  the  Rector's  hands,  and  there- 
fore cannot  be  reckoned  in  the  general  summary.  It  would  be 
fair  to  rate  the  Contributions  as  at  least  S300.  The  Manufac- 
turing interests  of  the  village  have  been  blessed  with  unusual 
prosperity,  and  we  have  not  "  forgotten  to  distribute." 

Of  the  present  state  of  the  Parish,  the  Rector  hardly  knows 
how  to  speak.  There  are  lights  and  shadows,  encouragements 
and  discouragements,  which  would  occupy  too  much  space  to 
notice.     The  Parish  is  now  engaged  in  raising  money  to  build  a 
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chapel  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  for 
week-daj  serrices.  An  effort  is  to  be  made,  however,  to  in- 
crease the  fund  sufficiently  to  build  a  parsonage  instead  of  the 
chapel.  Two  acres  of  land  are  offered  as  a  gift,  for  a  glebe.  It 
would  be  of  incalculable  value  to  the  Parish  to  have  such  a  glebe 
and  house,  placing  it  at  once  beyond  the  reach  of  the  vicissitudes 
to  which  manufacturing  villages  are  so  liable.  Will  not  some 
liberal  Churchman  lend  us  a  helping  hand  ? 

During  the  season  of  Lent,  a  daily  service  and  weekly  Com- 
munion were  sustained  with  admirable  zeal  by  the  congregation, 
and  not  without  beneficial  results.  The  Sector  also  lectured 
twice  in  each  week  in  Lent,  except  Passion  Week,  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Ptt>vidence,  at  the  request  of  its  Sector.

This  Parish  had  been  vacant  for  more  than  a  year  before  the 
present  incumbent  took  charge  of  it.  Dming  that  period,  its 
beautiful  church  had  been  closed,  except  when  opened  at  long 
intervals  for  an  occasional  service.  As  a  natural  consequence, 
the  Congregation  had  become  much  scattered,  but  the  friends  of 
the  church  have  rallied,  and  services  are  again  well  attended,  the 
church  being  often  nearly  filled  upon  Sunday  evenings.  The 
regular  services  of  the  Church  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in 
this  place,  as  affording  the  means  of  grace  to  a  large  number  of 
Protestant  foreigners  engaged  in  manufacturing  here,  many  of 
whom  were  bom  and  educated  within  the  pale  of  our  Conunan- 
ion.

The  unsettled  state 
of  the  country  has,  in  some  measure,  affected  our  pecuniary  re- 
sources, but  it  is  a  gratifying  circumstance,  that  the  Pariah  is 
now  considered  as  free  horn  debt.    The  ladies  have  been  very 
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wortMlj  engaged  in  providing  garments  for  the  poor,  (about  40 
garments  have  been  given  out,)  in  furnishing  clothing  for  the 
soldiers,  and  in  preparing  articles  for  sale  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Church.  Hope  is  entertained  that  the  Parish  will  increase  in 
outward  prosperity,  and  in  greater  spirituality.

The  past  year  has  been  one  pregnant  with  the  consolations  of 
present  success,  and  hope  for  the  future,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
deep  regret,  and  disappointment  en  the  other. 

Yet,  thank  Grod,  sorrow  not  though  any  fault  or  neglect  of  ours, 
either  lack  of  interest,  or  anxiety  to  carry  on  to  completion,  the 
work  of  our  hearts. 

The  Free  Services,  so  auspiciously  established,  were  continued  * 
until  about  the  1st  of  January,  with  every  token  of  increasing 
interest,  on  the  part  of  the  Congregation,  and  amid  manifest 
workings  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Choir  of  about  twenty-five,  mostly  men,  were  by  the 
Rector  advanced  to  great  proficiency  in  execution.  We  were 
even  able  creditably  to  conduct  a  choral  service.  The  average  at- 
tendance was  about  one  hundred  and  fifty,  (until  the  war  deprived 
us  of  about  fifty  of  this  Congregation,)  while  there  was  an  occa- 
sional attendance  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five,  at  this  9  o'clock 
service.  These  persons  had  identified  themselves  with  the  Church ; 
many  had  reformed  their  lives,  and  were  looking  forward  to  con- 
£rmation  with  anxious  delight  when,  on  account  of  dissatisfac^ 
tion  expressed,  and  the  inconvenience  of  having  a  nine  o'clock 
service  in  mid-winter,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  suspend  ser- 
vices for  a  time,  hoping  most  of  those  who  had  attended  the  firee 
service,  would  join  with  us  in  the  regular  services.  In  this,  for 
various  reasons,  we  were  disappointed.    It  was  resolved  to  re- 
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8ume  the  services  at  Easter,  but  the  opposition  became  so 
formidable,  that  it  was  deemed  pmdent  not  to  insist  upon  hav- 
ing the  use  of  the  church  for  this  service.  We  are  now  in  hopes 
of  soon  procuring  the  use  of  a  hall  at  a  moderate  rental.  If  sac- 
cessful,  bj  the  aid  of  a  zealous  Layman,  B.  £.  Field,  Esq.,  these 
services  will  be  soon  re-established.  In  other  times  I  should  have 
no  hesitation  in  appealing  to  the  Church  at  large,  to  aid  those 
in  our  midst  who  are  willing  to  do  nobly,  in  erecting  a  firee 
chapel. 

Our  regular  services  have  also  been  well  attended,  and  we 
trust  much  good  has  been  accomplished,  as  will  be  evidenced  by 
our  report.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  Lenten  ser- 
vices were  much  better  attended  than  ever  before.

in  Chariestown.  I  have  offered  prayers  and  preached  a  sermon 
i^olarly,  every  Sunday  morning,  and  rendered  such  services  to 
^  laibrs,  at  other  times,  as  I  considered  likely  to  be  conducive 
to  their  temporal  or  spiritual  welfare. 

During  the  past  year,  I  received  from  two  or  three  personal

copal Book  Society,"  of  Philadelphia,  through  the  kindness  of 
AeEev.

%  these  means  I  have  been  enabled  to  provide  a  limited  supply 
of  Phiyer  Books  for  many  of  the  U.  S.  vessels  which  have  been 
B^  to  sea  from  this  station. 

As  assistant  to  the  Missionary  of  the  ^^  Episcopal  City  Mis- 
sion,'' I  have  continued  to  officiate  regularly  every  Sunday  after- 
liooQ  at  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  and  occasionally  at  other  times. 
On  week-days,  at  the  daily  service  of  Morning  and  Evening 
I^iyer,  I  have  given  such  aid  to  the  Rector  as  to  him  seemed 
i<Ntaisit8.

The  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  Christian  community  has  responded  to  our 
call,  has  furnished  a  fresh  testimony  to  the  confidence  reposed  in 
the  Word  of  God,  as  an  instrument  of  good  to  the  Soldier  and 
Sailor.  The  eagerness  which  they  exhibit  to  obtain  the  Sacred 
Volume,  the  care  which  they  manifest  to  have  it  always  with 
them,  and  the  passages  marked  in  the  copies  found  on  the  field  of 
battle,  show  that  we  have  not  misjudged  in  placing  God's  Word 
in  the  hands  of  these  young  men.  Both  in  the  camp  and  in  the 
Hospital,  it  has  ministered  sweet  counsel  to  the  Soldier  in  his 
thoughtful  and  solitary  hours ;  and  it  has  been  a  solace  and  sup- 
port to  many  on  their  dying  beds.  We  have  reason  to  thank 
Grod  that  we  have  been  able  to  furnish  so  many  of  them  with  this 
precious  Monitor  and  Guide.  Under  the  Divine  blessing,  we 
may  be  sure  that  the  fruits  of  our  labors  will  live  and  flourish 
when  the  great  Southern  Rebellion  shall  have  faded  from  the 
memory,  and  live  only  in  the  history  of  the  past.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  great  calamities,  which  have  been  laid  upon  our  country 
the  past  year,  the  Society's  work  has  been  highly  satisfactory, 
and  nearly  equal  to  that  of  more  favored  times.  May  God  grant 
anoUier  year  of  equal  prosperity.

ARTICLS  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  Greneral 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

▲&TICLB  n. 

There  shall  he  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  difTerent  time  and  place  he  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand* 
ing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
.Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy* 
man  of  the  Churcfauof  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister 
11* 
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or  regularly  officiating  ia  some  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  nary 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  eacti  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
befoie  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public  . 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishof^  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention, 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  AM 
elect  a  presidenv  from  among  the  clergy.        « 
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ARTICLE   YI. 

^  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upoa  the  assembling  of  the  An* 
aual  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
Temain  in  office  until  the  ^meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

▲RTICLB   YIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  [duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele* 
gates  shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  AH  elections  shall  be  by  ballot| 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by^the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem 
bers;  three  clergymen  and  three   laymen.     They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  and  accepted  by  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  at  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its 
adoption.

AMENDED  IN  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  aAer  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  Greneral  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  > 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 


ISO  AfipendM. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  yote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  lequisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal.

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  this  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  m,  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese;  and  the  said  Treasurer  iball 
report  annually,  to  this  Convention,  the  amotmt  by  him  recei?^ 
from  each  parish.

Of  ^proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  tahich  he 

may  he  tried. 

SscT.  L  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  Qfi*^nc)9  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this.  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  ofience  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to.  fi» 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  thir 
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Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
toosaoguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
ftregmnted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sbct.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
^Ite  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
r^pecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him  ;  and,  in  such 
^se,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 

•uch  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
**  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 


II. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman  ^  not  being  a  Bishop. 

°SCT.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
^'nmittee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
•*^ll»  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
**  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
^^  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
P^Jties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
^^  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
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within  thirty  days  afler  such  service^  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  leas  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimoiia» 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
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Mj ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
maj,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appomt  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Sieh  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergjrman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
penoo  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day^s 
wtice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
dtttaoce.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
^  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
*VQed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
^  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
^luill  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
kfore  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
^resaid. 

Sbct.  7.     The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
dirtinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused  ; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the   Bishop,  who  shall   pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Coart ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.     Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
12 
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more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  i 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designaC-^ 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  thtf 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bisho^^^ 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  n^'^^ 
trial  to  the  .accused,  in  which  case  a  new  CJourt  of  Presbyte.*^ 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  cofl"'^ 
ducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canoa 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bisbop* 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  theieoL 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
livered  to  a  party,  or  led  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  shall 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case.

SacT.  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  such  papers,  files,  reports,  jour- 
nals, records  and  other  documents,  relative  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafler  become,  the 
property  of  this  Convention,  and  preserve  the  same  in  some  safe 
and  accessible  place  of  deposit ;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  provide. 

SacT.  2«  Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or 
ontU  another  be  appointed  in  his  place.

Of  the  Missionary  Organization  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  four  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clerieal 
delegates  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having  within  the  jett 
preceding,  contrihuted  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the  8amd»« 

Sect.  8.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  oommonee 
at  the  dose  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

Sect.  4.  Parochial  and  lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  annnally 
at  parish  meetings,  or  by  the  Wardens  and  Yestiy,  and  ahali 
continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  placesi  or  onlil 
the  parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Boaxd> 
by  a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  theDioceee, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio^  a  member  and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

Sect.  7.  One  or  more  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore  and  officiate 
under  its  direction.

SxcTioN  1.  Ab  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 

Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 

ii  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 

Fkrish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 

delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 

to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 

the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 

baptisms,  confirmations,   marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 

luimber  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 

and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 

amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions^ 

diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 

purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 

light  on  the  state  of  the  same.    And  every  other  Clergyman  not 

regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 

occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 

performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 

prevented  the  same.    And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 

as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may   be  read  in  the  Convention, 

and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof.

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Uttlen  of  &ititt. 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  op,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  riiall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discoane. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assfgned. 

RxTLB  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  and  the  name  of  the  mover  appended. 

RtTLB  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

RxTLS  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shal 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ;  ^ 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named  ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 
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Rt7LB  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

RuLB  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VIL  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

RiTLB  VnL  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

RiriA  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

RuLB  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
daring  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

Boston,  Wednesday^  May  20, 1868, 
Trinity  Church. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  seventy-third  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Jit. 
Rev.  the  Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates, assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Etenry 
Brooks,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Plymouth. 

The  annual  Sermon  was  then  delivered  by  the  Rev- 
William  R.  Babcock,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Jamaica 
Plain,  from  the  text,  St.  John's  Gospel,  vi.  21.  Then 
they  willingly  received  him  into  the  ship  ;  and  immediately 
the  ship  was  at  the  land  whither  they  went. 

The  Bishop  then  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  Mr. 
Henry  Freeman  Allen,  a  candidate  for  orders  of  this  Dio- 
cese. 

After  which,  at  the  Offertory,  which  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  William  R.  Nicholson,  D.D.,  a  collection  was  made 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clergymen  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  administered  to  the 
Clergy  and  the  Laity,  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev; 
Dr.  Nicholson.

The  parishioners  are  making  active  exertions 
to  redeem  it  from  debt,  and  I  trust  that,  before  another  Con- 
vention, it  will  be  duly  consecrated  to  the  service  of  almighty 
God.  The  Rector  is  the  Rev.  Reese  F,  Alsop,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  6, 1  confirmed  4  in 
the  evening  in  Grace  Church,  Medford, 

On  Thursday,  July  10,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Christ 
Church,  Andover,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Charles 
H.  Learoyd,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  Mr. 
Learoyd  is  now  Assistant  Minister  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Boston. 

On  Friday  of  the  follovdng  week,  July  18,  I  held  an  Ordi- 
nation in  St.  John's,  East  Boston,  and  admitted  to  Deacon's 
Orders  Mr.  Pliny  B.  Morgan,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this 
Diocese.  Mr.  Morgan  is  now  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's, 
Chelsea. 

On  the  Fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  21,  I 
confirmed  4  in  the  afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Hyde  Park. 

On  the  Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  28,  I 
confirmed  in  the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  3  young 
men  of  the  army,  about  to  leave  for  the  seat  of  war ;  2  of 
them  being  from  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  and  1  from  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah. 

From  the  Ist  to  the  17th  of  October  inclusive,  I  was  in 
attendance  at  the  General  Convention  of  our  Church;  this 
Triennial  Council  of  our  beloved  household  of  faith  being  held 
in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  melancholy  feelings  with  which 
we  met  at  this  time,  in  consequence  of  the  present  desolating 
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l^bellion,  and  the  absence  of  so  many  Bishops  and  clerical  and 
lay  representatives   of  Dioceses  which  had  gone  over  to  the 
aide  of  insurrection,  will  easily  be  imagined  by  you  all.     We 
could  not  but  revert  to  the  happy  past,  and  contrast  it  with 
the  mournful  present.     I  feel,  however,  a  great  satisfaction  in 
looking  back  to  that  Convention,  painful  as  were  the  circum- 
stances under  which  its   members  were  assembled.     And  this 
satisfaction,   which   I  trust  is   equally  felt  by  yourselves,  is 
derived  from  the  fact  that  this  august  body,  occupying  so  impor- 
tant and  responsible  a  position,  and  commanding  the  attention 
of  the  whole  country,  did  not  adjourn  without  expressing,  in 
the  most  unequivocal  manner,  its   loyalty   to  the   constituted 
Government  of  the  nation.     In  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  resolutions  embodying  this  loyalty  were  introduced 
and  passed.     And  the   House   of  Bishops  asserted,  likewise, 
this  duty  of  allegiance,  in  the  impressive  form  of  a  day  of  public 
prayer  and  humiliation.     That  House,  as  you  know,  held  a 
service  in  Trinity  Church ;  and  the  walls  of  that  sacred  edifice 
resounded  with  petitions  for  the  utter  ceasing  of  all  resistance 
against  the  rightful  authority  of  the  country.     But  the   most 
important  of  all  the  acts   having  this  end  of  expressing  our 
fealty  to   the   government,   was    the   issuing   of  the   Pastoral 
Letter  by  this  same  House  of  Bishops.     A  masterly  document 
it  is ; — ^representing  this  stupendous  insurrection  as  a  criminal 
violation  of  God's  law;    and   strengthening  its  positions  by 
reference  not  only  to  the  Bible,  but  to   the  pungent  old  Homily 
of  our  Church  against  Rebellion.     For  all  this  we  have  reason 
to  thank  God.     For  surely,  if,  in  this  hour  of  the  country's 
^utress  and  peril,  such  a  Church  as  ours,  at  tne  solemn  gathei^ 
^  of  its  Bishops  and  representatives,  had  failed   to  proclaim 
*te  sympathy   with   the  universal   heart    of  the    nation,   and, 

^dst  the  groans,  and  tears,  and  agonies,  of  a  bleeding  people, 
2* 
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had  either  shut  its  lips  in  silence,  or  expressed  itself  in  ambig- 
uous and  undecided  language,  we  should  have  had  just  reason 
to  hide  our  heads  in  shame.  As  it  is,  we  have  cause  of  pro- 
found gratitude  to  that  almighty  Disposer  of  hearts,  who  led 
our  Triennial  Council  to  do  the  right  thing,  at  the  right  time. 

On  the  Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  5,  at  an 
Ordination  held  in  the  Anthon  Memorial  Church,  New  Tork, 
by  permission  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  I  admitted  to 
Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  George  Gardner  Jones,  a  Candidate  for 
Orders  of  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Jones,  immediately  after  his 
ordination,  entered  upon  his  duties  as  a  Chaplain  of  one  of  the 
Regiments  at  the  seat  of  war. 

On  the  Nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  26,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  All  Saints',  Worcester.  The  Rev. 
E.  W.  Hagcr  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish  during  the 
last  summer,  and  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Illi- 
nois ;  and  his  successor  in  All  Saints'  is  the  Rev.  William  R. 
Huntington,  formerly  Assistant  Minister  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Boston. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Clappville.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Rouse,  for  13  years  the 
Rector  of  this  parish,  had  resigned  the  situation,  and  become  a 
Hospital  Chaplain  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  not  long 
before  the  time  of  my  visit.  He  has  been  succeeded  at  Clapp- 
ville by  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Colbum,  who  has  consequently 
relinquished  the  Rectorship  of  Grace  Church,  Chicopee. 

On  Monday,  October  27,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
John's,  Wilkinsonville.  The  Rev.  W.  G.  Hawkins  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  has  been  succeede4  by  the  Rey. 
George  S.  Paine.  Mr.  Hawkins  has  since  that  time  been  labor- 
ing, under  my  appointment,  as  a  Missionary  at  large  in  this 
Diocese. 
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On  Wednesday,  October  29, 1  preached  twice,  and  catechized 
the  children,  in  Su  John's,  Asbfield.  The  Kev.  T.  B.  Flower 
baa  become  the  Rector  of  this  parish,  and  has  accordingly 
xelinquished  the  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Wood's 
Hole,  which  he  had  held  for  8  years. 

On  Thursday,  October  31,  I  preached  in  the  evening  at  South 
Adams ;  and  on  the  following  day  confirmed  10  in  the  morning 
in  St.  John's,  North  Adams,  and  preached  a  second  time  in  the 
evening.  The  Bey.  W.  Tatlock  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
this  parish,  and  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  and  his 
place  has  been  filled  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Weeks,  from  the  same 
Diocese. 

All  Saints'  Day,  Saturday,  November  1, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesborough,  and  confirmed  3  in  the 
aAernoon. 

On  the  Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  2,  at  an 
Ordination  held  in  the  morning  in  St.  Stephen's,  Fittsfield,  I 
admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr,  Sylvester  J.  Sawyer,  a  Candi- 
date for  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  Principal  of  the  High 
School  of  Fittsfield.  Mr.  Sawyer  is  now  officiating  in  the 
parish  of  St.  George's,  Lee.  In  the  evening,  after  a  sermon  by 
the  Rev.  John  Steams,  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  I  con- 
firmed 3  in  the  same  church ;  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
following  day  examined  the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  Cate- 
chism. Mr.  Steams  was  shortly  afterwards  elected  Rector  of 
St  Stephen's. 

On  Tuesday,  November  4, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox. 

On  Wednesday,  November  5,  I  preached  in  the  evening  at 
Lee.  The  service  was  held  in  the  Baptist  place  of  worship, 
owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  George's 
by  fire,  as  mentioned  in  my  Address  to  the  last  Convention. 
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I  had  the  satisfaction,  howeveri  of  seeing  a  new  church  rising 
on  the  site  of  the  former  edifice.  It  is  built  of  marble  taken 
from  the  quarry  in  the  town,  and  generously  given  by  a  member 
of  the  parish.  I  hope  that  this  people,  who  have  so  promptly 
and  vigorously  set  themselves  to  the  work  of  rearing  a  house  of 
God,  will  be  aided  by  other  portions  of  the  Diocese,  and  thus 
enabled  to  present  their  church,  free  from  debt,  for  consecration 
to  its  blessed  purposes. 

On  Thursday,  November  6, 1  confirmed  3  in  the  evening  in 
St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge. 

On  Friday,  November  7, 1  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  con- 
secrating to  the  worship  and  service  of  God  St.  James's  Church, 
Great  Barrington  ;  the  liabilities  upon  which  had,  through  the 
strenuous  exertions  of  the  congregation,  been  removed  several 
months  before  the  period  of  my  visit.  A  large  congregation 
was  present  on  this  interesting  occasion;  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Parker,  the  Rev.  S.  Cutler,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weeks,  took  part 
in  the  services.  In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  I  confirmed  8 
in  St^  James's ;  making,  with  1  confirmed,  as  already  men- 
tioned, at  Hanover,  9  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  Saturday,  November  8,  I  confirmed  1  in  the  morning  in 
Trinity  Church,  Vandeusenville.  The  Rev  J.  A.  Penniman 
resigned  this  cure  shortly  before  my  visit,  and  became  a 
chaplain  in  the  army ;  but  has  lately  returned  to  Vandeusen- 
ville, to  officiate  among  the  people  once  more. 

On  the  Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  9,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis,  and  in  the  after^^ 
noon  in  St.  Andrew's,  New  Boston. 

On  the  Twenty-second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  16, 
I  conducted,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  my  reverend  brethren, 
a  service  in  the  evening  on  occasion  of  opening  the  new  Chapel 
of  our  Diocesan  Seamen^s  Mission.    This  place  of  worship, 
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which  is  on  the  site  of  the  one  destroyed  by  fire,  is  convenient, 
ipacious,  and  cheerful ;  and  is  in  all  respects  superior  to  the 
room  previously  used.  On  this  interesting  occasion  a  large 
congregation  attended.  I  delivered  an  address,  which  was 
followed  by  addresses  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nicholson,  the  Rev. 
P.  B.  Morgan,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burrill,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  and  Chaplain  of  the  Mission.  May  the  tokens  of  Qod*8 
converting  grace  be  ever  vouchsafed  to  this  establishment  for 
the  everlasting  welfare  of  the  sailor ! 

On  Wednesday,  December  3,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  All 
Samts',  "Worcester,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev. 
William  R.  Huntington,  Deacon,  Rector  of  the  parish,  and  the 
Rev.  George  S.  Paine,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Wilkin- 
sonyille.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  F.  D.  Hun- 
tington, D.D.,  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston  ;  who  also, 
together  with  the  Rev.  J.  I.  T.  Coolidge,  the  Rev.  W.  W. 
SeTer,  and  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Langdon  of  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut, united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands  on  the  two 
candidates.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wells,  Minister  of  St.  Stephen's 
Chapel,  Boston,  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  on  the  Rev. 
Mr,  Huntington. 

On  Tuesday,  January  6,  1863,  being  the  Festival  of  the 
%iphany,  I  confirmed  2  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston;  one  of 
these  persons  being  presented  by  the  Rector  of  Emmanuel 
Church,  and  the  other  by  the  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Newton 
Corner. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  11,  I  con- 
ned 7  in  the  evening  at  Somerville ;  where,  as  mentioned  in 
^7  Address  to  the  last  ConvoDtion,  the  Rev.  N.  G.  Allen  had 
^^menced  services,  and  where  a  parish  had  been  organized  by 
*fce  name  of  Emmanuel  Church.  Mr.  Allen  has  recently  relin- 
^oiihed  this  situation,  and  has  been  succeeded  by   the  Rev. 
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Edward  H.  True,  who  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Ste 
phen's,  Lynn. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  afler  the  Epiphany,  January  25, 
confirmed  13  in  the  evening  in  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mar 
for  Sailors,  Boston. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  8,  I  confirmed  13  S 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Mark's,  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  March  11, 1  confirmed  15  in  the  evening  ii 
All  Saints',  Worcester. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  15, 1  confirmed  10 
in  the  evening  in  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  22, 1  confirmed  12  in 
the  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  Christ  Ghorcli, 
Cambridge.

The  Rev.  Charles  W.  Homer  ha 
resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  has  just  been  succeede< 
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by  ihe  Bev.  Cornelias  B.  Smith,  late  Assistant  Minister  of  the 
ChtoTch  of  the  Ascension,  New  York.  The  parish  church 
baTiDg  been  placed,  free  from  liability,  in  the  hands  of  the 
Tmatees  of  Donations,  nothing  now  stands  in  the  way  of  its 
coiisecration. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  I  confirmed  52  in  St.  Anne's, 
Lowell. 

Easter  Day,  April  5, 1  confirmed  14  in  the  CTening  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  12, 1  confirmed  24 
in  the  evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston,  including 
2  from  St,  Stephen's  Chapel. 

On  Wednesday,  April  15,  I  confirmed  19  persons  in  the 
evening  at  Brighton,  where  a  parish  has  been  organized  by  the 
name  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany.  The  services  were  held 
in  a  hall  occupied  by  the  congregation.  The  Rev.  D.  0.  Has* 
Jdns  is  at  present  in  charge  of  the  parish. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  19,  I  confirmed 
«40  in  the  evening  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston ;  making,  with 
1  previously  mentioned,  41  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

On  Wednesday,  April  22,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Grace 

<ninrch  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Samuel 

A.  Spear,  Deacon,  formerly  Assistant  in  that  church,  and  now 

^officiating  in  All  Saints',  Worcester,  during  the  absence  of  the 

^^Bector  in  Europe ;  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Weeks,  Deacon,  Rector 

^of  St.  John's,  North  Adams.    The  Sermon  was  preached  by 

^«he  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Fales,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Waltham; 

^^0  also,  together  with  the  Rev.  Drs.  Nicholson  and  Randall, 

and  the   Rev.   Messrs.  Haskins,  Baury,  Allen,   Burrill,  and 

W.   R.  Huntington,    united  with    me  in    the   imposition  of 

hands. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  afler  Easteri  April  26, 1  confirmed  22 
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in  the  afterno3n  in  St.  John's,  Charlestown  ;  and  also  examined 
the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  Catechism. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  3, 1  confirmed  in 
the  evening  10  parishioners  of  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea.  Tbls 
service  was  held  in  St.  Luke's;  the  parish  church  formerly 
occupied  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's  having,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  passed  out  of  their  possession,  in  consequence  of 
the  same  pecuniary  difficulties  which  had  prevented  its  conse- 
cration. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  10, 1  confirmed  18  in 
the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  including 
2  from  St.  Stephen's  Chapel. 

During  this  week  I  had  the  privilege  of  attending,  in  New 
York,  the  anniversary  of  that  great  national  Institution,  the 
American  Bible  Society,  and  of  delivering  an  Address  upon 
that  occasion.  Bible  Societies,  my  dear  brethren,  are  the 
noblest  of  those  Christian  charities,  established  by  God's  people 
of  various  branches  of  the  Church  of  Ood,  which  distinguish 
this  nineteenth  century.  The  course  of  this  American  Bible 
Society,  like  that  of  its  magnificent  forerunner,  the  British  and 
Foreign,  has  been  one  marked  by  the  blessing  of  the  Ood  of 
the  Bible  from  its  first  beginning.  And  what  a  consolation  is 
to  be  found  in  contemplating  its  labors,  while  we  think  of  the 
abounding  infidelity  of  our  age  ;  for,  surely,  the  certain  antidote 
to  assaults  against  the  truth  of  God's  word  is  the  circulation 
of  that  word.  In  this  time  of  war,  moreover,  how  providential 
seems  the  existence  of  a  Society  which  can  furnish,  out  of  its 
depository,  such  an  abundance  of  copies  of  the  inspired  Scrip- 
tures for  the  army  and  navy  I  I  am  rejoiced  to  observe  that  so 
many  of  the  clergy  and  congregations  of  this  Diocese  continue 
to  respond  to  the  appeals  of  my  respected  brother,  who  is  ikb 
agent  of  this  great  Institution  for  the  Episcopal  Churches  of 
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ICMsachasetts  and  other  States.  How  can  we  fail  to  honor 
and  love  an  agency  like  this?  *< Sanctify  them  through  thj 
tmth,"  said  our  Lord  and  Master  :  *Hhy  word  is  truth." 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  17, 1  confirmed 
11  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

And  the  last  act  which  I  have  to  record  is  that  of  admitting 
to  Deacon's  Orders  this  morning,  in  this  church,  and  in  your 
presence,  Mr.  Henry  Freeman  Allen,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of 
this  Diocese. 

The  result  of  the  foregoing  particulars  is  as  follows  : — Since 
we  last  assembled,  I  have  confirmed  563  persons ;  ordained  5 
Deacons,  and  4  Priests ;  consecrated  1  church  ;  and  2  parishes 
have  been  organized. 

The  congregation  of  St.  Mark's,  Southborough,  have  nearly 
mdy  for  consecration  a  parish  church.  The  Rector  is  the 
B«T.  Albert  C.  Patterson,  who  has  been  received  from  the 
Kocese  of  New  York. 

I  hive  great  pleasure  in  stating,  that  the  Rev.  John  West, 
vIm)  has  been  received  into  this  Diocese  with  Letters  Dimissorj 
from  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North  West,  has  begun  the 
tenicesof  our  Church  at  Holmes's  Hole,  and  with  great  promise 
of  success.  I  have  also  to  record  that,  since  the  last  Conven* 
&n,a  congregation  has  been  gathered  at  Gloucester,  and  is 
iittved  with  constant  ministrations  by  the  Rev.  Joshua  R. 
IWiee. 

It  must  be  with  the  sincerest  satisfaction  that  you  have 
iittd,  that  Christ  Church,  Plymouth,  so  long  closed,  has  at 
bigth  been  opened  once  more ;  and  is  now  enjoying  the  pas- 
ton]  ctre  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brooks,  who  has  been  received  from 
fht  Diocese  of  Maine.  This  event  of  renewed  services  in  that 
dmrdi  took  place  mainly  m  consequence  of  a  remarkable  inter- 
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est  in  the  snbject  of  religion  in  the  town  of  Plymouth ;  and  I 
trust  that  so  auspicious  a  beginning  is  a  token  of  blessing  in  the 
future. 

You  will  be  gratified  to  learn,  that  there  is  now  the  prospect 
of  the  firm  establishment  of  our  Church  in  the  town  of  Fitcb- 
burg.  Various  attempts  towards  this  object  have  been  made 
within  the  last  few  jears,  but  without  success.  Since  the  last 
CouTention  the  Rot.  Mr.  Hawkins,  Missionary  at  large  in  the 
Diocese,  has  visited  the  place,  and  conferred  with  several  per- 
sons ;  and  his  efforts  have  resulted  in  the  commencement  of 
stated  services.  The  attendance  and  interest  are  such  as  to 
justify  the  warmest  anticipations  of  permanence  and  gxowftu 
I  am  also  happy  to  say  that  the  people  have  lately  chosen  as 
their  minister  the  Bev.  Henry  L.  Jones,  son  of  my  old  and 
valued  friend,  the  Bev.  Lot  Jones,  Bector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  New  York.  May  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
descend  upon  this  portion  of  the  vineyard,  as  well  as  on  iSbom 
to  which  I  just  before  referred ;  and,  through  the  preaching  of 
a  crucified  Saviour,  and  the  ministrations  of  that  Liturgy  whidi 
so  distinctly  witnesses  to  the  Redeemer,  bring  multitudes  to 
that  cross  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  eveiy 
one  that  believeth  I 

Besides  the  changes  in  the  Diocese  already  mentioned,  aie 
the  following : — ^The  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Evans  has  been  transferted  - 
to  the  Diocese  of  Maine  ;  the  Rev.  Josiah  P.  Tustin  to  FlenA— - 
sylvania ;  the  Rev.  Robert  Murray  to  Rhode  Island ;  and  the- 
Bev.  Bichard  F.   Putnam  to   California.   The  Bev.  WiDiaBi* 
Withington  has  been  received  from  Michigan ;  the  Rev.  Dezlar 
Potter,  who  is  officiating  at  Maiden,  has  been  transferred  fima 
the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire ;  the  Rev.  John  Crockar  White 
has  been  received  from  Delaware,  and  is  Associate  Rector  of  J 
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St.  Paul*s,  Newburjport;  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Hilliard, 

Deacon,  has  removed  into  this  Diocese  from  New  York,  and 

is  now  in  charge  of  Grace  Church  in  this  city,  which  has  been 

opened  as  a  free  church.     The  Rev.  William  P.  Page,  so  long 

the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  Cambridgeport,  has  retired  from  the 

charge  of  that  parish,  with  the  respect  and  love  of  all  among 

whom  he  has  faithfully  labored  in  the  ministry  of  the  word.     I 

have  also  to  state  with  the  sincerest  regret,  that  the  Rev.  Dr. 

Mercer  has  been  constrained,  owing  to  the  unsuitableness  of  the 

cUmate  of  Boston  to  his  constitution,  to  resign  his  position  as 

iLBsistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church  in  this  city.     I  should  do 

injustice  to  my  own  feelings  were  I  not  to   give   expression, 

while  thus  parting  with  him,  to  my  appreciation  of  his  high 

sense  of  honor,  his  warm  affections,  his  love  of  gospel  truth,  his 

talents  and  accomplishments,  and  of  all  those  qualifications  and 

tirtaes  in  him  which  mark  their  possessor  as  the  true  Christian 

Smtleman.

I  have  thus  presented  to  you  the  statement  required  of  me 
bj  the  Canons,  of  *•*•  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last 
iBeeting  of  the  Convention."  I  have  now  only  to  commend 
TOO,  my  dear  brethren  and  fellow  laborers  in  the  ministry  of 
the  blessed  gospel,  to  the  benediction  of  the  great  Head  ol  the 
Chorch.  The  return  of  our  annual  Convention  finds  us  still 
h  the  midst  of  the  tumults  and  calamities  of  that  Rebellion, 
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which  hiis  wickedly  torn  the  nnion  asunder.  And  this  state 
of  things  not  only  brings  desolation  and  mourning  to  the  homos 
of  the  land,  but  also  bears  with  disastrous  influence  upon  the 
interests  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  Now,  therefore,  is  the 
time,  if  ever,  not  only  for  those  who  are  ordained  to  preach 
the  word  of  salvation,  but  for  all  the  people  of  God,  to  pray 
for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise.  It  is  this 
alone  that  can  lead  men  to  seek  for  the  sanctification  of  these 
sorrows  to  their  everlasting  good,  instead  of  being  distraoted 
by  them  from  the  thought  of  what  belongs  to  their  peace.

OF  THE   MISSIONART  ORGANIZATION   OF   THB  DIOCESE. 

1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts,  in  each  of 
Trhich  may  be  organizations  or  associations  composed  of  such  of 
the  clergy  within  their  several  limits  as  shall  be  disposed  to  as- 
sociate for  missionary  purposes.  The  Eastern  District  shall 
include  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Middlesex.  The  Southern 
I>istrict  shall  include  the  counties  of  Norfolk,  Plymouth,  Bristol, 
Barnstable,  Dukes,  and  Nantucket.  The  Central  District  shall 
include  the  counties  of  Worcester,  Franklin,  Hampshire,  and 
Hampden.  The  Western  District  shall  include  the  County  of 
Berkshire*  The  Clergy  resident  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  may 
3* 
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choose  (each  one  for  himself)  to  which  of  these  four  associations 
he  will  belong. 

2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese^  when  present  at  a  meeting  of 
either  association,  shall  always  preside. 

8.  The  associations  already  organized  in  these  foar  districts 
under  (he  previous  action  of  this  Convention  in  1842  and  1860 
shall  be  regarded  as  the  association  contemplated  by  thia  Canon. 

4.  The  duties  of  these  associations  shall  be  to  promote  the 
missionary  spirit  in  their  respective  districts,  to  co-operate  with 
the  Board  of  Missions  in  extending  the  Church,  and  to  advance 
the  welfare  of  the  parishes  and  Clergy  within  their  borders. 

5.  Each  of  the  four  District  associations  of  the  Diocese  ahaU, 
at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  Clerical  Delegates 
who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Missions. 

6.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having  within  the  year  pro- 
ceding,  contributed  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Board, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  Lay  representative  in  the  same. 

7.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence  at  the 
close  of  the  annual  Convention. 

8.  Parochial  and  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  annually  at 
paribh  meetings,  or  by  the  "Wardens  and  Vestry,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  or  until  the 
parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Board,  by 
a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  Canon. 

9.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member,  (and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
officer,)  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds',  ex- 
cept in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

10.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least  once 
in  two  months. 

11.  One  or  more  Missionaries  at  large  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore,  and  officiate 
under  its  direction. 

12.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  a  full  and  accurate  view  of 
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tli^  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  it  is  recommended  that 
c&ch  of  the  four  district  associations  and  anj  other  missionary 
organizations  within  the  Diocese,  make  an  annual  report  of  their 
doiiigg  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  reports  shall  be  incor« 
porated  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese.

B.  F.  DeCosta,  sundry  manuscripts  relating  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Convention  and  Sunday  School  Society^  and  a  copy  of 
a  pamphlet,  entitled  the  Defence  of  the  Episcopal  Convention  of 
Massachusetts,  A.  D.,  1832. 

The  Church  Registrar  would  renewedly  call  the  attention  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  to  the  importance  of  placing  in  the  archives 
of  the  Church,  such  documents  or  books,  as  may  in  any  measure 
contribute  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Many  valuable  papers  and  publications  have  been  already 
secured.  Large  additions  might  easily  be  made  to  this  collection, 
essentially  enhancing  its  value,  if  the  Churchmen  of  Massachu- 
setts would  be  at  but  little  pains  to  contribute  what  they  may 
have  in  their  possession.

The  Board  is  now  free  from  deht  and  there  is  a  small  halance  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

No  new  missionary  stations  have  heen  adopted  during  the 
past  year.  The  Missionaries  of  the  Board  are  believed  to  have 
labored  with  their  usual  fidelity  and  success. 

We  have  pleasure  in  reporting,  that  after  a  long  interval  of 
inaction,  services  have  been  resumed  in  Christ  Church,  Fly- 
mouth,  under  the  efficient  ministry  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Brooks, 
D.D.,  as  missionary,  and  under  circumstances  which  warrant 
the  hope  of  a  vigorous  and  permanent  growth  of  the  church  in 
that  interesting  field. 

Meetings  of  the  Associations  in  their  several  Districts,  have 
been  held  during  the  year ;  in  the  Southern  and  Eastern  Dis- 
tricts with  regularity  and  frequency.  But  as  the  Convention 
has  hitherto  made  no  provision  for  an  Annual  Report  of  any 
missionary  operations  in  the  diocese,  except  those  of  this  Board, 
we  can  offer  no  official  statement  of  the  labors  of  the  Associa- 
tions, beyond  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  amounts  received 
jfrom  them  respectively. 

The  acknowledged  missionary  contributions,  from  all  sources, 
have  been  unusually  small,  during  the  past  year.  But  we  are 
unwilling  to  believe  that  there  has  been  any  diminution  of  in- 
terest in  the  missionary  work.  On  the  contrary,  the  Board 
would  express  the  hope,  that  the  larger  contributions  of  the 
coming  year,  for  maintaining  and  extending  the  church  in  this 
diocese,  will  more  than  compensate  for^any  past  deficiency.

^^nual  Report  : 

Beport  of  tijt  Boarlr  of  iHiaetona  for  Stamen. 

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  to  Seaman  reBpectfuIly  re- 
port to  the  Convention,  that  the  present  condition  of  the  work 
entrusted  to  their  care  is  indeed  eocouraging,  and  fall  of  prom- 
ise for  the  future.  They  have  every  reason  to  be  assured  of 
the  current  effectiveness  of  their  labors  among  the  seamen  of 
this  port,  and  under  God,  they  indulge  the  hope  of  a  still  increas- 
ing usefulness. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  previous  Convention,  our  new  chapel 

lias  been  completed,  and  we  have  returned  to  our  former  loca- 

lion  on  Commercial  street.     The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and 

aeveral  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  attended  the  opening  ser- 

"vice  on  the  16th  of  November  last ;  when  the  chapel  was  filled, 

mnd  the  religious  exercises  were  appropriate   and   impressive. 

*irhe  chapel  is  admirably  arranged  for  our  purposes,  and  will 

^eat  from  150  to  200  persons.     The  expenses  of  finishing  and 

famishing  amounted  to  ab)ut  four  hundred  dollars  ;  all  of  which 

^Xias  been  paid,  and  the  Mission  is  now  entirely  free  from  debt. 

^)ne  thing,  however,  yet  wanting,  is  necessary  to  our  complete- 

'Xiess,  viz.,  a  plain,  simple  service   of  plate  for  the  Communion 

"Hable.     Will  not  some  of  our  friends  do  us  the  grace  to  supply 

^^hia  want  ?     Are  there  not  stewards  of  Qod  who  will  gladly 

I3iake  us  the  recipients   of  their  ministry,  while  they  minister  as 

of  the  ability  which  Ood  giveth  ? 

The  number  of  seamen  here  now  is  much  smaller  than  in  for- 
xner  years ;  owing  first,  to  the  damaging  effects  of  the  war  on 
the  commerce  of  this  port,  and  secondly,  to  the  great  demand 
for  sailors  in  the  naval  service.  We  do  not  find  them  in  such 
large  numbers  at  the  boarding-houses  and  the  wharves,  as  here- 
tofore ;  whence,  therefore,  we  cannot  gather  ^so  many  of  them 
into  our  congregations.    And  yet  the  attendance  of  seamen  has 
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beeft  good— very  good  in  these  circumstances ;  and  we  tmst  that 
the  blessing  of  God  hath  been  npon  onr  labors*  We  have  striv- 
en to  be  the  bearers  of  good  tidings  in  the  distribution  of  traots 
and  religious  periodicals,  and  the  welcome  messengers  of  relief 
in  furnishing  gratuitously  articles  of  clothing  to  the  poor  and 
destitute.  But,  most  of  all,  we  have  looked  for  the  results  of 
our  work  in  the  religious  services  of  the  chapel ;  and  there,  in- 
deed, God  hath  been  with  us.  The  enlightening  and  saving 
effects  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus — the  power  of  the  Gospel 
to  turn  the  heart  from  sin  and  Satan  unto  God — ^rejoicings  in  a 
felt,  present  Saviour,  full,  jfree,  and  all-sufficient — the  love  of 
God  shed  abroad  in  the  heart  by  the  H0I7  Ghost  given — the 
eye  of  faith  turned  from  present  miseries  to  the  blest  recompense 
of  reward — and  all  this  as  set  in  the  midst  of  our  own  chaste 
and  chastening  liturgy, — these  things  have  been  oflen  conscious- 
ly manifest ;  and  within  our  little  chapel,  many  of  the  suffering, 
toil-worn  sons  of  the  ocean  have  had  '*  times  of  refreshing  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord.''  For  these  things  we  are  grateful  to 
God,  and  to  Him  be  all  the  glory. 

The  Board  desire  to  record  their  deep  sense  of  obligation  to 
the  earnest,  faithful,  and  loving  ministry  of  their  missionary ; 
and  they  would  make  this  public  acknowledgment  of  their  in- 
debtedness to  the  Managers  of  the  Seamen's  Clothing  Fund,  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bible  Society,  to  the  American  Tract  Socielji 
and  to  numerous  friends  who  have  made  this  Mission  the  almoner 
of  their  bounty,  and  filled  our  treasury  with  all  needed  supplies.

The  Rev.  J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  from  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  last  Convention  for  the  increase  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund,  made  the  following  Report : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  AwmifLl  Convention  to 
devise  measures  for  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  to 
"report  at  the  next  Convention,"  respectfrilly  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Report : 

The  Committee,  by  some  accident  or  inadvertence,  were  not 
informed  of  the  duties  assigned  them  until  a  late  day.  In  the 
oeantime,  their  number  had  been  reduced  by  the  death  of  the 
li^te  Hon.  Edward  A.  Newton,  and  by  the  departure  for  the 
Seat  of  War  of  Major  Russell  Sturgis,  Jr. 

The  five  remaining  members  of  the  Committee,  having  duly 
considered  the  subject  and  being  deeply  impressed  with  its  im- 
portance, were  of  opinion  that  an  appeal  should  be  made  without 
dday  to  the  Churchmen  of  Massachusetts  in  behalf  of  the 
cause  committed  to  them.  They  accordingly  issued  the  accom- 
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panying  Circnlary  whioh  they  desire  to  have  considered  ts 
pert  of  this  Report 

They  are  happy  to  say  that  some  liberal  contribations 
been  received  in  reply  to  this  appeal ;  but  not  enough  to  ji 
the  expectation  that  the  work  can  be  aecompliahed 
renewed  and  more  vigorous  exertions  in  all  parts  of  the  ! 
They  are  of  opinion  that,  as  the  Episcopate  of  Massaehnsettefl 
has  relation  to  all  the  Churches  and  all  the  members  of  i 
Churches  alike,  so  all  the  Churches  and  all  the  members  of  \ 
Churches  should  do  their  part  in  providing  for  its  independoDKC 
and  respectable  maintenance.  And,  in  the  opinion  of  the  miilui' 
signed,  systematic  measures  should  forthwith  be  adopted,  throo^^ 
a  large  Committee,  in  which  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  shoobd 
be  represented,  for  securing  the  co-operation  of  the  whole  ChureSi 
of  Massachusetts  in  the  accomplishment  of  an  object  of 
general  interest  and  importance. 

With  a  view  to  leave  the  Convention  at  liberty  to 
such  a  Committee,  the  undersigned  ask  to  be  discharged  i 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

CIRCULAR. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  j 
copal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Bij^  Be^' 
Bishop  Eastbubn  concluded  his  Annual  Address  as  foUowa  ^-*' 

*'  And  now,  before  concluding  the  present  Address,  I  big  i$ 
oall  the  attention  of  this  body  to  a  subject  which  has  for  aoM 
time  occupied  my  thoughts, — ^namely,  the  desirableness  of  i^ 
eeasing  to  connect  with  the  administration  of  this  Dioceea  the 
labors  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston.  It  is  hot 
nearly  twenty  years  since  I  began  my  work  as  your  Biahofs 
and,  during  that  period,  there  has  been,  through  God's  bleangf 
a  gradual  but  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Parishea  in  tiha 
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Bioceae,  and  consequently  in  the  field  of  Episcopal  labor.  I 
now  feel,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  come  when  I  cannot  con* 
tinne  to  combine  the  two  offices  of  Bishop  and  Rector,  without 
eiUier,  on  the  one  hand,  incurring  the  risk  of  injury  to  my 
health  by  too  much  work ;  or,  on  the  other,  allowing  the  in- 
terests of  the  Diocese  or  the  Parish  to  suffer  through  the  want 
ef  requisite  attention.  I  am  sure  that  this  Convention  will  ac- 
knowledge, that  the  various  portions  of  this  now  extensive  vine- 
yard need  constant  and  active  Episcopal  care ;  and  I  equally 
believe  that  they  will  not  be  willing,  if  they  can  help  it,  to  see 
me,  in  the  endeavor  to  meet  these  demands  in  conjunction  with 
the  requirements  of  a  Parochial  cure,  oppressed  with  a  double 
burden  too  heavy  for  me  to  bear. 

**  What  I  would  request  is,  that  this  Convention  may  take 
measures  for  the  speedy  addition  of  such  a  sum  to  the  existing 
Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  as  will  enable  me  to  be  released 
firom  all  Parochial  responsibilities.  I  commend  the  subject  to 
jour  prompt  action." 

The  subject,  thus  introduced  and  urged  by  the  Bishop,  was 
thereupon  referred  to  a  Committee,  who  reported,  that,  in  their 
opinion,  "  it  was  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  Bishop  should 
be  relieved  of  the  charge  of  a  Parish,"  and  "  that  the  interests 
of  the  Diocese  would  be  greatly  promoted  if  more  of  his  time 
could  be  given  to  all  the  Parishes." 

This  Report  was  accepted  by  the  Convention ;  and  the  un- 
dersigned were  appointed  a  Committee  to  devise  measures  for 
tlie  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  to  report  to  the  next 
Convention. 

It  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  enlarge  upon  the  importance 
of  establishing  a  sufficient  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese,  independently  of  any  Parochial  salary.  Such  a 
Measure  is  due  at  once  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Diocese.  After 
twenty  years  of  laborious  service,  during  which  he  has  performed 
the  double  duties  of  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Bishop  Eastbum  is  certainly  entitled  to  the  proposed 
relief;  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
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Parishes  during  that  period  has  been  such  as  to  render  it  impos- 
sible ifor  any  one  to  do  justice  to  both  offices. 

It  is  universaUy  felt  throughout  the  Diocese,  that  the  interests 
of  the  Church  would  be  greatly  promoted  if  the  time  of  the  Bish- 
op could  be  exclusively  devoted  to  his  Diocesan  duties. 

The  Episcopal  Fund  already  established  yields  only  about  a 
thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  Bishop  has  received  an  an- 
nual salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  from  Trinity  Church.  It 
is  thought  that  a  salary  of  four  thousand  doUars  would  be  no 
more  than  right  and  reasonable  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Massachusetts,  and  that  the  Fund  should  be  increased  until 
it  yields  that  amount. 

By  one  of  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  adopted  in  1844|  it  is 
provided  as  follows : 

"  In  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  aa^- 
nually  made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasure!^ 
of  the  Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Choreic 
in  this  Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  Fund  for  the  sop— — 
port  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shslgT 
report  annually  to  this  Convention  the  amount  by  him^  receiveflB 
from  each  Parish." 

Had  this  Canon  been  faithfully  observed  during  the  ninetera^ 
years  which  have  elapsed  since  it  was  adopted,  it  can  hardly  bc^ 
doubted  that  a  sufficient  Fund  would  have  already  been  accumo^ 
lated.     But  little  or  nothing  has  been  received  from  this  source  ; 
and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  been  mainly  supported,  during 
the  whole  period,  by  the  single  Parish  of  which  he  has  been 
Rector. 

There  is  the  best  authority  for  saying,  that  this  Parish  would 
most  gladly  retain  his  services  still  longer ;  and,  indeed,  that 
the  congregation  of  Trinity  Church  were  never  less  disposed  to 
part  with  their  Bector  than  at  this  moment.  Yet  no  one  can 
hesitate  to  admit,  that  the  interests  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  per- 
sonal claims  of  the  Bishop,  should  prevail  over  the  views  oir 
interests  of  any  single  congregation. 

There  is,  moreover,  a  positive  objection  to  allowing  the  sap- 
port  of  the  Bishop  to  be  longer  dependent  on  any  single  Parish 
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of  hiB  Diocese.  However  satisfactory  such  a  dependence  may 
bave  been  heretofore,  or  might  continue  to  be  during  the  life  of 
the  present  Bishop,  were  his  health  and  strength  adequate  to  the 
doable  duties,  it  must  be  obvious  to  all,  that  great  embarrass- 
menta  would  arise  if  no  Episcopal  Fund  had  been  created  before 
a  vacancy  in  the  Bishopric  should  again  occur.  It  is  hoped, 
that,  in  the  good  providence  of  God,  that  event  may  still  be  far 
distant ;  but,  whenever  it  may  happen,  it  can  hardly  be  in  the 
contemplation  of  the  Diocese,  that  the  election  of  a  Bishop  should 
again  be  permitted  to  be  complicated  with  that  of  a  Rector  for 
any  particular  Parish,  which  may  chance  to  be  able  or  willing 
to  furnish  a  salary  for  his  support. 

Under  all  circumstances,  the  undersigned  feel  confident  that 
the  friends  of  the  Church  in  Massachusetts  will  agree  with  them, 
that  no  time  ought  to  be  lost  in  putting  the  Episcopate  on  an 
independent  foundation,  as  a  measure  not  less  important  to  the 
present  and  future  welfare  of  the  Diocese,  than  it  is  due  to 
the  personal  wishes  and  claims  of  the  present  incumbent. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  add,  that  any  sums  which  may  now 
be  contributed  for  the  purpose  will  be  incorporated  with  the 
existing  Episcopal  Fund,  on  the  condition  that  the  interest  on 
inch  additions  shall  continue  to  be  added  to  the  principal,  until 
the  Bishop  shall  cease  to  be  connected  with  any  Parochial  charge, 
and  shall  be  free  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  his  Diocesan  duties. 
Contributions  are  earnestly  solicited  from  parishes  and  from 
individuals.

FOB  THB  TSAR  ENDING  APRIL,  1868. 

To-day  being  the  Anniversary  of  the  Birth-day  of  the  founded 
of  our  Society, — ^Madam  Margaret  Coffio, — of  blessed  memory^ 
we  are  called  together,  in  obedience  to  our  By-Laws,  to  hold  oui^ 
annual  meeting ;  and  it  becomes  my  duty,  by  the  same  law,  to^ 
report  to  you  the  distribution  of  Prayer  Books  the  past  year, 
and,  in  connection  with  the  treasurer,  the  receipt  of  funds  hr 
the  same  time. 

A  year  and  a  half  since,  a  member  of  this  Board,  wishing  to 
do  something  for  our  army,  compiled  a  small  bookj-^easilj  cai^ 
ried  in  any  pocket, — a  selection  from  the  Book  of  Common  Pray- 
er, for  their  use. 

From  this,  the  appointed  service  for  the  Sundays  and  common 
days  of  the  year,  can  be  regularly  performed,  by  using  the  selec* 
tion  of  Psalms  instead  of  the  Psalter,  as  allowed.  To  this  has 
since  been  added  the  Burial  service.  This  he  had  stereotyped, 
and  gave  the  plates  to  this  Society,  together  with  five  hundred 
copies  neatly  bound.  The  whole  expense,  which  he  paid  himself, 
was  but  little  over  $100.  This  little  book  has  been  much  liked 
and  sought  for.    It  has  been  sent  for  again  and  again  from  as 
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tu  west  as  Missouri,  and  South  as  Port  Royal  and  Florida. 
Hanj  interesting  and  affecting  letters  and  messages  have  been 
sent  home  respecting  this  Soldier's  Prayer  Book.  Officers  who 
had  no  chaplains,  and  chaplains  of  various  denominations,  have 
Knt  for  this  book,  urging  the  preference  given  to  it  by  the  men. 
They  will  sometimes  buy  them  if  they  cannot  get  them  without. 
Hie  highest  price  I  ever  knew  offered  for  a  Prayer  Book  was 
^  t  profane  sailor  in  one  of  Admiral  Bupont's  ships.  He  said 
to  the  agent,  who  belonged  to  the  ship,  ^'  If  you  will  give  me  one 
of  those  little  Prayer  Books,  I  will  leave  off  swearing."  He 
gave  him  one,  and  the  agent  writes  that  he  has  never  luiown  of 
^  swearing  since.  State  Street  or  Wall  Street  cannot  show 
better  paymeot  than  that. 

Of  this  book  we  have  published  in  all  ten  thousand  nine  hun- 
^^ed  and  one  copies,  but  few  of  which  now  remain  on  hand. 

ffe  have  also  published  one  thousand  copies  of  the  fuU  Prayer 
^ook,  of  large,  clear  type.  These  have  been  distributed  the  past 
y^  together  with  what  were  then  on  hand  of  our  previous  edi« 

The  monies  received,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer, — amount 
to  1592.81. 

Baring  the  past  half  year,  one  Society,  auxiliary  to  this  So- 
ciety, has  been  formed,  viz.,  at  St.  Mary*s  Church,  Dorchester. 
Ifay  not  this  good  example  be  followed  ? 

We  are  now  in  want  of  a  new  edition  of  the  full  Book  of 
Common  Prayer.    We  have  but  a  few  copies  left.

the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,- 
or  being  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  Stat 
or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  institution, — ^if  he  ha^ 
been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this  Dioces 
and  have  been  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  for  the  space  • 
six  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,- 
or  if  he  have  been  canonically  instituted, — shall  be  entitled  to 
seat  and  vote  in  this  Convention.

No  Clergyman,  who  has  been  and  otherwii 
would  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  this  Convention,  shaU,  I 
reason  of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absenc* 
be  divested  of  such  privilege."

During  that  period  Qod  has  blessed 
us — in  temporal  matters — with  a  prosperity  far  beyond  our  most- 
sanguine  anticipations.     The  Church  is  eminently  adapted  to  be- 
Ajree  Church,  and  the  fruits  of  the  system  are  already  very  man— 
ifest 

It  is  hoped,  that  the  earnest  activity  on  the  part  of  the  people 
-"-which  is  certainly  very  well  worthy  of  notice — ^is  a  manifesta" 
tion  of  their  real  interest  in  the  great  cause  committed  to  the 
Church  by  its  Head. 

A  General  Committee  for  Parish  and  Missionary  work  has  been 
organized,  with  the  Minister  as  President.  The  other  officers 
are  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  This  Committee  has  appointed 
several  Sub-Committees  to  take  in  hand  various  departments  of 
Parish  and  Missionary  work,  which  Committees  are  already 
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icIlTdy  engaged  in  the  good  work.  A  report  of  the  variooB 
^sperations  ii  auMb  bj  the  Q^nerel  Oommittee  to  the  Fiurithi  onoe 
mk  IcirtnighU 

The  Simdi^  School  hes  increased  in  this  short  time  from  in 
^ikttendanoe  of  abont  16  Teachers  and  88  Scholars,  to  an  attend* 
«moe  of  %3  Teachers  and  115  Scholars.  We  have  receiyed  from 
«k  iew  kindlj  disposed  individuals,  a  donation  of  about  a  hundred 
IxiokB.  for  the  Sandaj  School  Library,  giving  us  at  present  a  col- 
Jection  of  over  800  books.  The  Sewing  School  numbers  about 
ilfty  Scholars,  meeting  weekly. 

A  Mother's  Meeting  is  held  weekly,  and  a  Sewing  Circle  once 
m  fortnight. 

The  Canvassing  and  Visiting  Committees  are  busily  at  work. 
We  are  looking  forward  with  great  pleasure,  to  the  visitation 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  on  the  approaching  Whit-Sunday, 
and  hope  to  present  a  class  of  about  15  candidates. 

The  church  is  open  for  morning  prayer  on  aU  the  days  for 
"Which  a  qpedal  service  is  appointed  by  the  Prayer  Book,  and  a 
service  is  held  every  Tuesday  evening,  in  the  basement,  followed 
1^  a  Bible  lecture. 

The  Minister  catechises  the  children  in  the  church  once  a 
month;  and  the  children  spend  about  an  hour  every  Sunday 
4iUnioon  in  singing.  The  Minister,  choir  and  congregation 
yneiioe  for  the  singing  of  the  following  day,  every  Saturday 
^ff^ming. 

We  have  reason  to  **  thank  Gk>d  and  take  courage,^  and  may 
lope  that  it  will  be  our  privilege  to  reap  some  of  that  harvest, 
the  seeds  of  which  were  so  abundantly  sown  and  faith(\i]ly 
irMered  by  the  late  lamented  Bector.

The  enlargement  and  alterations  in  our  church,  of  which  men* 
tkm  was  made  in  last  year's  report,  are  now  completed.  The 
capacity  of  the  church  is  double  what  it  was,  and  even  now,  we 
are  more  pressed  for  room  than  before  the  enlargement  was 
made. 

The  cost  was  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  but  the  people 
met  it  with  a  willingness  and  liberality  that  is  commendable. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  for  a  long  continuance 
of  support.  We  shall  ask  no  more,  but  will  endeavor  to  repay, 
At  least  in  part,  that  which  we  received.

This  Mission  has  been  established  for  a  period  of  18  yeazsi^ 
and  all  that  time  has  quietly  and  steadily  been  doing  its  share  in^ 
the  great  work  of  disseminating  the  Gospri  among  Seamen. 

Oar  principles  and  plans  of  operation  remain  the  same  as  here-^ 
tofore.    We  preach  Christ  as  the  only  hope  of  the  sinner, 
circalate  the  Scriptures,  we  send  abroad  Tracts  and  reUgion 
periodicals,  and  we  furnish  articles  of  clothing  to  the  poor  j 
destitute.    All  this  is  done  gratuitously.    Our  chapel  is  in  t 
broadest  sense  free  to  every  one,  and  our  supplies  of  hocks  i 
clothing  are  '*  without  money  and  without  price  '*  to  the  Saikr*. 

For  the  ability  to  carry  on  these  operations,  the  Missioii  im^ 
largely  indebted  to  the  Managers  of  the  Seamen's  Clothing  Fond^ 
the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society,  the  American  Tract  Socie^^ 
and  the  contributions  of  numerous  friends  of  this  cause,  who  hav 
made  us  distributors  of  their  bounty,  and  have  secured  to 
treasury  thus  far  all  the  suj^lies  which  we  have  needed. 

During  the  last  year,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  our  jk&w 
chapel  has  been  completed,  and  we  have  returned  to  our  former 
location  on  Commercial  street.  It  is  neatly  and  appropriate^ 
arranged  for  the  sendees  of  our  Church,  and  will  seat  from  ISO 
to  200  persons.  The  expense  of  finishing  and  furnishing  it  has 
amounted  to  about  S400  ;  all  of  which  has  been  paid,  and  the 
IGssion  is  now  entirely  free  from  pecuniary  obligation.  There 
is  one  want  that  remains  to  be  supplied  ;  that  is  a  simple  service 
of  plate  for  the  Communion  table,  to  replace  that  which  was  lost 
by  the  fire  when  our  former  chapel  was  destroyed.  The  opening 
service  of  our  new  chapel  was  attended  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  several  of  the  Clergy,  on  the  16th  of  November  laet. 
The  chapel  was  well  filled,  and  the  services  on  the  occasion  were 
highly  appropriate  and  impressive.  Since  then,  the  attendance 
has  been  more  encouraging  than  during  the  former  part  of  the 
year,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  Seamen  in  this  Fort  is  much 
smaller  now,  owing  to  the  effects  of  the  war.    The  number  of 
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Tessels  arriving  at  thiB  port  has  fallen  off  considerably  of  late  ; 
and  this,  together  with  the  strong  inducements  held  out  to  Sea- 
men- to  enter  the  Navy,  and  even  the  Army,  have  had  the  effect 
of  diminishing  the  attendance  of  this  class  at  all  places  of  relig- 
ions worship  in  this  city. 

To  all  ^who  do  attend,  we  have  labored  to  present  the  simple 
Grospel  as  the  power  of  Grod  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieyeth,  usually  with  manifest  good  results.  Our  chapel,  daring 
the  little  time  we  have  occupied  it,  has  often  been  the  scene  of 
deep  and  solemn  interest,  and  I  cannot  doubt  but  that  souls 
have  there  been  awakened  to  a  sense  of  their  guilt  and  danger ; 
bat  they  remain  so  short  a  time  with  us  that  the  results,  in  a 
large  number  of  the  cases,  are  not  known  ;  while  in  others,  we 
haye  seen  the  evidence  of  true  conversion.  How  many  hearts 
*  liave  been  softened, — how  many  streogthened  and  comforted,-^ 
-what  influence  this  Mission  has  had  in  leading  Sailors  to  the 
Imowledge  of  the  Saviour,  is  not  given  us  to  know. 

The  Tuesday  evening  Prayer  Meeting,  though  not  attended  by 
large  numbers,  has  been  sustained  through  the  year  with  a  good 
degree  of  encouragement.     At  these  meetings  Seamen  have  been 
remembered,  and  often  Seamen  themselves  have  stood  up  to  tes- 
tify of  the  love  of  Christ  and  the  power  of  the  Gospel,  in  raising 
them  from  the  depths  of  degradation  into  which  they  had  been 
nuking.     The  work  of  distributing  Bibles  and  Tracts  among  the 
Seamen  who  have  visited  our  chapel,  has  been  carried  on  as 
usual,  and  hundreds  of  copies  of  the  word  of  God  have  been  sent 
oat  by  us  to  cross  the  seas,  and  to  be  read  in  all  parts  of  the 
world. 

In  concluding  this  report,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state, 
that  the  present  condition  and  future  prospects  of  the  Mission 
are  such  as  to  justify  the  full  expectation  of  its  continued  useful-

The  Sunday  School  continues,  with  sessions,  viz  :  at  9  A.  M. 
and  2  P.  M.,  and  holds  its  full  measure  of  prosperity. 

It  was  with  devout  gratitude  that,  one  year  ago,  I  was  able  to 
announce  that  during  the  trials  and  troubles  of  the  first  year  of  a 
grievous  and  civil  war,  the  charities  of  this  Parish  and  Mission 
had  been  unimpaired.  With  even  a  more  profound  gratitude  I 
now  can  say,  that,  for  the  second  year  of  the  war,  our  charitifis 
have  been  not  only  not  impaired,  but  increased. 

Whatever  else  may  be  said  as  to  the  results  of  the  war,  it  is 
undeniably  true  that  it  has,  with  its  wide  spread  affliction,  rang-- 
ing  through  all  classes  of  the  community,  opened  deep  springs  of 
reciprocal  sympathy,  between  the  high  and  low,  the  rich  and 
poor — and  with  these  touches  of  nature,  made  us  feel  as  it  were, 
"  the  whole  world  kin." 

The  general  condition  of  St.  Mary's  is  better  than  ever  before. 
It  has  been  during  the  past  year  better  sustained,  and  its  chari- 
ties have  taken  a  wider  scope. 

The  public  services  of  the  Church  have  been  well  attended, 
not  indeed  by  so  many  Seamen  as  in  other  years,  but  by  an  in- 
creased number  of  those  who  were  eager  to  pray  at  this  shrine  of 
the  Seamen's  affections,  their  spiritual  home^  for  the  loved  hus- 
bands, sons  and  brothers,  far  away  on  the  great  deep,  and  now 
exposed  not  only  to  its  ordinary  perils,  but  to  the  added  dangers 
of  war,  and  in  many  cases  of  pestilence  also. 

Having  labored  so  long  as  I  have,  (for  eighteen  years  last 
past)  among  Seamen,  it  is  not  without  some  feeling  of  satisfac- 
tion as  well  as  with  gratitude  to  God,  that  I  seem  to  see  in  this 
war,  those  labors  becoming  visible  in  fruit  in  the  lives  of  our 
Seamen,  both  as  to  the  spirit  with  which  they  discharge  their

^tities  in  the  service  of  their  country,  and  as  to  their  shore  life 
^ud  port  life,  when  not  actively  engaged.  When  in  modem 
times,  has  there  been  a  great  war,  waged  by  a  great  naval  power 
in  which  its  demoralizing  effects  have  not  been  especially  dis- 
played among  Seamen,  as  a  class  ? 

In  this  war,  however,  no  contrast  unfavorable  to  the  Sailor  can 
be  drawn  between  our  Army  and  our  Navy,  while  to  the  Navy 
must  be  conceded  the  most  brilliant  successes  of  the  war.  The 
eomparatively  blameless  lives  of  so  many  Seamen,  joined  with  so 
much  of  the  old  bravery,  gallantry  and  devotion  to  their  flag, 
their  thrifty  care  for  their  families  at  home,  by  the  admirable 
allotment  system,  are  worthy  of  all  respect,  and  cannot  foirly  be 
attributed  to  any  other  source  than  the  labors  of  Christian  min- 
iaters  and  Christians,  for  the  last  thirty-five  years,  for  and  among 
this  once  neglected  class. 

This  Parish  in  particular  has  had  its  representative  members 
in  aU  the  principal  affairs  of  this  war.  To  Hatteras,  Port  Royal, 
Pensacola,  New  Orleans,  as  well  as  to  the  inland  affairs  on  the 
Cumberland  river,  and  at  the  batteries  of  Yicksburg,  and  Port 
Hudson,  we  have  sent  stout  hands  and  willing  hearts,  all  eager 
to  do  their  whole  duty,  and  if  needs  be  to  die  for  their  country's 
^ory. 

A  beautiful  stone  Font,  at  a  cost  of  about  one  hundred  dollars, 
has  been  secured  to  the  Church  by  the  contributions  of  our  own 
people,  and  of  a  few  friends  of  the  Parish. 

The  distribution  of  Bibles,  Testaments,  Prayer-Books,  and 
ether  books  for  Seamen,  has  been  less  than  in  some  former  years, 
as  may  be  seen  below. 

We  have  the  means  of  a  careful  and  just  scrutiny  of  all  appli- 
cations for  aid.  Where  we  find  want,  it  is  in  every  case 
promptly  relieved ;  not  condemning  the  sufferers,  because  their 
aeeda  spring  from  their  own  sins,  (how  seldom  is  it  otherwise 
with  any  of  us,)  but  with  Christian  zeal  ever  seeking  for  those 
who  have  gone  astray,  and  hastening  to  relieve  all.  At  the  same 
tune,  with  our  large  experienee,  we  are  often  able  to  detect  thof  e 
fidte  pretenses  of  suffering,  which  absorb  so  much  of  the  well 
meant  sympathy  and  charity  of  those  whose  lives  have  not  made 
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them  familiar  with  not  only  poverty,  pure  and  simple,  bat  with 
the  duplicities  of  those  who  imitate  its  outside  for  the  sake  of 
greedy  gain.

Prayer  Books:  Of 
our  Church,  400 ;  Church  of  England,  75 ;  German,  17 ; 
French,  10 ;  Portuguese,  7.  Total,  509.  Other  volumes  for 
Seamen,  400.    Tracts  and  papers  in  all  languages,  without  counl. 

Clothing  and  other  help  for  Seamen  and  their  FamiUeB. — Hie 
large  number  of  flannel  shirts  and  drawers  furnished  by  the 
Ladies  of  the  Sailors'  Aid  Society,  with  the  supplies  of  clothing 
and  second  hand  garments  from  other  sources,  has  enabled  the 
Bector  to  clothe  many  persons  and  families,  who,  otherwise, 
would  have  been  destitute  of  necessary  clothing. 

Fuel  and  food  have  likewise  been  freely  distributed  to  many 
who  have  depended  chiefly  on  St.  Mary's  for  the  bare  necessaiieB 
of  life. 

Other  help  has  been  afforded  by  the  Ladies,  in  the  way  of 
work,  who  have  paid  a  living  price  for  every  article  made  up  for 
their  Society.  In  addition  to  this,  cases  of  clothing  obtained  from 
contractors,  have  been  given  to  the  poor  women  of  the  Parish  to 
be  made  up. 

Li  closing  this  statement  of  work  for  the  past  year,  the  Rector 
feels  encouraged  to  depend  on  his  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  for  the  continuance  of  that  sympathy  and  support  which 
have  cheered  and  sustained  him  in  his  labors  for  Seamen,  and 
enabled  him  to  send  forth  many  a  Sailor,  who  having  found  with 
us  both  spiritual  comfort,  and  a  supply  for  his  bodily  wants,  here, 
has  gone  on  his  never  ceasing  conflict  with  the  elements  and 
on  his  still  more  dangerous  way  among  the  many  temptations 
which  always  await  his  arrival  in  port. 

St.  Mary's  is  a  Free  Episcopal  Church  for  Seamen,  in  the  Port 
of  Boston.    It  is  in  full  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Dioce8e» 
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as  a  Parish  for  Sailors.  It  is  Free  for  everybody,  and  has  no 
income  from  pew  rents.  It  depends  for  its  support,  and  for  its 
ability  to  carry  on  and  enlarge  its  operations,  on  the  free-will 
offerings  of  its  friends. 

Contributions  are  respectfoUy  solicited,  and  can  be  forwarded 
by  mail,  or  otherwise,  to  the  Rector,  and  which  he  will  duly  ac- 
knowledge. 

P.  S.  So  many  of  the  members  of  this  Parish,  who  take  an 
active  part  in  its  business  affairs,  are  absent  at  the  war,  that  we 
have  not,  this  year,  sent  as  we  meant  to  have  done,  a  Lay  Dele- 
gation to  the  Convention.  The  character  of  the  Parish  has  be- 
come so  settled  and  permanent  that  it  is  the  plain  right  and  duty 
of  our  Laity  to  be  there  represented,  and  another  year  will  not 
pass  D.  v.,  without  a  proper  attention  to  it.

I  have  been  regularly  occupied  since  the  last  Convention,  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Chaplain  of  the  City  Listitutions, 
South  Boston. 

On  Sundays,  I  have  three  Services ;  the  first  from  9  till  10 
o'clock,  A.  Mm  at  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  consisting  of  selections 
from  the  Morning  Prayer  and  an  address. 

At  10  o'clock,  the  full  Morning  Service  and  a  Sermon,  and  at 
2  o'clock,  the  Afternoon  Service  and  a  Sermon,  in  the  Chapel  of 
the  House  of  Correction. 

I  have  also  had  Services  with  a  Sermon,  on  Christmas  Day, 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  on  the  State  and  National  Fast  Days. 
During  the  past  Summer  and  Autumn,  I  was  frequently  assist- 
ed in  reading  on  Sundays  by  Mr.  Edward  Hale,  a  Candidate 
^or  Orders  of  this  Diocese. 

On  week  days,  my  time  is  occupied  in  visiting  the  Hospitals — 
^  conversations  with  the  convicts,  especially  those  whose  term 
^  imprisonment  is  about  to  expire,  and  in  the  care  of  the  Prison 
^Wy)  consisting  of  about  500  volumes.

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The  number  of  prUoDers  has  been  quite  small  during  the  past 
year ;  at  present  it  is  somewhat  less  than  300. 

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  baptised  4  children,  solemnised  3 
Marriages,  and  have  read  the  Burial  service  over  the  remains  of 
12  persons.

In  addition  to  the  sums  above  reported,  the  members  of  the 
Firish  have  also  by  contribution,  and  as  the  result  of  their  zeal- 
ous industry,  removed  a  debt  of  $8500,  which  had  been  incurred 
in  the  enlargement  of  the  Church.  So  that  we  can  now  be  re- 
ported as  entirely  free  from  debt.  This,  in  consideration  of  the 
removal  of  so  many,  in  past  years,  upon  whose  liberal  support 
we  hare  largely  depended,  is  an  encouraging  indication  to  which 
we  refer  with  gratitude.  We  are  also  happy  to  report  that  our 
congregations  have  been  steadily  increasing  during  the  past  year. 
We  do  not,  at  present,  see  so  many  signs  of  spiritual  prosperity 
as  we  should  desire,  but  for  these  we  will  continue  to  labor  in 
hope. 

Trinity  Church,  Melrose. 

The  kev.  TV.  H.  Munroe  resigned  the  charge  of  this  Parish 
the  first  of  October,  since  which  time  regular  weekly  services 
have  been  maintained.  The  Rev.  J.  B.  Richmond,  of  Illinois, 
was  invited  to  officiate  the  first  Sunday  in  February,  and  contin- 
ued to  do  so  until  Easter.  On  Easter  Monday  he  was  unani- 
snooaly  elected  to  the  Rectorship.  He  has  lately  signified  his 
acceptance  of  the  same,  and  is  now  in  full  discharge  of  all  the 
duties  of  the  Parish. 

Tlie  Sunday  School  has  been  re-organized,  and  it  is  hoped  will 
be  a  living  nursery  for  the  Church.

Since  mj  last  report,  I  have  changed  mj  residence  from  Box* 
bury  to  Cambridge,  in  order  to  have  mj  son  live  at  home  daring 
his  College  coarse.  I  have  also  been  gradaallj  relinquishing  my 
daties  as  teacher  of  a  school  for  young  ladies  in  Boston. 

I^ist  fall  I  was  invited  by  the  Eastern  District  Missionary 
ABsociation  to  take  charge  of  a  Missionary  enterprise  at  Brigh- 
Ion,  which  had  heen  started  some  months  previous  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  Reading  Boom  of  Boston,  under  the  es- 
pecial care  of  Mr.  WiUiam  A.  Bes,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Batchelder, 
Jr.  I  preached  there,  for  the  first  time,  the  Sunday  before  Ad* 
vent,  and  without  accepting  the  invitation  of  the  Association  for 
tlie  definite  period  of  six  months  named  by  them,  I  have  contin* 
ued  to  minister  there  under  their  authority  ever  since.  In  view 
of  the  uncertainty  of  my  remaining  at  this  station,  as  well  as  on 
account  of  the  pressure  of  my  school  duties,  I  have  not  felt  dis* 
posed,  or  able  entirely,  to  dispense  with  the  help  of  the  gentle- 
men of  the  Church  Beading  Boom  Committee  ;  and  I  desire  to 
record  my  most  grateful  acknowledgments  to  Mr.  E.  D.  Harris 
and  to  Mr.  George  Dexter,  of  Cambridge,  for  various  and  valua- 
ble services  rendered  in  turn  under  my  direction,  especially  as 
Lay-readers  and  as  Superintendents  of  the  Sunday  School. 

January  19th,  the  second  Monday  after  ihi^  Epiphany,  the 
Parish  was  legally  organized,  under  the  name  of  *^  The  Church  of 
the  Epiphany/'  and  two  Wardens  and  nine  Vestrymen  were 
elected,  besides  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer.

The  amount  received  in  the  Offertory,  is  supposed  to  be  the 
largest  sum  ever  contributed  in  this  Parish,  in  any  one  year,  for 
the  support  of  public  worship.  It  has  enabled  the  Treasurer  to 
meet  all  current  expenses  and  to  discharge  debts  amounting  to 
S160.  Successful  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year,  with 
the  aid  of  kind  friends  in  Boston,  to  pay  all  claims  against  this 
Church,  and  to  purchase  a  new  organ  at  the  cost  of  $500.  Claims, 
amounting  a  year  since  to  9600,  have  been  liquidated,  and  the 
Parish  is  free  from  debt.  All  taxes  and  pew  rents  are  received 
weekly,  with  other  contributions^or  parochial  purposes,  in  the 
Offertory.  The  Clergyman  is  paid  every  week,  and  eveiy  other 
claim  is  discharged  upon  its  presentation. 

A  plan  of  systematic  offerings  for  Missionary  purposes  was 
adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1868,  and  thirty  dollars 
contributed  in  the  first  four  months,  may  be  regarded  as  a  pledge 
tbat  this  ancient  Parish  will  never  again  cease  to  aid  in  the  great 
woriL  of  difiusing  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  through- 
out the  world.  Christ  Church,  Quincy,  is  destined,  we  trust, 
to  be  a  centre  of  Missionary  operations.  It  is  proposed  to  hold 
Services  this  Summer,  occasionally,  in  East  Braintree,  if  a  suit- 
able room  can  be  procured. 

Two  very  beautiful  chairs  for  the  Chancel  have  been  presented 
by  the  Bev.  Charles  M.  Parkman  and  his  wife,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  F.  Shimmin,  as  tokens  of  their  interest  in  this 
Church  and  as  memorials  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  George  Park- 
man.

Of  .these  families,  86 
have  received  material  aid  to  the  amount  of  $201.97,  and  82 
have  been  furnished  with  clothing. 

The  Sewing  School  has  met  weekly,  with  aa  average  attend- 
ance of  52. 

The  Employment  Society,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying poor  women  with  work,  has  given  work  to  20  women  to 
the  amount  of  8162.10. 

The  Soldiers'  Relief  Society  has  made  806  articles  of  various 
kinds  for  the  soldiers,  at  an  expense  of  8306.98. 

The  Church  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  wing  con- 
taining 24  pews.  The  form  of  the  gallery  has  been  altered. 
The  Church  has  been  recolored  throughout,  and  furnished  with 
a  new  organ,  and  a  very  handsome  chancel  window  of  stained 
glass,  and  we  have  received  from  a  friend  of  the  parish  in  New 
York  a  complete  set  of  books  for  the  desk,  chancel  and  pulpit. 

The  rector  has  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  his  parishion- 
ers in  presenting  him  with  8600.  This  sum,  together  with  8510 
— the  amount  of  subscriptions  to  the  four  societies — when  added 
to  the  sum  total  of  contributions  within  and  without  the  Parish 
already  stated,  makes  the  whole  amount  of  money  raised  dur- 
ing this  Conventiooal  year,  $4346.75. 

The  Church  is  open  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  for  Evening 
Prayer,  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  yejir. 

In  Lent  there  was  Evening  Prayer  daily,  with  a  lecture  on 
"Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  a  third  Service  on  Sunday  evening. 
During  Passion  Week,  the  Church  was  open  also  for  Morning 
Prayer. 

The  Rector  catechizes  the  children  of  the  Parish  *<  openly  in 
the  Church  "  on  the  third  Sunday  afternoon  of  every  month,  ex- 
cept July  and  August.

On  the  13th  of  July,  1862,  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Bector  of  this  Par- 
ish, and  Missionary  in  Plymouth. 

The  church  edifice  had  for  a  long  period  been  unoccupied,  and 
had  become,  especially  in  its  interior,  very  much  out  of  repair. 
Throngh  the  efforts  of  a  former  Communicant  of  the  Parish,  the 
sum  of  9188  was  obtained  from  Churchmen  in  Boston  and  vicia- 
itj ;  with  this,  some  of  the  needed  repairs  were  made,  and  the 
church,  to  the  great  joy  of  not  a  few,  was  opened  for  Divine 
service  on  the  22d  of  June.  I  ministered  to  a  large  Congre- 
gation at  both  of  the  services  of  this  day.  To  all  those  who  so 
kindly  aided  in  the  good  work  of  rendering  the  church-building 
suitable  *^  for  the  performance  of  the  several  offices  of  religious 
worship,"  the  Parish  tenders  its  grateful  thanks. 

The  attendance  upon  the  services,  and  the  interest  manifested 
in  them  far  exceed  the  expectation  of  the  most  sanguine  friends 
of  the  Church. 

The  Sunday  School  prospers  and  increases. 

The  Parochial  Bible  Class  meets  every  week  to  study  the  Les- 
ions for  the  following  Sunday  morning,  and  is  largely  attended. 

The  Lenten  services  (every  day  in  Passion-Week,  and  twice  a 
week  during  the  other  portion  of  the  quadragesimal  fast,)  drew 
together  good  sized  congregations,  and  were  observed  with  much 
seriousness  and  devotion. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  a  Parish  Library  was 
commenced^  and  already  contains  a  respectable  number  of  inter- 
esting and  profitable  religious  books. 

Eighty  volumes  have  been  added  by  purchase,  to  the  Sunday 
School  Library.  Twenty-five  copies  of  the  *'  Standard  Bearer" 
and  twenty  copies  of  the  *'  Carrier  Dove,"  are  distributed  among 
the  pupils  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  twenty-five  copies  of  the 
**  Parish  Visitor  "  among  the  Parishioners.

ance at  church  has  been  much  interrupted,  and  the  Communion 
Offerings  much  lessened.  The  continuance  of  the  contest  which 
now  distracts  this  country  has  sensibly  affected  the  prosperity 
of  this  parish,  both  in  the  absence  at  the  seat  of  war  of  nearly 
all  of  the  young  men,  and  also  in  the  diminution  of  all  material 
resources. 

A  Christmas  tree  and  festival  were  organized  by  the  Rector 
last  Christmas,  and  a  general  distribution  of  presents  was  made 
to  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School. 

At  Easter,  also,  in  addition  to  special  services  for  the  day, 
all  the  children  of  the  parish  were  presented  by  the  Rector  with 
tokens  commemorative  of  that  sacred  season. 

There  has  been  a  general  gathering  of  the  members  of  the 
parish  at  the  parsonage  every  Saturday  evening,  for  the  purpose 
of  general  social  intercourse  and  instruction  in  the  Bible. 
These  meetings  have  been  attended  with  most  gratifying  results, 
in  a  marked  degree  of  increased  knowledge  and  interest  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures.

The  past  year  has  witnessed  no  abatement  of  interest  in  our 
Bible  work.    The  six  hundred  thousand  soldiers  mustered  info 
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the  service,  daring  the  year,  called  for  an  extraordinary  effort. 
This  call  was  promptly  met.  And  another  is  now  pressing 
upon  us.  Large  numbers  require  to  be  re-supplied.  The  expos- 
ures of  the  camp,  the  abrasion  of  the  pocket  and  the  knapsack, 
and  the  losses  on  battle-fields,  require  that  two-thirds  or  three- 
fourths  of  the  men  should  be  re-supplied  after  a  service  of  one 
year.  And  this  work  is  now  going  forward.  Bat  the  past  year 
has  not  only  been  one  of  work,  but  it  has  also  been  prolific  of 
finits.  Our  correspondence  has  been  full  of  testimony  to  the 
preeionsness  of  the  Word  of  Grod,  to  the  soldier.  After  nearly 
every  sermon  I  have  preached,  inquiries  have  been  made,  wheth- 
er this  or  that  incident  recited,  did  not  relate  to  their  yHeru?,  their 
Mm,  or  their  brother.  "  His  case,"  they  would  say,  "  was 
Btrmngely  like  it.''  These  testimonies  confirm  our  faith,  and 
strengthen  our  hands.  That  Qod*B  applying  and  sanctifying 
grace  may  accompany  his  Word,  is  our  constant  prayer.

The  undersigned  was  appointed  by  you  as  "  mission 
large "  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  "  for  the  purp 
visiting  places  where  the  services  of  our  Church  have  neve 
established,  and  commencing  such  services  in  towns,  where 
seems  a  favorable  prospect  of  success."  This  appointment 
the  date  of  November  5th,  1862.  The  undersigned  had 
menced  such  a  work,  nearly  one  month  previously,  and  hai 
municated  to  the  Bishop  and  other  Christian  brethren,  t] 
prospect  which  seemed  to  invite  our  efforts  in  the  blessed  ca 
the  Divine  Master  and  that  branch  of  His  Church  to  whi 
belong. 

Occasional  services  had  been  held  at  Oxford,  and  a  desi 
pressed,  that  they  might  also  be  commenced  at  Webst 
adjoining  village,  but  no  positive  engagements  were  ma 
regular  services.  At  these  occasional  visits,  no  difficult 
found  in  obtaining  a  hall  or  a  church,  the  attendance  wai 
good,  and  a  wish  expressed  that  they  might  be  made  moi 
manent. 

Thus  things  remained,  when  the  stronger  claims  of  Fitc 
were  urged,  where  regular  services  were  begun  early  in  1^ 
ber.  The  "  Lower  Town  Hall  "  was  obtained  for  the  use 
new  Parish,  both  morning  and  afternoon.  A  good  oho 
organized,  and  the  services  of  our  Church,  in  all  their  beai 
completeness,  were  begun,  thus  "  sounding  out "  the  blesse 
pel  to  many  ears  in  a  new  and  more  attractive  guise, 
soon  found,  by  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  town,  that  a 
number  of  its  families  had  been  Episcopally  educated  ;  ani 
others  were  disposed  candidly  to  consider  the  benefits 
mode  of  worship.  The  older  members  of  our  Church,  w 
not  enjoyed  her  services  for  many  years,  were  deeply  ai 
The  effective  harmonies  of  our  evangelical  ritual  drew  tea: 
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man  J  eyes.  The  "  Te  Deum,"  and  other  portions  of  the  ser- 
vices, awakened  old  memories,  and  drew  forth  the  ardent  prayer, 
tliat  God  would  own  and  bless  the  effort  now  being  made.  It 
was  blessed.  The  American  Church  Missionary  Society,  through 
its  Committee  at  New  York,  informed  of  the  state  of  things,  deter- 
mined to  make  a  liberal  appropriation  towards  the  support  of  a 
Pastor  for  one  year ;  and  at  the  first  business  meeting  of  the 
people,  held  in  the  ladies  parlor  at  the  American  House,  in  De- 
ceiiil>er,  they  thereupon  subscribed  nearly  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  support  of  services. 

I>iyine  service  was  continued  on  every  Sunday  morning  and 
aftemoon,  there  being  no  omission  from  the  commencement. 
riirec  adults  and  three  children  were  added,  by  baptism,  to  tlic 
Cliiirch,  the  three  former  giving  every  evidence  of  a  fitness  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  full  Communion,  and  are  now  candidates 
for  Confirmation.  At  the  first  celebration  of  the  Holy  Commu- 
niozi,  fourteen  persons  were  present. 

Thus  matters  continued,  there  being  nearly  every  Sunday  some 

ne-w  addition  to  the  Church,  until  Easter,  when  the  Rev.  Henry 

L.  Jones  entered  upon  his  duties  as  their  pastor  ;  the  Church  no 

6oubt  continuing  to  increase  under  his  faithful  labors.     On  re- 

Hnquishiiig  charge,  services  were  at  once  commenced  at  Milbury^ 

where  there  seems  a  fair  prospect  of  success.  So  far,  divine  wor- 

sbip  has  been  held  only  once  on  every  Sunday,  until  Sunday  last, 

when  we  obtained  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  for  two  services — 

with  this  exception  the  Hall  has  been  occupied  by  the  Baptists 

^  the  usual  hour  of  divine  service ;  we  have  in  consequence  used 

the  Hall  at  half  past  four,  P.  M.     The  attendance  has  been  good, 

wd  considerable  interest  manifested,  the  responses  show  a  goodly

*"*»»  are  now  being  taken  to  ascertain  the  amount  that  can  be

"^18  a  case  needing  the  generous  aid  of  the  Church  at  largo. 

^  responses  in  the  last  service  seemed  to  indicate  a  much  larger 

M84er  acquainted  with  the  ritual  than  at  any  former  time. 

On  Sunday,  May  15th,  services  which  had  been  earnestly 
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called  for,  were  commenced  at  Milford.  Some  time  was  spent 
during  the  previous  week,  in  conferring  with  the  people  on  the 
subject — a  convenient  Hall,  and  the  services  of  a  good  Choir 
were  obtained  without  difficulty.  The  JlfUford  Journal  of  Sat- 
urday last,  announced  that  the  Rev.  Reese  F.  Alsop,  of  Framing- 
ham,  would  conduct  the  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Irving 
Hall,  at  half  past  four,  P.  M.  Rev.  Mr.  Alsop  has  kindly  con- 
sented to  aid  me  in  maintaining  regular  service  at  this  very  im- 
portant town,  having  at  present  over  ten  thousand  population* 
Since  writing  the  above,  I  have  seen  Mr.  Alsop,  and  have  also 
myself  conducted  two  services  on  Sunday,  May  24th.  Monday  the 
25th  I  spent  in  organizing  a  choir  ;  no  difficulty  was  found  in 
procuring  the  services  of  professional  singers.  The  attendance 
upon  these  services  is  large,  and  the  prospect  quite  as  good  to  all 
appearance  as  at  Fitchburg.  Should  matters  at  Milford  progress 
as  they  have,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  confine  my  whole  attention 
to  Milford  until  a  pastor  is  appointed  —  depending  upon  such 
aid  as  I  am  able  to  obtain  from  neighboring  Clergymen  to  supply 
Milbury  and  Oxford.  The  indications  here  are  encouraging, 
and  with  God's  blessing  upon  the  faithful  labors  and  prayers  of 
the  Church,  we  may  see  here  also,  a  new  Church  arising  to  re- 
joice the  hearts  of  his  people. 

The  results  of  the  new  Missionary  effort  of  the  past  six  months 
are  briefly  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  establishment  of  a  new  Church  at  Fitchburg,  and 
the  calling  of  a  permanent  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Jones,  of 
New  York. 

2d.  The  opening  of  services  in  four  important  towns,  where 
the  services  of  our  Church  had  never  before  been  heard,  viz : 
Oxford,  Milbury,  MLilford  and  Fitchburg.  In  all  these  places 
there  is  a  fair  prospect  of  success,  if  not  immediate,  certainly  at 
no  remote  period. 

Why  Oxford  and  Webster  have  received  no  more  notice,  in 
this  report,  is  from  my  simple  inability  to  attend  properly  to  more 
than  one  place  at  the  same  time.  These  people  are  patiently 
awaiting  the  time  when  their  wants  can  be  supplied.  In  all 
these  places  good  choirs  have  been  in  attendance,  and  our  beau- 
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tiful  liturgy  lias  been  presented  in  all  its  fulness — in  fact,  in 
much  greater  completeness  than  in  many  of  our  old  parishes, 
where  great  pretension  is  made  to  Churchmanship.  In  all  cases, 
the  vestments  of  our  Church  have  been  used.  I  am  much  in- 
debted to  the  Margaret  Coffin  Prayer  Book  Society,  for  generous 
donations  in  Prayer  Books,  which  have  been  freely  used. 

Over  one  thousand  persons  have  thus  listened  to  our  services, 
and  enjoyed  the  preaching  of  the  blessed  Gospel.  The  field  is 
ripe  for  the  harvest,  and  we  may  confidently  hope  that  faithful 
laborers  will  be  found  to  enter  and  reap  the  precious  fruits. 

We  do  not  desire  to  magnify  this  work^  but  hope  the  above 
statements  will  gratify  all  members  of  Christ's  Holy  Catholic 
Church.

IN  CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841,  1846,  MAY,  1852,  JANUARY,  1856 
AND  MAY,  1859. 


AETICLX   I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ABTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  minister 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  ihb  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions  ^ 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  hb  station,  or  have  been 
canonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  na  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegater 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro.r 
vided,  that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    lY. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE   VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention,  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  balloti 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem 
bars;  three  clergymen  and  three   laymen.     They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

This  Constitution  shaH  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
^except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  and  accepted  by  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  at  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its 
«doption.

AMENDED   IN  THE  CONVENTION  OF    1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  &rs( 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Dioeese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  XhA 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely  : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention  ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  leasts  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 
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But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum,  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  JournaL

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION    OF    1852. 
I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister,  not  being  a  Bishop ^ 
accused  hy  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 
may  le  tried. 

SscT.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  tho 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  thi^

Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion^  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  specie 
fications  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  ofience,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
request  the  Bishop  of  soine  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committeei  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belongi  or 
are  granted^  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bbhop^ 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  ofience  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 


11. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standin 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bisbo^^ 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  ^^ 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyter* 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  \mn^s^^ 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  sha 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shal^^ 
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within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  o^ 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Ck>urt  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufiicient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry.

The  deputies  to  the  General  Coaventlon  from  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ;  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  aAer  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

Substitutes  for  deputies  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  time,  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  deputies  are.  And  in  the  event  of 
the  resignation  or  inability  of  any  deputy,  clerical  or  lay,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  from  the  substitutes  respectively,  in  the 
order  in  which  they  were  chosen.

Of  the  Appointment  of  a  Diocesan  Registrar, 

Sect.  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention^ 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  such  papers,  files,  reports,  jour- 
nals, records  and  other  documents,  relative  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become,  the 
properly  of  this  Convention,  and  preserve  the  same  in  some  safe 
and  accessible  place  of  deposit ;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  provide. 

Sect.  2,  Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  another  be  appointed  in  his  place.

Of  the  Missionary  Organization  of  the  Diocese^ 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  four  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clerical 
delegates,  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having,  within  the  year 
preceding,  contributed  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representatiye  in  the  same. 

SxcT.  8.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence 
at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

Sect.  4.  Parochial  and  lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  annually 
at  parish  meetings,  or  by  the  Wardens  and  Yestry,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  or  until 
the  Parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Board, 
by  a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio^  a  member,  and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

Sect.  7.  One  or  more  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore  and  officiate 
under  its  direction.

Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessarj,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  ConvcDtion, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and   funerals,  and   of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Miasions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Choich 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.     And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;   and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.     And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may    be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof.

Standing  Order  of  Business.

the  whole  matter,  may  be  received.     No  proposition  on  a  subject

color  of  a  substitute. 

Rule  XIV.  The  mover  may  withdraw  a  motion  or  resolu*- 
tion  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Convention,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

Rule  XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsid* 
ered  during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two^thirds 
of  the  members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be 
made  and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on 
the  original  decision. 

Rule  XVI.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every 
member  shall  keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

Rule  XVII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XVIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read 
at  the  opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  seventy-fourth  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates, assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Wylie, 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  River.  The 
Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
in  the  Epistle,  by  the  Rev.  Francis  Wharton. 

The  annual  Sermon  was  then  delivered  by  the  Rev.  J. 
I.  T.  Coolidge,  Rector  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  South 
Boston,  from  the  text,  St*  John's  Gospel  xvi.  33.  Be  of 
good  cheer  ;  I  have  overcome  the  world. 

After  which,  at  the  Offertory,  which  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Francis  Wharton,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Brookline,  a  collection  was  made  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  administered  by  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Francis  Wharton,  to  the 
Clergy  and  to  a  large  number  of  the  Laity. 
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The  Congregation  having  retired,  the  Chair  was  taken

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  report  that  the  Rev.  G.  L. 
Look  is,  in  their  opinion,  not  entitled  to  a  vote  because  he  has 
not  been  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station  for  six 
calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  3d  Art.  of  the  Constitution. 

They  also  report  that  a  certificate  in  the  proper  form  from  the 
^'  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors"  represents  that  Messrs. 
Henry  Wright,  Levantine  Thomas  and  Richard  Middleton  were 
elected  Delegates  to  the  Convention.  But  the  Committee  were 
reminded  that  in  the  admission  of  this  parish  into  union  with 
the  Convention  it  was  understood  and  agreed — so  far  as  one 
Convention  can  bind  another — that  they  would  not  send  Dele- 
gates to  the  Convention :  but  as  the  parish  is  understood  by  the 
Committee  to  be  in  union  with  the  Convention  and  the  Constitu- 
tion (Art.  3)  says — *'  Every  parish  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with 
the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a 
Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates,"  they  submit  the  matter  to  the  Con- 
vention.

The  Bishop  then  deliyered  his  Annual  Addresisk 

Mt  Bbbthbxn  of  thb  Clerot  akd  LAmr:— 

My  first  official  act,  afier  the  adjournment  pf  our  last  Con- 
Tention,  was  on  Whit-Sunday,  May  24,  when  I  confirmed  ].7  in 
the  aflemoon  in  Grace  Church,  Boston. 

On  that  same  day,  the  Bishop  of  Indiana,  at  an  Ordination 
held  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  admitted  to  Deacon's 
Orders,  at  my  request,  Mr.  Abner  P.  Brush,  a  Candidate  for 
Orders  of  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Brush  was  soon  afterwards  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  the  Bishop  by  whom  he  was  ordained. 

Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week,  May  26, 1  confirmed  13  in  the 
evening  in  St.  Paul's,  Newburyport,  including  1  from  Trini^ 
Church,  Hayerhill.  Just  before  this  ybit  there  had  been  finisbed 
a  beautiful  building  of  stone,  which  stands  in  the  church  yard, 
and  which  is  to  be  deyoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Sunday 
School  of  the  parish,  and  to  such  other  services  |s  it  may  be 
found  convenient  to  conduct  occasionally  within  its  walls.    It 
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irM  bailt  after  b  design  farnislred  by  the  Rer.  Benjamiii  Hale, 
D.D.,  of  this  Diocese ;  and  is  not  only  a  specimen  xA'  great 
vreliitectnral  taste,  but  is  aIso  admirably  adapted  to  the  objects 
tcfr  wbicfh  it  was  erected.  It  was  finished  at  a  cost  of  $7000  ; 
vnd  I  bate  pleasure  in  saying  further,  that  it  is  a  munificent 
pft  to  the  parish  from  their  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Horton.  At 
txne  end  of  the  building  is  a  memorial  window  placed  there  by 
Ibe^  Rector,  sacred  to  the  recollection  of  his  daughter  and  only 
child,  of  whom,  as  you  are  aware,  he  was  a  few  years  since 
"bereayed.  There  are  also  other  windows  placed  by  parishioners 
in  memory  of  departed  relatives ;  and  at  the  opposite  end  is  a 
window  which,  like  the  others,  is  of  stained  glass,  and  which 
possesses  a  peculiar  interest  from  the  fact  that  it  is  a  contribution 
from  the  Sunday  Scholars  of  the  parish.  On  the  morning  of 
Wednesday,  May  27,  this  building  was  opened  by  me  with 
appropriate  services,  in  which  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs. 
Chapman  and  Estes,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Packard  and  Wildes,  and 
the  Rector  and  Associate  Rector  of  the  parish.  I  also  delivered 
an  Address,  on  this  interesting  occasion,  to  the  large  congrega- 
tion which  had  assembled  to  participate  in  the  services. 

You  will  share  with  me  in  the  solemn  feeling  with  which  this 
ftstive  celebration  is  now  called  to  mind,  followed  as  it  was  so 
aoon  by  the  departure  of  the  two  brethren  in  the  ministry  most 
intimately  connected  with  the  transaction.  On  Wednesday, 
the  15th  of  the  following  July,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hale,  to  whom 
we  owe  the  plan  of  the  structure,  died  at  Newburyport.  The 
state  of  his  health,  for  several  previous  years,  had  rendered 
his  long  continuance  among  us  improbable,  and  therefore  the 
event  now  recorded  was  not  unexpected.  My  acquaintance 
with  him  began  long  before  my  connexion  with  this  Diocese ; 
and,  in  common  with  all  who  knew  him,  I  could  not  fail  to  be 
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interested  in  the  attraotiye  qnalitiee  of  his  mind  and  hetft' 
Dr.  Hale  was  a  scholar  of  varied  attainments,  and  a  h^^ 
inteUectoal   man  ;   while  his  modesty,  his  qnietnesSf  and  lbs 
refinement  of  his  manners,  added  to  the  charm  of  his  aental 
endowments.     He  will  be  long  remembered  for  his  labon  ii 
the  cause  of  Christian  education.     On  Thursdaj.   the  29th  oC 
the  following  October,  the  donor  of  the  buildiDg  abore  deseiibedf 
the  Rev*  Dr.  Horton,  died  at  his  residence  in  Newbnrjpost* 
His  health  had  been  greatlj  impaired  bj  the  severe  bereavemaA^ 
to  which  I  have  referred ;    but  the  termination  of  his  life  Wt* 
sudden,  and  unlooked  for  by  his  friends.     It  is  nnnecess*^ 
for  me  to  say  that  he  was  an  able  man;  an  active  paroefak^ 
clergyman;  devoted  to  the  salvation  of  the  souls  committed.    ^ 
kis  charge ;  and  a  sound  and  faithful  preacher  of  the  blesfl^^ 
gospel.    I  had  the  mournful  satisfaction  of  being  present  at  J 
funeral,  and  delivering  an  AddreFs  on  the  occasion.     Thus 
these  two  ambassadors  of  Christ,  so  well  and  honorahly  kno? 
passed  from  transient  to  eternal  scenes.     May  the  lesson  sp 
by  their  departure  be  heeded  by  us  all !

On  Tuesday,  June  9, 1  confirmed  20  in  the  evening  in  St. 
LQHtts's,  Taunton ;  to  which  number  is  to  be  added  1  already 
^tioned  as  confirmed  at  Newton  Lower  Falls.     Since  the  time 

this  visit  to  Taunton,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vail,  Rector  of  St. 
lomas's,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  that  parish,  and 
HOYed  to  the  Diocese  of  Iowa.

On  Tuesday,  June  16, 1  had  the  pleasure  of  consecrating  to 
the  ser>'ice  of  Almighty  God  the  parish  church,  erected  by  the 
congregation  of  St.  Mark's,  Southborough.  This  is  an  exceed- 
ingly beautiful  structure,  built  of  stone  taken  from  the  neighbor* 
hood ;  and  was  designed  by  Mr.  Esty.  The  cost  of  the  building 
was  95500  ;  the  land  on  which  it  stands  having  been  purchaied 
for  the  price  of  $1200  by  Joseph  Burnett^  Esq.»  and  by  him 
presented  to  the  parish.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of 
the  clergy  of  this  part  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  members  of  our 
Church  from  various  parishes,  to  join  in  the  services  of  tUi 
interesting  occasion.  The  pious  work  of  building  a  sanctuaiy, 
placed  as  this  is  in  the  midst  of  a  rural  population,  cannot  be 
too  highly  estimated  in  these  days  of  neglect  of  the  ordinances : 
for  who  can  fail  to  be  reminded,  while  the  eye  roves  over  hiU 
and  dale  teeming  with  the  bounties  of  Providence,  of  the  general 
forgetfulness  of  the  Giver  by  those  to  whom  this  beneficence  U 
extended,  and  also  of  their  still  more  revoltiug  rejection  of  that 
wondrous  grace  and  mercy  which  God  has  manifested  in  their 
redemption  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ?  Here  is  a  durable 
house  of  God,  in  which,  for  generations  to  come,  our  precious 
Liturgy  will  utter  it5  witness  to  the  great  truths  of  the  Gospel  i 
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And,  amidst  the  Bhifiing  fancies  of  an  irreyerent  and  unbelieving 
world,  will  hold  forth,  without  interruption,  the  message  of  life 
and  immortalitj  through  the  blood-shedding  of  the  Lamb  of  God. 
Maj  the  Holy  Spirit  ever  accompany,  in  this  holy  spot,  the  voice 
of  our  form  of  sound  words  from  its  reading^esk,  and  the 
fiuthful  preaching  of  Christ  from  its  pulpit ! 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  21  in  St.  John's, 
Framingham.  The  parish  church  here,  I  am  happy  to  say, 
having  been  relieved  from  all  liabilities,  will  soon  be  consecrated. 

On  Thursday,  June  18, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Andrew's,  Hanover. 

On  Friday,  June  19, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity 
Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  21, 1  confirmed  8  in 
the  afternoon  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by 
the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Maiden.  The  Bev.  Dexter 
Potter  has  recently  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish. 

On  Tuesday,  June  23,  I  confirmed  3  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Andover ;  and 

On  the  following  day,  being  St.  John  Baptist^s  Day,  at  sn 
Ordination  held  in  the  same  church,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders 
the  Bev.  Charles  H.  Learoyd,  Deacon,  Bector  of  Grace  Church, 
Medford ;  this  parish  having  become  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  the  Bev.  George  A.  Strong.  The  Bev.  Messrs.  Packard, 
Babbitt,  and  Seymour,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of 
hands.

On  Tuesday,  June  SO,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  Northampton.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Bean  has  lately  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  which  is  at  ptesent  temporarily 
served  by  the  Rev.  Gordon  M.  Bradley,  who  has  been  trans- 
ferred by  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 

On  Wednesday,  July  1,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Greenfield,  and  confirmed  6  persons 
in  the  evening.  The  Rev.  S.  Russell  Jones  has  resigned  the 
charge  of  this  parish,  and  removed  to  Illinois ;  and  has  been 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  P.  V.  Finch,  from  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut. 

On  Thursday  evening,  July  2, 1  officiated  for  the  first  lime 
at  Fitchburg.  The  services  were  held  in  a  hall  used  by  the 
congregation,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance  on  the  occasion.

I  have  also  great  satisfaction  in  recording  the 
beginning,  in  August  last,  of  the  services  of  our  beloved  Ghurck 
at  Holyoke.  Ministrations  were  rendered  for  a  time  by  yarioua 
clergymen ;  but  the  Rev.  Joseph  Kidder,  from  the  Dioceae  of 
New  York,  has  been  for  some  months,  and  is  now»  the  resident 
pastor  of  this  new  congregation.  I  learn  that  the  prospects  of 
the  undertaking  are  most  promising.  The  people  have  bnilt  e 
temporary  place  of  worship ;  and  a  parish  has  been  organized^ 
by  the  name  of  St.  Paul's.

I  baye  thus  presented  to  you  the  record  of  my  labors,  daring 
the  twelye  months  that  have  elapsed  since  we  last  assembled 
together.  Yon,  likewise,  my  reverend  brethren,  have  been 
working  in  your  sereral  appointed  spheres  for  the  advancement 
of  onr  Masters  kingdom ;  and  it  may  be  8<iid  of  you,  ks  of 
myself,  that  the  results  of  these  ministrations  can  be  accurately 
known  only  to  the  omniscient  Searcher  of  hearts.  We  can  all, 
it  is  true,  perceive  and  appreciate  the  restraining  influences  of 
the  preaching  of  the  word,  and  of  the  other  ordinances  of 
Christ,  in  preserving  society  from  the  ruin  into  which,  without 
the  Gospel,  it  would  inevitably  fall  through  the  power  of  human 
corruption.  But  what  has  been  the  fruit  of  the  seed  which  we 
have  cast  forth,  in  turning  individual  hearts  to  the  Saviour,  in 
lodging  conviction  in  the  souls  of  men,  and  in  creating  those 
impressions  which  lead  ultimately  to  the  establishment  of  the  new 
and  spiritual  life  within,  will  only  be  revealed  at  the  great  and 
final  day.  To  us  belongs  the  duty  of  faithfully  holding  up  the 
Redeemer,  as  the  only  hope  of  perishing  man :  the  effect  of  our 
ministry  we  must  leave  with  Him  whom  it  is  our  glory  and 
blessedness  to  serve.  One  thing  we  are  constrained  to  perceive 
from  year  to  year,  namely,  the  small  apparent  good  which  each 
separate  laborer  in  the  vineyard  is  permitted  to  witness.  We 
preach,  and  preach  again;  and  yet  what  multitudes  seem  to 
remain  unmoved  and  unblest,  under  all  the  persuasions,  warn- 
ings, and  admonitions  of  the  Gospel,  reiterated  by  us  so 
constantly  in  their  ears!  Surely,  then,  it  is  an  important 
question  for  us  to  address  to  ourselves,  whether  we  are  affected 
as  deeply  as  we  ought  to  be  by  this  slowness  of  heart  in  the

Your  Diocesan  Board  of  Misaons  present  to  their  constituents 
their  Annual  Report : 

You  hare  committed  to  our  hands  the  most  important  trust 
and  the  most  responsible  work  of  the  Diocese — ^the  extension  of 
the  Church  in  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  Tineyard.  Not  only 
are  we  to  *'  strengthen  the  things  that  remain,*'  but  to  advance 
the  kingdom  of  Christ ;  to  present  the  claims  and  privileges  and 
blessings  of  the  Church,  in  those  places  where  our  services  haT« 
never  yet  been  known,  but  being  known,  would  be  hailed  *^  with 
great  gladness  of  heart." 

Thus  commissioned,  we  feel  that  we  are  your  mind  *'  to  devise ' 
liberal  things  ;  *'  your  sympathetic  heart  to  love  those  that  are 
round  about  us,  and  need  the  children's  bread  as  well  as  we ; 
and  your  hands  to  dispense  the  charities  of  the  Church.  We 
merely  represent  the  will  and  wishes  of  the  Diocese,  But  it  is 
a  noble  trust  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  the  standard-bearers  that 
are  faltering  in  the  strife,  and  a  holy  duty  to  plant  the  standard 
in  new  territory  in  Jesus*  sacred  name.  Wherever  we  sustain 
or  wherever  we  carry  the  services  and  the  sacraments  of  the 
Church,  we  feel  thai  we  are  doing  precisely  what  you  desired 
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and  designed  we  should  do,  as  subserving  the  work  of  Christ, 
in  all  the  region  round  about. 

It*is  alike  our  dutj  and  our  pleasure  to  report  the  l^stoiy  and 
the  results  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  since  the  Conv«i- 
tion  of  1863.  That  history  is  somewhat'  peculiar,  and  will 
secure  the  careful  consideration  of  the  present  Conyention. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is  eminently  systematic  in 
all  her  plans  and  operations.  She  does,  or  should  do,  nothing 
fitfully.  ''  Decently  and  in  order,"  is  the  divine  maxim. 
«<  Decently  and  in  order,"  is  the  sentiment  the  Church  adopts*-* 
the  rule  by  which  she  acts. 

This  principle  is  carried  out  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Board 
of  Missions.  It  is  an  elective  organization,  the  Bishop  ,at  its 
head,  Clergymen  and  Laymen  its  members.  The  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  make  our  law,  and  our  means  are  dependent  on  the- 
good-will  and  pious  charity  of  those  who  love  the  ways  of  Zion. 

Under  the  Canon  of  Convention,  the  present  Board  was  duly 
organized  at  the  house  of  the  Bishop,  in  June,  1863.  The 
members  elected  by  the  Southern  District  Association  of  the 
Diocese,  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  the  Bev.  Mr.  MiUs, 
and  the  Bev.  S.  B.  Babcock.  Of  the  Eastern  District  Assodsr 
tion  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Edson  and  Hoppin,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Babbitt.  Of  the  Western  District  Association  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parker,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stearns  and 
John  T.  Huntington. 

The  Rev.  S.  B.  Babcock  was  chosen  Secretary,  by  baUot,  and 
James  B.  Dow,  Es(^.,  Treasurer. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  Benjamin  P.  Richardson,  Esq., 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Babbitt  composed  the  Executive  Committee. 
Christ  Church,  Andover,  was  represented  by  F.  Coggswell,  Esq., 
Trinity  Church,  Boston,  by  B.  P.  Richardson,  Esq.,  St.  Paul's, 
Brookline,  by  George  A.  Brown,  Esq.,  and  St.  Paul's,  Boston, 
by  James  B.  Dow,  Esq. 

Monthly  meetings  have  been  held  regularly,  except  in  the 
vacation- month  of  August.  The  Bishop  has  presided  at  nearly 
every  meeting,  and  our  deliberations  have  never  been  commenced 
without  the  sacrifice  of  prayer,  conducted  by  the  Bishop. 
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The  Treasurer'tf  Report  is  appended  as  part  of  this  account  of 
oar  proceedings,  and  also  the  Reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
several  District  Associations.  A  Committee  was  appointed  by 
the  Board  to  make  personal  application  to  members  of  our 
Church  in  behalf  of  the  Missionaries.  Their  appeal  was 
responded  to,  and  a  seasonable  contribution  to  our  funds  was 
obtained  by  their  exertions. 

The  Parish-work  of  the  Missionaries  will  be  found  in  their 
respective  Parochial  Reports,  and  need  not  be  inserted  here. 
Besides  the  appointments  already  enumerated^the  Board  thought 
it  advisable  to  have  a  special  Missionary  Agency,  to  present  the 
cause  of  Missions  in  such  Churches  as  might  be  willing  to  receive 
their  appeal.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Randall  and  Huntington  were 
accordingly  appointed,  And  they  report  as  follows : — 

Beport  of  ti)e  iUisBionarii  ^gtncs. 

As  soon  as  was  practicable  aiter  their  appointment  in  July, 
1863,  the  undersigned  undertook  the  duty  designated  for  them 
in  behalf  of  the  Board,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  vote,  which 
was  as  follows : 

**  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  appoint  an 
agent,  or  agents,  from  the  Clergy,  to  visit  the  several  District 
Associations  at  some  convenient  time  of  their  meeting,  for 
friendly  conference  and  the  promotion  of  a  mutual  good  under- 
standing ;  and  also  to  visit  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  with  the 
consent  of  the  several  Rectors^  to  promote  Missionary  activity, 
and  to  awaken  a  Missionary  spirit." 

Beginning  in  the  Western  part  of  the  Diocese,  and  proceeding 
as  rapidly  as  was  consistent  with  our  Parochial  and  other 
engagements,  we  have  traversed  nearly  all  parts  of  the  territory 
of  the  State,  and  have  visited  and  addressed,  besides  the  District 
Associations,  thirty-five  Parishes.  We  desire  to  acknowledge, 
▼ery  respectfully  and  gratefully,  that  in  every  instance  our 
reception  has  been  most  cordial  and  fraternal ;  the  congregations 
we  met  were  generous  in  their  numbers  and  in  their  attention, 
as  well  as  in  their  offerings  to  the  cause  which  it  was  our 
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priyilege  to  present.  The  several  Rectors  considerately  hscthtfrei 
our  suggestions^  and  granted  us  erery  needful  facility  for  th« 
prosecution  of  the  work.  In  some  instanoes,  collectione  for 
Diocesan  Missions  were  taken  at  the  tkne  of  our  visits  r  in 
other  casesy  they  followed  at  a  later  day.  It  is  a  great  gratifica- 
tion to  learn  that  the  response  to  these  calls  has  been  so  prompt 
and  so  liberal^  that  the  policy  publicly  avowed  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  as  desirahle,  at  the  time  of  our  appointment,  is  now  in 
actual  operation,  viz.  j — 

''  That  in  the  financial  management  of  the  Board,  it  is  desini- 
ble  to  bring  the  Treasury,  as  fast  and  as  far  as  convenient,  to 
that  condition  where  appropriations  can  be  made  from  mon^ 
actually  in  hand,  rather  than  on  expectations  or  pledges ;  and 
that  this  policy  should  be  kept  in  view,  so  far  as  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  Parishes  or  stations  already  receiving  aid  from 
the  Board  shall  aUow." 

So  far  as  was  consistent  with  a  proper  deference  to  the  judg- 
ment and  wishes  of  the  several  Rectors,  we  have  earnestly 
recommended  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  systematic  ofierings  for  this 
object  by  means  of  tickets,  so  prepared  as  to  encourage  not  only 
every  man  and  every  woman  but  every  child  to  signify  in  writing, 
beforehand,  how  much  each  one  would  give  at  stated  intervals. 
The  experiments  that  have  been  made,  in  this  way,  have  greatly 
confirmed  our  confidence  in  such  an  instrumentality,  properly 
managed,  as  an  almost  certain  means  of  increasing  very  largely 
the  iocome  of  the  Board.  Rectors  who  have  tried  it  declare 
that  the  amount  contributed  in  their  Parishes  has  thus  been 
increased  fourfold  and  even  tenfold. 

Understanding  from  the  Board  that  its  entire  action,  in  this, 
as  in  all  other  departments,  must  be  of  the  most  catholic  charac- 
ter, we  have  in  all  respects  scrupulously  consulted  the  prefer- 
ences of  the  Clergy.  Wherever  we  have  been,  we  have  ignored 
all  party  questions,  have  sought  first  of  all  to  know  only  Jesui 
Christ  and  Him  crucified,  as  the  power  and  life  of  the  Church's 
Missionary  enterprise,  and  have  freely  left  it  to  each  Rector  to 
direct  and  apply  the  funds  at  his  command,  according  to  his  own 
choice.     Indeed,  no  narrower  construction  of  our  duty  would  be 
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compadble  with  our  own  conyictionB,  any  more  than  with  the 
honor  of  the  Board  itself,  and  the  broad  teachings  of  the  Gospel. 

Happily,  we  have  been  enabled,  for  the  most  part,  to  add  the 
labors  of  this  Agency  to  the  regular  services  of  our  own  Parishes, 
or  else  to  make  such  other  arrangements  that  the  expense  of  the 
Agency  has  amounted  to  less  than  the  cost  of  travel  from  place 
to  place. 

In  closing  this  Report,  we  beg  leave  only  to  state  it,  as  our 
belief,  strengthened  by  the  intercourse  thus  allowed  us  with  both 
Clergy  and  Laity,  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  that  the  time  is 
propitioiis  beyond  all  precedent  for  extending  the  knowledge  and 
influence  of  our  Church  ;  that  with  more  Missiouaries  a  work  of 
nxiHmited  extent  might  readily  be  done,  all  around  us,  for  the 
Lord  of  our  Salvation;  and  that  an  important  instrument  in 
effecting  that  result  would  be  a  more  constant  and  general 
diffusion  of  Missionary  intelligence  among  the  people.

Toa  will  perceive,  by  the  Treasurer's  Report,  that  God  has 
pat  it  into  the  hearts  of  Christians  to  supply  our  Treasury  even 
to  the  overflow,  so  that  every  Missionary  has  received  his  ap- 
portionment, to  the  flrst  day  of  the  present  quarter  of  the  year, 
mad  funds  are  on  hand  for  the  next  payment  that  shall  become 
due.  This  intelligence  will  be  the  more  gratifying  when  you 
learn  some  of  the  difficulties  by  which  the  Board  has  been 
€mlNirra«sed. 

We  have  been  enabled  to  extend  liberal  aid  to  twelve  differ- 
ent Missionary  Stations,  and,  had  we  means  and  men,  we  could 
introduce  our  services  favorably  into  scores  of  villages,  where 
the  Church  would  find  a  welcome,  and  in  some  cases  speedily 
tiecome  self-supporting. 

Never  has  the  Macedonian  cry  been  louder  in  the  land,  than 
at  the  present  time.  Never  has  the  quiet  conservatism  of  the 
Church  been  more  needed  than  now.  Are  not  the  fountains  of 
the  great  deep  broken  up  ?  Are  not  men  running  to  and  fro, 
jusd  crying,  *'  Lo !  here  is  Christ,"  or  **  Lo  1  he  is  there  ?  " 
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Are  not  the  religious  elements  in  painful  commotion  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land  ?  Are  not  religious  theories 
all  about  us,  like  the  ever-shifting  sands  of  the  desert  ?  And, 
in  the  midst  of  all  the  confusion,  does  not  infidelity  abound 
more  and  more,  even  to  denying  the  Lord  that  bought  us  7 

What  body  of  Christians  holds  the  truth  with  such  Scriptimd 
fulness  and  symmetry  as  our  Church  holds  it  ?  What  deaomi- 
nation  of  Christians  is  so  rigid  to  preserve  all  the  Gospel  ia  the 
Church,  and  keep  every  thing  but  the  Qospel  out  of  the  Church  ? 
Who  is  so  true  to  the  declaration  of  the  Saviour  that  his  "  Ung- 
dom  is  not  of  this  world  ?  "  What  body  of  Christians  loses  so 
few  of  its  ministers  by  lapsing  quietly  into  civil  life,  and  nung- 
ling  in  affairs  of  state  and  commerce  ?  So  that  we  have  advan- 
tages every  way,  and  particularly  in  this  day  of  overturning^,  to 
do  an  immeasurable  good  for  truth  and  holiness. 

And  the  community  recognizes  and  admits  this  advantage  and 
beseeches  ''  Send  us  men  to  preach  the  unsearchable  riches  '*-^ 
to  proclaim  the  unadulterated  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  If  we  are 
true  to  ourselves  and  to  Christ,  ide  way  is  open  for  any  advance 
the  most  earnest  Christian  can  desire  to  make.  '^  Whoso  hath 
ears  to  hear  "  will  perceive  it  is  more  the  voice  of  Grod  that  calls, 
than  the  voice  of  man. 

It  is  the  great  day  of  the  Lord,  when,  if  we  "  quit  ourselves 
like  men,"  and  strive  together  for  the  unity  of  the  faith,  we  can 
create  results  such  as  the  Church  has  never  yet  witnessed,  since 
this  people  took  its  place  among  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth. 
Men  and  means  !  Eaergy  and  concert !  Prayer  and  faith ! 
and  God  places  it  in  your  power  to  do  a  great  work  for  the 
glory  of  his  Name — for  the  salvaiion  of  the  souls  of  men.  The 
.great  national  convulsion  will  not  hinder  it.  No  impending 
commercial  calamity  can  hinder  it.  Nothing  but  our  own 
unfaithfulness,  our  unwise  disagreements,  or  our  own  unpardon- 
able apathy  need  prevent  us  from  making  such  an  extension  of 
the  Redeemer*s  kingdom  as  our  eyes  have  never  yet  witnessed, 
our  hearts  never  yet  conceived. 

At  one  of  the  earliest  meetings  of  the  Board,  a  Report  from 
the  Executive  Committee  was  adopted,  and  distributed  generally 
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among  the  Parishes ;  setting  forth,  among  other  principles, 
regarded  of  great  practical  importance  in  oar  proceedings,  the 
following:  <* That  each  Parish  aided  hy  the  Board  shall  be 
independent  in  the  choice  of  its  minister ;  and  that  no  other 
role  of  appropriation  shall  be  admitted  as  respects  theological 
and  ecclesiastical  standing,  than  that  of  allegiance,  on  the  part 
of  the  beneficiary,  to  the  common  standards  of  faith  and  practice, 
acknowledged  by  the  whole  Protestant  Episcopal  Church." 

Special  attention  is  iavited  to  this  declaration,  as  a  rule 
religiously  followed  in  all  the  appointments  of  the  Board.  We 
have  in  our  service  to-day  ministers  of  every  phase  of  Church- 
nanship,  not  one  of  whom,  we  trust,  fails  to  preach  a  crucified 
Saviour,  in  all  the  purity  and  power  of  the  Gospel  of  our 
Salvation,  "  according  to  the  grace  that  is  given  him." 

This  principle  is  as  broad  and  tolerant  as  the  Constitation, 
Canons  and  Rubrics  of  our  Church.  We  conceive  it  to  be  in 
harmony  with  the  generous  tendencies  of  the  Christian  world,  in 
respect  both  to  its  theological  thought,  and  its  yearning  after 
Ihat  unity  for  which  our  blessed  Redeemer  prayed  so  earnestly, 
joflt  as  He  was  committing  his  Church  into  the  hands  of  his 
Apostles.  We  conceive  it,  moreover,  to  be  vital  to  the  most 
efficient  operation  of  our  Missionary  system. 

A  Board  of  Missions  is  neither  a  court  of  theological  inquiry, 
nor  an  arm  of  ecclesiastical  discipline,  nor  yet  an  arena  of 
polemical  debate.  It  knows  nothing  of  party  spirit  or  party 
tests  of  any  nature  whatsoever.  No  one  sided  interpretation  of 
this  rule  should  for  a  moment  be  admitted.  Every  ordained 
minister  stands  on  the  same  ground,  so  far  as  these  quest'ons 
are  concerned.  If  he  present  clean  papers  and  the  Bishop 
receive  him,  a?  competent  to  proclaim  '^  the  faith  once  delivered 
to  the  saints,"  then  the  Church,  everywhere,  in  her  Missionary 
character,  is  bound  to  receive  him,  and,  provided  the  people  of 
any  Parish  make  choice  of  him  to  watch  over  them  in  the  Lord, 
the  Board  of  Missions  is  not  justified  in  declining  to  appoint 
him.  Can  we  reasonably  withhold  this  degree  of  confidence  in 
the  government  and  laws  of  the  Church  ?  We  appeal  to  our 
tiretbren  of  the  Laity,  as  those  on  whom  we  bo  mnch  depend  for 
4* 
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the  necessary  neans  to  coodnci  our  Missions,  wliether  it  is  not 
the  best  possible  reason  for  making  their  charities  large  and 
cordial,  that  we  interpose  no  test-question  between  them  and  ths 
minister  whom  they  prefer  to  lead  them  oat  into  green  pastores* 
and  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

To  our  brethren  of  the  Clergy  who  are  candidates  for  appoint- 
ment, it  cannot  be  otherwise  than  grateful  to  know  that  their 
liberty  is  so  respected  as  not  to  subject  them  to  any  new 
examination,  going  behind  that  required  by  the  Canons,  whether 
with  reference  to  their  place  of  training,  or  the  non-essentials  of 
their  professional  ministrations. 

On  this  comprehensive  ground,  the  Board  can  see  great 
advantages  in  a  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese,  of  all  shades  of  opinion,  in  Missionary 
activity.  This  will  increase  the  love  of  the  brotherhood;  will 
add  to  the  strength  of  our  cause  by  promoting  agreement  in  our 
Councils,  and  seive  to  check  the  tendency  to  those  extreme 
views,  in  either  direction,  by  which  brethren  are  liable  to  be 
estranged  one  from  another.  Those  without  will  be  led  to 
respect  our  views,  and  extend  to  us  a  helping  hand,  perceiving 
that  we  strive  to  dwell  together  and  work  together  in  Christian 
love ;  and  our  ascended  Lord  will  give  his  grace  and  blessing 
to  those  who  strive  for  ths  accomplishment  of  the  unity  and 
prosperity  of  his  Church.  Thus  a  benefit  will  accrue  which 
can  have  no  possible  equivaleut  in  larger  bestowroents  of  money, 
stimulated  on  either  hand  by  the  unhalLwed  spirit  of  competi- 
tion. 

Our  Board  recognizes,  then,  what  may  be  called,  in  the  best 
sense,  The  Voluntary  Principle  of  Missionary  Action. 

There  can  be  no  question,  of  course,  that  any  man,  who  gives 
of  his  substance  to  advance  the  Missions  of  the  Church,  has  a 
right  to  direct  in  what  manner  his  gifls  shall  be  applied. 
According  to  our  organization,  every  contributor  may  specify 
upon  which  one  of  all  the  Missionaries,  or  the  Missionary 
stations,  his  contributions  shall  be  bestowed,  and  his  preference 
will  be  conscientiously  respected.  This  is  the  '^  Voluntary 
Principle  "  in  its  purity  and  consistency.     The  choice  is  individ- 
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lad.  The  field  in  which  to  choose  is  as  broad  as  that  of  the 
Church  Catholic,  and  the  freedom  is  complete. 

And  while  considering  this  particular  subject,  we  ask,  Is  not 
your  own  Board,  the  voluntary  appointment  of  your  own 
creation  ?  Did  you*  make  it  by  any  compulsion  ?  Is  any  man's 
liberty  restrained  in  any  one  matter  pertaining  to  its  organization, 
its  laws,  or  its  action?  Was  it  not  devised  in  the  quiet, 
unbiassed  wisdom  of  the  Convention  ?  Its  origin  and  its  history 
are  significant.  The  direct  object  was,  **  to  harmonize  and 
concentrate  the  Missionary  enterprises  of  the  Diocese."  And 
these  results  were  happily  reached  in  the  second  year  of  its 
existence,  assigning  as  one  happy  result,  *'  that  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  being  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Board  can  better 
determine,  &c."     (Journal,  1838,  p.  54.) 

In  1841,  the  Report  says :  "  They  have  discovered  no  defect 
in  the  present  organization  of  the  Board.  They  believe  it  to  be 
the  best  that  can  be  devised  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the 
Missionary  operations  of  the  Church.*'  (B.  of  M.  1841,  Rev. 
Mr.  Baury,  Rev.  Dr.  Stone,  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Clark,  Rev. 
Theodore  Edson,  Rev.  J.  L.  Watson,  B.  Howard,  Esq.,  B.  P. 
Richardson,  Esq.,  Edwin  S.  Hand,  Esq.,  and  Bishop  Griswold, 
President.) 

The  Report  for  1842  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special 
Committee,  (the  Rev.  Messrs.  Clark,  H.  W.  Lee,  and  the  Hon. 
Edward  A  Newton  and  Benjamin  Howard,  Esq.,)  to  make  any 
new  suggestions ;  who  announce  that,  ^'  after  careful  examina- 
tion,  it  is  their  opinion  that  the  existing  plan  is  more  efficient 
and  generally  satisfactory  than  any  other  which  has  yet  been 
tried,  or  than  any  other  which  they  are  able  to  devise  would 
probably  be.  They  have,  therefore,  no  alterations  to  propose  ; 
but,  to  carry  out  more  efiectually  the  existing  organization  of 
the  Board,  recommend  that  the  State  be  divided  into  four 
Districts  or  Associations."  The  same  Committee  recommend 
''  that  the  Board  of  Missions  be  the  constituted  agent,  through 
which  all  the  Missionary  funds  of  the  State  shall  be  passed ;  it 
being  clearly  understood  that  all  contributors  shall  have  the 
power  to  direct  in  what  manner  their  contri]|{ution8  shall  be 
expended." 
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the  important  communication  was  made  by  the  Bt.  Rev.  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  that  he  could  no  longer  recommend  the  Board  to 
the  sympathy  and  pecuniary  support  of  the  people  and  Parishes, 
even  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  present  Missionaries, 
for  the  reason  that  his  personal  preference  is  now  given  to 
another  and  extra-Conyentional  Missionary  Organization.  This 
declaration  places  the  Board  in  an  anomalous  position;  for 
while  our  Bishop  is  the  ex  officio  presiding  officer,  we  fail  to 
receive  his  sympathy  and  co-operation,  and,  if  we  lack  these,  we 
can  hardly  expect  the  benefit  of  his  prayers. 

Staggered,  for  a  moment,  by  this  unexpected  announcement 
of  our  presiding  officer,  our  prospects  seemed  discouraging; 
there  being  then  a  serious  deficiency  of  funds.  But  God  ovei^ 
ruled  it  all,  so  that  at  our  next  meeting  we  were  cheered  with 
the  enlarged  and  unusual  liberality  of  the  friends  of  the  Board, 
who  replenished  the  exhausted  Treasury  to  the  extent  that  we 
were  able  at  once  to  meet  all  our  own  obligations,  to  relioTe  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Eastern  District  Association,  and  have  a 
handsome  reserved  fund  besides,  to  meet  in  part  or  fully  the 
payment  of  the  ensuing  quarter,  and  perhaps  even  more  than 
this. 

The  sum  total  of  the  receipts  in  the  several  Associations  and 
Central  Board  combined  has  been  more  than  double  that  of  the 
preceding  year.  Our  stations  are  all  doing  admirably,  and  we 
feel  more  assured  than  ever  of  the  efficiency  of  the  present 
system,  and  of  the  good  will  of  the  members  of  our  Diocese 
towards  it,  and  renewedly  invoke  the  favor  of  Him  to  whom  all 
praise  is  due.

Sy  the  original  action  of  the  Convention  which  organized  the 
AMOciation,  it  was  provided  that  they  watch  over  and  promote 
the  Missionary  spirit  in  their  respective  districts,  and  that  thej 
report  in  regard  thereto.  The  same  action  of  the  Convention 
leqoires  an  Annual  Beport  to  the  Board  to  be  incorporated 
IB  the  report  of  the  B^ard  to  Convention.  The  Eastern  District 
Miflsionarj  Association  would  therefore  make  its  Annual  Beport 
to  the  Board,  as  follows  : 

This  Association  has  endeavored  to  fulfil  its  duties  as  far  as 
possible,  under  circumstances  of  discouragement,  and  weakened 
mM  it  has  been  by  the  withdrawal  of  Brethren  who  have  hitherto 
acted  so  cheerfuUy  with  us.  During  the  year  our  meetings 
have  been  held  regularly  at  the  usual  times,  viz :  six  times  in 
the  year.    And  one  special  meeting  has  also  been  held. 

The  Association  has  had  under  its  charge  five  stations  at 
which  it  has  sustained  Missionaries,  viz : — 

Trinity,  Melrose,  Bev.  J.  B.  Bichmond ;  St.  John^s,  Framing- 
ham,  Bev.  B.  F.  Alsop ;  Calvary,  Danvers,  Bev.  B.  F.  Chase  ; 
Epiphany,  Brighton,  Bev.  D.  G.  Haskins ;  St.  John's,  Gloucester, 
Bev.  J.  B.  Feirce. 

The  work  of  all  these  stations  is  in  a  fine  state  of  progress. 
At  St.  John's,  Framingham,  a  church  building  is  ready  for  con- 
secration. At  Brighton,  another  is  nearly  erected,  and  in 
Gloucester  still  another  is  determined  ou  and  site  secured. 

Besides  these  stations,  the  Association  has  under  its  care  a 

mission  at  Beverly,  and  another  at  Ipswich.     It  has  also  adopted 

^uth  Danvers,  Winchester,  and  Chelmsford,  as  stations  for 

ature  operations. 

The  Association  has  this  year  raised  and  expended,  under  its 

?ra  direction,  the  sum  of  8935.15. 

Besides  this  sum,  there  has  also  been  reported  through  its 

easurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  the  sum  of  S1285.65. 

le  Association  was  also  in  debt  $140.46  at  the  beginning  of 

year,  making  in  all,  the  sum  of  $2127.97.     The  Association 

voted  to  the  Missionaries  serving  under  its  appointment. 
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the  sum  of  $1475.00,  which  has  left  a  debt  nnproTided  for  of 
•679.18.  The  Board  has  granted  us  $450.00  to  meet  this  debt 
This  Association,  it  will  be  seen,  has  therefore  been  doing  a  work 
far  beyond  its  ability  ;  a  work  which,  however,  will  be  materi- 
ally lightened  in  the  future  by  the  action  of  the  Board  in  assnming 
the  charge  of  three  at  least  of  its  old  stations. 

The  Missionary  spirit  is  doubtless  largely  on  the  increase  fa 
our  Parishes,  and  there  is  the  promise  of  a  much  larger  progreil 
in  the  future  than  there  has  been  the  past  year.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  hereafter  this  Association  will  enter  heartily  into  die 
plans  of  the  Board  to  secure  that  unity  of  action  and  harmony 
of  sentiment  so  necessary  at  this  crisis,  if  the  Church  is  to  main- 
tain the  stand  which  was  taken  in  1835,  and  press  forward  ber 
Missionary  operations  under  the  control  of  her  ConventioDS, 
both  general  and  Diocesan.

The  amount  of  pledges  is  $670.  The  amount  raised  I  «m 
unable  to  state.  There  are  doubtless  places  within  the  district 
in  which  Missionary  services  might  be  begun  ;  but  the  exploring 
Committee  have  made  no  report.

Dr.  Geo.  C.  Shattack,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fnnd,  presented  the  following 
report: 

Ecport  of  tl|e  CommltUt  on  t^e  Incrtaot  of  t^t  Itmi 
for  tl)t  £ia|i|iort  of  tl)e  9ui)op. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  on 
the  Increase  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Bishop,  beg  leave 
to  Report, 

That,  after  giving  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  the  subject,  and 
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Eolidting  subaeriptions  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  they  do 
not  find  their  calls  responded  to  with  that  interest  which  the 
subject  demands.  The  Committee  are  of  opioion  that  very  k^ 
in  our  Congregations  are  aware  that  the  Bishop  is  sappoft^i 
principally  by  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  or  have  considered  ttet 
they  expect  an  annual  visit  from  the  Diocesan  without  contfflNii- 
ing  to  his  support  or  to  the  expenses  of  his  visit. 

The  Trustees  of  Donations  have  had  for  some  time  a  Fund  of 
$16»736.50  from  which  there  is  an  income  of  one  thouimd 
dollars  a  year.  The  Bishop  has  received  three  thousand  doUan 
from  Trinity  Church,  so  that  his  present  income  is  four  thousMid 
dollars.  It  is  better  for  the  Diocese  that  the  Bishop  should 
live  in  Boston,  and  this  sum  of  four  thousand  is  barely  suffioiMii 
for  his  maintenance  there,  with  the  exercise  of  that  hospitality 
which  is  always  expected  of  him.  An  eflR:>rt  was  made  year 
before  last  to  collect  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  added  to  the 
Fund,  and  five  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  were  the  result 
The  present  Committee  has  received  and  paid  over  to  the 
Trustees  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  ekfven 
dollars  and  fifly-nine  cents.  Six  hundred  and  four  doUare  and 
eighty-four  cents  of  interest  being  added  to  those  sums,  the 
whole  amount  of  the  fund  to-day  id  832,452  93.  We  want 
$35,000  more  to  secure  a  Fund  adequate  to  the  Bishop's 
maintenance.  $2,850,00  have  been  subscribed  conditionally 
that  the  Fund  be  brought  up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  before  the 
first  of  July,  and  we  need  $34,550  to  accomplish  this  object 
and  secure  that  subscription. 

The  Committee  have  entertained  the  idea  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  Episcopalian  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Bishop 
according  to  his  wants  and  each  according  to  his  own  ability. 
If  this  were  done,  our  Bishop  would  have  an  ample  support  and 
be  freed  from  the  necessity  of  devoting  much  of  his  time  to  his 
duties  as  Rector  of  a  Parish.  They  have  appealed  to  individuals 
as  members  of  Parishes,  and  have  endeavored  to  aj^rtiou  to 
each  Parish  its  share  of  the  common  duty.  The  expenses  of 
this  Con?ention  are  borne  by  the  Parishes,  and  one  per  cent,  of 
the  salary  of  the  Rector  is  required  for  this  purpose,  and  six 
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hundred  dollars  are  raised  •  in  this  way.  To  provide  three 
thousand  dollars  for  the  Bishop,  an  annual  tax  of  fiye  per  cent. 
of  the  Rector's  salary  would  he  required.  In  the  execution  of 
this  plan  each  Parish  should  be  cvsdited  with  the  contributions 
U  has  already  made,  and  should  be  informed  how  much  more  is 
wanted  to  make  up  the  proposed  amount.  In  consequence  of 
Parishes  being  relieved  for  so  many  years  from  any  contribution 
to  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  its  importance  and  necessity  are 
HQ^  now  realised,  and  means  most  be  taken  to  briog  the  matter 
before  each  Parish  with  an  exhortation  to  a  prompt  response  to 
the  calL  And  we  must  .remember  that  a  sum  of  $2,8^0.00  has 
been  subscribed  payable  if  the  Fund  on  the  first  of  July  amounts 
to  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  Committee  propose  two  resolutions. 

1st.  Resohed^  That  the  attention  of  the  Rectors  of  all  the 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese  be  called  to  the  Canon  of  1844 
respecting  the  collection  in  aid  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  that 
any  who  have  not  made  such  a  coUecdon  and  are  prevented 
firom  making  it  on  Trinity  Sunday  be  requested  to  have  one 
taken  up  as  soon  afler  as  may  be  practicable. 

2d.  Eeaolvedy  That  this  matter  of  the  increase  of  the  Episco- 
pal Fund  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair,  with  instructions  to  persevere  in  appeals  and  all 
measures  for  the  increase  of  the  Funds,  and  to  report  to  the 
next  Convention  the  amounts  contributed  by  every  Parish  and  the 
sum  still  required  from  each  Parish  to  make  up  a  sufficient 
income  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop.

The  engagement  of  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Flilliard  for  one  year, 
terminated  on  the  Sunday  after  Easter,  and  that  of  the  Rev, 
6.  L.  Locke,  as  assistant  minister,  from  October  1,  1863,  at 
Easter.  The  experiment  of  the  Church  as  a  Free  Church,  has 
proved  a  success.  The  congregations  have  been  much  larger 
than  for  several  years  previous,  and  the  Sunday  School  has  llke> 
wise  been  largely  increased  in  nambers.  Divine  services  have 
been  held  on  Sundays  and  on  every  day  in  which  a  special  ser- 
vice is  provided  in  the  Prayer  Book.  A  Service  and  Lecture  has 
been  held  on  Tuesday  evening  of  each  week  in  the  Lecture- 
Room.  During  Lent,  services  have  been  held  three  times  a 
week,  and  during  Passion  Week  every  evening.  The  minister, 
choir  and  congregation  have  met  on  Saturday  evenings  for  prac- 
tising for  the  singing  of  the  following  day.  A  band  of  co- 
workers has  been  organizod  by  the  Pastor,  imbued  with  his 
own  earnest  enthusiasm,  and  has  been  very  efficient  in  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  Church-work.    A  Sewing  School  has  been 
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held  weeklj.  The  ladies  have  met  weekly  to  cut  out  garments, 
which  have  been  made  bj  worthy  women,  who  have  regularly 
received  a  stated  sum  thereby.  The  ladies  have  also  met  to 
make  garments  to  be  given  to  the  needy  Sunday  School  chil- 
dren ;  over  three  hundred  garments  have  been  given  out,  besides 
shoes  and  stockings.  A  regular  Visitiog  and  Canvassing  Com- 
mittee has  been  instituted.  Mothers'  Meetings  have  been  held, 
And  an  Evening  School  established,  under  the  care  of  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Locke,  whose  services  have  been  highly  valued.  Two  Bible 
Classes  have  been  connected  with  the  Sunday  School,  and  two 
classes  for  confirmation  have  been  formed  and  brought  forward 
for  confirmation.  The  children  have  been  catechised  in  the 
ohnrch  once  a  month*  and  every  Sunday  afternoon,  before  the 
iervioe,  they  have  met  for  singing  with  the  minister.  Two  fes- 
tivals have  been  held  for  the  children,  the  Christmas  Tree  and 
Bftster  Festival,  which  have  been  very  successful  and  gratifying. 

A  service  for  deaf-mutes  has  been  held  on  one  Sunday  in 
erery  month,  during  the  last  year,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
GralUmdet,  of  New  York,  or  his  assistants,  and  there  have  been 
aervioes  in  the  Church  on  several  Sunday  evenings,  with  preach- 
ing by  the  Pastor,  or  by  clergymen  of  the  city  or  vicinity,  mak- 
ing, in  certain  instances,  four  services  in  the  Church  on  Sun- 
days. It  is  worthy  of  record  that  the  spirit  and  endeavors  of 
this  parish  have  been  roused  beyond  their  experience  of  years 
past,  and  it  is  hoped  they  have  increased  in  inward  spiritual 
grace  also. 

Of  course,  since  there  has  been  no  regular  Pastor,  the  at- 
tendance has  decreased,  and  there  has  not  been  so  much  interest 
manifested,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  mantle  of  our  young  and 
energetic  pastor  will  fall  upon  some  one  who  will  carry  forward 
the  noble  work  of  the  Free  Church. 

This  Beport  would  be  incomplete  without  stating  that  the 
BeT.  Mr.  Hilliard,  at  the  close  of  his  labors,  was  made  the 
recipient  of  a  testimonial  on  the  part  of  his  friends,  consisting 
of  a  purse  containing  $250,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the 
l^entlemen  of  the  parish,  expressing  sincere  regret  at  the  separa- 
tion which  had  taken  place ;  approval  of  his  desire  in  establish- 
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iog  a  Free  Chorch,  of  making  a  ^^  praying,  praisii^g,  working 
church," — a  social,  living  church,  in  which  Christian  fellowship 
and  sympathy  should  ahound,  and  warm  assurances,  of  their 
ever  watchful  interest  in  his  progress ;  their  prayers  for  his  suc- 
cessful lahors ;  their  confidence  and  joy  in  his  advancement,  and 
from  the  ladies  of  the  Parish  of  two  beautiful  works  of  art  as  a 
remembrance.     The  ladies  concluded  their  letter  as  follows :  «- 
*'  While  we  deeply  regret  the  occasion  of  your  departure,  we 
rejoice  that  your  year's  labor  with  us  was  not  in  vain.     We 
congratulate  you  upon  the  success  of  an  enterprise  which  few 
young  men  could  have  undertaken,  a  success  which,  under  Gk)d's 
blessing,  is  due  to  your  unwearied  toil  as  our  Pastor,  to  your 
buoyant  spirits,  your  generous  enthusiasm.    It  was  your  dotj 
to  reorganize  a  scattered  parish  ;  to  gather  rich  and  poor  into  a 
common  fold ;  to  inaugurate  that  Free  Church  system  whidi 
offers  to  all  alike  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel.    It  was  for  you 
to  commence,  not  to  complete ;  to  mark  out  a  new  path,  not  to 
follow  where  others  had  led.     The  past  year  will  ever  be  memo- 
rable in  the  history  of  this  parish.    You  found  a  church  without 
a  congregation ;  you  leave  a  congregation  large  and  vigorousy 
which,  growing  up  under  your  care,  has  always  been  zealous  id 
missionary  labor.     If  our  Free   Church   enterprise   continues 
successful,  you  will  justly  be  regarded  as  its  founder ;  if  it  fiiils, 
the  reason  will  not  be  that  sufficient  fruits  were  wanting  during 
the  first  year  of  its  establishment.     Wherever  you  go,  be  as- 
sured you  carry  with  you  our  heartfelt  thanks,  and  our  sincere 
wishes  for  your  future  welfare  and  happiness,  and  we  join  you 
in  prayers  for  the  success  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church, 
and  the  speedy  approach  of  that  glorious  day  when  the  kingdom 
of  the  world  shall  become  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord." 

The  sum  thus  contributed,  S300,  when  added  to  the  sum  total 
of  contributions  within  and  without  the  parish  already  stated, 
makes  the  whole  amount  of  money  raised,  during  the  conven- 
tional year,  $5069.26.

The  congregation  has  largely  increased ;  the 
prospects  of  the  Parish  were  never  so  promising ;  the  monthly 
missionary  collections,  which  were  suspended  for  a  year,  hare 
now  been  resumed. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  I  completed  the  second  decade 
of  my  Rectorship.     During  these  twenty  years  a  substantial 
church  and  chapel  have  been  built  and  paid  for.     Nine  hundred 
and  twenty-two  have  been  added  to  the  communion.     Five  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  have  been  baptized,  of  which  number  seventy- 
three  were  adults.     Three  hundred  and  seventeen  have  been 
*«nfinned.   I  have  attended  three  hundred  and  forty-two  funerals 
nd  have  solemnized  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  marriages. 
The  contributions,  during  this  period,  exclusive  of  all  income 
om  pew-rents,  &c.,  have  been  $25,919.     During  the  first  de- 
de,  the  contributions  were  $5800 ;  for  the  last  ten  years,  they 
ve  been  $20,119,  being  an  average  of  more  than  82000  a  year, 
no  year  of  the  twenty  have  the  contributions  been  so  large 
during  the  year  just  closed. 

Purely  if  ever  a  people  has  good  reason  to  raise  a  monumental 
'benszer,"  this  parish  is  that  people.

^ever  perhaps,  since  this  Mission  entered  upon  its  important 
^oxk,  has  there  been  greater  cause  for  devout  thankfulness  and 
*^^*iible  gratitude  to  the  *'  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,'' 
^^^^«i  at  the  present  time. 
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Notwithstanding  the  trials  and  troubles  inckient  to  a  grieroov 
and  civil  war, — a  war  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  oiTil* 
ized  world,  and  now  protracted  to  its  fourth  year,  — '  notwith- 
standing the  constant  and  daily  increasing  demands  of  a  pecuni- 
ary character,  growing  therefrom,  and  the  rapid  rise  in  all  the 
necessaries  of  life,  not  only  has  there  been  no  diminiUion  in  the 
interest  or  charities  of  tbe  friends  of  St.  Mary^s,  but  it|piaj 
with  truth  be  said,  nerer  was  its  condition  more  prosperous,  ita 
prospects  more  encouraging.  Willing  hearts  and  hands  have 
not  been  wanting  to  encourage  and  aid  the  Bector  in  his  labois 
for  the  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  and  improvement  of  this 
large  and  important  class  of  our  community,  and  abundant  eTb> 
dence  is  not  lacking  to  prove  that  those  labors  have  not  beea 
unsuccessful  or  unblessed. 

The  last  few  years  have  witnessed  a  marked  and  important 
change  in  the  condition  of  Seamen,  and  nowhere  is  this  more 
perceptible  than  in  our  very  midst. 

Much,  however,  as  has  been  accomplished,  it  is  but  a  small 
part  of  the  work,  and  there  is  still  the  call  for  renewed  prayers 
and  redoubled  zeal  and  diligence. 

The  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  Church  has  at  no 
previous  time  been. better  or  more  uniform,  both  on  the  part  of 
sailors  and  those  connected  with  them  by  the  ties  of  relationship 
or  affection. 

The  Christian  good  will  of  the  community  has  of  late  been 
most  encouragingly  directed  towards  this  branch  of  our  divine 
Master*s  work,  so  that  with  many,  not  only  of  our  own  Church, 
but  of  all  denominations,  it  has  become  a  systematic  and  favored 
charity.  The  improved  condition  of  Seamen,  which  must  be 
apparent  to  all  who  have  given  even  but  a  passing  notice  to  the 
subject,  and  the  coilistantly  increasing  interest  in  their  temporal 
and  spiritual  welfare,  are  surely  good  omens  and  encourage  us 
confidently  to  look  for  still  better  things  for  the  time  to  come.

In  the  attendance  upon  the  Service  of  the  Church  there  has 
been  a  decided  and  marked  improvement.  The  number  of  Sea- 
■len  present  has  not  of  late  been  so  great  as  in  former  years,  in 
consequence  of  the  prostration  of  our  commerce  —  there  being 
fewer  seamen  in  our  port  than  when  commerce  was  in  full  pros- 
perity. But  as  regards  the  families  of  seamen  and  others  in 
tlie  portion  of  the  city  where  the  church  is  situated,  there  has 
been  a  most  encouraging  improvement. 

The  practice  of  distributing  books  and  papers  at  the  close  of 
the  evening's  service,  has  been  continued  without  intermission 
since  the  commencement  of  the  Mission,  and  the  avidity  and  in  - 
terest  with  which  the  sailors  surround  the  chancel  rail  and  ask 
for  Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  cannot  fail  to  awaken  hopes  of  the 
deepest  interest.  Instances  without  number  could  be  mentioned, 
which  have  come  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Rector,  of  the 
immense  value  these  books  have  been  to  mea  who,  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  are  out  of  the  reach  of  all  other  religious  in- 
flnences. 

What  has  been  said  of  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  Parish, 
may  be  affirmed  without  limitation  of  the  Sunday  School.  The 
constantly  increasing  number  of  the  scholars,  their  punctual  and 
regular  attendance,  and  the  interest  manifested  by  them  in  the 
efforts  made  for  their  instruction  and  improvement,  are  most  en- 
eouraging  tokene  of  the  divine  blessing  upon  this  portion  of  our 
work.  No  better  evidence  of  this  can  be  afforded  than  the  fact, 
that  though  quite  a  large  class  was  presented  for  the  rite  of  oon- 
firmation  in  December  last,  there  are  nearly  if  not  quite  as  many 
more,  now  waiting  for  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  the  Redeemer's  service.  ^

Clothing  and  other  help  for  Seamen  and  their  Families,  — The 
Sailors'  Aid  Society  has  been  the  means  of  relieving  the  wants 
and  adding  to  the  comfort  of  many  worthy  but  suffering  fami- 
lies. This  society  was  organized  in  1860.  It  is  composed  of 
ladies  from  the  different  Churches  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  and 
its  object  is  two-fold.  To  supply  clothing  to  needy  sailors,  and 
to  relieve  destitute  families,  by  furnishing  them  with  material  to 
make  into  garments  at  a  liberal  price. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  garments,  of  good  flannel,  and 
well  made,  have  been  received  from  the  Ladies  the  past  winter. 
Woolen  socks,  and  a  large  number  of  articles  of  second-hand 
clothing,  also  food  and  fuel,  as  far  as  our  means  would  admit, 
have  been  furnished  to  numerous  families. 

Miss  Elton's  services  have  been  truly  valuable  among  the 
poor,  the  unfortunate,  the  sick,  and  the  dying. 

In  closing  this  brief  statement  of  work  for  the  past  year,  the 
Rector  most  confidently  renews  his  appeal  to  his  brethren  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  for  the  continuance  of  that  sympathy  and  sup- 
port, which  has  enabled  him  for  so  many  y^ars,  to  persevere  in 
this  most  interesting  work. 

Especially  at  this  present  time,  when  the  sailor  has  done  so 
much  for  the  glory  and  honor  of  our  beloved  country,  to  which 
no  true  patriot  can  be  insensible,  every  one  should  be  eager  to 
make  a  due  acknowledgment  in  providing  for  his  temporal 
wants  and  spiritual  good,  in  administering  to  the  sick  and 
shipwrecked,  and  in  their  care  for  the  families  of  the  absent  sai- 
lor, to  whom  so  much  of  the  labor  of  the  Mission  is  devoted. 

St.  Mary's  is  a  Free  Episcopal  Church  for  Seamen  in  the  port 
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of  Boston.  It  is  free  for  everybody*  and  bts  no  income  from 
pew-rent.  It  depends  for  its  support,  and  for  its  ability  to  carry 
on  and  enlarge  its  operations,  on  the  free-will  offering  of  its 
friends.

Diocesan  Mission  to  Seamen. 
Chapel  291  Commercial  Street,  Boston. 

At  the  close  of  another  year  of  labor,  prayer  and  watchfulness, 
our  first  thoughts  are  due  to  the  Author  of  all  good  for  his  con- 
tinned  mercies  and  his  blessing  on  our  work«  Though  we  can* 
not  speak  of  great  results,  we  still  record  with  thankfulness  that 
oar  labor  in  the  Lord  has  not  been  in  vain,  and  that  we  have 
accomplished  something  towards  the  salvation  of  ^'  those  that 
go  down  to  tht  saa  in  ships/' 
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In  most  respects  oar  labors  daring  the  pAst  year  correspond 
very  nearly  to  those  of  previous  years.  The  services  in  our 
chapel  have  been  regularly  held,  both  morning  and  evening,  on 
each  Sunday,  without  a  single  omission  during  the  year ;  and 
also  a  prayer'^meeting  on  every  Tuesday  evening.  The  attend- 
ance has  probably  been  as  good  as  could  be  expected  under  the 
oircumstances,  and  there  have  often  been  indications  of  the  Di« 
fine  presence  and  blessings  on  our  ministrations,  both  on  the 
Sabbath  and  at  the  social  meetings  for  ptayer.  Of  those  who 
haye  been  brought  under  the  enlightening  and  saving  effects  of 
the  Grospel,  some  have  left  the  city,  and  others,  who  have  wished 
to  make  a  public  profession  of  their  faith,  have  preferred  to 
receive  confirmation  at  Christ  Church.  In  the  last  two  years 
there  have  been  at  each  of  our  confirmations  some  who  are  con* 
nee  ted  with  our  •  chapel,  and  who  receive  the  Holy  Communion 
there*  The  number  of  communicants  during  the  year  has  been 
from  sixteen  to  twenty-five. 

The  distribution  of  Bibles,  Tracts  and  other  religious  reading, 
lias  been  much  as  in  former  years.  Hundreds  of  Bibles  and 
Testaments  have  been  giveo  to  sailors  who  have  visited  oar 
chapel,  with  several  thousand  pages  of  Tracts,  and  other  relig- 
ious reading.  We  have  also  been  well  supplied  with  comforta- 
ble clothing  for  the  shipwrecked  and  needy,  and  never  allow  one 
to  be  turned  empty  away*  The  great  number  of  seamen  ab- 
sorbed by  the  Navy,  snd  also  the  Army,  has  lessened  the  de- 
mands upon  us  for  assistance,  and  we  have  turned  our  attention, 
iDore  than  formerly,  to  the  families  of  seamen  residing  among 
xis,  many  of  which  attend  our  services.  Thus  we  continue  to 
« « cast  our  bread  upon  the  waters."  Our  work  b  emphaticslly  a 
^ork  of  faith.  We  often  vritness  deep  attention  to  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel ;  we  listen  to  some  good  promises  for  the 
fotore,  but  such  is  the  demand  for  sailors  at  the  present  time, 
that  they  hardly  remain  long  enough  with  us  to  admit  of  our 
speaking  of  conversions. 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report  we  have  been  called  to  lament 
the  death  of  the  Hon.  B.  C.  Clark,  oar  former  Treasurer,  whose 
irhok  life,  during  a  period  of  eighteen  years,  wu  one  of  eon- 
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slant  activity  and  usefulness  in  connection  with  this  Mission. 
He  was  a  true  friend  to  the  sailor,  and  entered  heartiij  into  the 
various  plans  adopted  to  ameliorate  his  condition.  In  return,  - 
he  shared  their  warm  sympathies  and  affections  to  the  last.  His 
memory  is  still  a  living  presence  among  us,  and  often*  as  the 
sailor  returns  from  his  long  voyage  to  our  chapel,  he  inquires 
for  Mr.  Clark,  sorrowing  that  he  shall  see  his  face  no  more. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Clark,  Cape. 
Richard  Girdler  was  employed  as  an  assistant  by  the  Board  of 
Missions.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  true  Christian 
spirit ;  but  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  his  health  failing,  he 
was  obliged  to  retire  from  the  work.  For  five  weeks,  his  place 
was  partially  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Denham,  then  a  candi- 
date for  Ordeis  in  our  Church.  Capt.  Girdler  has  since  resumed 
his  duties,  but  his  present  state  of  health  does  not  admit  of  his 
performing  much  labor,  beyond  that  of  assisting  in  the  chapel. 
There,  however,  his  services  are  highly  appreciated.  His  faith- 
ful addresses  and  earnest  prayers  we  shall  never  forget. 

But  here  arises  the  great  want  of  our  Mission  at  the  present 
time,  viz.,  Missionary  work  outside  the  chapel.  The  chapel 
duties,  though  so  important,  are  not  the  most  effectual  part  of 
our  work.  The  boarding-houses,  the  wharves,  the  ships,  open 
a  large  and  increasing  field  of  usefulness.  The  opportunity  of 
meeting  the  sailor  on  his  own  ground,  talking  with  him,  and 
dropping  a  word  of  warning,  advice,  and  encouragement,  is 
eminently  calculated  to  produce  beneficial  results.  They  can, 
and  do,  readily  appreciate  Christian  friendship  and  sympathy. 
In  this  way  great  numbers  of  them,  who  would  riot  otherwise 
find  their  way  to  our  chapel,  may  be  induced  to  attend  on  pub- 
lic worship.  We  must  find  our  way  to  them  ;  seek  them  in  their 
forcastle-homes,  and  in  their  various  places  of  resort,  overcome 
their  indifference,  and  take  them  along  with  us  to  the  house  of 
God. 

We  need  a  system  of  missionary  visitations  in  th's  part  of  the 
city,  and  might  establish  it  at  once,  could  we  obtain  the  assist* 
ance  which  such  a  work  requires. 

At  no  former  period  during  my  connection  with  this  Mission 
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faa8  its  position  for  usefulness  been  so  favorable  as  at  the  present 
time.  A  free  Chapel  with  accommodations  for  some  200  per- 
sons,  a  constant  supply  of  Bibles,  Testaments,  Tracts,  and  re- 
ligious papers,  together  with  comfortable  clothing  for  shipwrecked 
and  needy  sailors,  are  gratuitously  provided.  And  the  Mission 
is  entirely  free  from  debt. 

Four  years  of  my  labors,  in  connection  with  this  Mission, 
dosed  with  February  last.  The  review  suggests  several  re- 
marks: — 

1.  In  surveying  the  field  of  our  operations,  I  am  deeply  im- 
pressed with  its  importance,  not  only  to  the  class  for  whom  we 
especially  labor,  who  receive  from  it  blessings  more  valuable  to 
them  than  gold,  but  also  to  the  community  around  us,  in  its 
influence  upon  the  cause  of  morals  and  vital  religion. 

2.  The  results  of  each  succeeding  year's  labor  have  been 
encouraging.  The  clear  tokens  of  Divine  favor  in  turning  sin- 
ners from  darkness  to  light,  and  his  blessing  upon  our  work 
generally,  give  u^  hope  for  the  future. 

8.  The  good  done  has,  under  Qod,  been  accomplished  largely 
bj  the  sympathy  and  earnest  co-operation  of  those  pious  men 
who  have  gone  from  our  Chapel  into  the  Army  and  Navy,  and 
others  who  have  removed  from  the  city.  These  removals  have 
caused  a  great  deficiency  in  our  laboring  force,  which  we  must 
endeavor  to  meet,  if  we  would  carry  forward  the  future  opera- 
tions of  this  mission  with  success.

Baptisms  (infants,  11).  Marriages,  7.  Funerals,  10.  I  have 
been  regularly  engaged  the  past  year  in  the  duties  of  my  office, 
as  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction  and  of  the  Lunatic  Hos- 
pital. At  the  latter  Institution  there  is  a  service  every  Sunday 
morning  from  9  to  10  o'clock,  and  at  the  former,  two  services 
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* 

every  Sunday,  morning  and  afternoon,  and  on  the  State  and 
National  Fast  and  Thanksgiving  Days,  and  on  Christmas  Day, 
one  full  service. 

During  the  past  Conventional  jear,  the  number  of  prisoners 
has  been  unusually  small ;  the  whole  list  at  the  present  date  con* 
tains  ouly  about  200  names. 

I  am  at  the  prison  every  afternoon  from  3  till  6  o'clock,  dor- 
ing  which  time  I  have  full  opportunity  of  conversing  with  the 
prisoners ;  and  I  trust  that  these  interviews  do  not  pass  without 
leaving  some  good  influence  upon  hearts  which  are  not  always 
hardened  against  the  truth.  Each  prisoner  has  a  Bible  in  his 
or  her  cell,  and  the  use  of  a  good  library,  of  which  I  have  the 
charge.  These  means  of  instruction,  together  with  the  publio 
services  in  the  Chapel,  have  been,  I  have  reason  to  hope,  blessed 
to  the  spiritual  edification  of  many. 


St.  Luke^i  Churchy  Chelsea. 

Rectorship  vacant,  although  the  Rev.  P.  B:  Morgan  has  been 
invited  to  become  the  Rector. 

During  the  past  year  our  church  has  been  occupied  by  the 
Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's  Church.  It  is  there- 
fore impossible  to  report  anything  special  for  the  past  year,  ex- 
cept that  a  large  share  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish  have  united  with 
St.  Luke's,  it  being  proposed  to  consolidate  the  interest  of  the 
two  parishes.  The  congregations  worshipping  in  one  church 
have  been  oflen  crowded,  and  larger  on  an  average  than  was 
ever  before  known. 

We  believe  that  if  the  present  prosperity  and  favorable  state 
of  things  may  be  continued,  we  shall  yet  see  a  large  and  perma- 
nent church-interest  in  this  growing  city.

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  Parish,  which  has 
gone  on  without  interruption  during  the  past  year,  the  Rector  of 
St.  Peter's  Church  would  report  to  his  Diocesan : — 

That,  in  conjunction  with  a  few  devout  young  Churchmen  in 
his  Parish,  a  Mission  has  been  started  at  Beverly,  which  prom- 
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ises  ere  long  to  assume  a  permanent  shape.  A  hall  was  fitted  np 
in  a  churchly  style,  and  services  begun  on  the  7th  Sunday  after 
I'rinity,  1863,  and  have  been  continued  on  every  Sunday  even- 
ing up  to  the  5th  Sunday  after  Easter. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  the  full  services  of  the  Church, 
morning  and  afternoon,  were  commenced.  Ample  provision  has 
been  made  for  their  steady  continuance  for  a  year.  A  deep  in- 
terest has  thus  been  excited  in  Beverly  for  the  Church  among 
many  who,  a  year  ago,  were  unacquainted  with  her  meetnesa  for 
their  spiritual  needs.  The  Rector  takes  this  occasion  to  e^reas 
his  thanks  to  the  warm  supporters  of  the  Mission  who  have  gath^ 
ered  round  him  in  Beverly — to  the  earnest  hearts  in  St.  Peter'Si 
who  have  been  his  fellow-laborers,  to  all  elsewhere,  who,  by 
their  prayers  or  their  means,  have  aided  in  the  work.  He 
prays  God's  blessing  on  tbem  all  for  Christ's  dear  sake. 

The  Rev.  S.  H.  Hilliard  has  consented  to  work  for  a  few 
weeks  in  the  Mission,  in  conjunction  with  the  Rector,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  his  connection  with  the  enterprise  may  be  permanent

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Besides  the  above,  several  sums  have  been  given  by  individuals 
to  the  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions,  which  are  not  strictly 
within  the  purpose  of  a  Parochial  Report. 

The  subscription  noted  above  has  enabled  the  Parish  to  remedy 
some  inconveniencies,  arising  out  of  the  position  of  the  church 
boOding,  long  a  source  of  expense.  The  alterations  now  mak- 
ing, while  removing  the  occasion  of  inconvenience,  will  greatly 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  church. 

The  project  of  commencing  services  in  the  neighboring  town 
of  South  Dan  vers,  in  connection  with  Grace  Church,  has  for 
some  time  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Rector.  At  the  instance 
of  the  Eastern  District  Association,  and  afterward  that  of  the 
Massachusetts  Church  Missionary  Society,  the  field  has  been 
thoroughly  surveyed.  Although,  with  the  exception  of  one  or 
two  families  who  attend  Grace  Church,  there  are,  so  far  as 
known,  no  members  of  our  Church  in  South  Danvers,  yet  it  is 
believed  that  an  evening  service  would  gather  in  many  who 
might  eventually  become  interested  and  active  in  reference  to 
regular  services.  Finding  no  other  hall  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  Rector  has  secured  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  for  Sun- 
day evening  services.  The  first  service  will  be  held  on  Sunday, 
the  29th  of  the  present  month.

The  services  of  our  Church  were  first  introduced  into  the  old 
town  of  Gloucester  in  the  month  of  August,  A.  D.  1862,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Eastern  District  Association,  on  which  occa- 
idon  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edson,  of  Lowell,  officiated.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded on  the  following  Sunday  hy  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hoppin,  of 
Cambridge.  And  from  that  time  .to  the  early  part  of  December, 
Serrices  were  held  on  every  Lord's  day,  with  but  two  exceptions, 
by  various  Clergymen. 

On  the  secood  Sunday  in  December,  the  present  incumbent, 
having  been  appointed  by  the  Eastern  District  Association 
Missionary  to  Gloucester,  entered  upon  his  duties.  Up  to  the 
present  time,  Services  have  been  regularly  held  on  every  Lord's 
day,  and  on  the  great  Festivals  of  the  Church.  Qn  the  15th  of 
May,  A.  D.,  1863,  a  Parish  was  organized  under  the  name  of 
St.  John's  Church ;  and  later  in  the  year,  the  undersigned  was 
elected  the  Rector  of  the  same.  Since  Services  were  first  held 
In  Gloucester  the  sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism  has  been  adminis- 
tered to  24  persons,  of  whom  two  were  adults.  Seven  persons 
have  received  the  Rite  of  Confirmation.  The  number  of  com- 
municants at  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  Mission,  was  eight. 
The  present  number  is  23.  Six  couples  have  been  joined  in 
holy  matrimony,  and  the  burial  service  performed  three  times. 

The  Sunday  School  numbers  about  forty  children,  with  six 
teachers,  including  the  Rector. 

A  Churchman  of  Boston  has  recently  presented  to  the  Parish 
a  lot  of  land  for  the  erection  of  a  church,  and  measures  are  now 
in  progress  to  accomplish  the  object.  About  two-thirds  of  the 
necessary  funds  have  been  secured  by  personal  solicitation.

The 
Rev.  B.  F.  Cooley,  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  in  the  Holy 
Order  of  Deacous,  being  recommended  to  me  as  well  adapted  to 
this  field  of  clerical  labor,  a  correspondence  was  opened  with 
this  young  clergymen  upon  the  subject,  which  resulted  in  his 
visiting  Hopkinton,  where  he  officiated  for  the  first  time,  October 
24th,  being  the  twenty-third  Sunday  after  Trinity. 

Having  ascertained  to  my  satisfaction  that  Mr.  Cooley's  ser- 
vices were  acceptable  to  the  congregation,  a  subscription  piqper 
was  circulated  in  the  Parish,  and  a  petition  presented  to  the 
"  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  and  Pastoral  Aid  Society,"  which 
was  liberally  responded  to,  whereby  the  requisite  amount  of 
salary  ($600,)  was  secured. 

This  important  result  being  communicated  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cooley,  on  Sunday  Nov.  22,  being  the  25th  after  Trinity,  he 
entered  upon  his  duties  as  resident  minister  of  St.  Paul's,  and 
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has  now  for  the  last  six  months  discharged  the  same  with  actiye 
zeal  and  diligence. 

During  this  brief  period  (with  aid  from  several  friends  of  the 
Church  in  Boston)  a  bell  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for.  A 
Sewing  Circle  has  been  organized,  who  have  caused  the  chancel, 
&c.,  to  be  newly  carpeted.  Near  to  which,  without  the  rails,  has 
been  placed  an  exceedingly  well-proportioned,  and  appropriate 
baptismal  font  —  a  gift  from  the  Sunday  School  scholars  to  the 
Parish.  Oar  friends  at  Southborough  donated  at  Easter  a  handsome 
covering  for  the  communion-table.  Several  ladies  in  Eoxbury 
also  presented  a  fine  copy  of  the  Holy  Bible,  and  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  for  the  reading  desk.  All  the  Fasts  and  Festi- 
vals of  the  Church  have  been  duly  observed,  and  the  attendance 
on  the  week*  day  services  very  encouraging.  On  Christmas  Eve, 
the  children  of  the  Sunday  School,  with-  many  others,  were 
cheered  and  made  glad  at  the  sight  of  a  beautiful  evergreen  tree, 
loaded  with  gifts  from  near  and  distant  friends,  for  the  lambs  of 
the  flock. 

Soon  after  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cooley  became  the  resident  Minister 
of  Hopkinton,  with  the  most  commendable  zeal  for  the  extension 
of  the  Church,  he  visited  Holliston,  a  town  of  three  thousand 
inhabitants,  about  six  miles  distant  from  the  former  place. 

Here  Divine  Providence  seems  to  have  prepared  the  way  for 
introducing  the  Church  among  a  people,  (with  few  exceptions) 
till  then,  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  discipline,  doctrines  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

After  performing  divine  service  and  preaching  A.  M.  and 
P.  M.  in  St.  Paul's,  Hopkinton,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Cooley  now  holds 
a  third  service  at  Holliston,  officiating  to  large  and  interested 
congregations. 

These  labors,  we  fear,  will  prove  too  great  a  tax  upon  our 
devoted  missionary's  physical  strength  to  be  long  endured.  If 
otherwise,  and  his  laborious  duties  be  borne  with  cheerfulness, 
yet  these  two  localities  require  the  entire  and  undivided  labors 
of  a  resident  Minister,  in  order  to  secure  the  increase,  and  con- 
tinued prosperity  of  the  Church  in  eithet  of  these  large  and  im- 
p<n*tant  inland  towns. 
9 
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After  a  careful  examination  of  this  field  of  mifaioiilijr  Ubor, 
we  find  abandant  cause  to  thank  God  for  what  has  already  beetf 
done,  and  to  take  courage  in  prosecuting  with  pious  laal  and 
diligence,  our  labors  for  the  future.

From  the  foregoiog  statistics  it  will  be  perceived  that,  during 
the  past  year,  progress  has  been  made  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  work  connected  with  this  Parish  and  Missionary 
Station. 

Bapid  progress  and  growth  are  not  to  be  expected  in  such 
a  field.  If  the  Parish  had  done  nothing  more  than  held  what 
it  had  previously  gained,  this,  of  itself,  would  have  afforded 
ground  for  encouragement ;  but,  through  God's  blessing,  more 
than  this  has  been  accomplished,  and  we  are  permitted  to  see 
many  tokens  of  increasing  strength,  and  cheering  prospects  of 
more  extended  influence  and  usefulness. 

The  spiritual  condition  of  this  community  is  such  as  to  make 
the  maintenance  in  it  of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  a  matter 
of  bounden  duty.  * 

No  small  portion  of  the  inhabitants  are  followers  of  erroneous 
systems  of  religion,  while  a  still  larger  portion  are  utterly  irre- 
ligious. 

A  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  for  the  salvation  of  the  souls  of  these  persons,  makes 
the  maintenance  and  hearty  support  of  this  Missionary  station 
an  incumbent  duty,  which  should  be  discharged  by  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  with  conscientious  fidelity  and  zeal.     The  his  to- 
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ry  of  the  Parish  in  Plymouih  teaches  us  the  important  leaeon, 
nerer  to  deepcur  of  the  reTival  and  restoration  of  a  sanctoarj  of 
the  Lord,  no  matter  how  depressed  and  gloomy  maj  be  its  con* 
dition. 

Even  thoogih  its  doors  are  closed  (as  were  those  of  the  house 
of  God  in  this  place  for  a  long  period,)  Lord's  day  after  Lordfs 
daj  passing  away,  without  witnessing  within  its  walls  the  oflto- 
ing  of  the  sacrifices  of  prayer  and  praise,  the  reading  and  ptaaehp 
ing  of  the  Word,  the  administration  of  the  holy  sacraments,  and 
the  instruction  of  the  yonng  in  those  things  which  ChtistiaBS 
ought  to  know  and  believe  to  their  soul's  health  —  and  theie  is 
no  prospect  of  brighter  and  happier  days,  we  should  not  regaid 
what  has  been  done  for  and  in  this  sanctuiy  **  as  water  sjnb  en 
the  ground,  which  cannot  be  gathered  up  again/'  but  should  dih* 
gently  use  the  means  of  revival  and  restoration  which  Qod  hss 
placed  within  our  reach :  assured  that  the  Lord  will  arise  and 
have  mercy  upon  Zion,  and  that  the  time  to  &vor  her»  yea,  tibe 
set  time  will  come,  though  it  tarry,  waiting  for  it ;  because  it 
will  surely  come,  it  will  not  tarry  forever.

On 
account  of  this  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  and  the  consequent 
imperfection  of  the  Parish  records,  some  errors  may  exist  in  the 
following  statistics.

The  late  Rector  also  made  the  following  record  upon  the  Parish 
Begister,  just  before  leaving  for  his  new  field  of  labor.  ''Among 
die  many  tokens  of  respect  and  kindness  which  I  have  received 
from  the  members  of  the  Parish,  I  must  be  permitted  to  refer  to 
.  the  very  liberal  gift  of  $1200,  sufficient  to  cover  all  the  expenses 
of  my  removal  with  my  family,  and  leave  a  considerable  balance 
for  other  needs.  And  I  should  be  unjust  to  my  own  feelings  of 
gratitude  if  I  should  neglect  to  mention  the  generous  deposit 
of  $600,  in  the  Savings  Bank  in  this  town^  by  two  families  of 
the  Parish,  for  the  benefit  of  my  little  blind  boy." 

During  the  past  year,  church  service  has  been  regularly  main- 
tained by  a  lay-reader  at  a  new  station  (Hopewell  Village),  the 
average  attendance  upon  which  has  been  about  50.  A  Sunday 
School  has  been  commenced  which  already  has  an  average  attend- 
ance of  63  Teachers  and  Scholars,  and  a  library  of  about  200 
books.  Two  such  stations  are  now  maintained  in  the  immediate 
▼icinity,  chiefly  by  laymeD,  and  there  is  much  need  of  an  active, 
earnest  and  faithful  Deacon  to  labor  among  us.

—  Families  and  individuals  having  pews  or  sit- 
tings, 77.  How  many  persons  these  represent  I  am  not  able  to 
state.  Besides  these,  there  are  quite  a  number  who  attend  the 
services  with  more  or  less  regularity,  and  a  still  larger  number 
who  seldom  or  never  attend,  but  call  for  the  rites  and  offices  of 
the  Church. 

Confirmed,  —  Presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr;  Porter  before  my 
taking  charge  — 12. 

Communicants  —  Died  or  removed,  8  ;  Present  number,  as 
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nearly  as  can  be  aacertaiiied  with  accuracy,  95.    Baptisms, 
(infants  20,  adult  1,)  21.    Marriages,  9 ;  Funerals,  12. 

Services  —  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  holding  three  services 
on  Sunday,  giving  an  expository  lecture  in  the  evening,  and 
lidding  a  Missionary  meeting  once  in  each  month.  Sunday 
services,  75 ;  LectCres  and  services  on  other  days,  including  a 
teachers'  meeting  once  a  fortbight,  15. 

I  have  not  found  it  expedient  to  hold  regular  services  during 
the  week,  for  the  reason  that  moat  of  the  congregation  are  con- 
nected with  the  mills,  and  work  till  so  late  an  hour  as  to  prevent 
their  convenient  attendance  upon  the  working  days. 

The  children  of  the  Sunday  school  I  catechize  on  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month,  and  with  less  formality  on  frequent  oc- 
casions. 

Sunday  School^^Teachers,  20 ;  Scholars,  200,  with  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  about  150.

The  present  condition  of  this  Parish  presents  to  view  much 
that  is  eminently  encouraging.  The  Sunday  services  have  been 
well  attended,  and  the  solemn  liturgy  of  the  Church  has  been 
used  with  much  apparent  devotion.  The  more  informal  evening 
services,  occasionally  held,  have  been  the  means  of  drawing  to- 
gether large  numbers,  composed  mostly  of  children  and  youth. 
Perhaps  the  most  agreeable  feiature  in  our  pastoral  work  is  found 
in  the  Sunday  School,  the  largest  known  in  this  Parish  for  the 
past  twenty-five  years.  An  entirely  novel  source  of  interest 
consisted  in  the  introduction,  by  the  Rector,  of  a  Christmas  tree 
and  festival.  Upon  the  evening  of  Christmas  Day  two  trees 
were  heavily  laden  with  a  profiision  of  tasted  gifts  for  the  chil- 
dren, much  to  the  gratification  of  the  scholars  and  all  intelligent 
members  of  the  Parish.  The  cheering  signs  of  life  and  interest 
manifested  during  the  past  year,  give  hopeful  promise,  unless 
unpropitious  circumstances  should  mar  our  present  prospects.

Under  the  designation  above  given  a  Parish  has  been  formed 
in  the  town  of  Milford,  based  upon  the  doctrines  and  usages  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.     During   the  last  summer, 
flenrices  were  held  occasionally  there.     Later  in  the  season  they 
vrere  sustained  regularly,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Church 
Missionary  Society  of  this  Diocese  —  and,  since  the  first  of  De- 
cember last,  the  Key.  Henry  Adams,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  has 
been  constantly  engaged  in  this  field,  and  under  the  same  pat- 
ronage.   The  town  contains  some  ten  thousand  people,  and  the 
11 
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business  is  mainly  boot  manufacturing.  •  Hie  town  needs  a  great 
deal  more  Christian  effort  than  is  devoted  to  it,  and  the  Episcopal 
Missionary  there  is  cordially  greeted  by  other  Christian  organi- 
zations to  the  work  of  Evangelization.  His  congregations  aver- 
age nearly  one  hundred  in  the  morning,  and  frequently  exceed 
this  number ;  and  in  the  evenings  the  number  is  about  doubled* 
and  sometimes  more  than  doubled. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  five  times,  and 
the  number  of  communicants  has  been  from  seventeen  to  twenty; 
but  the  number  of  persons  who  are  identified  with  the  movement 
and  who  have  Church-relations,  is  about  thirty-five.  A  Sunday 
School,  with  a  Bible-class  connected,  numbering  as  teachers  and 
scholars  fiftj  to  sixty  persons,  is  in  operation.  Two  regnlsf 
mid-week  services  are  held,  and  are  well  attended,  one  of  which 
is  for  children  and  young  persons,  and  though  conducted  re^ 
sponsively,  they  sustain  their  part  of  the  service  without  any  aid. 
There  have  been  eight  baptisms  during  the  winter,  and  probably 
a  class  for  confirmation  will  be  ready  during  the  summer. 

This  new  Farisli  appeals  strongly  to  the  benevolent,  as  it  so 
happens  that  the  mass  of  the  wealth  of  the  town  is  collected  to- 
gether into  the  original  congregation^  and  the  rest  are  all  more 
or  less  feeble  —  and  yet  doubtless  the  Episcopal  Church  will  be 
well  sustained,  as  soon  as  it  can  get  a  foothold  and  get  the  appli- 
ances of  the  Church.

The  first  Sanday  service  was  held  on  the  21st  day  of  June, 
A.  D.  1863.  The  Parish  was  duly  organized  on  the  first  day 
of  July  following,  since  which  time  the  regular  services  of  our 
Church  have  been  held  twice  on  each  Lord's  Day,  and  once  on 
the  great  Feast  and  Fast  Days,  including  those  days  set  apart 
for  special  worship  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth. 

There  is  no  church  building,  but  instead  thereof  a  new  chapel, 
hoilt  by  a  Universalist  Society,  has  been  hired  at  the  rate  of 
$125  a  year,  and  has  been  properly  refitted  and  furnished  to 
suit  oar  present  necessities.  A  Sunday  School  was  organized 
on  the  2d  day  of  August. 

The  present  Rector  officiated  for  the  first  time  on  Septuagesi- 
ma  Sanday,  24th  January,  1864,  on  the  evening  of  which  day 
he  was  requested  by  the  Vestry,  unanimously ^  to  ask  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  to  take  the  entire  control  of  the  new  Parish  into 
Ilia  own  hands,  and  to  appoint  over  it  a  minister,  who  should 
have  charge  until  Easter.  Accordingly,  the  present  incumbent 
iras  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  on 
Quinquagesima  Sanday.  On  Easter  Monday  he,  with  the  Bish- 
op's consent  and  approbation,  accepted  a  unanimous  call  to  the 
jftectorship.

This  Society  owes  its  origin  to  female  beneyolence.  In  1843 
a  report  was  made  to  the  Convention  that  Mrs.  Elizabetli  MoibSi 
wife  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newbaryport,  had  left 
a  legacy  to  the  Society,  from  which  four  hundred  and  .fifty 
dollars  had  been  received,  and  also  that  the  venerable  relict  of 
the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  Bass,  D.D.,  first  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Massachusetts,  and  for  a  long  time  Rector  of  the  Church 
above  named,  had  made  the  Society  her  residuary  legatee. 
From  this  legacy  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  one  doDars 
ninety-seven  cents  were  realized.  In  1858  one  thousand  doUan 
had  been  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Jackson 
Smith,  also  a  member  of  the  parish  before  named. 

It  would  hardly  be  a  misnomer  if  the  name  of  the  Society 
should  be  changed  to  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Newburyport  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  interest  which  female 
members  of  the  parish  named  have  taken  in  this  worthy  charity 
contrasts  favorably  with  the  apathy  that  has  marked  larger  and 
much  more  wealthy  churches. 

The  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  is  far  behind  other  dioceses  in 
providing  for  the  wants  of  that  meritorious  class  which  our 
Society  is  attempting  to  provide  for.  In  Pennsylvania  a  similar 
society  has  a  funded  capital  of  more  than  $100,000.  The  New 
York  Society  has  a  capital  exceeding  that  amount.  In  New 
Jersey  there  is  a  society  whose  capital  is  over  $30,000.  While 
Massachusetts  ought  to  have  funded  at  least  one  half  of  the 
largest  amounts  above  named,  that  the  income  may  be  devoted 
to  the  relief  of  families  of  those  who  formerly  ministered  in  her 
parishes,  she  has  gathered  for  such  a  purpose  a  fund  very  much 
below  the  smallest  capital  we  have  mentioned. 

It  was  well  said  in  a  report  to  the  Convention  a  few  years 
since,  "  until  the  interest  of  the  laity  is  fully  awakened  to  the 
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importance  of  the  Society,  the  work  cannot  be  accomplished 
with  any  coramensurate  degree  of  success." 

The  second  section  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "  The  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergymen  who 
shall  have  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
or  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  or 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  shall  be  entitled  to  an 
atmuity  of  five  times  the  amount  of  such  annual  contribution  for 
twice  the  number  of  years  during  which  it  has  been  paid.'' 

It  appears  from  the  *<  tables  of  rates"  adopted  by  Life  Insur- 
ance Companies,  generally,  that  a  person  of  the  age  of  thirty -two 
years,  in  order  to  insure  $1000  on  his  life,  must  pay  $25  yearly. 
If  he  die  after  having  made  ten  such  payments  their  aggregate 
will  be  9250,  and  his  legal  representatives  will  receive  91000, 
yielding  them,  at  the  usual  rates,  $60  per  annum.  But  if  he 
pay  the  same  sum  for  the  same  time  to  this  Society,  and  die, 
his  family  receive  an  annuity  of  $125  for  twenty  years.  Or 
should  they  wish  to  commute  this  income  for  a  certain  amount 
in  hand,  its  cash  value,  according  to  competent  authority,* 
would  be  $1,432.50.  Thus  it  will  at  once  be  seen  that  this 
Society  offers  a  far  more  liberal  return  for  moneys  invested  than 
the  usual  Life  Insurance  Companies.

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  in  addition 
to  his  usual  Annual  Account,  and  Table  of  Missionary  Contri- 
butions,  has  thought  it  would  be  useful  to  have  upon  record,  for 
the  conrenience  of  future  reference,  the  results  of  the  financial 
operations  of  the  Board,  from  its  organization  hj  the  Diocestn 
Conyention,  A.  D.  1886,  to  the  Diocesan  Conyention  of  A.  D. 
1864,  embracing  a  period  of  twentj-eight  (28)  years. 

He  has  therefore  prepared  two  statements :  1.  Showing  the 
Amount  of  Contributions,  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  by  each 
of  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  also  the  amount  of 
indiyidual  Contributions  in  the  aggregate.  The  whole  amoont 
of  receipts  by  the  Treasury  being  $80,218,88,  showing  an  ayer- 
age  amount  of  receipto  per  year  of  about  $2,900.00.  [See  Table 
on  p.  149  of  the  Aj^ndix.] 

A  Statement  b  also  presented  [See  Appendix,  p.  150,]  showing 
the  amount  of  Missionary  Aid  receiyed  by  the  seyeral  FirisheB 
(torn  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  duriug  the  time  of  its 
organization.  From  this  statement  it  will  appear  that  more  than 
$80,000  has  been  distributed  through  the  Board  for  the  building 
up  of  new,  and  for  sustaining  feeble,  parishes.  Of  this  amount 
the  sum  of  $7,600  has  been  distributed  through  the  agency 
of  the  Eastern  District  Association ;  and  the  sum  of  $8,600 
through  the  agency  of  the  Southern  District  Association, 
amounting  to  $11,200  by  the  two  Associations. 

Great  pains  haye  been  taken  by  the  Treasurer  to  make  the 
statements  correct,  yet  some  inaccuracies  may  haye  occunred  in 
making  them  up ;  but  he  feels  confident  that  they  will  be  found 
to  show  substantially  the  financial  operations  of  the  Board  for  a 
period  of  twenty-eight  years.

▲BTICLB  I. 
This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   JI. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 
The  Bishop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
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have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  (he  Convention.  Eveiy  ClergymaSf 
being  a  settled  minister^  or  having  regularly  officiated  in  some 
Parish  within  this  Diocese  for  six  months  next  preceding  the 
meeting  of  the  ConventSonj^-^r  being  «  Presidenti  Professor, 
Tutor,  or  Instructor  in  some  College  or  Seminary  of  leaming, 
and  performing  clerical  functions, — or  being  a  Missionary  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bodesiasticni  'arathonty  t>f  this  Diooeae^  cr  be^ 
ing  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
any  benevolent  or  other  pubfic  in8titution,-^if  he  have  been  actiH 
ally  as  well  as<MUEumioally  resident  within  this  Diocesei  and  have 
been  performing  the  duties  of  his  ofBce  for  the  space  of  six  cal" 
lendar  months  next  before  the  uieeting  of  the  Convention, — or  if 
he  have  been  canonically  institutedj— ehali  be  entithdd  to  a  seat 
and  vote  in  this  Convention.  £¥ery  Clei^gyman,  other  than  those 
specified,  canontcally  resident  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  with  the  exception  of  a  ri|^ 
to  vote.  No  Clergyman  who  has  been,  and  otherwise  would  bSf 
entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  Ais  Convention,  shall,  by  reaaon  of 
advanced  years,  or  infirm  healfli,  or  temporary  absenoBy  Im  di- 
vested of  ^uch  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  wifh  this  ConvenAm, 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  lay  delegates,  not  ex^ 
ceeding  threes  who  ehall  be  Comnumicants  of  this  Church,  and 
.also  stated  worshij^pers  in,  and  jnembers  of,  the  Baxiah  whaA 
they  reprefient,;  a  certificate  of  whose  appointment  and  qualifi^ 
nations,  aigned  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  iiball,  hciore 
4heir  admission  to  a  ^eat,  be  .laid  before  the  Convention.  The 
delegation  irom  eacn  ,Barish  ahaU  be  entitled,  on  a  diviaion  %7 
orders,  to  butane  vote. 

ABTfCLE    IVr 

New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conventionf 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vest^y^  that  they  have  been  duly  organiziMi  lot  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  puUie 
service^,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 
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ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
«lect  a  president  from  among  the  Clergy. 

ARTICLE  vx. 
A  Secretary  sh«K  be^  ohesea  upon  the  assembHag  of  the  An- 
nual CSonvention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention, 

ARTICLE  YIU 

The  members  of  the  Conventbn,  present  on  due  notification, 
and  diilj  organixed,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
•idinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gpOes  shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
wken  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  deieptions  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tioii ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
nnlesa  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII.

Eespecting  Contingent  £iqpms0s.    . 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State^i. after  the  fint 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  Ais 
Diocese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  i^nd  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates  in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  amuially, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  inhii 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  irith  the 
requisitions  of  this  C^non.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriatkm 
by  a  majority  of  the  yotes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  inch 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention  > 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 
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But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entided  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal.

Respecting'  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

in  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 
may  le  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
14 
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Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Strndfiitg 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit|  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  ofience  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writii^,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  ofience,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present* 
ment,  who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese* 

Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  reqaest 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  nianner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon.

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
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within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sjkt.  2,  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

SicT.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
■aid  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accustd»  or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinaAer 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  aAer 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sbct.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
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lively  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  die 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronbunced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bisbop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  aix  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  Vy  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  undei^his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment) 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused ; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
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more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
end  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
livered to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

SsGT.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
^  sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  the  Missionary  Organization  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  four  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clerical 
delegates,  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having,  within  the  year 
pzeoeding,  contributed  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shifll  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence 
at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

Parochial  and  lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  annually 
at  parish  meetings,  or  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  or  until 
the  Parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Board, 
by  a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio^  a  member,  and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

Sect.  7.  One  or  more  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board,  whose  dujy  it  shall  be  to  visi^,  explore  and  officiate 
under  its  direction.

As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  ConventioB, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
•  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  also,  the  slate 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parishi  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  abo  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof.

A  communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another 
shall  procure  from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his 
last  residence,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector,  irom  one  of  the 
Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  or  she  is  a  communi- 
cant in  good  standing ;  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  or 
Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removed,  shall  not  be 
required  to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  communicant,  until  such 
letter  be  produced.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  seventy-fifth  annual  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Rt.  Bev.  the  Bishop,  with  several 
of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates,  assembled  in  Trinity 
Church,  at  10  o'clock.  A,  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Andrew 
Mackie,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement, 
Westfield. 

The  annual  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
George  S.  Converse,  Rector  of  St  James's  Church, 
Roxbury,  from  the  text,  2  Cor.  v.  20.  Now  then 
we  are  amhassadors  for  Christ;  as  though  God  did 
beseech  you  hy  us,  we  pray  you  in  Chris fs  steady  Be 
ye  reconciled  to  God. 

The  Bishop  then  proceeded  to  admit  into  the 
Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  Carlos  Slafter  and  James 
O.  Scripture;  the  former  of  whom  was  presented  by 
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the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Babcock,  Sector  of  St  Faults 
Church,  Dedham,  and  the  latter  by  the  Eer.  F.  D. 
Huntington,  D.  D„  Eector  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Boston. 

After  which,  at  the  Offertory,  which  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  James  Mulchahey,  Rector  of  Grace  Church, 
New  Bedford,  a  collection  was  made  for  the  relief  of 
the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  administered  by 
the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  James  Mulchahey,  to 
the  Clergy  and  to  a  large  number  of  the  Laity.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 
The  Rev.  William  R.  Babcock,  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Qualifications,  made  the  following  Report:  — 

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  respectfully  report, — That 
the  second  Resolution  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Amendment  of  the  Constitution,  in  relation  to  the  amendment 
of  the  third  ^paragraph  of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitation, 
was,  by  the  action  of  the  Convention  of  1863,  ind^niidy  pott- 
poned.  That,  through  an  error  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  the  Amendment  so  postponed  was  reported  as  Ukfith 
ished  Business  to  the  Convention  of  1864,  and  as  such  was  acted 
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upon.  TKat  such  amendment  having  been  disposed  of,  at  the 
prerious  Convention,  any  action  on  the  same  was,  in  conse- 
quence, irregular,  and  therefore  void. 

The  Committee  report  that  it  is,  in  their  opinion,  competent 
for  this  Convention  to  require  Certificates  only,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  form  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Convention  of  1849,  and  printed  on  the  cover  of  the  Journal  of 
1864. 

The  Committee  report,  that  the  Certificates  received  from  the 
Secretary  of  this  Convention  were  all  in  due  form,  and  that  the 
Delegates  therein  named  are  accordingly  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  with  the  following  exceptions :  —

My  BRETnuEN  or  thk  Clergy  and  Laity  : — 

I  ask  your  attention,  on  meeting  you  once  more  in  annual 
Convention,  to  the  canonical  statement  of  my  official  acts,  and 
of  events  in  the  history  of  this  Diocese,  during  the  past  year. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  May  22,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon,  and  confirmed  4  persons  in  the  evening,  in  the  tem- 
porary place  of  worship  of  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church, 
Newton  Corner. 

On  Tuesday,  May  24, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the  after- 
noon, and  confirmed  19  persons  in  the  evening,  in  Christ  Church, 
Springfield.

Ol  Tae«daj,  !9iaj  31,  I  con&meil  10  in  the  afternoon  in 
Grace  Chorch,  Salem.  The  Rector  of  this  parish  haa  held  Sun- 
day erening  senrices  in  South  Danrers,  from  which  it  is  hoped 
that  permanent  results  maj  grow. 

In  the  eTening  of  the  same  dhj^  1  confirmed  18  in  St.  Peter's, 
in  the  same  city.  The  senrices  held  at  Beverly  by  the  Rector 
of  St.  Peter's,  aided  by  the  Rct.'  Mr.  HiUiard,  hare  resulted  in 
the  organization  of  a  parish  by  the  name  of  St.  Peter's,  and  in 
the  building  of  a  church.

Mark's,  Southborough. 

On  Tnesday,  June  14, 1  had  the  pleasure,  in  presence  of  several 
of  the  clergy,  and  of  a  large  congregation,  of  consecrating  to  the 
service  of  God  St.  John's  Church,  Framingham ;  ihe  debt  upon 
it,  as  I  remarked  in  my  Address  to  the  last  Convention,  having 
been  some  months  previously  discharged.  We  have  reason  to 
congratulate  this  parish  on  this  important  step  in  its  progress  ; 
and  it  is  a  fitting  opportunity  for  expressing  our  wishes  and 
prayers  for  a  continuance  of  that  divine  blessing,  which  has  so 
evidently  followed  the  undertaking  from  its  beginning  to  the 
present  moment.  The  Rev.  Eeese  F.  Alsop,  who  was  Bector  at 
the  time  of  this  consecration,  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Bev.  William  H.  Neilaon, 
Deacon,  from  the  same  Diocese. 

In  the  evening  of  the  above  day  I  confirmed  14  in  the  same 
Church. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  19, 1  confirmed  5 
in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity  Church,  Melrose. 

On  Monday,  June  20,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the  temporary 
place  of  worship  of  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Newton 
Comer,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  George  Howell,  and 
Mr.  William  D'Orville  Doty,  Candidates  for  Orders  of  this 
Diocese ;  the  former  being  late  a  Minister  of  the  Baptist  denomi- 
nation. The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bev.  W.  S.  Perry,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Maine.  Mr.  Howell  officiated  for  some  time  after 
his  ordination  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  Mr.  Doty  is 
Assistant  to  the  Hector  of  St.  Paul's,  Boston. 
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In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  6  in  St.  Paul's,

On  Friday,  July  8,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  evening  in  Trinity 
Church,  Haverhill. 

On  Monday,  July  11,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  James's, 
Boxbury,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Edward  Hale,  and 
Mr.  William  A.  Holbrook,  Candidates  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese. 
The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Eev.  Francis  Wharton,  Rector 
of  St.  Paul's,  Brookline.  Mr.  Hale  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware,  and  Mr.  Holbrook  is  assistant  to  the  Bector 
of  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston. 

On  Monday,  September  19, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon,  and  confirmed  3  persons  in  the  evening,  in  St.  John's, 
Wilkinsonville. 

On  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  September  20, 1  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  laying  the  comer  stone  of  Grace  Church,  Oxford. 
In  my  Address  to  the  Convention  of  last  year,  I  mentioned  the 
beginning  of  regular  services  in  this  town  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lhoyd. 
These  ministrations,  by  Qod's  blessing,  resulted  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  parish  ;  and,  with  remarkable  alacrity,  the  people  pro* 
ceeded  to  the  building  of  a  parish  church  of  stone,  and  requested 
my  services  on  the  interesting  occasion  to  which  I  have  jost 
referred.  There  was  a  numerous  assemblage  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  of  members  of  our  Church  from  other  places,  and  several  of 
the  Clergy  were  also  present.  An  address  was  delivered  by  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Wharton,  Bector  of  St.  Paul's,  Brookline ;  and  he  was 
followed  by  a  few  words  of  congratulation  from  myself.  The 
rapid  success  of  this  work  at  Oxford  is,  I  trust,  the  harbinger  of 
permanent  spiritual  blessing  to  that  towv,  through  the  agency  of 
our  beloved  Church  in  setting  forth  <<  the  faith  which  was  otioe 
delivered  unto  the  saints."

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In  tbe  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Christ  Chnrcbf 
Clappville. 

On  Thursday,  September  22, 1  preached  in  the  morning  and 
evening  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield.  The  vacancy  in  the  Bectorsh^ 
of  this  parish  made  by  the  death  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Flower  has,  I 
am  happy  to  say,  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Bar. 
Lewis  Green,  who  has  thus  returned  from  Connecticut  to  thia 
Diocese  in  which  he  began  his  ministry,  and  for  many  years  faith- 
fully preached  the  Gospel. 

On  Friday,  September  28, 1  preached  in  the  evening  in  South 
Adams;  and 

On  the  following  day,  confirmed  2  in  St.  John's,  North 
Adams. 

On  tbe  Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  %b%  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesborough.  Tlifp  Rev. 
S.  B.  Shaw,  for  the  long  period  of  34  years  the  Bectorof  this 
ancient  parish,  has  just  resigned  his  charge ;  being  compelled,  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  by  impaired  eye  sight,  to  suspend  for  the  present 
all  parochial  labors.  Our  cordial  wishes  will  attend  him  for  his 
future  happiness,  and  for  deliverance,  through  God's  blessing  on 
rest  from  ministerial  work,  from  the  infirmity  by  which  that  work 
has  been  interrupted.  • 

Li  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  1  in  St.  Stephen's, 
Pittsfield.  The  Rev.  John  Stearns  resigned  the  Bectorship  of  this 
parish,  and  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  during 
the  last  summer ;  and  was  shortly  afterwards  removed  to  a  better 
world.  He  has  been  succeeded  in  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Stephen's 
by  the  Bev.  Edward  Livingston  Wells,  from  Kentucky. 

On  Monday,  September  26,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox. 
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On  Tuesday)  September  27, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Paul-s,  Stockbridge ;  and 

-In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  preached  to  a  numerous  con-  • 
gregation  at  South  Lee,  where  the  services  of  our  Church  had 
for  some  time  been  statedly  administered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parker, 
Bector  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge.  I  also  examined  the  children, 
irith  great  satisfaction,  in  the  Church  Catechism.  Dr.  Parker 
has  since  that  time  left  Stockbridge,  and  taken  charge,  under  the 
most  prombing  circumstances,  of  the  lately  organized  parish  of 
Grace  Church,  Amherst.  Every  thing  indicates  prosperity  for 
our  Church  in  this  last  named  town,  and  permanent  results  from 
a  movement  towards  Episcopal  services  which  was  made  a  short 
time  ago  by  the  inhabitants  themselves.  Dr.  Parker  has  been 
succeeded  at  Stockbridge  by  the  Rev.  Henry  F.  Allen. 

On  Wednesday,  September  28,  I  confirmed  in  the  evening  2 
parishioners  of  St.  George's,  Lee.  The  new  church  was,  at  the 
time  of  my  visit,  nearly  completed,  and  is  now  occupied  ; 
although,  as  it  is  not  yet  entirely  paid  for,  it  has  not  been  con- 
secrated. The  Rector  of  the  parish  is  the  Rev.  Gustavus  M. 
Hurray,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Thursday,  September  29,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Vandeusenyille. 
The  intention  of  building  a  new  church  here,  of  which  I  spoke 
in  my  Address  to  the  last  Convention,  has,  I  regret  to  say,  not 
as  yet  been  carried  out.  Most  earnestly  do  I  hope  that  the  work 
-will  soon  be  begun. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  James's, 
Great  Barrington.  The  Rector  of  this  parish,  the  Rev.  John  T. 
Huntington,  has  resigned  his  office,  and  accepted  an  appointment 
as  one  of  the  Professors  of  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Connecticut. 
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On  Friday,  September  80, 1  preached  in  the  morning  in  8t. 
Paurs.  Otis,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Andrew*8»  New  Boston. 
•  On  the  Nineteenth  Sunday  alter  Trinity,  October  2,  I  yiBiled 
for  the  first  time  the  new  parish  at  Westfield ;  oonfirming  12  in 
the  momiDg,  catechizmg  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and 
preaching  a  second  time  in  the  evening.  The  Benrices  were  held 
in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  of  the  congregation,  which  is 
more  than  ordinarily  commodioos.  The  attendance  was  nnmer- 
ons ;  and  I  anticipate,  with  the  blessing  of  Gkxl,  a  steady  increase 
of  the  parish  in  strength  and  efficiency. 

On  Tuesday,  October  11,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon  in 
Calvary  Church,  Danvers. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  October  19  and  20, 1  had  the 
great  pleasure  of  being  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
American  Church  Missionary  Society,  and  of  the  Piofestant 
Episcopal  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Evangelical  Knowledge, 
held  in  this  city.  There  was,  I  am  rejoiced  to  say,  a  more 
numerous  attendance  of  the  members  of  these  two  Institutions  on 
this  occasion,  than  had  ever  before  been  known ;  and  the  public 
services  in  their  behalf,  which  took  place  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
were  welcomed  by  large  congregations.  I  trust  that  those  who, 
from  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  honored  us  by  their 
presence,  will  feel  comfort  in  the  reflection  that,  as  I  truly 
believe,  they  left  a  blessing  behind  them :  stirring  us  up^  by 
their  words  of  exhortation  and  prayer,  to  renewed  ardor  in  the 
Master's  work;  and  deepening  our  attachment  to  those  great 
principles  of  Protestant  truth  which  are  imbodied  in  the  formu- 
laries of  our  Church,  and  which  it  is  the  noble  object  of  these 
two  Societies  to  extend,  one  of  them  through  the  ministiy,  and 
the  other  through  the  press.  The  Reports  of  each  of  them 
showed  such  manifest  evidences  of  the  divine  blessing  oa  their 
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labors,  as  call  not  only  for  gratitude  to  God,  but  for  encourage- 
ment and  alacrity  of  heart  in  maintaining  the  pure  and  simple 
Gospel,  as  distinguished  from  a  system  of  acceptance  which  is 
built  upon  the  efficacy  of  sacramental  observance,  or  the  ceremo- 
nials of  a  dead  ritualism. 

In  the  afternoon  of  All  Saints'  Day,  Tuesday,  November  1, 1 
confirmed  4  in  St.  Paul's,  Hopkinton.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cooley 
hat  relinquished  the  charge  of  this  parish. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  made  my  first  visit  to 
Holliston ;  and,  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  used  by  the 
congregation,  confirmed  18  parishioners  of  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of  people  on  this 
occasion.  May  the  ministrations  of  our  Church  in  this  town 
prove  an  instrument,  in  God's  hands,  not  only  of  establishing  a 
parish  flourishing  in  outward  prosperity,  but  of  building  up  those 
who  belong  to  it  in  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
experimental  knowledge  of  Him  as  '*  the  way,  and  the  truth, 
and  the  life !» 

On  Tuesday,  November  15, 1  confirmed  12  in  the  evening  in 
All  Saints',  Worcester.  I  hare  great  pleasure  in  mentioning,  as 
an  evidence  of  the  prosperity  of  this  parish,  the  fact  that  the 
ehurch  has  been  considerably  enlarged,  and  the  great  demand 
for  additional  sittings  thus  in  some  measure  supplied.  The 
appearance  of  the  interior  has  thereby  been  much  improved.  A 
new  and  admirable  organ,  also,  has  been  put  up  in  the  church. 

On  the  morning  of  Saturday,  November  26, 1  had  the  satis- 
Action  of  being  present  at  the  opening  of  the  new  parish  church 
of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea.  The  Rey.  P.  B.  Morgan  some  time 
before  had  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew, 
and  become  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  ;  the  congregation  assembling. 
At  usual,  in  the  9maU  church  which  I  consecrated  twenty  yoara 
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ago  to  the  service  of  God.  Through  the  dmne  blessing  on  hk 
labours,  this  edifice  soon  prored  too  small  to  accommodate  tbe 
increasing  numbers  who  desired  to  attend  bis  ministry ;  and  it 
was  determined,  as  the  best  mode  of  meeting  the  necessity,  to 
purchase  St.  Andrew's  Church,  which,  as  you  all  know,  had 
passed  out  of  the  possession  of  the  parish  to  whom  it  once 
belonged.  It  was  in  this  beautiful  and  commodious  edifice  that 
the  services  to  which  I  have  referred  were  held.  I  preached  a 
Sermon  on  this  highly  interesting  and  gratifying  occasion.  May 
the  favour  of  Qod  be  continued  to  the  undertaking,  and  may  He 
richly  reward  the  many  generous  friends,  both  among  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  this  Diocese,  who  have  assisted  the  people  of  Si. 
Luke's  in  effecting  this  most  desirable  arrangement !  I  see  no 
hindrance  now  iu  the  way,  to  prevent  this  parish  from  becoming 
strong  and  stable,  and  an  instrument  of  extensive  good  in  the 
hfge  community  in  the  midst  of  which  it  is  planted. 

On  the  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  November  27, 1  confirmed  in 
the  evening  11  parishioners  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Brighton.  The  services  took  place  in  the  recently  finished 
parish  church,  which  is  a  chaste  and  appropriate  building,  and 
adapted  to  the  holy  objects  for  which  it  was  erected.  I  was 
especially  gratified  in  observing  the  ample  size  of  the  pews,  and 
their  coostruction  in  such  a  manner  that  the  congregation  may 
kneel ;  for  it  is  well  known  that,  in  many  of  our  churches,  those 
of  the  people  who  desire  to  observe  the  proper  posture  in  prayer 
are  absolutely  prevented  from  so  doing,  by  the  awkward  way  in 
which  the  sittings  are  arranged.  May  God's  blessing  be  with 
this  parish,  and  so  prosper  the  exertions  they  are  mining  to 
remove  the  debt  incurred  by  the  building  of  their  church,  that  it 
may  soon  be  presented  for  coDsecration  ! 

St.  Andrew's  Day,  Wednesday,  November  80, 1  held  an  Ordi<- 
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nation  at  Newton  Comer,  and  admitted  to  Ftiest'ii  Orders  the 
Rer.  P.  H.  Steenstra,  and  the  Ber.  George  Howell,  Deacons. 
Mr.  Steenstra  is  the  successor  in  the  Rectorship  of  Grace  Chnrch^ 
Newton  Comer,  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Copley  Qreene,  who,  haring 
resigned  that  charge,  is  now  acting  as  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Massachusetts  Church  Missionary  Society,  and  combines 
with  this  office  that  of  an  assistant  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
Brooklioe.  Mr.  Howell  has  been  officiating  in  Christ  Church, 
Waltham,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fales,  who  was  obliged  to 
seek  rest  and  another  climate  during  the  last  winter,  owing  to 
indisposition.  The  Sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by 
the  former  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Newton  Corner,  the  Rev. 
J.  S.  C.  Greene,  who  also,  together  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Fales, 
Mills,  and  Sever,  united  with  me  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

In  the  evening  of  Monday,  December  19,  in  a  hall  used  by 
the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Attleborougb,  I  confirmed 
4  persons  belonging  to  that  parish.  My  last  visit  to  this  place 
was  four  years  before ;  regular  services  having,  from  various 
causes,  been  discontinued  for  a  long  time.  In  June  last,  minis- 
trations were  renewed  by  the  Rev.  Albert  C.  Patterson,  who  has 
resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Mark's,  Southborough,  and  become 
a  Missionary  in  the  Diocese  in  the  employ  of  the  Southern  District 
Church  Missionary  Association. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  January  1, 1865, 1  con- 
firmed 3  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  10  in  the  Free 
Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors. 

On  Tuesday,  January  17,  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  I  was 
present,  in  company  with  the  Bishops  of  Vermont,  Maine,  Con- 
necticut, New  York,  and  Rhode  Island,  and  a  large  assemblage 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut  and  of 
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other  Dioceses,  at  the  funeral  of  the  Bight  Bev.  Thomas  0. 
Brownell,  D.D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Coanecticut,  and  Senior  and 
Presiding  Bishop  of  our  Church ;  and  I  also  took  part  in  the 
services  of  this  impressive  occasion.  An  Address  was  delivered 
by  the  Bishop  of  Maine,  reviewing  the  life,  and  portraying  the 
qualities,  of  the  departed  prelate,  with  his  characteristic  beanty 
of  diction,  and  unction  of  manner.  The  death  of  Bishop 
Brownell,  which  took  place  on  the  13th  of  January,  was  an 
event  which,  from  his  advanced  age,  and  long  and  increasing 
infirmities,  had  been  for  some  time  expected.  'It  was  also 
accompanied  by  every  circumstance  of  domestic  happiness,  and 
affectionate  nursing  care,  which  can  be  desired  for  one  who  is 
approaching  his  end,  and  which  can  alleviate  the  desolation  and 
sorrow  of  those  who  are  bereaved.  But  it  was  an  eyent  whioh 
his  long  Episcopate  of  45  years,  and  the  part  which  he  lias 
borne  in  the  affairs  of  our  Church  during  that  period,  made  one 
of  more  than  usual  interest  and  solemnity.  The  features  of  hit 
character  are  well  known  to  all,  and  particularly  to  those  who 
can  remember  his  course  for  many  years.  He  was  an  accom- 
plished scholar,  and  true  Christian  gentleman ;  a  man  of  great 
sagacity,  and  knowledge  of  men  ;  one  who  laboured  constantly 
to  promote  peace  and  good-will  among  all  around  him ;  devotedly 
attached  to  the  simple  beauty  and  order  of  our  ritual,  and  having 
no  sympathy  with  puerile  and  superstitious  practices ;  a  preacher 
marked  by  gravity  and  dignity  of  manner,  by  a  polished  style,  by 
a  distinct  and  graceful  elocution,  and  by  seriousness  of  matter ; 
and,  in  his  intercourse  with  others,  uniformly  characterixed  by 
that  cordiality  and  cheerfulness  of  which  his  fine  countenance 
was  the  expressive  index.  If  I  may  be  allowed  to  allude  to  my 
own  personal  feelings  while  I  was  present  at  his  obsequies,  I 
would  say  that  the  sight  of  his  coffin  carried  me  back,  witb  affect- 
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ing  recollection,  to  the  days  when  I  was  one  of  a  class  of 
students  under  his  instructions,  at  the  period  when  the  General 
Theological  Seminary  of  our  Church  was  established  at  New 
Haven ;  and  to  the  open-hearted  hospitality  then  extended  to  me 
beneath  his  roof.  And  I  cannot  but  remember  likewise,  with 
tender  interest,  the  fact  that  our  departed  Presiding  Bishop  was 
one  of  those  who,  more  than  22  years  ago,  within  these  very 
walls,  assisted  in  consecrating  me  to  the  office  which  I  now  fill. 
He  has  gone  to  his  rest.  God  grant  that,  as  we  see  brethren 
and  fiEithers  passing  one  after  another  away,  we  may  be  stimnlat> 
ed  so  to  live  and  labour,  that  at  length  we  may  ^'finish  our  course 
with  joy,  and  the  ministry  we  have  received  of  the  Lord  Jesuff, 
to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God  !  " 

In  the  evening  of  the  Fiflh  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  Feb- 
mary  5, 1  was  present  at  the  celebration  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniver. 
sary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Sunday  School  of  Christ  Church, 
Boston.  The  services  took  place  in  the  chnrcb,  and  a  more 
interesting  occasion  of  a  similar  kind  I  have  never  attended,  as 
it  regards  the  precision  of  the  answers  of  the  scholars  when  cata- 
chized,  and  the  correctness  and  joyous  animation  of  their  singing. 
A  largo  congregation  was  present,  to  whom,  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  exercises,  I  delivered  an  Address.  The  children  were  ad- 
dressed by  the  Rector ;  and  also,  in  a  most  effective  manner,  bj 
Mr.  Stephen  G.  Deblois,  who,  many  years  ago,  was  the  Superin- 
tendent of  this  school. 

In  the  eveaing  of  Wednesday,  February  22,  I  attended  a 
missionary  meeting  in  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea ;  this  being  the  last 
service  of  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  Eastern  District  Church 
Missionary  Association.  After  addresses  by  the  Bev.  Messrs. 
Bradley  and  Denham,  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Bev.  Mr.  Bonham, 
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of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island^  I  made  a  few  concludinj^  renuxiv 
to  the  congregation. 

In  tho  erening  of  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  12, 1  wat 
present  at  one  of  the  monthly  examinations  of  the  Snndaj  Schoel 
of  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  in  this  city.  There  was  a  numerous 
gathering  of  scholars,  who  were  examined  in  the  Holy  Seriptores 
with  reference  to  a  particular  sahject  by  the  superintendent  of 
tile  school,  Mr.  Russell  Sturgis,  jr.  After  this  ezandnaUon,  in 
the  course  of  which  hymns  were  sung  by  the  children,  I  d^vered 
to  them  an  Address.  I  found  the  occasion  very  impressive ;  and 
take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  seal  and  devotion  of 
Ihe  teachers  in  this  school,  who,  though  generally  connected  with 
parishes  at  a  distance  from  this  place,  consecrate  so  muek  of 
their  time  to  the  work  of  bringing  to  the  children  of  the  poor, 
within  the  walls  of  St.  Stephen's,  the  knowledge  of  that  Lamb 
of  God  who  ^^  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.'' 

On  Monday,  March  13,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Paul's, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Henry  Freeman 
Allen,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge.  The  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burrill,  who  also,  together  with  the 
Bev.  Henry  Burroughs,  united  with  me  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  19,  I  confirmed  4  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Mark's,  Boston,  including  1  from  St.  Paul's, 
Brookline. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  26,  I  confirmed  13  in 
the  evening  in  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 

Monday,  March  27,  I  confirmed  14  in  the  evening  in  the  tem- 
porary place  of  worship  of  the  parish  of  St.  PauKs,  Holyoke.  A 
very  large  congregation  was  present ;  and  1  feel  encouragement, 
from  what  I  saw,  in  regard  to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  as  well 
as  temporal  prosperity  of  this  new  station  of  our  Church. 
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On  Saturday,  April  1,  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  at  an  Ordi- 
nation held  in  Christ  Chorch,  Bay  Ridge,  admitted  to  Priest's 
Orders,  at  my  request,  the  Rev.  Elliott  D.  Tomkins,  Deacon, 
who  had  previously  been  received  by  Letters  Dimissory  from  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St. 
John's,  Northampton. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  m  Lent,  April  2, 1  confirmed  26  in  the 
evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  April  5, 1  confirmed  11  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  April  9, 1  confirmed  11  in 
the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  12  in  St,  Paul's, 
Boston ;  making,  with  the  3  already  mentioned,  and  1  hereafter 
to  be  noticed,  16  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

Tuesday  before  Easter,  April  11, 1  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon 
m  Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 

Wednesday  before  Easter,  April  12,  I  confirmed  64  in  the 
evening  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell,  including  1  from  St.  John's. 

Thursday  before  Easter,  April  13, 1  confirmed  59  in  the  even- 
ing in  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston,  including  1  &om  St.  Paul's. 

Good  Friday,  April  14, 1  confirmed  40  in  the  evening  in  St. 
James's,  Bozbury. 

Easter  Even  April  15, 1  confirmed  10  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
PaaFs,  Brookline ;  making,  with  the  7  already  mentioned,  17  as 
the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

Easter  Day,  April  16,  I  confirmed  4  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  East  Boston. 

Tuesday  in  Easter  Week,  April  18,  I  confirmed  19  in  the 
€(vemng  in  St.  John's,  LoweU,  including  1  from  the  parish  of  St. 
Anne's. 
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On  Wednesday,  April  26, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  Gloucester.  The  new  parish  chnrch,  though  finished  and 
occupied,  has  still  some  encumbranee  resting  on  it,  and  has^ 
therefore,  not  yet  been  consecrated. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  30, 1  confirmed  23^ 
in  the  evening  in  St.  John*8,  Charlestown. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  7, 1  confirmed  27  in 
the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston,  induding  1 
from  St.  John's,  Charlestown. 

On  Monday,  May  8, 1  officiated  for  the  first  Ume  at  Wren* 
tham,  where  a  parish  has  been  organized  since  the  last  Conven- 
tioD,  by  the  name  of  Trinity  Church.  The  service,  which  was  in 
the  evening,  was  held  in  a  very  convenient  place  of  worship, 
which  is  regularly  used  by  the  congregation ;  and  I  administered 
the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  6  persons  in  presence  of  a  numerooa 
attendance  of  parishioners  and  others.  This  parish  is  in  charge 
of  the  Bev.  N.  O.  Allen ;  who.  when  he  accepted  this  core, 
relinquished  the  charge  of  the  congregations  at  East  Somerville 
and  East  Cambridge. 

f  On  Thursday,  May  11, 1  performed  the  welcome  duty  of  con- 
secrating St.  Matthew's  Church,  South  Boston.  In  recording 
this  service,  I  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  perseverance  of  the  Rector  and  people  of  this  parish,  in 
labouring  for  the  removal  of  the  debt  which  had  so  long  encum- 
bered the  property,  and  hindered  this  place  of  worship  from 
being  solemnly  set  apart  for  its  holy  purposes ;  and  also  of  thank- 
ing those  other  members  of  our  Church  who  so  generously  aided 
the  parishioners  in  their  efforts.  I  trust  that  the  happy  event 
which  has  just  taken  place  is  the  precursor  of  an  equally  lealous 
movement  towards  the  enlarging  of  the  present  building,  which 
is  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  our  beloved  Church  in  that  part  of 
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tke  city.  In  this  work  I  trust  that  the  people  of  St.  Matthew's 
will  fiad,  if  needed,  the  same  sympathy  and  cordial  assistance 
from  Christian  Mends  which  they  have  hitherto  received.  On 
the  happy  occasion  ahove  mentioned,  there  was  a  nmnerous 
attendance  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  others,  to  join 
in  the  prayers  and  praises  provided  by  oar  Cha^ch  for  dedicating 
the  temples  of  the  Almighty  to  his  honour  and  ^ory. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  administered  "the  rite  of 
Confirmation  to  5  persons  in  Christ  Church,  Hjde  Park. 

*In  the  evening  of  Friday,  Maj  12, 1  confirmed  6  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  14, 1  confirmed  9 
in  the  afternoon  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  of  Grace 
Church,  Maiden.  The  present  incumbent  of  this  parish  is  the 
Rer.  C.  I.  Chapio,  Deacon,  who  has  been  received  by  Letters 
Dtmissoiy  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

And,  in  conclusion  of  this  summary,  I  have  to  record  that  I 
have  this  morning  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders,  in  this  church, 
Messrs.  Carlos  Slafter,  and  James  O.  Scripture,  Candidates  for 
Orders  of  this  Diocese. 

The  record  thus  given  furnishes  the  following  results : — I  have 
confirmed,  during  the  year  which  has  now  closed,  689  persons ; 
ordained  6  Deacons  and  4  Priests ;  consecrated  2  lurches ;  laid 
the  comer  stone  of  1  church ;  and  3  parishes  have  been  organ- 
ised. 

Besides  the  changes  in  the  Diocese  already  recorded,  the  fol- 
lowing have  occurred : — ^The  Bev.  Greorge  A.  Strong  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Rev.  B.  F. 
DeCosta  to  that  of  New  York;  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Cooley,  Deacon, 
has  been  receiyed  from  Connecticut ;  the  Bev.  William  Wright 

has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  haa 
3* 
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been  officiating  during  the  past  year  as  assistant  to  the  Rer. 
Mr.  Borrill  both  in  Christ  Church,  and  in  the  Diocesan  Mission 
to  Seamen ;  the  Rev.  Henry  Adams  has  been  received  from  Ohio, 
but  has  been  compelled,  I  regret  to  say.  by  ill  health  to  resign 
the  charge  of  Trinity  Chureh,  Milford  ;  the  Rer.  Mr.  Hilliard 
has  ceased  his  ministrations  at  Beverly ;  and  the  Rev.  Andreir 
Croswell  is  officiating  in  a  congregation  in  North  Cambridge.

Having  presented  this  statement  of  our  history  daring  the 
past  year.  I  shall  for  only  a  few  moments  longer  occupy  your 
attention. 

I  have  already  reminded  you  of  the  departure  of  the  venerable 
Presiding  Bishop;  and,  since  his  burial,  death  has  also  removed 
from  this  world  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  Dr.  William 
H.  DeLancey.  He  had,  for  many  years  before  this  event,  been 
laboring  under  great  physical  infirmity ;  but  it  was 'anticipated 
that  the  recent  relief  from  official  cares,  provided  by  the  election 
of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  would  lead  to  a  mitigation  of  his  disease, 
and  the  proloagation  of  his  life.  But  God  has  otherwise 
appointed,  and  he  has  descended  to  that  grave  to  which  we  are 
all  hastening.  I  have  known  Bishop  DeLancey  from  the  time 
of  his  first  entrance  on  the  ministry.  He  was  a  man,  as  you  all 
know,  of  great  ability,  of  high  culture,  of  superior  administrative 
powers,  and  of  untiring  industry ;  and  in  social  intercourse 
charmed  everyb53y  by  the  polished  courtesy  of  his  manners. 
Some  now  present  will  be  reminded,  by  his  death,  of  bis  partici- 
pation in  the  act  of  my  own  consecration,  and  of  the  clear, 
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cogent,  and  eloqaent  sermon  which  he  delivered  on  that  occasion 
from  the  pulpit  of  this  ohorch.  Of  all  the  prelates  who  then 
laid  hands  on  my  head,  not  one  now  remains.  This  thought 
comes  home  with  great  solemnity  to  my  own  heart.  And  the 
departure,  before  he  had  reached  extreme  age,  of  this  distin- 
guished person,  suggests  to  us,  the  ministers  of  Christ,  a  lesson 
of  the  uncertainty  of  that  life,  during  which  the  momentous 
work  is  to  be  done  of  "  saving  ourselves,  and  them  that  hear 
us." 

Since  last  we  met,  my  dear  brethren,  what  a  blessed  change 
has  passed  over  the  affairs  of  this  afflicted  country  I  And  what 
grounds  have  its  inhabitants,  and  we  among  the  number,  for 
overflowing  gratitude  to  God,  at  the  sight  of  a  most  wicked 
rebellion  at  length  defeated ;  its  military  power  broken  ;  and  the 
dawn  appearing  of  what  we  trust  will  ere  long  be  a  bright  day  of 
union  restored,  of  the  renewal  of  the  arts  of  peace,  and  of  the 
blotting  out  of  human  bondage  from  every  portion  of  the 
national  territory!  These  rejoicings  have,  it  is  true,  been 
mingled  with  consternation  at  that  awful  event  of  the  murder  of 
the  President  of  these  United  States,  which  has  filled  every 
corner  of  the  civilized  world  with  horror.  But  how  fitted  this 
calamity  to  humble  us !  to  lead  us  from  dependence  on  human 
instruments !  and  to  turn  us  to  the  Lord  God  Almighty  as  our 
only  Shield  and  Buckler !  And  let  us  not  forget,  that  the  happi- 
ness of  our  future  will  depend  upon  our  righteousness  as  a 
nation.  What  a  motive,  therefore,  have  the  ministry  for  pro- 
claiming faithfully  the  message  of  the  gospel,  and  Christian 
people  for  laboring  and  praying  in  behalf  of  their  fellow-men  I 
In  the  work  of  bringing  religion  to  bear  on  the  nation,  our  own 
Church  has  an  important  part  to  perform :  for  how  calculated 
sorely  it  is  to  exert  a  blessed  influence,  through  the  hallowed 
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services  of  its  Liturgy,  ia  correcting  the  irrevereQce  which  so 
fearfully  prevails  for  God's  holy  word)  for  his  crucified  and  ever- 
lasting Son»  and  for  all  sacred  things  I  Let  us  be  thankful  toe 
these  advantages ;  and  may  a  due  consideration  of  them  lead  to 
increased  zeal,  and  an  enlarged  liberality,  on  the  part  of  the  lay^ 
members  of  our  communion,  in  extending  its  ordinances  not  only 
through  this  Diocese,  but  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
landl 

I  should  be  wanting  in  the  manifestation  of  a  due  sense  of  the 
Christian  love,  consideration,  and  liberality,  evinced  by  a  recent 
act  of  one  of  the  laity  of  this  Diocese,  did  I  not  refer,  before 
doling,  to  the  munificent  gift,  by  Robert  M.  Mason,  Esq.,  of 
$5000,  towards  the  relief  of  those  of  the  Clergy  who,  during  the 
high  prices  of  the  past  year,  have  been  suffering  anxiety  and 
privation  under  the  pressure  of  inadequate  means  of  sustaining 
their  families.  I  have  endeavored,  in  conjunction  with  the 
respected  lay  gentlemen  appointed  by  him  to  act  with  me  in  the 
distribution  of  this  sum,  to  appropriate  it  iu  such  a  manner  as  to 
accomplish  most  effectually  the  object  Mr.  Mason  had  in  view. 
And  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  with  all  my  heart  and 
soul,— ^ and  I  am  sure  you  will  join  in  these  thanks,  —  my 
estimable  friend,  for  this  noble  remembrance,  from  the  distant 
capital  of  France  where  he  is  residiug,  of  the  necessities  of  those 
who,  in  his  native  Diocese,  are  preaching  the  gospel  to  men. 
Those  who  know  Mr.  Mason  will  readily  feel,  that  thia  publicity 
formed  no  part  of  his  aims  in  this  generous  gift.  But  our  own 
duty  is  not,  on  that  account,  the  less  binding ;  and  I  most  not 
forget  to  say,  that  the  substantial  value  of  the  gift  has  been 
enhanced  by  the  delicacy  of  the  manner  in  which  his  inteationa 
were  first  communicated.  May  the  blessing  of  God  descend 
upon  himself  and  his  family,  now  and  evermore  I 
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And  now  may  the  H0I7  Spirit  direct  our  proceedings,  and 
make  us  do  such  things  as  shall  conduce  to  the  glory  of  the 
Saviour,  and  the  prosperity  of  his  kingdom  I 

The  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Babcock  presented  the  Trea- 
surer's accoiyit,  which  was  referred,  on  motion,  to

Resolvedy  That  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table,  to  be  taken 
up  for  future  action. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  from  the  Committee  on 
New  Parishes,  reported  that  the  papers  from  Grace 
Church,  O^tford,  Church  of  Our  Redeemer,  HoUis- 
ton,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Holyoke,  are  correct, 
and  they  recommend  that  the  above  named  Parishes 
be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention.

Denham, 
and  George  L.  Locke,  Deacons,  recommending  them  to  be  admit- 
ted to  the  Order  of  the  Priesthood. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials  of  George 
Howell,  Jr.  (late  a  Minister  of  the  Baptist  Denomination), 
William  D'Orville  Doty,  William  A.  Holbrook,  Edward  Hale, 
Carlos  Slafter,  James  O.  Scripture,  and  A.  V.  G.  Allen,  apply- 
ing to  be  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials  of  H.  J.  W. 
Allen,  A.  V.  G.  Allen,  George  Brown,  Frank  W.  Winslow, 
Simeon  C.  Hill,  William  J.  Harris  (late  a  Minister  of  the  Con- 
gregational Denomination),  James  Haughton,  Jr.,  and  John  K. 
Karcher  (late  a  Minister  of  the  Unitarian  Denomination),  recom- 
mending them  to  be  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonials  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  H.  Vail,  D.D.,  Bishop  elect  of  Kansas,  and  the  Bqt. 
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Arthur  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.D.,  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  George  G* 
Jones,  Chaplain  in  the  Army. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  the  question  of  members  who  are  not  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  Convention  being  entitled  to  take  part  in  the  debates, 
he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  roll  was  then  called  over  by  the  Secretary. 
Some  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates,  not  present 
yesterday,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

Certificates  were  handed  in  from  Trinity  Church, 
Haverhill,  and  St  Paul's  Church,  Brookline,  and 
the  Delegates  from  those  Parishes  appeared  and  took 
their  seats. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed 
the  Rev.  William  H.  Brooks,  D.D.,  as  his  assistant. 
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The  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Babcock,  from  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  read  and  presented  the  Annnal 
Report  of  that  body :  —

DxDHAH,  May  15,  1865. 

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese  of  Masaachu- 
setts  respectfully  present  their  Annual  Report :  — 

They  have  held  twelve  meetings  at  the  house  of  the  Bishop, 
ex  officio  Presideut  of  the  Board,  who  has  presided  at  nearly  all 
our  sessions,  and  opened  the  same  with  prayer.  Our  delibei^ 
ations  have  heen  full  and  friendly,  and  designed,  as  we  trost, 
under  God,  for  the  best  good  of  the  missionary  field  of  the 
Diocese.  Our  appropriations  have  been  liberal,  to  the  largest 
extent  of  our  ability,  —  not  by  any  means  to  the  largest  extent 
of  our  desires. 

Our  operations  might  have  been  Ynany  per  cent.  larger,  had 
those  to  whom  God  has  given  the  power  to  get  wealth,  and  the 
opportunities  also,  given  as  every  man  was  able.  Then  our 
treasury  would  have  been  full  to  the  overflow,  and  the  Diocese 
had  hardly  had  room  enough  to  receive  it. 

Many  a  man  in  our  favored  Zion  might  have  contributed,  out 
of  his  individual  purse,  a  sum  as  large  as  the  aggregate  of  aU 
our  receipts,  and  have  been  a  happier  man  for  the  giving. 

We  are  thankful,  however,  most  thankful,  to  be  able  to 
announce  that  we  owe  no  Missionary  aught  but  our  love  and 
prayers,  and  our  treasury  is  free  from  debt.  Some  of  the 
parishes  have  done  nobly;  some,  from  whom  we  had  good  reason 
to  expect  much,  have  given  sparingly,  and  some  have  failed 
entirely  to  contribute.  The  smallest  sum  that  should  satisfy  a 
Diocese  so  respectable  as  our  own,  and  within  whose  fold  are 
many  who  count  their  wealth  by  millions,  should  be  ten  thou- 
sand dollars.  Then  we  could  sustain  our  present  Missionaries, 
and  put  into  the  field  six  or  eight  itinerants,  every  one  of  whom 
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could  be  profitably  employed  to  lengthen  our  cords,  without 
entering  into  other  men's  labors. 

We  shut  our  eyes  to  holy  duties  and  precious  priTilege?, 
which,  for  blessed  Jesus'  sake,  we  ought  to  hold  in  high  regard. 
We  fold  our  hands  in  dignified  repose  when  we  should  be  not 
only  working  out  our  own  salvation,  but  enabling  others  to  tread 
the  path  that  leadeth  unto  life.  We  seal  up  the  fountain  of  our 
charities,  while  the  waste  places  are  parched  with  spiritual 
drought.  The  cry  of  the  poor  and  needy,  desuring  to  be  fed 
with  the  crumbs  that  fall  from  the  rich  man's  table,  enters  into 
the  ears  of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth ;  but  our  own  ears  are  dull  of 
hearing,  that  we  cannot  or  will  not  hear.  The  Church  has  not 
yet  learnt  '*  it  is  high  time  to  awake  out  of  sleep."  We  are  at 
ease  in  Zion.  The  whole  Diocese,  with  all  its  zeal,  with  all  its 
ability,  with  all  the  magnificent  opportunities  opened  and  open- 
ing before  it,  has  placed  in  our  hands  only  the  small  amount  of 
but  little  more  than  $3,000,  with  which  to  send  ''  the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  saints  "  to  such  as  would  learn  to  love  it  as  they 
love  their  lives. 

Do  we,  as  a  Church,  duly  consider  that  we  are  living  in  a 
glorious  age,  when  all  the  kingdoms  are  astir  ?  when  God  is 
overturning  and  overturning  all  lands,  as  if  to  bring  in  speedily 
the  great  Day  of  Redemption,  from  all  that  is  false  and  all  that  is 
oppressive,  that  the  Son  may  possess  his  inheritance.  Does  the 
Church  perceive  that  Errorists,  even  to  the  denying  the  Lord  that 
bought  us,  are  active  now  as  they  have  never  been  before ;  active 
in  raising  funds,  in  sending  out  propagandists,  in  occupying  all 
possible  new  places ;  active  in  destroying  ancient  creeds,  in 
removing  ancient  landmarks,  in  uprooting  the  divine  constitution 
of  the  Church,  set  in  order  by  Christ  after  the  glorious  Ascension 
Day  ?  Does  the  Church  perceive,  or  fail  to  perceivej  that  there 
are  gatherings  all  around  us,  gatherings  close  at  our  very  doors, 
to  give  new  impulse  to  their  own  views  of  how  the  Church 
should  be  set  in  order,  as  if  our  o\^n  were  an  obstacle  in  the 
progress  of  saving  truth?  Do  we,  as  a  Church,  discern  the 
signs  of  the  times  in  the  breaking  up  of  all  former  ideas,  and  iu 
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the  re-combination  of  old  material  into  ^ew  forms.  4>fpiiilo80j^7 
and  religion  ?  If  we  did,  we  eoold  perceire  it  was  emphatijnily 
oar  own  working  day,  and  God's  grace  imparted,  tlie  daj.of  poiper 
to  enter  in  and  occupy  the  land. 

Precisely  what  the  Church  has  the  age  demands*  an  mtAontt^ 
live  governments  deform  of  sound  wonb  that  eai^not  be  impeached^ 
a  lilwgy  that  meets  the  most  elevated  idea  of  dcTOtion,  um%  coik 
serres  atl  holy  doctrines,  that  has  made  the  worn  patbwaj  of 
prsyer  all  the  centuries  through,  and  that  has  a  freahnsai  t0-ja]|^ 
like  the  dew  o|  the  morning;  a  ministry  that  d^riT^  n^  it* 
honor  or  its  sanction  from  man,  but  from  the  Paraclete,  and  that 
can  appeal  to  an  array  of  authors  of  sound  learning,  wIk>  are  the 
acknowledged  standards  in  the  great  controTersies  of  all  who^ 
advocate  the  doctrines  of  grace.  Ui^r  what  better  adumtaget 
could  we  enter  into  the  great  worlf  to  which  the  pro^raoes  of 
God  now  BO  singularly  invite  ?  Where  is  a  combim^n  of  finees 
to  be  found  like  that  the  Church  can  wield,  if  we  waka  up 
our  energies  to  the  emergency  of  the  day  in  which  we  an^IinDg} 
Not  to  use  our  advantage  is  not  to  honor  Christ.  We  aje.boimdf 
especially  and  eminently,  to  gird  our  armor  on,  and  ij^t  die 
good  ^ht ;  not  for  emulation,  God  forbid ;  not  that  others  inay 
not  surpass  us,  God  forbid ;  not  merely  to  lift  the  nliifipe  np,  nor 
hold  the  sacraments  before  the  eyes  of  men  because  they  have 
the  superscription  of  our  king,  but  that  we  may  i(Uk  immortal 
sou^s,  that  we  may  be  co-workers  with  Christ  in  the  wod^  the 
Father  sent  him  to  do. 

If,  as  a  Church,  we  have  the  **  one  talent,*'  let  us  use  it  for 
the  Master's  glory.  If  we  have  the  '<  ten  talemts,'*  let  us  .gain 
therewith  ten  taints  more. 

The  Episcopal  Church  should  be  the  first  to  move  in  the 
present  crisis  that  is  making  a  new  formative  process  in  the 
land.  The  firsts  not  the  last.  And  our  own  Diocese,  with  intel- 
ligence in  our  ranks,  with  wealth  in  possession,  and  amfd  a 
population  that  presents  the  best  material  for  a  successfol  ;wQrk, 
should  be  behind  no  other  in  zeal  for  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

An4  these  agitations  i^l  around  as,  like  surging  biUows,  are 
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«6  tep^hin  our  favor ;  for  many  will  seek  a  sore  abicUng  place, 
^hetk  tlie  billows  may  beat  without  disturbing  the  rock  on  which 
their  feet  are  planted,    tiet  thinn  not  seek  iu  vain. 

Are  there  any  data  upon  which  to  build  a  reasonable  hope, 
that  this  Church  can  now  particularly  perform  a  most  efficient 
workt 

^irst  Is  the  fact,  that  the  pubUc  Dund  is  wearied  and  vexed 
with  the  vagaries  and  irreverduees  incidental  to  a  non-liturgical 
Kervice  of  devotion.  Hettce  many  are  Coming  to  advocate  forms 
of  prayer  who  once  Ejected'  thexH  Its  savouring  of  a  dead  ifor- 
mality,  and  so  they  carefully  prepare  a  prescript  prayer,  and  ihe 
people  hve  to  hive  U  so.  It  is  an  argument  used  out  dt  our 
Church  in  &vor  of  our  Church,  and  in  so  much  prepares  the  way 
for  our  own  advance. 

NeiLt,  the  prejudice  against  creeds  is  fast  vanishing  away,  and 
a  creedless  religion  is  beconung  a  reproach  among  the  serious 
and  devout.  We  can  offer,  and  uncounted  thousands  out  of  the 
Church  are  glad  to  receive,  that  which  has  the  sanction  of  centu- 
ries, and  which  is  fortified  by  all  the  testimony  of  Holy  Writ. 
And  eminently  is  the  public  mind  wearied  with  discussions  in 
the  pulpit  of  the  trivial  affairs  of  the  passing  events  of  earth ; 
trivial  compared  with  what  constitutes  the  only  proper  theme  of 
the  pulpit,  <<  Christ  and  ]ffim  Crucified." 

Our  persistent  adherence  to  this  principle  commends  itself  to 
the  reflecting  and  devout  mind«  so  that  we  have  already  obtained 
great  favor  in  the  public  opinion* 

In  yiei^  of  these  and  other  considerations,  there  aro  constant 
flolicitations  for  our  services,  and  a  great  duty  devolves  upon  us 
in  the  pfemiHes,  as  a  Church  and  as  a  Diocese,  to  see  that  the 
mrgency  of  the  demand  is  .met ;  and  we  know  of  no  better  way 
to  meet  it  than  through  the  agency  of  this  appointment  of  the 
Diocese,  whose  duty  you  make  it,  to  water  that  portion  of  the 
heritage  of  the  Lord  which  lacks  the  privileges  of  our  old  and 
^established  parish^.  We  go  out  in  the  name  and  with  the  au- 
thor!^ of  the  Diocese,  not  as  proselyters,  not  as  advocates  of 
Any  partial  views  of  Qod's  great  revelation,  but  to  do  precisely 
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what  the  Master  said  he  must  do,  ^^  preach  the  kingdom  of  Qod 
to  other  cities  also,  for  therefore  (he  says)  am  I  sent ;"  to  do 
precisely  what  the  inspired  Apostles  did,  ''  preaching  the  king- 
dom of  Qod,  and  teaching  those  things  which  concern  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ."  We  go  forth  representing  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  representing  our  own  Diocese,  to  show  that 
the  mystical  body  of  God's  dear  Son,  as  thus  repreaentedt  Is  a 
living  and  not  a  dead  body,  and  active  as  well  as  living,  visible 
to  men's  eyes,  and  so  appearing  to  the  world  aroond  ns,  that 
we  can  say,  in  Christ's  name,  '^  Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet, 
that  it  is  I  myself;  handle  me  and  see,  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh 
and  bones  as  ye  see  me  have." 

We  offer  a  Church  that  we  believe  to  be  Christ's  body, — 
himself  the  ever-divine  head,  —  of  which  body  strangers  to  our 
covenant  of  promise  may  become  very  members  incorporate. 

It  raises  against  us  no  hue  and  cry  as  in  former  days,  bat  we 
find  all  over  this  Conmionwealth  a  readiness  to  receive  preeisely 
such  a  Church,  and  such  a  creed,  and  such  doctrines  of  grace ; 
and  many  wax  confident,  if  we  announce  to  them  that  we  come  in 
the  name,  by  authority  of,  and  sanctioned  by,  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  servants  we  are  for  their  sakes,  who  desire  a 
more  excellent  way  than  those  which  have  not  always  proved  to 
them  <'  ways  of  pleasantness  and  paths  of  peace/' 

This,  then,  the  duty  of  this  Board  of  Missions ;  this,  then, 
the  expanding  work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  We  can 
now  do,  by  fidelity  and  zeal,  what  we  have  never  before  been  so 
well  able  to  do ;  and  impressed  ourselves  with  this  deep  convic- 
tion, we  have  neither  diffidence  nor  much  distrust  in  calling 
upon  the  churchmen  of  Massachusetts,  especially  upon  her 
wealthier  member^,  to  ask  each  for  himself,  "  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do  ?  I  have  been  brought  to  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth.  I  have  assumed  Christian  vows.  I  am  accredited 
before  the  world  as  a  religious  man.  I  have  much  goods  laid 
up.  I  have  multiplied  l)les8iDgs  and  mercies,  and  I  owe  much. 
What  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ?  " 

Questions  thus  asked,  and  there  are  few  not  in  position  to  ask 
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thus,  und  this  would  be  the  result :  —  Our  pitiflil  $3,000  would 
be  more  than  thrice  f  8,000 ;  our  few  and  feeUe  churches  would 
be  strengthened  and  increftsed ;  and  in  new  places,  scores  of 
new  places,  we  can  sow  good  seed  that  will  spring  up  and  bear 
firuit,  some  thirty,  some  Attf>,  and  some  an  hundred  fold. 

6od  sanctify  and  gOTPm  our  hearts  and  hands,  that  we  may 
be  more  and  more  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  we  know  that  our  labor  is  not  in  vidn  in  the  Lord.

This  Association  has  continued  its  labors  under  the  same  dis- 
^ediiraging  embarrassments  which  lundered  its  work  during  the 
laaiyear. 

Its  meetings  have^  howeyer,  been  regularly  held,  with  an 
4* 
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increasing  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy.  The  pnUic 
services  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association  have  not  been  so 
largely  attended  by  the  Laity  as  would  be  desirable. 

The  number  of  stations  at  vrhich  services  have  been  heU« 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Association,  have  been  materially 
reduced.  Two  stations  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board ;  and  a 
third,  St.  John's,  Framingham,  no  longer  looks  to  the  Mission- 
ary organization  of  the  Diocese  for  aid.  The  only  remaining 
Missionary  of  the  Association  is  the  Bev.  J.  R.  Peirce,  Rector 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Gloucester,  who  has  been  supported  also 
in  part  by  t)ie  Board  of  Missions. 

The  amount  of  money  which  has  actually  passed  through  the 
hands  of  our  Treasurer  has  been  reduced  from  $935.15  to  about 
$500.  This  has  taken  place  partly  in  consequence  of  the 
arrangement  which  has  been  made  with  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Salem,  to  turn  all  its  Missionary  contributions  to  the  support  of 
the  Mission  at  Beverly,  under  the  control  of  the  Association ; 
and  also  with  St.  John's,  Charlestown,  to  devote  its  contribu- 
tions to  Missionary  work  in  East  Cambridge  and  Somerville. 

The  work  of  establishing  our  Church  at  Ipswich  received  a 
severe,  but  it  is  hoped  not  a  fatal,  check  in  the  death  of  that 
faithful  ajid  zealous  layman,  Jos.  £.  Bomer,  M.D.  By  his 
indefatigable  exertions,  services  have  been  for  a  long  time  main- 
tained in  that  town.  It  is  hard  to  interpret  the  ways  of  God 
when  one  so  useful  and  promising  in  the  Church  militant  is 
taken  to  the  Church  triumphant. 

The  station  at  South  Danvers  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev. 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Salem,  —  the  Rev.  Geo.  D.  Wildes. 

A  new  station  has  been  adopted  at  Natick,  and  services  have 
been  maintained  there  since  Jan.  22,  by  appropriations  from  the 
treasury  of  the  Association.  This  station  has  presented  a  very 
favorable  opening.  About  three  hundred  dollars  now  wait  the 
appointmcDt  of  the  Missionary,  ^heu  the  right  man  is  found. 

The  Parish  of  the  Epiphany,  Brighton,  still  looks  to  this 
Association  for  its  nursing  care.  Its  growth  is  a  favorable 
comment  upon  the  recent  efforts  of  the  Association  for  the 
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spread  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  showing  that  the  Associa- 
tion has  lost  none  of  its  former  Missionary  vigor.  The  Church 
edifice  at  this  station  has  been  finished  and  occupied.  The 
Parish  at  Gloucester  has  akeady  begun  to  occupy  its  new  and 
beautiful  Church.  So,  also,  the  Parish  at  Beverly  will,  in  the 
course  of  a  month,  enter  its  new  Church.  In  all  of  these 
stations,  there  is  still  a  debt  upon  their  Churches.  The  only 
one  in  which  this  debt  is  of  serious  proportion  is  the  Epiphany, 
Brighton. 

The  Association  can  thus  sum  up,  with  gratitude  to  God,  as 
the  result  of  its  past  two  years  of  labor,  three  new  Parishes, 
each  with  its  new  Church,  setting  forth,  in  towns  where  our 
Church  was  little  known  before,  the  faith  of  Christ,  as  preserved 
and  preached  in  her  Apostolic  Order  and  Scriptural  Liturgy. 

With  a  crippled  treasury,  and  a  debt  still  hanging  over  the 
Association,  we  would  yet  labor  on,  determined  that  no  opposi- 
tion from  without  and  no  faltering  from  within,  with  God's 
grace,  shall  prevent  the  prosecution  of  the  good  work,  until  our 
Church  shall  have  been  planted  in  her  purity  and  beauty  in  every 
town  in  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Middlesex. 

To  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Bdbcockj  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Missions : 

Within  the  year  included  between  Easter,  1864,  and  Easter, 
1865,  the  Southern  District  Association  has  made  appropriations 
to  Trinity  Parish,  Wrentham,  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Hyde 
Park,  and  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Swansea,  A  District 
Missionary  has  been  employed,  who  has  devoted  his  time  princi- 
pally to  the  Parish  of  Grace  Church,  Attleborough.     s 

The  amount  of  money  expended  in  these  Missionary  opera- 
tions has  been  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  Without 
doubt,  a  much  larger  sum  might  be  expended  during  the  coming 
year,  with  great  advantage  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  to  the 
blessing  of  many  souls.

Report  from  the  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen :  — 

Heport  of  tl)e  Boarllf  of  illiosiono  for  0mmen. 

The  Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen   present  the  following 
Report :  — 

A  score  of  years  has  passed  away  since  the  Church  established 
this  Mission  for  the  benefit  of  Seamen.  Its  history,  like  that  of 
all  similar  enterprises,  has  its  lights  and  shadows.  The  history 
of  the  last  year  does  not  differ  materially  from  that  of  former 
years.  Wo  have  moved  on  in  our  great  work  of  disseminating 
the  Gospel  among  seamen  and  others  who  have  come  to  our 
place  of  worship,  not  without  evident  tokens  of  the  divine  favor ; 
still,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  our  hopes  and  expectations 
the  past  year  have  not  been  fully  realized.  The  number  of 
sailors  attending  our  Bethel  Service  is  small,  owing  to  the 
changes  and  derangements  of  commerce  during  a  four  years' 
war;  but,  notwithstanding  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  the 
friends  of  seamen  have  no  reason  for  discouragemeot.  Tke 
war  has  only  for  the  present  shifted  the  theatre  of  operations, 
and  changed  tlie  points  of  contact.  Those  who,  a  few  years 
ago,  were  in  our  meetings,  are  now  in  the  navy,  and  to  some 
considerable  extent  in  the  army ;  and  the  Christian  Commission, 
with  others,  have  been  doing  our  work,  perhaps  to  better  pur- 
pose. In  the  meantime,  the  families  residing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  our  Chapel  have  filled  their  places ;  and  the  deep 
attention  paid  to  the  trtith  has  be^n  such  as  to  leid  to  the  belief 
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that  our  labor  has  not  been  bestowed  in  vain,  and  that  the  bread 
cast  upon  the  waters  will  be  gathered  again,  though  it  may  not 
be  till  after  many  dajs. 

Public  Services  have  been  held  every  Sunday  morning  and 
evening  during  the  year,  besides  a  meeting  for  prayers  and 
addresses  on  Tuesday  evening  of  each  week.  A  large  amount 
of  reading  matter  has  been  furnished  to  those  who  have  attended 
the  Chapel ;  and  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  wants 
of  seamen  on  their  leaving  port.  No  one  leaves  without  a 
Bible,  and  other  religious  books  and  papers.  Most  of  the 
sailors  who  attend,  we  see  but  once  or  twice,  and  then  they 
depart,  perhaps  never  ^  return. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  Rev.  William  Wri^t 
was  employed  as  Assistant  Missionary,  and  he  has  labored  in 
connection  with  the  Mission  during  the  year.  Although  this 
arrangement  considerably  increased  the  expense  of  carrying  on 
our  operations,  yet  we  are  happy  to  say  that,  through  the  liber- 
ality of  our  friends,  the  whole  amount  has  been  met,  and  the 
Mission  is  entirely  free  from  debt,  as  appears  by  the  Treasurer's 
Report. 

The  Report  of  the  Assistant  Missionary  shows  that  he  has 
labored  diligently  among  the  seamen ;  and  that  for  some  months 
all  the  vessels  at  the  wharves,  with  but  few  exceptions,  from  the 
foot  of  Summer  Street  to  Charlestown  Bridge,  and  thence  to  the 
Navy  Yard,  have  been  visited,  and  the  sailors  supplied  with 
Tracts  and  Testaments  in  various  languages.  From  a  hundred 
to  a  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  Parish  Visitor^  seventy 
copies  of  the  American  Messenger^  and  three  hundred  Tracts, 
per  month,  have  been  distributed,  besides  those  in  foreign  lan- 
guages, —  a  supply  of  which  is  always  kept  on  hand.  Such  an 
amount  of  religious  reading  furnished  to  vessels  going  to  sea, 
can  scarcely  fail  of  producing  good  results.  It  is  spreading 
over  the  ocean  those  reforming  influences  which  the  organized 
Church  is  extending  on  the  land. 

While  we  have  reason  to  acknowledge  the  favor  of  God  in 
blessing  this  Mission  during  the  twenty  years  it  has  been  in 
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operation,  we  are  at  the  same  time  iinpressed  with  a  deep  and 
growing  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  work  entrusted  to  our 
t;are.  The  work  is  not  done^  and  we  appeal  confidently  to  the 
Church  for  her  continued  prayers  and^fostering  aid  to  enable. us 
to  go  forward. 

The  great  demand  for  the  class  of  men  which  this  Mission  is 
intended  to  reach,  from  the  various  sources  of  the  Navy  and 
Army  for  the  defence  of  our  country^  no  longer  exists.  The 
Navy  Department  has  ordered  the  discharge  of  all  %\i<Me  whose 
terms  of  enlistment  expire  the  ensuing  summer,  and  already  a 
large  number  have  left  the  service.  They  will  soon  be  found 
thronging  our  cities ;  we  must  go  forth  with  the  Gospel  to  meet 
them.  Let  our  work  for  the  coming  year  be  prosecuted  with 
renewed  vigor,  and  we  may  expect'  the  richest  displays  of  th^ 
Bedeemer's  power  and  grace.

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and  most  satisfactory.  Circulars  were  sent  in  the  month  of 
September  to  the  Rectors  of  all  the  Parishes,  in  which  were 
set  down  the  amount  contributed  by  each  Parish,  and  the  amount 
still  due  in  order  to  make  Up  the  full  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
The  answers  to  these  appeals  being  very  few,  a  second  circular 
was  issued  in  the  month  of  February,  in  which  an  urgent  appeal 
was  ag^n  made,  and  the  amount  due  &om  the  Parish  was  men- 
tioned. In  answer  to  these  demands,  four  Parishes  have  paid 
their  quota  to  the  Treasurer.  One  Parish  had  already  given 
more  than  its  assessment.  A  few  other  Parishes  have  sent  in 
contributions.  A  list  of  Parishes,  with  their  contributions,  is 
subjoined,  in  accordance  with  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion.* By  examining  it,  each  member  of  the  Convention  can 
learn  the  present  state  of  the  Fund,  and  from  what  sources  it  has 
been  accumulated.  The  Committee  can  but  express  their  regret 
at  the  small  value  attached  to  the  services  of  the  clergy  by  the 
greater  number  of  individuals  and  congregations.  The  clergy 
are  not  supported  as  are  the  members  of  other  professions,  and, 
as  a  general  rule,  professfonal  services  are  not  rewarded  to  the 
same  extent  as  are  business  and  financial  services.  He  who 
enters  the  ministry  must  know  that  the  same  amount  of  talent 
and  exertion  will  secure  larger  pecuniary  returns  in  almost  any 
other  calling.  And  the  ?amt^truth  must  be  constantly  impressed 
on  the  Parish  minister  in  his  Baily  walks  and  intercourse.  The 
stipends  of  the  clergy  in  the  Diocese  are  very  small,  and  in  some 
cases  our  appeals  were  answered,  that  if  the  Parish  clergyman  is 
so  inadequately  provided  forj  how  can  additional  contributions 
be  expected  for  the  Bishop  ?  This  truth  should  sink  deep  into 
the  liearts'of  all  the  laity,  that  they  who  preach  the  Gospel  should 
live  of  the  Gospel.  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons  are  essential 
parts  of  our  ecclesiastical  polity,  and  adequate  provision  should 
be  made  fbr  the  support  of  all,  if  we  would  realize  the  full  benefits 
of  our  glorious  heritage.  This  increase  of  the  Fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  is  surely  a  most  important  matter  of  common 
concern,and  efforts  should  be  persevered  in  for  its  accomplishment.

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The  Committee  hoped  to  have  been  able  to  report  to  this  Con* 
vention  the  work  aa  done.  As  some  Parishes  could  not  conve* 
nientlj  raise  and  pay  the  money,  it  was  proposed  that  legal  notes 
should  be  given,  interest  payable  annually,  and  ten  years  were 
allowed  as  the  period  for  getting  together  the  sum,  whilst  the 
interest  payable  every  year  was  appropriated  to  the  Bishop's 
income  for  that  year..  But  even  with  such  an  offer,  bat  few 
Parishes  have  come  forward  to  meet  it.  Your  Committee,  how. 
eV^r,  are  not  discouraged.  They  are  unanimous  in  recommending 
to  the  Convention  the  appointment  of  a  new  Committee  and  a 
vigorous  prosecutbn  of  the  work.  Authority  might  be  given  to 
employ  an  agent  to  visit  all  the  Parishes,  and  to  set  forth  the 
obligations  of  the  people  to  contribute  to  an  object  so  important 
to  the  prosperity  of  the  Church.  So  much  of  the  time  of  the 
Bishop  has  been  taken  up  with  his  Parish  duties,  as  Bector,  that 
his  value  is  not  appreciated  as  it  would  have  been  had  he  been 
able  to  spend  more  time  in  Episcopal  visitations.  Massachusetts 
is  one  of  the  very  few  Dioceses  in  which  adequate  provinon  is 
not  made  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop.  There  are  nine  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  nineteen  communicants  in  the  Diocese. 
A  contribution  of  six  dollars  from  each  communicant  would 
furnish  the  required  sum,  and  is  it  such  a  difficult  matter  to 
raise  such  a  sum  ?  Will  not  those  with  ampler  means  help  their 
poorer  brethren  ?  The  Committee  are  aware  that  the  assessment 
now  proposed  bears  unequally.  Some  Parishes  have  a  hundred 
fold  the  ability  of  others,  whilst  the  assessment  according  to  this 
distribution  of  the  richer  Parish,  may  be  only  ten  fold  greater 
than  that  of  the  poorer.  Still  the  Convention  can  not  ascertain 
and  define  the  ability  of  each  Parish.  The  matter  must  be  left 
to  the  conscience  and  ability  of  each  individual.  ^  From  the 
experience  and  observation  of  the  year,  your  Committee  would 
recommend  that  an  amount  equal  to  the  salary  of  the  Rector  of 
each  Parish  for  one  year  he  fixed  upon  as  the  assessment  for 
each  Parish  which  has  not  paid  its  quota.  The  smaller  assess- 
ment, 73  per  cent,  of  the  Rector's  salary,  can  not  be  relied  upon 
to  furnish  what  is  wanted. 
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In  conclusion  we  propose  the  following  Eesolution : 
Eesolved,  That  ibis  matter  of  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  five  persons,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair,  with  instructions  to  persevere  in  appeals  and  efforts 
for  the  increase  of  the  Fund,  with  authority  to  employ  a  special 
agent,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  Parishes  whose  Rectors 
will  receive  him,  and  set  forth  to  the  people  the  great  importance 
of  providing  adequately  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  so  that  his 
whole  time  and  strength  may  be  given  to  the  duties  of  the  Epis- 
copate.

When  we  celebrate 
such  an  anniTcrsary  of  an  institution  which  stands  alone  among 
au  extensive  population,  to  enlighten  and  bless  them,  it  then 
becomes,  or  should  become,  an  object  of  the  highest  interest  and 
of  the  dearest  value.  Our  own  city  is  its  birthplace.  It  is  of 
a  religious  value,  second  only  to  that  which  relates  to  the  Bible, 
and  it  stands  alone  in  our  New  England,  to  bless,  if  we  would 
let  it,  or,  if  we  would  make  it  so  do,  our  whole  vast  New  Eng- 
land population.  We,  especially  we,  should  feel  a  deep  interest 
in  this  day,  this  occasion,  this  Institution,  not  only  for  what  it 
is  in  itself,  but  also  because  it  is  the  birthday  of  our  honored 
and  beloved  patron  and  founder.  Madam  Margaret  Coffin. 

We  have  the  past  year  distributed  5,904  Prayer  Books ;  of 
the  full  Prayer  Book,  1,386,  and  of  the  **  Selections "  for  the 
army,  4,518.  With  this  little  book  of  Selections,  together  with 
the  Bible,  our  services  can  be  performed  for  the  whole  year. 
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Let  u8,  in  our  effi>rts  the  coming  year,  dhow  that  we,  too,  prize, 
this  invaluable  hook  of  our  Church. 

We  need  a  less  expensive  edition  of  the  foil  Prayer  Book  than 
the  one  we  publish  from  our  plates.  Can  we  procure  a  set  of 
plates  for  a  d2mo.  edition  ? 

We  are  now  almost  out  of  books,  and  must  obtain  some  im- 
mediately, or  we  must  discontinue  our  distnbution.

The  arrangements  by  which  this  Church  was  under  the  charge 
of  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Hilliard  for  the  year  ending  April,  1864,  — 
the  last  six  months  of  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  G.  L. 
Locke,  —  not  having  been  renewed,  the  Parish  was  left  without 
a  Rector.  Temporary  supplies  for  public  worship  were  obtained 
up  to  July  dd. 

During  this  time,  an  offer  for  the  purchase  of  the  Church  was 
received  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Society  of  North  Russell 
Street,  Boston.  The  Wardens  and  Yestry,  after  due  considertr 
tion,  deemed  it  best,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  which 
the  Parish  was  placed,  to  make  such  a  sale ;  and  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  proprietors  was  called  to  consider  the  subject,  and  hj 
an  almost  unanimous  vote  the  sale  was  authorized  *to  be  ntide, 
and  it  was  consummated  during  the  summer. 

The  Wardens  and  Vestry  received  authority  from  the  proprie- 
tors to  settle  up  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  ;  and  a  discharge 
from  all  persons  owning  pews  in  the  building  having,  been  ob- 
tained, the  Corporation  has  become  extinct. 

The  necessity  for  such  a  course  was  much  regretted  by  all 
connected  with  the  Parish,  and  probably  by  none  more  so  than 
by  a  few  individuals  who  were  among  its  earliest  friends,  and 
long  continued  and  liberal  supporters. 

It  is  a  cause  of  sorrow  that  a  Parish  should  pass  from  our 
Communion ;  yet,  if  it  must  be  so,  there  is,  perhi^ps,  no  denomi- 
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nation,  outside  of  our  own,  to  which  we 
the  building  should  go,  than  the  one  whi 
Most  of  the  congregation  formerly 
Church  have,  it  is  belie?ed,  connected 
Episcopal  Parishes  in  the  city.

The  number  of  seamen  attending  the  service  of  the  Church 
during  the  war  has  not  been  so  great  as  in  former  years,  owing 
to  the  prostration  of  oommerce ;  but,  as  regards  the  families  of 
seamen  and  others,  in  the  portion  of  the  city  where  the  Church 
is  situated,  there  has  been  a  most  encouraging  increase. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  enjoy  its  wonted  prosperity 
under  its  excellent  and  efficient  teachers.  The  attendance  of 
the  scholars  is  punctual  and  regular>  and  the  interest  manifested 
l^  them  affords  encouraging  tokens  of  God's  blessing  upon  this 
important  part  of  Parish  work. 

The  Sewing  School  for  the  children  of  the  Parish  and  neigh^ 
borhood,  and  the  mother's  meeting,  in  charge  of  the  same  devot- 
ed ladies,  have  afforded  valuable  instruction  and  considerable 
material  aid  in  the  way  of  clothing  to  max^  families  of  the 
poor. 

Clothing  and  other  help  to  Seamen  and  their  Families.  —  Ship- 
wrecked and  destitute  Seamen  have  ever  found  sympathy  and 
aid  at  St.  Mary's.  The  liberal  supply  of  flannel  shirts  and 
drawers  furnished  by  "  the  ladies  of  the  Sailors'  Aid  Society," 
together  with  second-hand  garments  from  other  sources,  has 
enabled  the  Rector  to  aid  many  persons  and  families  who  other- 
wise would  have  suffered  for  necessary  clothing.  Other  help 
has  been  afforded  by  the  ladies  in  the  way  of  work,  with  a  liv- 
ing price  for  every  article  made  up  for  their  Society. 

Provisions,  fuel,  and  such  other  help  as  they  required,  have 
been  furnished  by  the  Rector.  None  have  been  sent  away  with- 
out having  their  cases  carefully  investigated,  and  the  deserving 
have  been  aided  in  proportion  to  their  actual  wants  and  our 
means  of  relief.

Daring  the  past  year,  by  the  liberality  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  a  portion  of  the  debt  on  our  Church  property  has  been 
paid,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  Annnal  Report  will  record 
the  cancelling  of  the  balance. 

While  our  Church,  with  others,  has  felt  the  embarrassment 
consequent  upon  the  interruption  of  the  regular  commerce  of  the 
country,  caused  by  this  unholy  rebellion,  still  we  have  been 
enabled,  by  strict  economy,  not  only  to  increase  our  charities, 
but  to  go  through  the  year  without  debt. 

The  Parish  of  St.  Mary's  is  dependent  for  its  support  upon 
the  free-will  offerings  of  its  friends  in  the  City  and  throughout 
the  State.  It  is  a  free  Church,  and  has  ^o  income  whaterer 
from  pew  rents.  Many  poor  families  avail  themselves  of  its  free 
sittings ;  but  their  circumstances  allow  them  to  contribute  but 
little  to  the  support  of  public  worship.  It  has  been  a  home 
where  numbers,  now  in  better  condition,  fbund  in  the  season  of 
adversity,  sympathy,  encouragement,  and  timely  aid. 

To  his  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  he  makes  his  annual 
appeal,  and  he  does  this  with  a  degree  of  confidence  to  which  he 
thinks  twenty  years  of  unceasing  labor  among  seamen  justly 
entitle  him.  This  long  experience  has  not  only  furnished  him 
with  valuable  lessons  which  could  be  learned  from  no  other 
source,  and  which  are  of  great  importance,  but  has  served  to 
give  him  an  influence  with  sailors,  which  alone  comes  of  that 
confidence  that  is  begotten  of  a  long  acquaintance,  frequently 
renewed  and  cemented  by  tokens  of  kindness  at  every  renewal. 

The  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors  trusts  only  to  its 
own  fruits  for  the  commendation  which  will  secure  that  support 
which  it  needs  from  the  hands  of  those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  It  has  no  agencies,  —  no  powerful  patrons  to  plead  its 
canse.  The  Hector  thanks  God  that  he  has  been  enabled  cheer- 
fully to  do  what  his  hand  found  to  do.  He  desires  to  pursue 
this  work  to  the  end  of  his  pilgrimage.  What  he  asks  of 
his  brethren  is,  the  means  of  doing  this  efficiently.     Of  the  laity

It  is  with  deep  thankfiilness  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  that  the 
Rector  is  able  to  report  that  the  heavy  debt  which  rested  upon 
this  Church  has,  by  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  Parish  itself,  and 
the  liberal  offerings  of  its  friends,  been  completely  removed ; 
and  that  on  the  11th  day  of  the  present  month,  the  Bishop  per- 
formed the  office  of  the  consecration  of  the  Church  to  the  worship 
and  service  of  Almighty  Qod,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

May  those  who  have  so  generously  aided  in  this  labor  receive 
the  blessing  of  Him  who  loveth  the  cheerful  giver ;  and  may  the 
Head  of  the  Church  continue  to  shed  upon  us  the  light  of  his 
countenance.     Glory  be  to  Thee,  O  God ! 
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who  attend,  we  see  but  once  or  twice,  and  then  they  depart, 
perhaps  never  to  return. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  Rev.  William  Wright 
was  appointed  by  the  Board  as  Assistant  Missionary,  and  he 
has  labored  in  connection  with  the  Mission  during  the  year, 
devoting  a  large  portion  of  his  time  to  visiting  the  ships  in  port. 
His  report  shows  that  for  some  months  all  the  vessels  at  the 
wharves,  with  but  few  exceptions,  from  the  foot  of  Summer 
Street  to  Charlestown  Bridge,  and  thence  to  the  Navy  Yard, 
have  been  visited,  and  the  sailors  supplied  with  Tracts  and 
Testaments  in  various  languages.  From  one  to  two  hundred 
copies  of  the  Fariah  Visitor,  seventy  copies  of  the  American 
ilessenger^  and  three  hundred  Tracts,  per  month,  have  been 
distributed,  besides  those  in  foreign  languages,  —  a  supply  of 
which  is  always  kept  on  hand.  Such  an  amount  of  religious 
reading  furnished  to  vessels  going  to  sea,  can  scarcely  fail  of 
producing  good  results.  It  is  spreading  over  the  ocean  those 
reforming  influences  which  the  organized  Church  is  extending  on 
the  land. 

By  this  and  other  means  of  disseminating  the  Gospel  among 
seamen,  and  others  who  come  to  our  Chapel,  we  have  labored  on 
through  the  year,  and  not  without  tokens  of  the  divine  favor. 
We  have  reason  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  goodness  of 
God  in  blessing  this  Mission  daring  the  twenty  years  that  it  has 
been  in  operation.  Scores  and  hundreds  have  received  from  it 
blessings  more  valuable  to  them  than  gold.  The  results  of  each 
succeeding  year's  labor  have  been  encouraging,  and  giv«  us  hope 
for  the  future.  We  feel  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  prosecuting  our  work  with  renewed  vigor  for  the  year  to 
come,  and  we  appeal  confidently  to  the  Church  for  her  continued 
prayers  and  fostering  aid  to  enable  us  to  go  forward.

We  have  special  reason  to 
acknowledge  the  generous  kindness  of  many  friends,  partieuUrly 
of  Trinity  and  St.  Paurs  Congregations,  Boston,  in  the  purchase 
of  our  new  edifice.  The  number  of  our  CommunicAiits  has 
been  considerably  increased  during  the  year  past,  and  we  are 
much  encouraged  in  our  hopes  for  the  future.

The  Rector  would  express  his  conviction  that,  were  the  Church 
building  improved  and  enlarged,  the  Parish  would  readily  ex- " 
pand  both  in  numbers  and  influence.  This  conviction  arises, 
however,  not  from  any  perceptible  overcrowding  of  the  Church, 
though  the  congregations  are  always  good,  but  from  the  fact 
that  the  ground,  which  the  Church  might  hold,  is  not  fully 
occupied,  and  that  there  is  room  for  increase.  This  work,  how* 
ever,  will  doubtless  soon  occupy  the  attention  of  those  who  have 
the  best  interests  of  the  Church  here  at  heart.

Since  my  last  Report,  the  Parish  has  purchased  and  paid  for 
a  most  eligible  site  for  its  new  Church,  and  also  defrayed  all  the 
expenses  for  the  foundations,  v\rhich  are  now  ready  to  receive  t 
superstructure.  It  has  been  deemed  prudent  to  wait  for  a  fall 
in  the  prices  of  building  materials  before  resuming  operatioiis 
this  season ;  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  by  next  midsummer  a 
saving  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent,  may  be  realised.  The 
earnest  desire  of  the  Parish  is  to  begin  work  upon  the  site,  in 
time  to  complete  the  building  by  January  of  this  year. 

I  learned,  incidentally,  that,  within  the  last  nine  months,  forty 
applications  for  pews  have  been  refused,  in  consequence  of  the 
incapacity  of  the  present  place  of  worship  to  aecommodtte  more 
persons  than  are  already  provided  for ;  and  during  a  previous 
period  not  a  few  have  been  told  that  all  the  pews  are  taken. 
These  facts  but  partially  exhibit  the  extraordinary  tendency  of 
the  surrounding  community  towards  our  beloved  Church.  It  is 
a  singular  circumstance,  that  although  many  Episcopalians  of 
large  fortunes  and  evangelical  sympathies  are  to  be  found  in  the 
cities  and  towns  in  our  immediate  vicinity,  yet,  up  to  the  present 
date,  their  contributions  to  our  new  Church  have  not  equalled 
the  gratuities  of  those  who,  not  denominationally  with  us,  have 
shown  a  generous,  and,  at  the  same  time,  easily-awakened,  sym- 
pathy in  our  behalf.  With  an  admirable  location,  a  large  sur- 
rounding population,  and  close  proximity  to  Harvard  University, 
one  would  suppose  that  among  the  hundred  or  two  of  contiguous 
Episcopalians,  who  are  blessed  with  pecuniary  abundance,  and 
rejoice  in  the  simplicity  of  the  Gospel,  more  than  enough  would 
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appreciate  the  impcrrtance  of  aidiDg  us  in  our  work,  and  the  long 
and  happy  results  of  establishing  an  Evangelical  Parish,  situated 
for  doing  a  large  work  for  Christ,  upon  a  broad  and  permanent 
basis.

The  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society  has  sent  a  large  amount  of 
clothing  and  other  comforts  to  the  soldiers  by  the  hands  of  the 
Christian  Commission.  The  Parish  has  markedly  increased  in 
numbers,  and  the  attendance  at  all  the  services  has  indicated 
deep  religious  intorest. 

The  Rector  has  now  held  his  charge  for  precisely  two  Conven- 
tional years.  Finding  the  eastern  climate  too  severe  for  hia 
health,  he  has  resigned  the  Parish.     His  personal  emotions  at

I  have  respectfully  to  report  that,  since  the  last  Convention,  I 
have  heen  attached,  as  in  several  preceding  years,  to  the  Boston 
Navy  Yard. 

I  have  continued  to  officiate  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Yard  twice 
on  every  Sunday,  and  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  with  one  exception ;  also,  on 
Easter  and  Whitsunday.  I  have  regularly  visited  the  Naval 
Hospital  at  Chelsea,  at  least  three  times  a  week,  and  attended, 
according  to  my  ability,  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  such  sick  and 
disabled  seamen  as  have  been  patients  in  that*Institution.

The  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  has  never  been  so 
urgent  as  during  the  past  year,  and  the  gifls  of  our  Parishes 
visited  have  never  been  so  generous.  The  whole  number  of 
volumes  issued  by  the  Society  during  the  year  is  1,630,564. 
The  grantb  to  the  United  States  Christian  Commission  have  been 
415,840  Tolumes.  The  total  number  granted  to  the  Christian 
Commission  since  the  war  began  is  1,265,175.  There  have 
been  granted  to  the  Freedmen,  in  all,  52,248  volumes.  To  pris- 
oners of  war  there  have  been  given,  during  the  year,  33,694 
volumes,  in  addition  to  those  supplied  by  auxiliaries  and  the 
Christian  Commission,  and  to  Southern  troops  and  people,  58,500 
volumes. 

Now  that  the  desolating  rebellion,  which  has  tasked  the  ener- 
gies of  the  Government  for  the  last  four  years,  has  been  brought 
to  an  end,  a  work  of  great  magnitude  presents  itself  to  the 
Society,  in  supplying  the  destitute  in  the  Southern  and  Border 
States.  While  other  fields,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  are  "  white, 
already  to  harvest,"  this  call  cannot  certainly  be  neglected.  It 
will  be  the  prayer  of  every  devout  mind,  that  God  will  here, 
indeed,  "  send  forth  his  light  and  his  truth."

Constitution 


OF  THE 

PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 

AS  AMENDED 

15  CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841,  1846,  MAY,  1852,  JANUARY,  1856, 
AND  MAY,  1859.  


ABTICLS  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ABTICLS  II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 
The  Bisjiop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
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have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Conrention.  Every  otker  Clergyman 
of  the  Chorcli,  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  Miniater,  or  regu- 
larly officiating  in  some  Parish  within  this  Diocese,  or  being  a 
President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instmctor  in  some  College  or  Sem- 
inary of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions,  or  being  a 
Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  d 
this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  institution,  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if  he  have  been  acta- 
ally  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this  Diocese  for  thi 
space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention;  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been  employed  in 
performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been  canonictUj 
instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  Clergyman,  otherwise 
entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by  reason 
of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence,  be 
divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  CoDvention  a  lay  delegate  oi 
delegates,  not  exceeding  three ;  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  hu 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention 
Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  la} 
delegate  uoless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  Parish  which  h< 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  Parish  shall  be  entitled 
on  a  division  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven 
tion,  on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  havi 
laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  thi 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  tb 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  publi 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  tH 
Church. 
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ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention* 
Bui  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  Clergy. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  t}ie  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  members  of  the  Convention,  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  and  accepted  by  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  at  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  it» 
adoption.

Canon  of  1828, 

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION   OF    1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shallJbe  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  aAer  the  i 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Ck>nvention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
Dioeese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  wl 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay 
cgates  in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annufl 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay 
same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  io 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with 
requisitions  of  this  Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropria 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  8 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention;  and 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  name 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Conventi< 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  ono  year ;  to  pay  the  travell 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Trien 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  cler 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Dioces 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  e 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  an 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  o 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convent! 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  e^ 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention.

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But  no  clergyman  shall  be  eniilled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Conlingenl  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal. 


OCanon  of  1844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

AMBNDBD   IN   THB   CONVENTION    OF  1852. 
I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 
accused  hy  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 
may  he  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  ofience  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
14 
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wltbin  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  lo  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

9iCT.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  uni^nimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  aocused,or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sbct.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  perbd,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sbct.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
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shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  resp 
lively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oa 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial, 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  < 
dence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

SscT.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bisfa 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mi 
rial  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  o 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  i 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  tix  dc 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  m 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  da 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  s 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witn< 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  i 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Conmiissa 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  i 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examir 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  mam 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  € 
<ienco,  shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority 
ihem,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  prcsentme 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  whi< 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of  su 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accuse 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canoni 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  sai 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by 
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Courts  and  soch  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con* 
ducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof- 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
livered to  a  party,  or  \e(i  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be* 
fore  the  lime  of  trial.

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION    OF    1860. 

Of  ike  Missionary  Organization  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  four  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clerical 
delegates,  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having,  within  the  year 
preceding,  contributed  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  One  lay  representative  in  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence 
at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention.  • 

Sect.  4.  Parochial  and  lay  delegates  shall  bo  chosen  annually 
at  parish  meetings,  or  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  u^til  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  or  until 
the  Parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Board, 
by  a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio^  a  member,  and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

Sect.  7.  One  or  nAre  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore  and  officiate 
under  its  direction.

Section  1.  As  a  Aill  and  accurate  view  of  the  atate  of  ike 
Church,  fVom  time  to  time,  is  highly  useftil  and  necessary,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Pttrish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Conventiooi . 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  Pit)sident  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman,  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  ha?e 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof.
